CHAPTER 286. 


An Act making further appropriations for the support 
of the agencies of the State government in this act 
enumerated and for the purposes of meeting defi- 
ciencies in appropriations. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The following sum or so much thereof as may 
be necessary be and is hereby appropriated out of the 
State and special funds for the purpose herein specified, 
to meet deficiencies in appropriations. 


2. COMMISSION TO SURVEY THE ACTIVITIES AND WORK 
GF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND EDUCATIONAL INSTITU- 
TIONS, ET CETERA, 


Additional allowance for expenses pursuant to Joint 
Resolution No. 5, Laws of 1928, approved March 
twenty-one, one thousand nine hundred and twenty - 
eight, twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00). 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 287. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to regulate 
elections” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the amend- 
ments thereof and the supplements thereto. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Superintendent of Elections in counties of the 
first class in this State, his chief deputy or assistants, 
shall have the power, whenever, in his or their judg- 
ment, it shall be deemed necessary, at any election, upon 
the completion of the counting and canvassing of the 
ballots by any District Board of Registry and Election, 
to enter any place containing ballot boxes for the pur- 
pose of sealing any ballot box or boxes with a seal to be 
adopted by said Superintendent of Elections, and when 
any ballot box shall be so sealed by said Superintendent 
of Elections, or his chief deputy or assistants, such 
ballot box shall not be opened and the seal thereof de- 
stroyed or affected without an order first had and ob- 
tained from the Chief Justice or any justice of the 
Supreme Court. Taping or any other mechanical device 
may be used to make such sealing secure. 

2. Any person or persons preventing, hindering or 
interfering with the said Superintendent of Elections or 
his chief deputy or assistants in sealing such ballot box 
or boxes shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three (3) years, or by the payment 
of a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,- 
000.00) or both. 

3. Any person or persons who destroy, deface or 
remove, or attempt to destroy, deface or remove, said 
seal shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion, shall be punished by imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding three (3) years, or by the payment of a fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or 
both. 
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4. The powers herein granted may be exercised by 
such Superintendent of Elections, his chief deputy or 
assistants, upon the completion of the counting and 
canvassing of the ballots at any election by the District 
Board of Registry and Election, or within a period of 
ninety (90) days thereafter. 

5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 288. 


An Act to repeal an act entitled “A further supplement 
to an act entitled ‘A supplement to an act entitled 
“An act concerning juries” (Revision), approved 
March twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred 
seventy-four,’ which supplement was approved May 
twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hundred thirteen,” 
approved February twenty-eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. An act entitled “A further supplement to an act 
entitled ‘A supplement to an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning juries” (Revision), approved March twenty- 
seventh, one thousand eight hundred seventy-four,’ 
which supplement was approved May twenty-ninth, one 
thousand nine hundred thirteen,” approved February 
twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
seven, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 289. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the 
same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing 
rules regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles ; 
fixing the amount of license and registration fees; 
prescribing and regulating process and the service 
thereof and proceedings for the violation of the pro- 
visions of this act and penalties for said violations,” 
approved April eighth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-one, approved April third, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight. 


Bg IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

2. Automobile fire engines and such self-propelling 
vehicles as are used neither for the conveyancing of per- 
sons for hire, pleasure, or business, nor for the transpor- 
tation of freights, such as steam road rollers, and traction 
engines, are excepted from the provisions of this act. 
No fee shall be charged for the registration of motor 
vehicles owned by the United States, and the State of 
New Jersey, or. by any city, borough, incorporated 
town, township, or county, duly authorized volunteer 
fire department, hospital, humane society, any anti- 
cruelty society in the State, or by the American Re 
Cross, providing such vehicles are not uscd for pleasure 
or hire, but all such vehicles shall be registered and 
shall display number plates as is provided for in this 
act; provided, however, that motor vehicles that are not 
of the commercial type may be used in the delivery of 
mail on rural free delivery routes and shall not he 
classed or considered as commercial cars. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 290. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, nineteen hundred 
and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county in 
this State shall have power to acquire lands or real 
estate or any interest therein for road or highway pur- 
poses, in the manner hereinafter set forth, in addition 
to the method contained in the act to which this is 
2 supplement. 

2. Such board of chosen freeholders shall have power 
to appoint three discreet and impartial freeholders, resi- 
dents of such county, to examine and make awards for 
lands or real estate to be taken. Such commission shall 
be known as the “ County Highway Right- 
of-Way Commission.” ‘The members of the said com- 
mission shall each serve for a term of one year or until 
their successors are appointed and have qualified, and 
shall receive such compensation, either upon per diem, 
annual or other basis, as such board of chosen free- 
holders shall provide. The board of chosen freeholders 
may remove any commissioner for inefficiency, neglect 
of duty or misconduct in office, having first given to 
such commissioner a copy of the charges against him 
and an opportunity of being publicly heard in person 
or by counsel, upon not less than ten days’ notice in 
writing, and a statement of the findings of the board of 
chosen freeholders and the reasons for its action shal! 
be filed with the clerk of said board. The members of 
such commission shall take and subscribe an oath or 
affirmation faithfully and impartially to discharge the 
duties by virtue of their appointment, which oath or 
affirmation shall be filed in the office of the clerk of 
such county. Such board of chosen freeholders shall 
have power to provide legal, engineering, clerical or 
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other assistance which may be deemed necessary in the 
judgment of such board of chosen freeholders and the 
cost of such assistance and other necessary expenses, 
including the compensation of such commissioners, shall 
be paid by such county in the same manner as other 
compensation and expenses are paid. 

3. When any improvement. resolution shall require 
the taking of lands or real estate or any rights or inter- 
ests therein, for any of the purposes herein provided, the 
resolution for that purpose, when introduced, shall state 
the location and character of the improvement proposed 
to be made, the lands or real estate to be taken therefor, 
sufficiently described so as to be readily identified and 
such resolution shall be accompanied by a map prepared 
under the direction of such board of chosen freeholders, 
showing in detail the location and dimensions of such 
land or real estate proposed to be taken. 

4. Upon the conclusion of the hearing as provided in 
the act to which this is a supplement and the adoption 
of such resolution, said map, together with a copy of 
the resolution duly attested by the clerk of the board of 
chosen freeholders, shall, without delay, be filed with 
the highway right-of-way commission of such county. 

5. Upon the filing of such resolution and map with 
the said commission, said commission shall be charged 
with the duty of viewing the land or real estate to be 
acquired under such resolution, to fix a time and place 
for the hearing when and where the owner or owners 
and all persons interested may be heard. Notice of the 
time and place shall be given by at least one publication 
in a newspaper circulating in the municipality or munici- 
palities in which such land or real estate is situated not 
less than ten days before such hearing. Notice of the 
time and place of such hearing shall also be mailed to 
the owner or owners of the lands or real estate to be 
taken, directed to his or their last known post-office ad- 
dress. Such notice shall be mailed and published by 
such clerk or officer as the said commission may desig- 
nate. Such notice shall be mailed at least one week 
before the day set for such hearing. Failure to mail 
any notice shall not invalidate any proceedings here- 
under. 
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6. Said commission shall attend at the time and place 
appointed. A majority of such commission shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business and 
shall have power to make any award, but one member 
shall have power to adjourn any meeting. The said 
commission may adjourn from time to time; it shall 
give all parties interested or affected by the taking of 
any land or real estate ample opportunity to be heard 
on the subject of the award; said commission shall 
have power to examine witnesses under oath or affirma- 
tion, administered by any member of such commission. 
The commission shall thereupon make a just and equit- 
able award of the damages sustained by reason of the 
taking of such land or real estate as the case may be, 
having due regard to the rights and interests of all 
persons concerned, considering in such ward the condi- 
tion of each parcel at the time of the mailing of notices 
as provided in section five thereof, and the condition in 
which each parcel will be left after the taking of such 
lands or real estate. Where an award is made under 
this act said commission shall make its report in writing 
to the board of chosen freeholders, which shall contain 
a description of every separate tract of land or real 
estate taken and it shall file a copy in the office of the 
register of deeds of the county within ten days after 
signing the same, there to be recorded in the record of 
deeds of the county, together with the appointments of 
said commission and proofs of the notices aforesaid, and 
a copy of the map accompanying the resolution of the 
board of chosen freeholders shall also be filed in the 
office where the records of deeds are kept. 

7. In case of uncertainty as to who is entitled to the 
amount awarded or where the board of chosen free- 
holders is unable to tender said award by reason of the 
incapacity or absence of any such persons entitled 
thereto or where any person or persons refuse to receive 
such award, the same may be paid into the Court of 
Chancery and shall be distributed to the person or per- 
sons entitled thereto according to law. ‘The payment 
of such sum into the Court of Chancery shall operate to 
stop the running of interest upon any award thereafter 
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made to the amount of such deposit. The owner or 
owners or the board of chosen freeholders of such 
ccunty, feeling aggrieved by an award for any lands or 
real estate taken for any such improvement, may appeal 
to the Circuit Court of the county at any time within 
sixty days after the filing of the report in the office of 
the register of deeds, and the said court shall thereupon 
order a trial by a struck jury to award such damages 
anew. Such trial shall be conducted as any other case 
of trial by jury in condemnation appeal actions, upon an 
issue to be framed under the direction of, or by the 
court; provided, that the completion of said improve- 
ment shall not be delayed thereby and that the county 
may proceed with such improvement as though such 
appeal had not been taken. 

8. Upon the acceptance of any such award, or the 
payment of the same into the Court of Chancery, title 
to such land or real estate or right or interest therein 
shall vest in the county, and the board of chosen free- 
holders may thereupon enter upon and take possession 
of such lands or real estate or right or interest therein 
and remove all persons therefrom. 

9, The report of said commissioners or a copy thereof 
certified by the register of deeds of such county, and 
proof of tender of the amount awarded, or payment of 
the same to the owner or the Court of Chancery, as the 
case may be, shall at all times be construed as evidence 
of the right of said board of chosen freeholders to 
have, hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said lands 
or real estate or interest therein for such road or high- 
way purposes. 

10. This act shall not be construed as in substitution 
or in lieu of the authority and manner and method ot 
procedure set forth in sections eleven hundred and five 
to eleven hundred and fifteen inclusive of Article XI of 
chapter one hundred eighty-five of the Laws of nineteen 
hundred and eighteen and amendments and supplements 
thereto, but shall be construed as vesting in boards of 
chosen freeholders additional and alternative authority 
for acquiring lands or real estate or interests therein for 
road or highway purposes, and shall also be construed to 
apply to the acquisition of lands or real estate or inter- 
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ests therein for improvement of State highways under 
reimbursement agreement with the State Highway Com- 
mission. Nothing in this act contained shall apply to 
any land or other property acquired for or devoted to 
any public use by any board, commission or agency of 
the State of New Jersey, municipality or county of this 
State, or by any county park commission, or by any 
public utility as the same is defined by ‘‘An act concern- 
ing public utilities; to create a board of public commis- 
sioners, and to prescribe its duties and powers,” ap- 
proved April twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and eleven, or any act amendatory thereof or supple- 
mental thereto. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 291. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘An act to regulate elec- 
tions” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the amend- 
ments thereof and the supplements thereto. 


Bk IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In counties of the first class in this State, it shall be 
the duty of the superintendent of elections to investigate 
all registry lists prior to the holding of any election. 
Whenever, as a result of such investigation or during the 
course thereof, said superintendent shall have ascertained 
that persons registered have been found to be either dead 
or to have moved from the place of registry or have been 
found to be registered from some place other than the 
actual residence of the person whose name appears upon 
said registry, or are otherwise not entitled to vote at 
such election, from the place of registry of such person, 
or are not qualified to vote at such election, then it shall 
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be the duty of said superintendent of elections to serve 
an order in writing, signed by him, upon the proper 
district board of registry and election, ordering said dis- 
trict board to refuse to allow said person or persons to 
vote at such election; provided, however, that no such 
order shall be signed by the said superintendent of elec- 
tions unless notice to such person to be affected shall be 
given as hereinafter provided. 

2. Said superintendent of elections shall, before sign- 
ing such order in writing to any district board of registry 
and election, give notice of his proposed action to such 
registered person, either personally, or by leaving the 
same at said registered place of residence with some per- 
son above the age of fourteen (14) years, if any such 
person can be found, and if not, a copy of said notice 
shall be affixed to the outer door of said registered place 
of residence, or to any other portion of said premises, 
if no building be found thereon, or by registered mail 
addressed to such person at his registered place of resi- 
dence, at least two (2) entire days before the issuance 
of such order by the superintendent of elections to said 
district board of registry and election; or the said super- 
intendent of elections may cause a list of the names of 
such persons, with the registry addresses of the persons 
affected, to be published at least two (2) entire days 
before the issuance of such order in two (2) or more 
daily, and one (1) weekly, newspapers published within 
the county, and said published notice, in addition to con- 
taining the names and addresses as aforesaid, shall give 
notice to the persons affected thereby of the proposed 
action of the said superintendent of elections to issue the 
order aforesaid to the district board of registry and elec- 
tion. No such order in writing shall be signed by the 
superintendent of elections subsequent to the Tuesday 
preceding such election. 

3. The said superintendent of elections shall cause said 
order in writing to be delivered to the district board of 
registry and election at the same time as the challenge 
lists are delivered to the district board of registry and 
election, as now provided by law, which order shall be 
receipted for by the judge of the district board of reg- 
istry and election, who shall use said order in conjunction 
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with the registry list, so that no person whose name 
appears upon said order shall be allowed to vote. Said 
order or orders shall be signed and certified to by each 
member of the district board of registry and election to 
the effect that no person whose name appears in said 
order or orders has been allowed to vote. Said order or 
orders shall be returned to the superintendent of elections 
at the same time and together with the challenge lists, as 
now provided by law. 

4. Any person or persons affected by the action of the 
superintendent of elections shall, during the week imme- 
diately preceding the election and on the election day, 
have the right to make application to any judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county for the purpose 
of obtaining an order entitling such person or persons to 
vote in the district in which said person or persons actu- 
ally reside. The judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 
if satisfied that the applicant is entitled under the law to 
vote at such election, may issue such order directing the 
district board of registry and election to permit such per- 
son to vote; provided, however, that before the issuance 
of such order, the said superintendent of elections shall 
be heard personally, or by his chief deputy or assistants, 
as to the reasons why said superintendent of elections has 
issued an order denying said person the right to vote. 
The judge of the Court of Common Pleas making such 
order granting permission to such person to vote shall 
cause a full record of the proceedings of such application 
to be stenographically taken, transcribed and filed in the 
office of the county clerk of the county, which said record 
shall be an open and public record. All cost and expense 
of such proceedings shall be paid by the county. 

5. Any member of a district board of registry and 
election who, after the receipt of an order from the sup- 
erintendent of elections denying any person the right to 
vote, unless the order of said superintendent of elections 
has been revoked by a judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas of said county, as hereinabove provided, allows 
said person to vote, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction, forfeit his right to such office, and 
shall be subject to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
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three (3) years, or the payment of a fine of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00), or both. 

6. Any expense in connection with the service, mailing 
or advertising of said notices as hereinbefore provided 
shall be paid by the county treasurer, upon certification 
by the superintendent of elections. 

7. Any investigation made by the superintendent of 
elections, his chief deputy or assistants, in any county of 
the first class, prior to the passage of this act shall be 
deemed to be an investigation made under the provisions 
of this act. 

8. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 292. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘An act to regulate elec- 
tions” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the amend- 
ments thereof and the supplements thereto. 


Br ve ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of New Jersey: 

1. The superintendent of elections in counties of the 
first class and his chief deputy and assistants shall have 
and possess all the powers of constables, policemen and 
other peace officers. 

2. The superintendent of elections in counties of the 
first class and his chief deputy and assistants are hereby 
authorized and empowered on view and without warrant, 
to arrest any person violating any provision of an act 
entitled “An act to regulate elections’ (Revision of 
1920), passed May fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty, and of all acts supplemental thereto and amenda- 
tory thereof. The said superintendent of elections and 
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his chief deputy and assistants, as the case may be, shall 
have the right and power to call upon any constable, 
police officer or other peace officer to aid him in taking 
any person arrested on view and without warrant to the 
nearest police station in the municipality in which such 
arrest is made, and it shall be the duty of such constable, 
police officer or other peace officer to render such re- 
quested aid and assistance. Any constable, police officer 
or other peace officer failing to comply with such request 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

3. Upon delivering the person so arrested to the officer 
in charge of the police station to which he is removed, it 
shall be the duty of the officer in charge of such police 
station to hold and detain the person so arrested, until 
ordered released by the magistrate taking the complaint 
hereinafter provided for or by other process of law. 

4. Upon delivering the person so arrested to the officer 
in charge of said police station, the said superintendent 
of elections or his chief deputy and assistants, as the case 
may be, making the arrest, shall forthwith and as soon 
as may be, make and sign before a magistrate of the 
municipality in which such arrest was made a complaint 
in writing, duly verified, setting forth the offense or par- 
ticular act for which said person was arrested. Upon 
said complaint being made, the magistrate before whom 
such complaint is made shall forthwith and as soon as 
may be cause the person so arrested to be brought before 
him, and proceed on said complaint, as in the case of 
other persons arrested on a complaint charging a criminal 
offense. 

5. The said superintendent of elections, his chief 
deputy and assistants, are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to remove from any polling place or place where 
any election is being held any person found violating any 
provision of the act entitled “An act to regulate elec- 
tions” (Revision, 1920), passed May fifth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty, and of all acts supplemental 
thereto or amendatory thereof, or in any way unlawfully 
interfering with the lawful conduct of any election. 

6. The term “any election” as used in this act shall 
include all primary, general, municipal and special elec- 
tions as defined in the act entitled “An act to regulate 
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elections” (Revision, 1920), passed May fifth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 293. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to regulate elec- 
tions” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty. 


Burr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any member of a district board of registry and 
election in any election district may be summarily re- 
moved from office, with or without cause, and vacancies 
filled, at any time by the members of the county board of 
elections of such county in which such election district 
is located in the manner hereinafter provided. Such re- 
moval shall be made by the members of the county board 
of elections of the same political party of the person so 
removed, and upon such removal as aforesaid the mem- 
bers of the said county board of elections so acting shall 
make a certificate of removal and file same with the said 
county board. The said members of the county board of 
elections removing such election officer shall forthwith 
proceed to fill the vacancy caused by such removal, and 
shall issue to the person so selected to fill such vacancy a 
certificate which certificate shall entitle said person to per- 
form all the duties of a member of the district board of 
registry and election for such election district. 

2. If there shall be a vacancy in the membership of 
any district board of registry and election the remaining 
members shall function until the vacancy be filled. 

3. It shall be the duty of the county boards of elec- 
tion in each of the counties in this State to sit on the 
day of the general election at the office of the said county 
boards of election between the hours of six A. M. and 
midnight. 
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4. The powers in this act enumerated shall be in addi- 
tion to any power conferred by any law of this State 
upon judges of the Courts of Common Pleas, county 
boards of registry and election, and county superintend- 
ents of election concerning the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act to regulate elections” 
(Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty, the amendments thereof and supple- 
ments thereto. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 294. 


A. Supplement to an act entitled “An act to create the 
South Jersey Port District and to provide for the ap- 
pointment of the South Jersey Port Commission, 
and to define its powers, duties and jurisdiction and 
making an appropriation for its expenses,’ passed 
April first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
six, constituting Chapter 336 of the Laws of 1926. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All bonds and other evidences of indebtedness of 
South Jersey Port District heretofore or hereafter issued 
by South Jersey Port Commission under the act to which 
this act is a supplement, or under any other act, shall 
be exempt from taxation. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 295. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ““An act to create the 
South Jersey Pert District and to provide for the ap- 
pointment of the South Jersey Port Commission, and 
to define its powers, duties and jurisdiction and mak- 
ing appropriation for its expenses,’ passed April 
first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, 
constituting Chapter 336 of the Laws of 1926. 


BE tr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All bonds and other evidences of indebtedness of 
South Jersey Port District issued by South Jersey Port 
Commission under the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment, or under any other act, are hereby made securities 
in which all State, county and municipal officers and 
bodies, all banks, bankers, trust companies, saving banks, 
saving and loan associations, investment companies and 
other persons carrying on a banking business, all in- 
surance companies, insurance associations and other 
persons carrying on an insurance business, and all 
administators, executors, guardians, trustees and other 
fiduciaries may properly and legally invest any funds 
belonging to them, including capital, or within their 
control; and said obligations are hereby made securities 
which may properly and legally be deposited with and 
received by any State or municipal officer or agency for 
any purpose for which bonds or other obligations of this 
State may be deposited.

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CHAPTER 298. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,’ approved March fourth, nineteen hundred 
and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
of the first class in this State shall have power to acquire 
lands or real estate or any interest therein for road or 
highway purposes, in the manner hereinafter set forth, 
in addition to the method contained in the act to which 
this is a supplement. 

2. Such board of chosen freeholders shall have power 
to appoint three discreet and impartial freeholders, resi- 
dents of such county, to examine and make awards for 
lands or real estate to be taken. Such commission shall 
be known as the “ County Highway 
Right-of-Way Commission.” ‘The members of the said 
commission shall each serve for a term of one year or 
until their successors are appointed and have qualified, 
and shall receive such compensation, either upon per 
diem, annual or other basis, as such board of chosen 
freeholders shall provide. The board of chosen free- 
holders may remove any commissioner for inefficiency, 
neglect of duty or misconduct in office, having first given 
te such commissioner a copy of the charges against him 
and an opportunity of being publicly heard in person 
or by counsel, upon not less than ten days’ notice in writ- 
ing, and a statement of the findings of the board of 
chosen freeholders and the reasons for its action shall be 
filed with the clerk of said board. The members of such 
commission shall take and subscribe an oath or affirma- 
tion faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties 
by virtue of their appointment, which oath or affirmation 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of such county. 
Such board of chosen freeholders shall have power to 
provide legal, engineering, clerical or other assistance 
which may be deemed necessary in the judgment of such 
board of chosen freeholders and the cost of such assist- 
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ance and other necessary expenses, including the com- 
pensation of such commissioners, shall be paid by such 
county in the same manner as other compensation and 
expenses are paid. 

3. When any improvement resolution shall require 
the taking of lands or real estate or any rights or inter- 
ests therein, for any of the purposes herein provided, 
the resolution for that purpose, when introduced, shall 
state the location and character of the improvement 
proposed to be made, the lands or real estate to be taken 
therefor, sufficiently described so as to be readily identi- 
fied and such resolution shall be accormpanied by a map 
prepared under the direction of such board of chosen 
freeholders, showing in detail the location and dimen- 
sions of such land or real estate proposed to be taken. 

4. Upon the conclusion of the hearing as provided 
in the act to which this is a supplement and the adoption 
of such resolution, said map, together with a copy of 
the resolution duly attested by the clerk of the board 
of chosen freeholders, shall, without delay, be filed with 
the highway right-of-way commission of such county. 

5. Upon the filing of such resolution and map with 
the said commission, said commission shall be charged 
with the duty of viewing the land or real estate to be 
acquired under such resolution, to fix a time and place 
for the hearing when and where the owner or owners and 
all persons interested may be heard. Notice of the time 
and place shall be given by at least one publication in a 
newspaper circulating in the municipality or municipal- 
ities in which such land or real estate is situated not less 
than ten days before such hearing. Notice of the time 
and place of such hearing shall also be mailed to the 
owner or owners of the lands or real estate to be taken, 
directed to his or their last known post-office address. 
Such notice shall be mailed and published by such clerk 
or officer as the said commission may designate. Such 
notice shall be mailed at least one week before the day 
set for such hearing. Failure to mail any notice shall 
not invalidate any proceedings hereunder. 

6. Said commission shall attend at the time and place 
appointed. A majority of such commission shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business and shall 
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have power to make any award, but one member shall 
have power to adjourn any meeting. ‘The said com- 
mission may adjourn from time to time; it shall give 
all parties interested or affected by the taking of any land 
or real estate ample opportunity to be heard on the 
subject of the award; said commission shall have power 
to examine witnesses under oath or affirmation, admin- 
istered by any member of such commission. The com- 
mission shall thereupon make a just and equitable award 
of the damages sustained by reason of the taking of such 
land or real estate as the case may be, having due re- 
gard to the rights and interests of all persons concerned, 
considering in such award the condition of each parcel 
at the time of the mailing of notices as provided in 
section five hereof, and the condition in which each 
parcel will be left after the taking of such lands or real 
estate. Where an award is made under this act said 
commission shall make its report in writing to the 
board of chosen freeholders, which shall contain a des- 
cription of every separate tract of land or real estate 
taken and it shall file a copy in the office of the register 
of deeds of the county within ten days after signing the 
same, there to be recorded in the record of deeds of the 
county, together with the appointments of said com- 
mission and proofs of the notices aforesaid, and a copy 
of the map accompanying the resolution of the board 
of chosen freeholders shall also be filed in the office 
where the records of deeds are kept. 

7. In case of uncertainty as to who is entitled to the 
amount awarded or where the board of chosen free- 
holders is unable to tender said award by reason of the 
incapacity or absence of any such persons entitled there- 
to or where any person or persons refuse to receive such 
award, the same may be paid into the Court of Chan- 
cery and shall be distributed to the person or persons 
entitled thereto according to law. The payment of such 
sum into the Court of Chancery shall operate to stop 
the running of interest upon any award thereafter made 
to the amount of such deposit. The owner or owners 
or the board of chosen freeholders of such county, feel- 
ing aggrieved by an award for any lands or real estate 
taken for any such improvement, may appeal to the 
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Circuit Court of the county at any time within sixty days 
after the filing of the report in the office of the register 
otf deeds, and the said court shall thereupon order a 
trial by a struck jury to award such damages anew. 
Such trial shall be conducted as any other case of trial 
by jury in condemnation appeal actions, upon an issue 
to be framed under the direction of, or by the court; 
provided, that the completion of said improvement shall 
not be delayed thereby and that the county may proceed 
with such improvement as though such appeal had not 
been taken. 

8. Upon the acceptance of any such award, or the 
payment of the same into the Court of Chancery, title 
to such land or real estate or right or interest therein 
shall vest in the county, and the board of chosen free- 
holders may thereupon enter upon and take possession 
of such lands or real estate or right or interest therein 
and remove all persons therefrom. 

9. The report of said commissioners or a copy there- 
of certified by the register of deeds of such county, and 
proof of tender of the amount awarded, or payment of 
the same to the owner or the Court of Chancery, as the 
case may be, shall at all times be construed as evidence 
of the right of said board of chosen freeholders to have, 
hold, use, occupy, possess and enjoy the said lands or 
real estate or interest therein for such road or highway 
purposes. 

10. This act shall not be construed as in substitution 
or in lieu of the authority and manner and method of 
procedure set forth in sections eleven hundred and five

CHAPTER. 1; 


An Act concerning contempts arising out of acts or 
omissions with respect to committees constituted by 
joint resolutions of the Legislature. 


By if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
cf the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever in any investigation or inquiry by any 
committee now or hereafter constituted by joint resolu- 
tion of the Legislature to enter upon or to make such 
investigation or inquiry, any witness summoned or sub- 
poenaed to appear before such committee to testify or 
to produce any books, documents, papers or records, 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to appear in obedience 
to the summons or subpceena, or shall wilfully neglect 
or refuse to produce any books, documents, papers or 
records commanded to be produced by the summons 
or subpoena, or shall refuse to be sworn or affirmed, 
or shall refuse to answer any question put to him which 
the committee shall decide to be proper and pertinent 
to such investigation or inquiry, or shall in any other 
way contemn the authority or privileges of the Legis- 
lature, and the facts alleged to constitute any such con- 
tempt shall have been reported by any such committee 
to the Legislature, the alleged contemner shall be tried, 
and the alleged contempt determined, as hereinafter 
provided. 
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2. The Senate and General Assembly may by concur- 
rent resolution direct that the Senate and General As- 
sembly meet in joint session at a time and place therein 
fixed for the purpose of hearing the evidence and 
arguments regarding the alleged contempt and may 
order that a warrant directed to any sergeant-at-arms 
of either the Senate or the General Assembly or the 
joint session or to any sheriff, police officer, member 
of the State Police, constable or other peace officer, 
issue in such manner as shall be prescribed in and by 
the concurrent resolution for the arrest of the alleged 
contemner and the production of him at the bar of such 
joint session there to be heard. 

3. At the time and place so as aforesaid fixed, or 
at any adjournment thereof, the joint session shall sit 
and summarily hear the evidence and the arguments 
relating to the alleged contempt. The joint session shall 
adjourn from time to time until the matter shall have 
been disposed of.and the alleged contemner shall appear 
and attend at each and every such adjourned session. 

4. Any such alleged contemner shall have the right 
to be heard before the joint session, to be represented 
by counsel, to call, witnesses in his behalf, and to 
examine and cross-examine witnesses. 

5. After the joint session shall have heard the evi- 
dence and such arguments as may be made, the Senate 
and the General Assembly shall separately convene and 
shall separately consider and determine the alleged 
contempt; and the determination shall be by a concur- 
rent resolution which may originate either in the Senate 
or in the General Assembly. 

6. Any person found to be guilty of a contempt of 
the Legislature by a concurrent resolution of the two 
houses thereof, as hereinbefore provided, may be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment in the State Prison or in the 
common jail of any county for any period not exceed- 
ing six months as shall be directed in and by the con- 
current resolution determining the contempt, for the 
execution of which, the said concurrent resolution may 
order that a commitment shall issue directed to any 
sheriff, police officer, member of the State Police, 
constable or other peace officer, and to the keeper of 
the State Prison or the keeper of the common jail of 
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any county, which commitment shall be signed by the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House 
of Assembly in office at the date of the issue thereof. 

7. Any commitment issued in accordance with sec- Continuance 
tion six above shall remain valid and effective until the * c™™t™e"* 
imprisonment therein set forth shall have been served, 
notwithstanding the Legislature which directed the 
issue of the commitment may meanwhile have ad- 
journed or ended.

1. Any associate justice of the Supreme Court of the 
age of sixty-eight years, who has served more than 
twenty years as an associate justice, and who has not 
been reappointed, shall be entitled to have and receive 
an annual compensation, during the period of his natural 
life, equal to haif of the yearly salary paid him during 
the last year of his said service. 

2. The State Treasurer, on warrant of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, shall pay such annual compensa- 
tion in semi-monthly installments from the date of the 
termination of the service of such associate justice of 
the Supreme Court. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 5, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 4. 


An Act to authorize the representation of the State of 
New Jersey in the inaugural ceremonies of the 
Honorable Herbert Hoover as President of the United 
States on March fourth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-nine, and making an appropriation for the 
expenses thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The Governor of this State is hereby authorized 
and requested to cause to be issued the necessary orders 
for the participation of the Governor of this State, his 
staff, and one troop of cavalry, seven members of the 
Senate appointed by the President thereof and seven 
members of the Assembly to be appointed by the Speaker 
thereof, representing the State of New Jersey, in the 
inaugural ceremonies at Washington, incident to the 
inauguration of Honorable Herbert Hoover as President 
of the United States on March fourth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-nine. 

2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum 
of six thousand dollars ($6,000), or so much thereof 
as may be necessary. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 12, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 5. 


An Act concerning: the creation and maintenance in 
perpetuity or for a lesser time of a trust fund or 
funds for the protection or benefit of some or all of 
the employees of any corporation of this State or of 
any corporation a subsidiary thereof or affiliated 
therewith. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any corporation formed under any law of this 
State, which has heretofore adopted or may hereafter 
adopt a plan for the payment to or for the benefit of 
the employees of such corporation or of any corporation 
a subsidiary thereof or affiliated therewith, of pensions 
during old age, disability or unemployment, or other 
similar aids for the relief or general welfare of any or 
ali of such employees, in carrying out or effectuating any 
such plan, may create and maintain, or cause to be 
created and maintained, one or more separate trust 
tunds of the moneys, securities or other property now 
cr hereafter contributed or held by any such corporation 
or by any corporation a subsidiary thereof or affiliated 
therewith for the purposes of any such plan. Any such 
trust fund may be held by any such corporation adopting 
any such plan or be transferred to and administered by 
any trustee or trustees appointed by such corporation 
ior that purpose. 

2. In every such case the period for which such trust 
may be created and maintained may be as long as may 
be necessary, desirable or convenient for the full and 
complete administration of any such plan as the same 
may have been originally adopted or thereafter changed 
or modified, and no such trust or trust fund shall in 
anywise be subject to or held to be in violation of any 
principle of law against perpetuities or restraints on 
alienation or perpetual accumulations or trusts. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 26, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 6. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,” approved April third, nineteen 
hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act referred to in the title of 
this act is hereby amended to read as follows: 

3, Certificate of Incorporation— 

Such persons shall sign a certificate stating their in- 
tention to form a corporation under this act, and setting 
forth: 

First: The name of said company, which shall con- 
tain the words “insurance company” except that any 
company which may be formed for any or all of the 
purposes specified in subdivisions fourth to fourteenth, 
both inclusive, of section one of this act may adopt a 
name containing the words “insurance company,’ or 
‘““ndemnity company,” or “casualty company,’ or 
“surety company,” or “guaranty company,” “provided, 
the name shall not to closely resemble the name of any 
€xisting corporation as to be likely to mislead the public, 
and shall be approved by the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance. 

Second: The place where the principal office of the 
said company is to be located and its general business 
conducted, which shall be within this State; 

Third: The kind or kinds of insurance proposed to 
ne transacted by said company, stating the subdivisions 
oi section one of this act authorizing the same; 

Fourth: If formed under the first, third or fourth 
subdivisions of section one, whether the company is to 
Le a stock company or a mutual company ; 

Fifth: Ifa stock company, the amount of its capital 
stock, which shall not be less than one hundred thousand 
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dollars ($100,000), the number of shares into which it 
is divided, and the par value of each share; 

Sixth: The period, if any, limited for the duration 
of the company ; . 

The certificate of incorporation may contain such 
other particulars as may be necessary to explain and 
make manifest or limit the objects and purposes of the 
corporation, and such other provisions not inconsistent 
with this act, or the constitution or laws of this State, 
which the corporators may choose to insert for the con- 
duct of the affairs of the company, the regulation of its 
business, or for defining, regulating and limiting the 
powers of the directors or stockholders. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 26, 1929. 


CHAPTER 7. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act re- 
lating to the Court of Common Pleas” (Revision of 
1900), approved March twenty-third, one thousand 
nine hundred. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of this State bordering on the At- 
lantic Ocean now having a population of not less than 
fifty thousand nor more than one hundred thousand 
inhabitants as ascertained by the last preceding Federal 
census, the Governor is authorized and empowered to 
appoint, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, an additional judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, who shall serve for the same term and receive 
the same salary as is now provided by law for the judge 
of said court in the county in and for which he is so 
appointed. 
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a Pei 2. Whenever there shall be two judges of the Court 


of Common Pleas in any county, said judges sitting 
together, or either of them sitting alone, or each of 
them sitting separately at the same time shall constitute 
and may hold the Court of Common Pleas, the Orphans’ 
Court, the Quarter Sessions, and the Court of Special 
Sessions; and said judges, when sitting together, or 
either of them when sitting alone, or each of them 
sitting separately at the same time, shall have and possess 
the same powers, authority and jurisdiction as are now 
vested in the existing judges of said courts; each of 
said judges shall have the same power to hold the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer and Circuit Court as is now 
conferred by statute on the existing judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas; whenever the said judges shall sit 
together, the senior judge in service shall be the president 
judge of said court; and any power or authority now 
conferred by statute on the judge or judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas in any proceeding or matter may be 
exercised by either of said judges. 


fae 3. All existing statutes relating to the Court of Com- 
statutes, mon Pleas, the Orphans’ Court, Court of Quarter Ses- 


sions and Court of Special Session, shall apply to each 
of said courts when so held at the same time by said 
judges sitting separately, and the duties of the clerk, 
the sheriff, constables and other officers shall be the 
same in each of said courts so held at the same time 
as now provided by law in the existing courts when held 
by the existing judge or judges of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 8. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act creating a 
Department of State Police, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a superintendent thereof, together with the 
officers and men who shall constitute the force, defin- 
ing their powers and duties, and making an appro- 
priation for the expenses connected therewith,” passed 
March twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
one. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In addition to the duties prescribed by the act to 
which this is a supplement, it shall be the duty of mem- 
bers of the State Police, as and when thereunto requested 
by the issuing body or the representatives of the issuing 
body, to serve and execute, or to assist in the serving and 
executing, any summons, subpoenas, warrants, commit- 
ment, attachment, orders of arrest, or other process of 
any kind or nature whatsoever that may be issued by 
or by order of the Senate, the General Assembly, or by 
the Senate and General Assembly, concurrently or joint- 
ly, or by the Senate and General Assembly in joint 
session, or by any committee of the Senate, any com- 
mittee of the General Assembly, or any joint committee 
of the Senate and General Assembly. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 18, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 9. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish 
a thorough and efficient system of free public schools 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and man- 
agement thereof,” approved October nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seventy-six of the act to which this act is 
an amendment and as amended by Chapter one hundred 
and eighty-six, Public Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and nineteen, Chapter two hundred and thirty-four, 
Public Laws of one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
one, and by Chapter ninety, Public Laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four, is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

76. (1) Whenever a city board of education shall 
decide that it is necessary to raise money for the purchase 
or improvement of lands for school purposes, or for 
the erecting, enlarging, repairing or furnishing a school- 
house or schoolhouses or other buildings or structures 
for school purposes, it shall prepare and deliver to each 
member of the board of school estimate of such school 
district a statement of the amount of money estimated 
to be necessary for such purpose or purposes; said board 
of school estimate shall fix and determine the amount 
necessary for such purpose or purposes, and shall make 
two certificates of such amount, one of which certificates 
shall be delivered to said board of education, and the 
other to the common council, board of finance or other 
body in the city having the power to make appropriations 
of money raised by tax in such city, hereafter designated 
the governing body; said governing body may appro- 
priate such sum or sums for such purpose or purposes 
in the same manner as moneys appropriated for other 
purposes in such city are raised, assessed, levied and 
collected; or said governing body may appropriate and 
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borrow such sum or sums for the purpose or purposes 
aforesaid, and may secure the repayment of the sum 
or sums so borrowed, together with interest thereon 
at a rate not to exceed six per centum per annum, by 
the issue of bonds in the corporate name of such city; 
bonds so issued shall be designated “School Bonds,” 
may be registered or coupon, or both, of such denomina- 
tions as the governing body may determine. 

(2) Bonds issued hereunder shall be made payable 
in annual installments, commencing not more than two 
years from their date of issue; no installment shall be 
more than fifty per centum in excess of the amount of 
the smallest prior installment. 

(3) All bonds issued hereunder shall mature within 
a period not to exceed the following number of years 
for the following classes of purposes: 

A. For the acquisition or construction of schoolhouses 
or other buildings or structures whether including or 
not including the original furnishings, or equipment, 
or machinery, or apparatus, required for the proper 
equipment of such buildings, if such buildings be: 

(a) Of frame construction—that is, a building or 
structure of which the exterior walls, or a portion there- 
of, shall be constructed of wood, or a building sheathed 
with boards and partially or entirely covered with four 
inches or less of masonry or with metal sheets—twenty 
years. 

(b) Of nonfireproof construction—that is, a building 
or structure the outer walls of which are constructed 
in accord with the specifications contained. in clause (c} 
of this subdivision for a fireproof building, but which 
fail to conform with any of the other specifications for 
a fireproof building, as defined in clause (c)—thirtv 
years. 

(c) Of fireproof construction—that is, a building or 
structure the walls of which are constructed. of brick, 
stone, iron or hard incombustible materials, and in which 
there are no wood beams or lintels, and in which the 
floor, stair halls and public halls are built entirely of 
brick, stone, iron or other hard incombustible materials, 
and in which no wood work or other inflammable mater- 
lal is used in any of the partitions, floorings or ceilings; 
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but this definition shall include a building in which there 
is used, elsewhere than in the stair halls and entrance 
halls, wooden floorings and sleepers on top of the fire- 
proof floor, wooden handrails and treads if made of 
hardwood not less than two inches thick, or having 
wooden doors or window sash, or wooden jambs, frames, 
casings or trim in other than stairs or entrance halls— 
forty years. 

B. For acquiring land for school purposes and for 
grading, drainage or otherwise improving or embellish- 
ing the land thus acquired—forty years. 

C. For construction of an addition or additions to 
schoolhouses or other buildings or structures, and for the 
reconstruction of schoolhouses or other buildings or 
structures if the schoolhouse or other building or struc- 
ture to which an addition or reconstruction is made is 
a building: 

(a) Of the character described in subdivision A, 
clause (a)—fifteen years; 

(b) Of the character described in subdivision A, 
clause (b)—-twenty years; 

(c) Of the character described in subdivision A, 
clause (c)—thirty years; 

D. For furnishing, refurnishing, equipment or appara- 
tus or renewal of any or all of these things, when not 
in connection with the original furnishing, equipment 
or apparatus—ten years. 

(4) No bonds issued under this section after July 
first, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, shall be 
renewed or refunded, but any bonds issued prior to such 
date, where the fund or funds on hand for the payment 
of same at their maturity, or at the time such bonds may 
be called for payment, will be insufficient to pay same; 
then such portion only of such bonds as cannot be paid 
with the fund or funds on hand may be refunded by the 
issuance of refunding bonds. Such refunding bonds 
shall run for a period not to exceed twenty years, and 
shall be made payable in annual installments, each in- 
stallment to be as nearly as practical, of the same amount. 

(5) Bonds issued for more than one purpose shall 
mature within a period not exceeding the average of the 
different periods assigned by this section to the several 
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purposes for which the bonds are issued, taking into con- 


sideration the amount of bonds to be issued on account. 


of the several purposes. The determination of such 
average period by the governing body shall be conclusive 
in any action or proceeding involving the validity of 
such bonds. 

(6) Bonds shall be sold at not less than par and unless 
the authorized amount thereof is ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) or less, and unless such bonds shall first be 
offered to the trustees of the school fund and accepted 
by them, they shall be sold upon sealed proposals or at 
public auction after notice of such sale published at least 
twice, the first publication at least ten days prior to sale, 
in a newspaper of the municipality, or if no newspaper 
is published therein then in a newspaper published in 
the county and circulating in such municipality, and also 
at least once in a financial paper selected by the govern- 
ing body. Such notice shall state the terms of sale of 
such bonds, and shall require all bidders to deposit a 
certified check for two per centum of the amount of 
bonds bid for, drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust 
company, to secure the municipality against any loss 
resulting from the failure of the bidder to comply with 
the terms of his bid. If no bids are received for any 
bonds advertised to be sold at public sale herein, they 
may, within thirty days thereafter, be sold at private 
sale, but such sales shall be made or confirmed by resolu- 
tion of the governing body adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of all the members thereof. The governing body may, 
by a two-thirds vote of all the members thereof, sell 
to the sinking fund of such municipality any issue of 
such bonds or any part thereof at private sale at not 
less than par. No more bonds of any issue shall in any 
event be less than will produce a sum equal to the author- 
ized amount thereof, and an additional sum of less than 
the smallest denomination of the bond. 

(7) Such bonds may be sold at one time or in install- 
ments, each of which, with the previous installments, 
shall mature within the period herein fixed. If sold in 
one installment, or upon the sale of the last installment, 
the notice of sale shall state the sum required to be ob- 
tained at such sale, not exceeding with the proceeds of 
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any previous installments the amount of bonds author- 
ized, and that bonds will be sold in an amount not ex- 
ceeding such sum, and the maturities of such bonds and 
the rate of interest thereon. It shall also state that 
unless all bids are rejected said bonds shall be sold to 
the bidder or bidders complying with the terms of sale 
and offering to pay not less than such sum, and to take 
therefor the least amount of bonds, commencing with the 
first maturity and stated in a multiple of the smallest 
denomination of the bonds. Where two or more bidders 
offer to take the same amount of such bonds, then the 
bonds shall be sold to the bidder or bidders offering to 
pay therefor the highest additional price. The proceeds 
of any bonds issued under this act shall be paid to the 
custodian of school moneys of the school district, who 
shall in no event disburse the same, except to pay the 
expenses of issuing and selling the same, and for the 
purpose or purposes for which such bonds were issued. 
If, for any reason, any part of such proceeds are not 
applied to or necessary for such purpose or purposes, the 
board of education may transfer the balance remaining 
unapplied to the building and repairing account of the 
school district. 

(8) Such city shall in its annual tax levy raise money 
sufficient to pay the interest and the principal of such 
bonds as may mature during that year; the proceeds 
of the sale of such bonds shall be deposited with the 
custodian of school moneys of such school district, and 
shall be paid out only on the warrants or orders of the 
board of education; provided, that no amount in excess 
of three per centum of the taxable valuation of the real 
and personal property shall be appropriated only with 
the concurrence and consent of the governing body, 
expressed by its resolution duly passed; provided, fur- 
ther, that the total amount of bonds for such purposes, 
including bonds theretofore issued for the purposes 
named in this section and not redeemed, shall not exceed 
at any one time a sum equal to six per centum of the 
taxable valuation of the real and personal property in 
such district, unless upon submission by resolution of 
the governing body of the specific amount of a proposed 
bond issue to the legal voters of such district at a general, 
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special or municipal election to be held therein, it shall 
be decided by a majority of the votes cast that bonds, 
as aforesaid, shall be issued in the proposed amount 
which, including bonds theretofore issued and not re- 
deemed, shall not exceed nine per centum of the taxable 
valuation of the real and personal property in such dis- 
trict; and provided, further, that if the charter of the 
city shall limit the amount of indebtedness in such city, 
or shall by its terms prevent the carrying out of the 
provisions of this section, said charter provisions shall 
hereafter be held not to apply to the issuing of bonds 
under the provisions of this section. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 10. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘““An act to amend an 
-act entitled “An act respecting notice of lis pendens’ 
(Revision of 1902), approved April third, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and two,” which amendment was 
approved April third, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

1. Neither the issuing of a summons or subpoena 
or other process or writ, nor the filing of a declaration 
or bill in any suit relating to or affecting the possession 
of or title to lands or real estate, nor any proceedings 
had or to be had thereon, either at law or in equity, 
before a final judgment or decree, shall be deemed or 
taken to be constructive notice to any bona fide pur- 
chaser or mortgagee of any lands or real estate to be 
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affected thereby, until the plaintiff or complainant in 
such action, or his attorney or solicitor, shall have first 
filed in the office of the clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas, except in counties where there is a register of 
deeds and mortgages, then in the office of the register 
of deeds and mortgages of the county in which such 
lands or real estate lie, a written notice of the pendency 
of such suit, setting forth the title of the cause and 
general object thereof, together with a description of 
the lands or real estate to be affected thereby; provided, 
that in suits for the satisfaction or foreclosure of any 
duly registered or recorded mortgage, such notice shall 
also specify the book and page of record of such mort- 
gage; and the lis pendens in such foreclosure suit shall 
be filed, and the time of the filing and also of the filing 
of the bill, with the name of the complainant and first 
defendant named, shall be noted in the margin of the 
record of the mortgage or the record of the abstract 
thereof, in lieu of any other indexing of such lis pendens; 
provided, further, in case the plaintiff in any suit at law 
or the complainant named in any bill in chancery does 
not take steps to prosecute the suit diligently within 
three years after the filing of such notice, then the court 
in which such suit at law is brought, may declare the 
filing of such notice to be null and void and of no effect. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 18, 1929. 


CHAPTER 11. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act respecting 
notice of lis pendens” (Revision of 1902). 


Br 1f ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of the act entitled “An act respecting 
notice of lis pendens” (Revision of 1902) be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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7. When any decree or judgment made in any suit, 
of the pending of which notice shall have been or shall 
be filed, as provided in this act, shall have been paid, 
satisfied or performed, or when pending such suit the 
matters in difference shall be or shall have been settled 
by the parties, or such suit shall have been or shall be 
abandoned by the plaintiff or complainant therein, a 
statement of such payment, performance, satisfaction, 
settlement or abandonment of such suit may be entered 
by the attorney or solicitor of the party who filed such 
notice, or by the said clerk or register upon his receiving 
and filing a warrant for the purpose, executed by said 
party or his attorney or solicitor in the manner provided 
by law for the execution of warrants to satisfy judg- 
ments, or in case the attorney or solicitor be deceased 
or has removed from the State of New Jersey, and the 
complainant or plaintiff be deceased or cannot be found, 
the court having jurisdiction of such suit, upon being 
satisfied of the fact of such payment, performance, satis- 
faction, settlement or abandonment, and upon such notice 
as the court may, by its order, direct to be given, may 
order the land and real estate affected by said suit and 
described in said notice of lis pendens to be discharged 
of all claims or equities set up in the declaration or bill 
of complaint in said suit, upon the original or certified 
copy of such order being filed with said clerk or register, 
who shall thereupon note in the margin of the record of 
such notice or lis pendens the discharge thereof by such 
warrant or order, whereupon the land and real estate 
affected by said suit and described in said notice of lis 
pendens shall be discharged of all claims or equities set 
up in the declaration or bill of complaint in said suit, 
and the same fees shall be paid for services rendered 
under this section as are allowed in the Supreme Court 
upon satisfaction of a judgment therein. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 12. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to create a 
temporary commission to inquire into and report upon 
the number, distribution and condition of crippled 
children throughout the State, to recommend means 
more adequately to meet their needs, and making an 
appropriation therefor,’ approved March twenty- 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

2. Such commission shall consist of eight members, 
as follows: a member of the Senate, to be appointed by 
the President of the Senate; a member of the Assembly, 
to be appointed by the Speaker of the House of As- 
sembly; the Director of the State Department of 
Health, or an officer of his department to be designated 
by him; and a representative from each of the organiza- 
tions known as the Elks, Rotarians, the Shrine, and the 
Kiwanis, to be appointed by the Governor upon recom- 
mendation of such respective organizations, and one 
citizen of the State to be appointed by the Governor. 
Vacancies in the commission shall be filled in the same 
manner as original appointments are made. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 13. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish 

a State highway system, and to provide for the 1m- 

" provement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing,

(Revision of 1927), approved March thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty-nine of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended, so that 
the same shall read as follows: 29. Route No. 36, Key- 
port to Highland Beach by way of Keansburg, Belford, 
Atlantic Highlands and Highlands to Highland Beach. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 14. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning the 
charitable, hospital, relief, training, correctional, re- 
formatory and penal institutions, boards and commis- 
sions located and conducted in this State, which are 
supported in whole or in part from county, municipal 
or State funds,” approved February twenty-eighth, 
one thousand nine hundred and eighteen, approved 


April eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and nine- 
teen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
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to read as follows: 
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103. The State board shall be composed of nine resi- 
dents of this State, of whom at least one shall be a 
woman. ‘The Governor, or officer administering the 
State government, shall be ex-officio an additional mem- 
ber. The members of the board shall be appointed by 
the Governor without regard to political belief or affilia- 
tion, subject to confirmation by the Senate. They shall 
be subject to removal by the Governor at any time for 
good and sufficient cause. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER- 15, 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate the 
practice of pharmacy in this State,” approved March 
nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and one, as 
amended by act approved March sixteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows: 

4, Every person applying for registration as a phar- 
macist under this act shall not be less than twenty-one 
years of age, shall be a citizen of the United States, or 
shall have declared his or her intention so to become a 
citizen of the United States, be of good moral character, 
and not a chronic or persistent inebriate, and not addicted 
to the use of any narcotic drug, and shall have not less 
than four years practical experience under a registered 
pharmacist in a pharmacy where prescriptions of medical 
practitioners are compounded and drugs are sold at re- 
tail; at least one year of such experience must have been 
had in a pharmacy in the United States within five years

of the date of the application for registration as a phar- 
macist; provided, that a credit of not more than two 
years may be given in lieu of store experience for an 
equal time spent in a course of study and laboratory 
instruction in a school of pharmacy, and shall have been 
duly graduated from a school of pharmacy complying 
with the rules and regulations of the Board of Pharmacy 
of the State of New Jersey, and shall present to the 
board a certificate from the Commissioner of Education 
of this State showing that such applicant, before entering 
the school of pharmacy, had obtained an education equiv- 
alent to the standard established by the Board of Phar- 
macy of the State of New Jersey; the requirements of 
this section of the act relating to the certificate of pre- 
liminary education and to a graduation from a school 
of pharmacy shall not become operative until September 
first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, nor shall 
the requirement of the act relating to the certificate of 
preliminary education apply to any applicant for registra- 
tion as a pharmacist who was a graduate of an approved 
school of pharmacy prior to September first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty ; and each applicant before 
examination shall pay to the Secretary of the Board of 
Pharmacy a fee of twenty-five dollars, and upon passing 
an examination satisfactory to said Board he or she 
shall receive from said Board a certificate of registration 
to practice pharmacy in this State; the Board may waive 
the examination of any applicant for registration who 
is registered in the District of Columbia or any State 
or territory or insular possession of the United States, 
or any foreign country that has an equivalent standard 
for registration, and if the Board of Pharmacy of the 
District of Columbia, or such other State or territory 
or insular possession of the United States, or such 
foreign country, shall grant to pharmacists or assistant 
pharmacists registered in accordance with this act, the 
same privilege to practice pharmacy in the District of 
Columbia, or in such other state or territory or insular 
possession of the United States, or in such foreign 
country, such reciprocal registration of certificates shall 
be subject to such rules and regulations as may from time 
to time be made by the Board of Pharmacy of the State 
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of New Jersey, and each applicant for such reciprocal 
registration shall pay a fee of twenty-five dollars for 
registration; every person applying for registration as 
an assistant pharmacist shall be not less than eighteen 
years of age, be of good moral character, and not a 
chronic or persistent inebriate, and not addicted to the 
use of any narcotic drug, and shall have successfully 
completed at least two years’ study in a school of phar- 
macy, complying with the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Pharmacy of the State of New Jersey, and 
shall present to the Board a certificate from the Com- 
missioner of Education of this State showing that such 
applicant, before entering the school of pharmacy, had 
obtained an education equivalent to the standard estab- 
lished by the Board of Pharmacy of the State of New 
Jersey, and shall have had at least three years’ practical 
experience under a registered pharmacist in a pharmacy 
where prescriptions of medical practitioners are com- 
pounded and drugs are sold at retail; provided, that 
a credit of not more than one year be given in lieu of 
store experience for an equal time spent in a course 
of study and laboratory instruction in a school of.phar- 
macy complying with the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Pharmacy of the State of New Jersey; each 
applicant for such examination shall pay to the Secretary 
of the Board of Pharmacy before examination a fee of 
twenty-five dollars, and upon passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination before said Board of Pharmacy he or she shall 
receive from said Board a certificate of registration as 
an assistant pharmacist, which certificate shall entitle 
such person to all the privileges of a registered pharma- 
cist during the temporary absence of the registered 
pharmacist in charge, but shall not entitle such assistant 
to engage in business on his or her own account, or 
as a manager to conduct a pharmacy or drug store; 
every pharmacist owning, conducting or employed in any 
drug store or pharmacy, and every registered assistant 
pharmacist employed in any drug store or pharmacy, 
shall conspicuously display his or her certificate of regis- 
tration and renewal certificate in said pharmacy or drug 
store, and any failure so to do shall be prima facie 
evidence that such person is not a registered pharmacist ; 
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every pharmacy in this State must have displayed on 
a sign, so as to be read from the outside, the name of 
the registered pharmacist who is in charge; and every 
registered pharmacist and every registered assistant phar- 
macist shall, annually, on such date as the Board of 
Pharmacy shall prescribe, pay to the Secretary of the 
Board a registration renewal fee of two dollars, in 
return for which he or she shall receive a renewal 
certificate of registration; the Board shall have the power 
to refuse an applicant for examination; or to suspend 
or to revoke the certificate of a registered pharmacist 
or a registered assistant pharmacist for any of the 
following causes: When the application or the registra- 
tion is shown to have been obtained by misrepresentation 
or fraudulent means, or when the applicant or registrant 
is guilty of chronic or persistent inebriety or addiction 
to the use of narcotic drugs; two convictions of viola- 
tion of Chapter 197, P. L. of 1908, entitled “A supple- 
ment to an act entitled ‘An act for the punishment of 
crimes’ (Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight,’”’ and the 
amendatory acts thereto, commonly known as the anti- 
narcotic act, or two convictions of violations of the 
provisions of an act relating to the sale of liquors, 
or has impersonated an applicant for registration before 
said Board, or the holder of the certificate has been 
found guilty of two or more violations of this or any 
other statute relating to the practice of pharmacy. Be- 
fore any certificate shall be refused, suspended or re- 
voked, the accused person shall be furnished with a 
copy of the complaint and given a hearing before the 
Board. Any person whose certificate shall be refused, 
suspended or revoked by the Board of Pharmacy shall 
have the right to appeal by certiorari to the Supreme 
Court for a review of such action. 

The term temporary absence as used in this section 
shall mean an absence of not more than four hours in 
any one day of twenty-four hours. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 16. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
mutual fire insurance companies,’ approved March 
twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
five. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
pint 1. All mutual fire insurance companies organized by 
special acts of the Legislature of the State of New Jersey 
prior to the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five shall 
have power to provide in the policy of insurance a 
limited liability of the insured to pay upon call during 
the existence of the policy any portion or all of the 
premium not paid in cash, notwithstanding and in lieu 
of any provision in the act or acts incorporating said 
companies for the deposit by the insured of a promissory 
note for the portion of premium not paid in cash. 
2. This act shali take effect immediately. 
Approved March 25, 1929. 


CHAPTER 17. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning juries’ (Revision), ap- 
proved March twenty-seventh, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four,” approved May twenty- 
ninth, one thousand nine hundred and thirteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
Section 1 1. Section one of the act of which this act is amend- 
oe atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 
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1. In each county of this State there shall be appointed 
by the Governor of this State, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, one citizen, resident therein, who 
shall not be a member of the same political party as 
the sheriff of such county, and who together with the 
sheriff of such county, or in the absence or sickness of 
said sheriff, the undersheriff of such county, shall con- 
stitute and be designated as ‘““Commissioner of Juries.” 
The certificates of appointment shall be filed in the office 
of the clerk of the county in and for which said com- 
missioner is appointed. Such commissioners shall, be- 
fore they enter upon the discharge of their duties, take 
and subscribe an oath faithfully and impartially to ex- 
ecute the duties of their office according to the best of 
their skill and understanding, which oath shall be filed 
in the office of the clerk of said county. No person 
holding any other public office, or licensed to practice 
law in this State, shall be appointed as a commissioner 
of juries except as herein otherwise provided. 


Should the citizen appointed commissioner of juries 
as aforesaid be absent or sick on the day fixed by the 
Chief Justice, justice of the Supreme Court, president 
judge of the Court of Common Pleas or judge holding 
the circuit for the drawing of the Grand Jury, petit 
jury or struck jurors, then such justice or judge before 
whom such Grand Jury, petit jury or struck jury is 
to be drawn, shall make and sign an order appointing 
a temporary commissioner of juries, who shall be a 
resident of the county where the jury is to be drawn, 
who shall attend such drawing in place and instead of 
or during the absence of the regular commissioner ap- 
pointed by the Governor and the temporary commis- 
sioner so appointed shall exercise the same power and 
perform the duties conferred by law upon the citizen 
appointed commissioner as aforesaid. But before such 
temporary commissioner of juries shall enter upon his 
duties, he shall take an oath that he will faithfully, im- 
partially and justly perform all the duties as such com- 
missioner of juries according to law, which oath shall 
be filed in the office of the county clerk, and such 
temporary commissioner shall receive such compensation 
as may be fixed by order of the court and which shall 
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be paid by the proper county officer in the county where 
such temporary commissioner shall be appointed. 

The terms of all commissioners of juries now holding 
office shall terminate on the first day of April, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-nine. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

3. The Governor of this State may at any time remove 
the appointed commissioner in any county and in case 
of a vacancy occurring by reason of said removal or 
death, resignation, removal from the county or because 
of disqualification by the assuming of the duties of 
any other public office or for any other reason, shall 
appoint his successor for the balance of the term, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, or he may make 
an ad interim appointment in case the legislature is not 
in session. ‘The certificate of removal and of appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk of such county. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER 18. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act relating to - 
the Court of Common Pleas” (Revision of 1900), 
approved March twenty-third, nineteen hundred. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county now or hereafter having by any 
State or Federal census more than one hundred and 
ninety thousand and less than four hundred thousand 
inhabitants, the Governor is authorized to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, an 
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additional judge of the Court of Common Pleas, who 
shall serve for the term of five years and receive the 
same salary as is now provided by law for the judge 
of said court in the county in and for which he is so 
appointed. 

2. Whenever there shall be two judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas in any county, said judges sitting 
together, or either of them sitting alone, or each of 
them sitting separately at the same time shall constitute 
and may hold the Court of Common Pleas, the Orphans’ 
Court, the Court of Quarter Sessions, the Court of 
Special Sessions and the Court for the Trial of Juvenile 
Offenders; and said judges when sitting together, or 
either of them when sitting alone, or each of them when 
sitting separately at the same time shall have and possess 
the same powers, authority and jurisdiction as is now 
vested in the existing judge of said courts; each of said 
judges shall have the same power to hold the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer and Circuit Court as is now con- 
ferred by statute on the existing judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas; whenever the said judges shall sit to- 
gether, the senior judge in service shall be the president 
judge of said court; and any power or authority now 
conferred by statute on the judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas in any proceeding or matter, may be ex- 
ercised by either of said judges. 

3. All existing statutes relating to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, the Orphans’ Court, Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions, Court of Special Sessions and Court for the Trial 
of Juvenile Offenders shall apply to each of said courts 
when so held at the same time by said judges sitting 
separately, and the‘duties of the clerk, the sheriff, con- 
stables and other officers shall be the same in each of 
said courts so held at the same time as now provided 
by law in the existing courts when held by the existing 
judge of the Court of Common Pleas. 

4, Whenever the said judges, or either of them, shall 
hold the Circuit Court of any county, they shall not 
receive for such service any compensation or allowance 
in addition to their annual salary, but the Treasurer 
of the State shall pay to the collector of the county in 
and for which they were appointed for the use of the 
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county, the sum of twenty dollars ($20.00) for each 
day either of them shall hold any Circuit Court. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 25, 1929. 


CHAPTER 19. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled ‘‘An act relating 
to the Court of Common Pleas” (Revision of 1900), 
approved March twenty-third, one thousand nine hun- 
dred. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of this State bordering on the 
Atlantic Ocean having a population of not less than 
fifty thousand nor more than one hundred thousand 
inhabitants as ascertained by any Federal census, the 
Governor is authorized and empowered to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, an addi- 
tional judge of the Court of Common Pleas, who shall 
serve for the same term and receive the same salary 
as is now provided by law for the judge of said court 
in the county in and for which he is so appointed. 

2. Whenever there shall be two judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas in any county, said judges sitting 
together, or either of them sitting alone, or each of 
them sitting separately at the same time shall constitute 
and may hold the Court of Common Pleas, the Orphans’ 
Court, the Quarter Sessions, and the Court of Special 
Sessions; and said judges, when sitting together, or 
either of them when sitting alone, or each of them 
sitting separately at the same time, shall have and 
possess the same powers, authority and jurisdiction as 
are now vested in the existing judges of said courts; 
each of said judges shall have the same power to hold 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer and Circuit Court as 
is now conferred by statute on the existing judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas; any power or authority 
now conferred by statute on the judge or judges of the 
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Court of Common Pleas in any proceeding or matter 
may be exercised by either of said judges. 

3. All existing statutes relating to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, the Orphans’ Court, Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions and Court of Special Session, shall apply to each 
of said courts when so held at the same time by said 
judges sitting separately, and the duties of the clerk, 
the sheriff, constables and other officers shall be the 
same in each of said courts so held at the same time as 
now provided by law in the existing courts when held 
by the existing judge or judges of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. 

4, Whenever the said judges, or either of them, shall 
hold the Circuit Court of any county, they shall not 
receive for such service any compensation or allowance 
in addition to their annual salary, but the Treasurer of 
the State shall pay to the collector of the county in 
and for which they were appointed for the use of the 
county, the sum of twenty dollars ($20.00) for each 
day either of them shall hold any Circuit Court. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 25, 1929. 


CHAPTER 20. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to authorize the incorporation of 
rural cemetery associations and regulate cemeteries,’ 
approved March twenty-third, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-three,”’ which amendatory act was 
approved April twenty-fifth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-four, approved March twenty-second, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this is amendatory 
be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 
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2. No more than five cemeteries shall be located or 
placed under and by virtue of said act to which this is 
a supplement, in any one city, township, borough or 
town in any county of this State; provided, however, that 
nothing in this section shall prevent any cemetery asso- 
ciation now incorporated from continuing, maintaining, 
enlarging and conducting any cemetery in any township 
of this State where such cemetery has been located and 
used for the past ten years successively; and provided 
further, that in any township of this State where the 
capacity of an existing cemetery is exhausted, so that 
no further plots can be purchased, an additional cemetery 
may be created or placed at not less than three miles 
from any other existing cemetery in said township, 
subject, however, to all laws or provisions thereof gov- 
erning and regulating cemeteries in this State; provided, 
however, that not more than three per centum (3%) of 
the area of any city, town, township, borough, village 
or other municipality shall be devoted to cemetery pur- 
poses. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1929. 


CHAPTER 21. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning trust 
companies” (Revision of 1899), approved March 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and nine- 
ty-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. Seven or more persons of full age may become a 
trust company on the terms and conditions and subject 
to the liabilities prescribed in this act; the name of 
every trust company formed under this act shall contain 
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the word “trust,” but shall not be that of any other 
existing corporation of this State; provided, however, 
that if such trust company shall be incorporated for the 
purpose of succeeding any other trust company, such 
new trust company may assume the name of the trust 
company which it is intended to succeed; the capital 
stock of such trust company hereafter organized shall 
not be less than one hundred thousand dollars, and shall 
be divided into shares of such par value as is specified 
in the certificate of incorporation, which, however, shall 
not be less than twenty dollars per share (or multiples 
thereof,) all of which shall be paid in cash before any 
trust company shall be authorized to transact any other 
business than such as relates to its formation and organ- 
ization, and such payment shall be certified to the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance under oath by the 
president and treasurer or secretary of the trust com- 
pany; no corporation organized under this act shall 
create more than one class of stock ; hereafter no corpora- 
tion shall be organized for the purpose of carrying on 
a trust company business in the State of New Jersey 
except under this act, and no company hereafter organ- 
ized under any other act shall use the word “trust” as 
part of its name. 

2. Section ten of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory, be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

10. Every trust company heretofore organized by 
special charter or under any law of this State or here- 
after organized under this act may, subject to the written 
approval of the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, 
extend its corporate existence, change its name, increase 
its capital stock, change the par value of the shares of 
its capital stock, make such other and further amend- 
ment, change or alteration as may be desired, or amend 
its charter or certificate of incorporation, in manner 
following: The board of directors shall pass a resolution 
declaring that such amendment, change or alteration is 
advisable, and calling a meeting of the stockholders to 
take action thereon; the meeting shall be held upon such 
notice as the by-laws provide, and in the absence of 
such provision, upon ten days’ notice in writing given 
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personally or by mail; if two-thirds in interest of the 
stockholders shall vote in favor of such amendment, 
change or alteration, a certificate thereof shall be signed 
by the president and secretary under the corporate seal, 
acknowledged or proved as in the case of deeds of real 
estate, and such certificate, together with the written 
assent, in person or by proxy, of two-thirds in interest 
of such stockholders, shall be filed in the Department of 
Banking and Insurance, and upon the filing of the same 
the charter or certificate of incorporation shall be and 
shall be deemed to be amended accordingly; provided, 
that the certificate to be made and filed in pursuance of 
this section shall contain only such provision as it would 
be lawful and proper to insert in an original certificate 
of incorporation made at the time of making such amend- 
ment, change or alteration; and in case any trust company 
in this State has heretofore, within one year prior to 
the adoption of this amendment, by a vote of two-thirds 
in interest of its stockholders, authorized or approved 
an amendment of its charter, changing the par value of 
the shares of its capital stock from one hundred dollars 
to twenty dollars per share, or to a multiple or multiples 
thereof, then and in every such case, said action of 
said stockholders be and the same is hereby validated and 
confirmed; and upon the filing of a certificate of such 
amendment, change or alteration in the Department of 
Banking and Insurance, the charter or certificate of 
incorporation of such trust company shall be and shall

twenty Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, six gray squirrels or 
six rabbits; it shall also be unlawful for any person to 
capture, kill, injure, destroy or have in possession dur- 
ing the open season therefor more than thirty English 
or ring-neck pheasants, under a penalty of twenty dol- 
Jars, for each bird, squirrel or rabbit captured, 
killed, injured, destroyed or had in possession in excess 
of the number permitted by this section; provided, that 
nothing in this section contained shall apply to any pro- 
prietor of a hotel, restaurant or cafe having in posses-

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CHAPTER 28. 


An Act to incorporate the Borough of Manville in the 
county of Somerset. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township 
of Hillsborough, in the county of Somerset, contained 
within the limits hereinafter set forth, are hereby con- 
stituted and declared to be a body politic and corporate 
in fact and in law, by the name of ‘The Borough ot 
Manville,” and shall be governed by the general laws of 
this State relating to boroughs. 


2. The territorial limits of said borough shall be as 
follows: 

- Beginning at the junction of the center lines of the 
Raritan and the Millstone Rivers and thence along the 
center of the Millstone River, the several courses there- 
of, in a generally southwestern direction to a point, said 
point being the most southerly corner of property known 
as “Weston Heights’; thence along the southerly line 
of said “Weston Heights” in a westerly direction five 
hundred and seventy (570) feet more or less to the cen- 
ter of the stone road from Millstone to Manville; thence 
along center of said stone road in a northerly direction 
twenty-six and twenty-two one-hundredths (26.22) feet 
to the intersection of the center of said stone road with 
the center of road known as Schmidt Street, at the Van 
Nest Burying Grounds; thence along the center of said 
Schmidt Street, in a westerly direction one thousand 
seven hundred and seventy-eight and sixty one-hun- 

redths (1778.60) feet more or less to the southerly 
line of lands of the Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company ; thence southwesterly along the same two hun- 
dred and seventy (270) feet more or less to a point op- 
posite the easterly terminus of the southerly line of 
property known as “Manville Gardens,” thence in a 
straight line along the same westerly three thousand 
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one hundred (3,100) feet more or less to the center of 
Royce’s Brook; thence down the center of Royce’s 
Brook the several courses thereof, in a generally eastern 
direction to a point, said point being the southwesterly 
corner of property known as Hillsboro, Manville; thence 
along westerly side of Hillsboro, Manville and along the 
center of Arizona Avenue, in a northerly direction one 
thousand eight hundred and forty (1,840) feet more or 
less to the center of Camplain Road; thence along the 
center of Camplain Road, in a westerly direction five 
hundred and ten (510) feet more or less to the south- 
westerly corner of property known as Hillsboro Station 
Subdivision; thence along the westerly line of Hills- 
boro Station Subdivision and crossing the property of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company one thousand nine 
hundred and eighty-six (1,986) feet more or less to the 
center of Brook’s Boulevard Extended; thence along 
center of said Brook’s Boulevard Extended in an east- 
erly direction one thousand three hundred twenty-one 
and fifty one-hundredths (1,321.50) feet more or less 
to the westerly side of property known as Riverview 
Park; thence along the westerly side of Riverview Park 
in a northerly direction one thousand six hundred nine 
and forty-nine one-hundredths (1,609.49) feet more or 
less to a point; thence still along westerly line of prop- 
erty known as Riverview Park in a northerly direction 
one thousand five hundred and fifty-three and thirty- 
five one-hundredths (1,553.35) feet more or less to the 
center of Duke’s Parkway; thence along the center of 
Duke’s Parkway in a general westerly direction, the 
several courses thereof, five hundred and thirty-two and 
twenty one-hundredths (532.20) feet more or less to the 
westerly line of property formerly belonging to George 
V. Gress; thence along property of formerly George V. 
Gress in a northerly direction eight hundred and forty- 
five and fifty one-hundredths (845.50) feet more or less 
to a stone; thence in an easterly direction four hundred 
and eleven and eighteen one-hundredths (411.18) feet 
more or less to a large tree; thence in a northeasterly 
direction and still along property formerly belonging to 
George V. Gress, aforesaid, one thousand sixty-three 
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(1,063) feet more or less to the center of Raritan River 
aforesaid ; thence down the center of the Raritan River, 
the several courses thereof, to the junction of the said 
Raritan and Millstone Rivers, the place of beginning. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall not 
operate to effect the incorporation of the territory above 
described as a borough until its provisions shall have 
been submitted to and accepted by a majority vote of the 
qualified voters residing in the above described territory 
at the time of the passage hereof, at a special election 
to be held within thirty days after the approval of this 
act, between the hours of six o’clock A. M. and seven 
o'clock P. M., of the day fixed for such election, at a 
place within the said territory, which time and place are 
to be fixed by the clerk of the township of Hillsborough, 
in the county of Somerset. The clerk of said township 
of Hillsborough shall cause public notice of the time and 
place of the holding of the said election to be given by 
advertisements signed by himself and set up in at least 
five public places within said described territory, and 
published in at least one newspaper circulating therein, 
at least ten days prior to such election, and the said clerk 
shall provide for the electors voting at such election, bal- 
lots, to be printed or written, or partially written and 
partially printed, upon which ballots shall be printed or 
written the propositions to be submitted to the voters 
with instructions in the following form: 

If you favor the proposition printed below, make an 
X mark in the square to the left of and opposite the 
word “Yes”; if you are opposed thereto, make an X 


mark in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
“No.”

If the voter makes an X mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
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“Yes,” it shall be counted as a vote in favor of .such 
proposition. 

If the voter makes an X mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
“No,” it shall be counted as a vote against such propo- 
sition; and in case no mark shall be made in the square 
to the left of and opposite the word “Yes” or “No,” it 
shall not be counted as a vote for or against such propo- 
sition. 

Such election shall be held at the time and place so 
appointed and shall be conducted by the board of registry 
and elections of the election district of the said town- 
ship of Hillsborough, wherein that portion of the fore- 
going described territory of the township of Hillsbor- 
ough is located, but no special form of ballot except as 
herein provided and no envelope need be used by any 
voter at said election. The officers holding such elec- 
tion shall within two days after such election make a 
return to the county clerk and the township committee of 
the township of Hillsborough of the result of such elec- 
tion by statements in writing and under their hands, and 
the same shall be entered at length upon the minutes 
of the township committee, and upon its adoption by a 
majority of said electors as aforesaid, and not otherwise, 
this act shall in all respects be operative, to effect the in- 
corporation of the said borough of Manville. 

4. The register of voters within said described terri- 
tory to be used in the conduct of such special election 
shall be prepared and made up by the board of registry 
and election of the election district of the said township 
of Hillsborough, which conducted the general election 
next preceding the holding of such election in said town- 
ship, and for that purpose the said board shall meet at 
such place within said described territory and at such 
time as shall be designated by the clerk of the township 
of Hillsborough at least one week preceding said special 
election. Notice of the time and place so designated for 
such meeting shall be given by the clerk of the township 
of Hillsborough by posting notices thereof in at least 
five of the most public places in said described territory, 
at least five days prior to said meeting. Said meeting 
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of the board of registry and election for the making up 
of said new register of voters shall begin at one o’clock 
in the afternoon and continue until nine o’clock of the 
evening of the day fixed for that purpose, and said board 
shall insert in said new register the names of all persons 
who are legal voters within said territory at the time of 
the passage of this act, and who shall appear in person 
before them and establish to the satisfaction of the ma- 
jority of the said board that they are entitled to vote at 
said special election by reason of being inhabitants and 
citizens residing in said territory at the time of the pass- 
age hereof, or who shall be sworn by the written affi- 
davit of a voter residing in said territory to be entitled 
so to vote. A separate affidavit shall be required for 
each person so registered, which shall contain the address 
of the affiant and shall be signed by him, and on the fol- 
lowing day one copy of said register shall be mailed to 
the chairman of the county board of elections of Somer- 
set County, to be filed by the said board, and one copy 
shall be retained for the use of said township board of 
election at such special election. 

5. Within ten days after a copy of the statement of 
said election, as prescribed by section three hereof, shall 
have been filed with the county clerk of the county of 
Somerset, and in case it is shown by said statement that 
this act has been adopted by the voters of said territory 
as aforesaid, the said county clerk shall call another 
special election to be held within said territory within 
thirty days from the date of the filing of the said state- 
ment in his office, for the purpose of electing a mayor, 
six councilmen, an assessor, a collector, one constable 
and one justice of the peace to hold office until the first 
day of January following said special election, which 
election shall be held between the hours of six o’clock 
A. M. and seven o’clock P. M., on the day and at a 
place within said territory, to be fixed by said county 
clerk; and of the time, place and purpose of said special 
election said county clerk shall give public notice of 
advertisements, signed by himself and set up in at least 
five places within said territory, and published in at 
least one newspaper circulating therein, at least five days 
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prior to such election. Said county clerk shall provide 
for the electors, voting at such election, ballots, to be 
printed or written or partly written and partly printed 
on which shall appear the names of all candidates for 
said offices who shall have been nominated by petition 
of at least five voters residing within said territory and 
appearing on the said election register used at the special 
election held for the adoption of this act. Petitions 
making nominations for any of said officers shall be filed 
with the said county clerk within twenty days from the 
date of the filing with said county clerk of the statement 
showing the adoption of this act and at least three days 
prior to said election. Such election shall be held at the 
time and place so appointed by said county clerk and 
shall be conducted by the officers of the second election 
district of the said township of Hillsborough, but no 
special form of ballot and no envelope need be used 
by any voter of said election. The register of voters 
to be used at said election shall be the same as that used 
at the special election provided for in sections three and 
four hereof. The officers holding said election shall 
make return thereof to the county clerk of the county of 
Somerset of the result of such election, and the officers 
elected at said election, on the filing of said return, shall 
be and become the officers of the said borough, and shall 
continue in office until the first day of January following 
said special election and until other officers have been 
elected by the voters of said borough and shall have been 
qualified as required by law.

1. Section one of an act entitled “An act regarding 
soldiers, sailors and marines honorably discharged from 
the United States service,’ approved March twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and seven, amended 
April eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, 
and further amended March twenty-ninth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-six, is hereby amended so that 
the said section shall read as follows: 

1. No person now holding a position or office under 
the government of this State, or the government of any 
county, city, town, township, or other municipality of 
this State, including any person employed by a school 
board or board of education, or who may hereafter be 
appointed to any such position, whose term of office is 
not now fixed by law, and receiving a salary from such 
State, county, city, town, township, or other municipality, 
including any person employed by a school board or 
board of education, who has served as a soldier, sailor 
or marine, in any war of the United States, or in the 
New Jersey State Militia during the period of the World 
War, and has been honorably discharged from the United 
States service, or from the New Jersey State militia 
service, prior to or during such employment in or occu- 
pancy of such position or office, shall be removed from 
such position or office except for good cause shown after 
a fair and impartial hearing, but such soldier, sailor, or 
marine, or State militiaman, who has served in any war 
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of the United States, or in the New Jersey State Militia 
during the period of the World War, and who has been 
honorably discharged from the United States service, 
or the New Jersey State Militia service, shall hold his 
position or office during good behavior, and shall not be 
removed for political reasons. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect immediately.

3. The Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may 
in their discretion determine whether such game refuges 
shall be surrounded by at least one wire on the boundary 
thereof, and one notice reading “State Game Refuge, 
Hunting is Unlawful,” shall be posted at least every 
five hundred feet of the boundary of such refuge.

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CHAPTER 31. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
two or more municipalities in this State by means of 
a commission to acquire, either by purchase or con- 
demnation, and operate privately owned water works 
now or hereafter supplying water therein, and in other 
municipalities, if any, in which water is supplied by 
the same water works, together with the franchises, 
rights, and any or all other appurtenant property of 
the owner or owners, of such works, and to enlarge 
and extend the same,” passed March twenty-third, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-three. 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The act to which this act is an amendment is here- 
by amended by adding after section three thereof new 
sections reading as follows: 

3(a). Upon taking possession of the water works, 
rights and franchises of any such public utility which 
may be condemned pursuant to the provisions of this 
act, the commission acquiring the same shall also at the 
same time take possession of all the property, including 
all betterments, additions and extensions made on or to 
the property so condemned, and all rights and franchises 
which during the pendency of the condemnation proceed- 
ings have been acquired by said owner through construc- 
tion, purchase, contract or otherwise for the purpose of 
rendering adequate service. 

At any time after the commencement of the original 
condemnation proceedings the commission shall have 
power to enter into an agreement with the owner fixing 
the price to be paid for said after acquired property, 
rights and franchises, which agreement when made shall 
be. severally binding upon each of the municipalities 
which are to own said water works and such after ac- 
quired property in the proportions that they are respec- 
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tively liable under the provisions of section four of this 
act for the bonds thereby authorized to be issued. 

If the commission and the owner have not been able 
to agree upon the price to be paid for all said additional 
property, rights and franchises, including betterments, 
additions and extensions as aforesaid, prior to taking 
possession thereof, then within thirty days after taking 
possession, the fair value thereof as part of the water 
works condemned at the time possession thereof is taken 
by said commission shall upon the petition of either said 
owner or said commission be determined pursuant to the 
provisions of the act entitled “An act to regulate the 
ascertainment and payment of compensation for prop- 
erty condemned or taken for public use” (Revision of 
1900), and the acts amendatory thereof and supple- 
mental thereto, except that such supplemental condem- 
nation proceeding covering said after acquired property 
shall not be abandoned without the written consent 
thereto of said owner. The amount so determined in 
said supplemental condemnation proceedings as the price 
to be paid by the commission for said additional prop- 
erty, rights and franchises shall be a lien upon all the 
water works, rights and franchises so acquired by said 
commission until paid. 

3(b). In all cases where pursuant to this act or any 
act amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto any such 
commission shall condemn any water works free and 
clear of the lien of any mortgage or mortgages thereon, 
then upon the taking of possession by the commission 
of the water works and the payment of the award there- 
tor into the Court of Chancery no further interest shall 
accrue upon such mortgage or mortgages. Upon the 
application of either the owner of the water works con- 
demned or of the holder of any such mortgage or mort- 
gages or of any debt secured thereby, the Court of Chan- 
cery shall determine the value of the debt secured by each 
such mortgage as of the date of such payment into court. 
In making such determination the Court of Chancery 
shall give due regard to the date of maturity of any such 
debt, the rate of interest provided to be paid thereon and 
such other factors as shall properly determine the value

of such debt as of the date of such payment into said 
court. The sum or sums so determined shall upon such 
determination be paid out of the moneys so paid into the 
Court of Chancery to the persons found by said court to 
be entitled thereto. 

3(c). If at the time possession is taken by the com- 
mission of any such water works any person or corpora- 
tion shall be indebted to the owner thereof for water 
supplied or furnished therefrom, and such person or cor- 
poration shall neglect, fail or refuse for a period of sixty 
days after such indebtedness becomes due to pay the 
amount thereof to such owner, the said commission 
upon the filing with it of an affidavit by such owner 
showing the amount due shall upon ten days’ notice to 
the delinquent debtor shut off all water then being sup- 
plied or furnished to said delinquent debtor from said 
water works, and shall keep such supply shut off until 
such delinquent debtor shall pay such owner the amount 
of such indebtedness. 

As soon as convenient after taking such possession 
said commission shall cause to be read all meters of con- 
sumers supplied from such water works. At least two 
days’ notice shall be given to the owner in advance of 
said meter reading and the owner shall have the right to 
have a representative present at such reading. The total 
sum due as shown by said meter readings shall be divided 
in the ratio in which the period of time that has elapsed 
between the last preceding meter reading and the date 
the commission takes possession bears to the period of 
time that has elapsed between such date and the date 
of meter reading so taken by the commission. The 
owner shall be entitled to the proportion of said total 
sum due that shall correspond to the period during 
which it had possession of the water works between its 
last previous meter reading and such date. All sums 
shown to be due by said meter reading by the commis- 
sion shall be collected by it and the owner ‘shall assign 
to it for the purpose of making such collections its pro- 
portionate interest therein as above defined. The com- 
mission shall use all legal methods for the collection of 
all sums shown to be due by its said meter reading and 
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shall pay over to the owner promptly such parts of the 
sums of money so collected as may be due to the owner. 

3(d). After said commission shall have acquired pos- 
session of the water works of any such owner, it shall 
carry out any obligation to supply water to any person 
or corporation which said owner would have been re- 
quired by law to carry out if its water works had not 
been so acquired, provided, that nothing herein contained 
shall operate to affect the power of the commission to 
fix rates as given in the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment. 

2. Section four of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment as heretofore amended is hereby further amended 
so as to read as follows: 

4. Any such water works, rights and franchises avhe- 
ther acquired by purchase or condemnation may be ac- 
quired subject to the lien of any mortgage or mortgages 
thereon. In case the same are proposed to be acquired by 
condemnation subject to such lien the commission and 
the owner may provide by contract for the deduction 
from any award or judgment made or entered or to be 
made or entered in the condemnation proceeding of an 
amount representing all or any of the additional cost of 
acquiring said water works, rights and franchises sub- 
ject to such lien instead of free and clear thereof; and 
for the purpose of raising the money to pay the compen- 
sation agreed upon or fixed by condemnation proceed- 
ings for the water works so acquired or to be acquired, 
and to pay the cost, or part of the cost, of enlarging, ex- 
tending and improving the same, the municipalities 
which are to own the said water works or the enlarge- 
ments, extensions and improvements to the same are 
hereby authorized to issue bonds jointly in the names of 
all such municipalities, in the same manner and pursuant 
to the same provisions of law that apply to the issuance 
of other municipal bonds, and each such municipality 
shall adopt such ordinances and resolutions and cause 
such bonds to be sold, executed and delivered as if such 
bonds were its own separate obligations. The proceeds 
of sale of said bonds shall be received by the treasurer 
of said municipalities and immediately be transferred to 
the said commission or any succeeding commission then 
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in office. The power to issue said bonds and _ their 
validity shall not be dependent on or affected by the 
validity or regularity of the proceedings to establish the 
commission or to acquire the water works or to make the 
enlargements, extensions or improvements thereof. The 
bonds so issued shall be the joint and several obligations 
of the municipalities in whose names they are issued, but 
the municipalities shall be liable as among themselves 
for the payment of the principal and interest thereon in 
the proportion that the assessed value for taxation of 
all the real estate in each of the municipalities for the 
year preceding the time when such water works shall be 
acquired bears to the total assessed value for said year 
of all the real estate in all of the municipalities joining 
in the issuance of said bonds; and the amount of said 
bonds, or any portion thereof, shall not be taken into 
account in ascertaining the amount of indebtedness that 
any of the municipalities may now, or at any time here- 
aiter, be authorized to incur by any law of this State. 

3. Should any provision of this act be declared un- 
constitutional or invalid by any court of competent juris- 
diction, the remaining provisions of this act shall not 
thereby be invalidated. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 32. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to authorize and 
regulate the issuance of bonds and other obligations 
and the incurring of indebtedness by county, city, 
borough, village, town, township or any municipality 
governed by an improvement commission,” approved 
March twenty-second, one thousand nine hundred and 
sixteen. 


Bg If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
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1. Whenever any county has heretofore constructed, 
or may hereafter construct, any road or highway pursu- 
ant to an agreement with the State Highway Commis- 
sion, wherein and whereby the State Highway Commis- 
sion has agreed or shall agree to reimburse such county 
for the cost of constructing such road or highway, and 
such county has issued or shall issue any bonds or other 
evidences of debt in payment of the cost of such con- 
struction, any such bonds or other evidences of debt shall 
be deducted by such county in any annual or supplemental 
debt statement filed pursuant to the act to which this 
act is a supplement, and such bonds or other evidences 
of debt shall in no wise be subject to or affect the net 
debt statement, or be included as a part thereof in the 
ascertainment of the net debt of such county as con- 
templated by the act to which this act is a supplement. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 1, 1929. 


CHAPTER 33. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to the 
Court of Common Pleas” (Revision of 1900), ap- 
proved March twenty-third, nineteen hundred. 


Be It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. In any county now or hereafter having by any 
State or Federal census four hundred thousand or more 
inhabitants, the Governor is authorized, whenever in his 
judgment the public interest shall so require, to appoint 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, an 
additional judge of the Court of Common Pleas, making 
four in all, who shall serve for the same term and receive 
the same salary as is now provided by law for the judges 
of said court in the county in and for which they are 
so appointed. 
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2. Section two of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. Whenever there shall be four judges of the Court 
of Common Pleas in any county, said judges sitting 
together, or either of them sitting alone, or each of 
them sitting separately at the same time, shall constitute 
and may hold the Court of Common Pleas, the Orphans’ 
Court, the Court of Quarter Sessions, and the Court of 
Special Sessions; and said judges, when sitting together, 
or either of them when sitting alone, or each of them 
when sitting separately at the same time, shall have and 
possess the same powers, authority and jurisdiction as 
are now vested in the existing judges of said courts; 
each of said judges shal! have the same power to hold 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer and Circuit Court as 
is now conferred by statute on the existing judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas; whenever the said judges 
shall sit together, the senior judge in service shall be 
the president judge of said court; and any power or 
authority now conferred by statute on the judge or 
judges of the Court of Common Pleas in any proceeding 
or matter may be exercised by either of said judges. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 34. 


An Act for extending the time for completing certain 
railroads. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the time limited for the completion of 
any railroad authorized to be constructed within the 
State under any special or general act has expired, or 
shall expire before the thirty-first day of December, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, such time shall 
be and the same is hereby extended for the further pe- 
riod of two years from the passage of this act; provided, 
however, that this act shall not apply unless money has 
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actually been expended in surveys or location or route, 
or in acquisition of right of way or in construction since 
January first, one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
six; provided, further, that this act shall not apply to 
any corporation unless such corporation shall first, and 
as the condition precedent to the exercise of any power 
granted by this act, file in the office of the Secretary of 
State an agreement, to be approved by the Governor and 
Attorney-General, waiving all right of exemption from 
taxation and from privileges and advantages arising 
from any law or contract, if any there be, establishing 
any special mode of taxation of any such corporation, 
and the further agreement to be bound by any general 
law of this State now in existence or that may be here- 
after passed taxing such corporations as are now author- 
ized to be taxed by the Legislature of the State under 
any general law, and further agreeing that the exercise 
of any power granted by this act shall not in any way 
affect the rights of this State, if any there exist, to take 
the property of such corporations under any existing 
law of this State, and agreeing further that all laws 
affecting such corporations shall be subject to alteration 
or repeal by the Legislature ; provided, however, that any 
railroad company that has heretofore filed an agreement 
such as above described, under the provisions of any 
previous act of the Legislature for extending the time 
for completing certain railroads, shall have the time for 
the completion of its railroad extended as herein above 
provided without filing another such agreement under 
this act; provided, further, that any agreement that has 
heretofore been filed by any corporation under any pre- 
vious act extending the time for completing certain rail- 
roads, shall be as binding as if filed under the provisions 
of this act. 

2. This act shall be deemed a public act and shall take 
effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 35. 


An Act confirming, validating and legalizing deeds of 
conveyance of or for lands, tenements, hereditaments 
or real estate heretofore made and delivered by any 
administrator or administrators with the wiil annexed 
or by any administrator or administrators de bonis 
non with the will annexed, or any substituted ad- 
ministrator or administrators, or by the survivor or 
survivors, or successor or successors of them, him or 
her, and making the record of said deeds admissible 
in evidence. 


BE rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any deed or deeds of conveyance, heretofore made 
and delivered by any administrator or administrators 
with the will annexed, or by any administrator or ad- 
ministrators de bonis non with the will annexed, or any 
substituted administrator or administrators, or by the 
survivor or survivors, successor or successors of them, 
him or her, of or for any lands, tenements, hereditaments 
or real estate sold pursuant to the power, permission or 
direction in the said will annexed, is and are hereby con- 
firmed, validated, legalized and declared to be, and is 
and are and shall be as good, legal, valid and effectual, 
and the record thereof admissible in evidence, notwith- 
standing the terms of said sale may not have been sub- 
mitted to the Orphans’ Court of the county in which the 
said lands or real estate lie, or have not been approved 
by the said court, and although the provision of the acts 
of the Legislature, requiring the report of such sale to, 
and approval thereof by, the Orphans’ Court of the 
county in which the lands sold lie, have not been com- 
plied with; except where said will has expressly confided 
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the exercise of said power of sale to some other person 
or persons named therein other than the executor or 
executors therein named. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 36. 


An Act to carry into effect, in the State of New Jersey, 
the provisions of an act of Congress to provide for 
the further development of agricultural extension work 
between the agricultural colleges in the several States 
receiving the benefits of the act entitled “An act do- 
nating public lands to the several States and Terri- 
tories which may provide colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts,” approved July 
second, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, 
and all acts supplementary thereto, and the United 
states Department of Agriculture, and to give the 
assent of the Legislature thereto. 


Preamble: Whereas, The Congress of the United States has passed 
an act approved by the President, May twenty-second, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, to pro- 
vide for the further development of agricultural ex- 
tension work between the agricultural colleges in the 
several States receiving the benefits of the act entitled 
“An act donating public lands to the several States 
and Territories which may provide colleges for the 
benefit of agriculture and the mechanic arts,’ ap- 
proved July second, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two, and all acts supplementary thereto, and the 
United States Department of Agriculture; and, 

Rea Whereas, It is provided in Section one of the act afore- 
said that the grants of money authorized by this act 
shall be paid annually ‘“‘to each State and the Territory 
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of Hawaii, which shall by action of its Legislature 
assent to the provisions of this act’; therefore, 


Br rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The assent of the Legislature of the State of New 
Jersey be and is hereby given to the provisions and re- 
quirements of said act, and that the trustees of Rutgers 
University be and they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to receive the grants of money appropriated 
under said act, and to organize and conduct Extension 
Work in Agriculture and Home Economics in connection 
with the New Jersey State College of Agriculture, in 
accordance with the terms and conditions expressed in 
the act of Congress aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 37, 


An Act concerning the term of office of municipal 
treasurers of municipalities, incorporated under an act 
entitled “An act relating to and providing for the 
government of cities of this State containing a popula- 
tion of less than twelve thousand inhabitants,” ap- 


proved March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person now holding the position or office of 
treasurer of any municipality of this State, incorporated 
under an act entitled “An act relating to and providing 
for the government of cities of this State, containing 
a population of less than twelve thousand inhabitants,” 
approved March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, and who has held said position 
or office continuously for a period of five years shall not 
be removed from such position or office except for a 
good cause shown after a fair and impartial trial, but 
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such municipal treasurer, who shall have held said posi- 
tion or office continuously for a period of five years, 
shall hold his position or office during good behavior, 
and shall not be removed for political reasons, notwith- 
standing that the said treasurer may have been appointed 
for a fixed term. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 38. 


An Act to amend “An act to amend an act entitled 
‘An act concerning municipalities,’ approved March 
twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hundred and seven- 
teen,” which amendment was approved March nine- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eleven of Article XVIII of the act to which 
this act is an amendment is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

11. No land or any right or interest therein shall be 
sold by any municipality except at public sale and to the 
highest bidder, after public advertisement given in a 
newspaper circulating in the municipality in which said 
land lies, for two insertions at least once a week during 
two consecutive calendar weeks, the last publication to 
be not more than seven days prior to the date of said 
sale; provided, however, that the requirement herein for 
public sale to the highest bidder shall not apply to any 
sale of land or any right or interest therein by any 
municipality to the United States of America, the State 
of New Jersey, or any political subdivision of said State, 
and that any deed or deeds heretofore given by any 
municipality for the sale of any land or any right or 
interest therein, without public sale to the highest bidder, 
to the United States of America, the State of New 
Jersey, or any political subdivision of said State, shall 
be valid and effectual; provided, further, however, that 
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a municipality may dispose of and convey a portion of 
park lands or streets in exchange for other lands contig- 
uous to such park lands or streets in area equal to or 
greater than the lands conveyed for the purpose of 
straightening or rendering symmetrical the ‘boundary or 
boundaries of said park lands or streets; provided, fur- 
ther, that whenever any road, street, avenue, highway, 
lane or alley shall have been or shall hereafter be lawfully 
altered or relocated in such manner as to leave a portion 
of the original road or street which shall not be needed 
for public use, and the municipality shall have vacated or 
released the public rights therein, the municipality, if 
it be the owner of the fee of said land, is hereby author- 
ized to make a private sale of and convey the lands so 
vacated to the adjoining property owner or owners at 
such price as may, in the judgment of the governing 
body of such municipality, be fair and just; and pro- 
vided, further, however, that such sales may be adjourned 
at the time advertised for a period of not more than 
one week, without readvertising ; and provided, further, 
that any sales heretofore made at public auction by any 
municipality of this State, are hereby validated and 
- confirmed, if otherwise lawful, notwithstanding any 
defects or informalities in said sales or the advertise- 
ments thereof. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 2, 1929. 


CHAPTER 39. 


An Act to validate sales of land by the several munici- 
palities of this State in certain cases. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All sales heretofore made of lands acquired by any 
municipality under or by virtue of sales of such lands 
and premises for delinquent taxes or assessments, with- 
out first perfecting the title thereto, as well as where 
title has been perfected thereto, whether such sales of 
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lands and premises by such municipalities have been 
made at public auction or at private sale, and all pro- 
ceedings had in connection therewith, are hereby vali- 
dated and confirmed, and any conveyances of said lands 
so sold by such municipality to the purchaser or pur- 
chasers thereof heretofore or hereafter made, shall be 
construed in all the courts of this State to have conveyed 
all the right, title and interest of any such municipality 
of, in and to said lands and premises; provided, such 
sales shall have been or shall be confirmed by resolution 
of the governing body of such municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 40. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to authorize 
boards of chosen freeholders in any of the first class 
counties of this State to acquire lands and erect and 
maintain thereon buildings to be used as maternity 
hospitals,” approved February twenty-eighth, one — 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-four. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any county shall have erected, or shall 
hereafter erect, a hospital pursuant to the provisions 
of the act to which this act is a supplement, and such 
county hospital shall be located adjacent or near to a 
municipal hospital, it shall be lawful for such county 
and the municipality owning or controlling such mu- 
nicipal hospital, in the operation or management of their 
respective hospitals, to render, one for the other, such 
service as they may by contract agree upon. Any such 
contract shall be in writing and shall be executed by the 
governing bodies or chief executive officers of the con- 
tracting parties; may be for a fixed or for an indefinite 
term, and may from time to time be amended by the 
contracting parties. Any such contract shall fix or regu- 
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late the cost to be paid for such services ; by whom to be 
paid; shall specify the duties to be performed by each 
of the contracting parties thereunder and shall provide 
for such other regulations of the subject matter thereof 
as may by such contracting parties be deemed necessary 
for insertion therein; and for the purpose of carrying 
into effect any such contract, the contracting parties may 
acquire and hold in common any personal property 
necessary or useful in the proper execution of such con- 
(Lact. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 2, 1929. 


CHAPTER 41. 


Supplement to an act entitled “An act relating to and 
providing for the government of cities of this State 
containing a population of less than twelve thousand 
inhabitants,” approved March twenty-four, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-seven. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all cities governed by the provisions of the act 
to which this is a supplement, whenever a vacancy shall 
exist in any elective or appointive office in any such 
city, and the said governing body is unable to agree with 
respect to the filling of any such vacancy, by reason of 
an equally divided vote therein, it shall be the duty of 
the mayor to, and he shall vote in said governing body, 
for the purpose of filling such vacancy. 

2. Whenever in any city referred to in section one 
of this act, the governing body shall be unable to 
adopt any ordinance or resolution by reason of an 
equally divided vote therein, it shall be the duty of 
the mayor to and he shall vote in said body upon the 
said ordinance or resolution. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 42. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes” (Revision of 1918), ap- 
proved March fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen, and the several supplements and acts amenda- 
tory thereto. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the Siate of New Jersey: 


1. Section 203 (4) of the act to which this is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

203. (4). (A) All buildings actually used for col- 
leges, schools, academies or seminaries; (B) all buildings 
actually used for historical societies, associations or ex- 
hibitions, when owned by the State, county or any 
political subdivision thereof; (C) all buildings actually 
and exclusively used for public libraries, religious wor- 
ship, or asylums or schools for feeble-minded or idiotic 
persons and children; (D) all buildings used exclusively 
by any association or corporation formed for the purpose 
and actually engaged in the work of preventing cruelty 
to animals; (E) all buildings actually and exclusively 
used in the work of associations and corporations organ- 
ized exclusively for moral and mental improvement of 
men, women or children, or for religious, charitable or 
hospital purposes, or for one or more of such purposes ; 
(F') the building actually occupied as a parsonage by 
the officiating clergyman of any religious corporation 
of this State, to an amount not exceeding five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) ; the land whereon any of the buildings 
hereinbefore mentioned are erected, and which may be 
necessary for the fair enjoyment thereof, and which is 
devoted to the purposes above mentioned and to no other 
purpose, and does not exceed five acres in extent; the 
furniture and personal property in said buildings if used 
in and devoted to the purposes above mentioned; pro- 
vided, however, in the case of all of the foregoing, that 
said buildings, or the lands on which they stand, or the 
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associations, corporations or institutions using and oc- 
cupving the same as aforesaid, are not conducted for 
profit, except that the exemption of the building and 
lands, used for colleges, schools, academies or seminaries 
or for charitable, benevolent or religious purposes shall 
extend to cases where the work therein carried on is 
supported partly by fees and charges received from or 
on behalf of beneficiaries using or occupying the said 
building; provided, the building is wholly controlled by 
and entire income therefrom is used for said purposes; 
provided, further, that the foregoing exemptions shall 
apply only where the association, corporation or institu- 
tion claiming the exemption owns the property in ques- 
tion and is incorporated or organized under the laws 
of this State and authorized to carry out the purposes 
on account of which such exemption is claimed; pro- 
vided, further, that issuing of bonds, and payment there- 
of and of interest thereon at not above the legal rate, 
for the acquisition or improvement of property; and the 
payment for services to employees other than officers 
and directors of such corporations or associations, shall 
not be construed to be a profit or prevent the property 
of the corporation or association being exempt from 
tax; the funds of all charitable and benevolent institu- 
tions and associations collected and held exclusively for 
the sick and disabled members thereof, or for the widows 
of deceased members, or for the education, support or 
maintenance of the children of deceased members, and 
all endowments and funds held and administered ex- 
clusively for charitable, benevolent, religious, or hospital 
purposes within this State; provided, that no such asso- 
ciation, corporation or institution claiming the exemption 
shall be held to be conducted for profit within the mean- 
ing of this act so long as all surplus earnings from opera- 
tions shall be devoted to education, charitable or religious 
purposes. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

Br IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of an act entitled “An act creating a com-

of the county of Gloucester; Howard Hitchner, of the 
county of Salem; Ralph T. Stevens, of the county of 
Cape May; I. Norwood Griscom, of the county of At- 
lantic, and John R. Radcliff, of the county of Cumber- 
land, are hereby appointed members of said commission.

Such 
company may exhibit the amount of capital paid up as 
aforesaid in its advertisements.

notice in writing to each stockholder or member, given 
personally or by mail; if two-thirds in interest of the 
stockholders, or, of a mutual company, of two-thirds 
of the members, shall vote in favor of such amendment, 
change or alteration, a certificate thereof shall be signed 
by the president and secretary under the corporate seal, 
acknowledged or proved as in the case of deeds of 
real estate, and such certificate, shall be filed in the De- 
partment of Banking and Insurance, and upon the filing 
of the same the charter or certificate of incorporation 
shall be and be deemed to be amended accordingly ; 
provided, before such certificate shall be filed as afore- 
said, it shall be submitted to and approved by the At- 
torney-General in the manner hereinbefore provided for 
certificates of incorporation; and provided, further, the 
certificate to be made and filed in pursuance of this 
section shall contain only such provisions as it would 
be lawful and proper to insert in an original certificate 
of incorporation made at the time of making such 
amendment, change or alteration; no change shall be 
made in the charter or certificate of incorporation of 
ally insurance company whereby the rights, remedies or 
security of existing creditors shall be in any manner 
impaired, said certificate, or a copy thereof, duly certi- 
fied by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, 
shall be evidence in all courts and places; any stock 
insurance company of this State may increase its capital 
stock or decrease it to an amount not less than the 
minimum required by this act, by proceeding in the man- 
ner, and subject to the conditions hereinabove set forth. 
Whenever any stock or mutual insurance company of

Such 
board of chosen freeholders or committee shall have 
power to recommend to the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
or Quarter Sessions of such county the parole of any 
prisoner in the penitentiary or jail upon the expiration 
of his or her term of imprisonment in any case where 
such prisoner is in default of any fine or costs or both, 
and the judge shall have power upon such recommenda- 
tion to parole any such prisoner in the custody of the 
probation office or other representative of the court as 
the judge may designate, pending the payment by the 
prisoner of the fines or costs or both, as the case may 
be, upon such terms and conditions as the judge shall 
fix. The judge shall have power at any time during the 
period of parole, in his discretion, to remit: the balance 
due on such fines or costs or both and discharge the 
prisoner from further parole. Any such prisoner 
paroled under the provisions of this act for the payment 
of fines or costs or both who shall default in the pay- 
ment thereof or violate the terms of his or her parole, 
may be remanded by the court to his or her place of 
imprisonment, there to be confined until the payment of 
such fines or costs or both, or the unpaid balance of the 
same, as the case may be.

Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act providing for 
the creation of juvenile courts in counties of the first 
class, and defining the jurisdiction and powers 
thereof,” approved April first, nineteen hundred and 
twelve. 


Bg rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eight of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

8. Upon the return of the summons, or at the time 
set for the hearing, the court shall proceed to hear and 
determine the case, either in chambers or in such place 
as may be provided by the board of freeholders of the 
county in which such court is located, or such court may 
be held in any public school building, or in any other 
public building or place, in any part of the county, the 
official board or body having charge and control of such 
building consenting, and at such time and place as may 
be designated by the judge, or in any other place the 
judge may designate. The court may conduct the exam- 
ination of witnesses without the assistance of counsel - 
and may take testimony and inquire into the habits, 
surroundings, conditions and tendencies of said child 
to enable the court to render such order or judgment 
as shall best conserve the welfare of said child and 
carry out the objects of this act. The court may find 
that the child is a delinquent within the meaning of this 
act and may commit such child to any public institution 
established for the care, custody, instruction and reform 
of juvenile offenders which is maintained by the State 
ot by the county in which said court is located, or 
may commit said child to any like institution maintained 
by any city, town, township, borough or other munici- 
pality in said county; provided, that said child shall 
reside in such city, town, township, borough or other 
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municipality, or to any other like institution, commit- 
ment to which is now provided for by law, or the said 
court may order said child to be placed upon probation 
under the care of one of the probation officers of the 
county or some other person to be named or designated 
by the court, for such time and upon such conditions as 
the court may determine; provided, that where the 
offence charged in the petition constitutes a crime, 
nothing in this act shall prevent a child under the age 
of sixteen years from being charged upon the indictment 
or presentment of a grand jury, or from being accorded 
a trial by jury if he or she so demands at any time 
before trial, and if in such case said child demands the 
indictment or presentment of a grand jury and:a trial 
by jury, a complaint shall be made in the usual form 
and sent to the clerk of the grand jury and the said 
child be dealt with according to the usual course of 
law. It shall be lawful for any municipality which has 
no institution for the care, custody, instruction and 
reform of juvenile offenders to contract with another 
municipality maintaining such an institution, to pay the 
cost of the maintenance therein of such offenders, in 
which event the judge is authorized to commit such 
offenders to such institution at the expense of the 
municipality in which the offender is resident. 

The court shall have power upon the hearing of any 
case to exclude the general public from the room wherein 
said hearing is held, admitting thereto only such per- 
sons as may have a direct interest in the case, and the 
records of all cases may be withheld from indiscriminate 
public inspection in the discretion of the court, but such 
records shall be open to the inspection of such child, his 
parents or guardians, or his attorneys at all times. No 
adjudication under the provisions of this act shall oper- 
ate as a disqualification of the child for any office under 
and State or municipal civil service, and such child shall 
not be denominated a criminal by any such adjudication, 
nor shall such adjudication be denominated a conviction.

Aw Acr authorizing the sale of the New Jersey Home 
for Disabled Soldiers located in the town of Kearny 
in the county of Hudson. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State House Commission, acting for and on 
behalf of the State of New Jersey, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to sell the lands and buildings used as 
the New Jersey Home for Disabled Soldiers, located in 
the town of Kearny, in the county of Hudson. The 
State House Commission shall invite, by public 
advertisement, sealed proposals or bids for said lands 
and buildings, which advertisements shall be published 
in at least three newspapers in this State for at least 
three weeks, once each week, in which advertisement 
shall be fixed a time and place for the reception of said 
bids, and which advertisement shall contain a descrip- 
tion of the lands and premises to be sold; and if, in the 
judgment of the State House Commission a bid shall be 
received which shall be satisfactory the commission act- 
ing for the State shall make and execute an appropriate 
deed therefor, signed by all the members of the com- 
mission, and convey such lands to the purchaser upon 
the receipt of the purchase price. Should the highest 
bid or bids received in accordance with the foregoing 
provisions of this act be deemed unsatisfactory in 
amount by the State House Commission, the said com- 
mission may thereafter sell the aforesaid lands and 
buildings at private sale; provided, however, that such 
private sale and transfer of the property shall not be 
made for an amount that is less than the amount of 
the highest bid or bids that may have been received by 
virtue of the public advertisements, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided for. The proceeds of the sale from the said lands 
and buildings shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
State, and shall be kept therein as a separate fund, which 
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shall be used by the State Department of Institutions and 
Agencies for the construction of a New Jersey Home 
for Disabled Soldiers of all wars, to be located in the 
area north of the city of Trenton; provided, however, 
that said sale shall not take place until such time as the 
new home shall be completed and ready for occupancy 
by the members of said Kearny home. 

2. The State Department of Institutions and Agencies 
is hereby authorized and empowered to construct a New 
Jersey Home for Veterans of all wars, to be located on 
a site north of the city of Trenton.

5. The said life guard pension commission shall have 
the management and control of said fund and is hereby 
empowered to make all necessary rules and regulations 
not inconsistent with this act. A year of service within 
the meaning of this act shall consist of such part of 
the calendar year as the said life guard force is nor- 
mally employed, and likewise the year’s salary shall be 
that salary which a life guard receives during the time 
of his normal employment in any calendar year. When 
such salary is payable upon a per diem basis the pension 
commission may determine the length of service and the 
amount of the year’s salary by averaging the salary 
heretofore received by said life guard or officer during 
the past three years or in other equitable manner and 
may determine in such case what constitutes a year’s 
salary and a year’s service. All moneys belonging to 
said life guard pension fund shall be paid over to the 
treasurer of such municipality, who shall give bond in 
such amount from time to time as the governing body 
of such municipality shall determine. All moneys not 
needed for the immediate payment of such pensions 
shall be invested by such life guard pension commission 
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officer or member of any such life guard force who shall 
lose his life in the performance of his duty or shall die 
from natural causes or having been retired on pension 
shall receive a pension so long as she shall remain 
unmarried, equal to one-half of the amount of the annual 
salary of such life guard officer or life guard at the 
time of his death, and at her death or in case there be 
no widow, or said widow shall remarry, her minor 
child or children as the case may be, until the youngest 
reaches the age of sixteen years, shall receive the amount 
of said pension for their support, and in the event that 
If no children. there are no children under the age of sixteen years, 
then the said pension shall be paid to the dependent 
parent or parents of said life guard officer or life guard.

recruits; and three troops, which shall each be com- 
posed of the following personnel: One captain; two 
lieutenants; one first sergeant; seven sergeants; seven 
corporals; sixty troopers. 

3-(B). The personnel herein provided shall receive 
pay as follows: A recruit shall receive an annual salary 
of one thousand two hundred dollars ($1,200), payable 
monthly, while in training and until the end of his pro- 
bationary period, when he has been accepted as a 
trooper. A trooper shall receive an annual salary of one 
thousand six hundred dollars ($1,600), payable monthly ; 
a corporal shall receive an annual salary of one thousand 
eight hundred dollars ($1,800), payable monthly; a 
sergeant shall receive an annual salary of one thousand 
nine hundred dollars ($1,900), payable monthly; a first 
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sergeant shall receive an annual salary of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000), payable monthly; a sergeant major 
shall receive an annual salary of two thousand two 
hundred dollars ($2,200), payable monthly; a supply 
sergeant shall receive an annual salary of two thousand 
two hundred dollars ($2,200), payable monthly; a

3. This act shall not become operative until its provi- 
sions shall be submitted to the voters of the above- 
described territory at a special election to be held within 
the said territory, and at said election adopted by a ma- 
jority of the legal voters residing within the said terri- 
tory, and voting thereon on the day of said special elec- 
tion. Said special election shall be held within the said 
territory within ninety days from the passage of this act, 
and between the hours of six o’clock A. M. and seven 
o'clock P. M. of the day fixed for such election, and at 
a place within said territory to be fixed by the clerk of 
the township of Hopewell, in the county of Cumberland. 
The clerk of the township of Hopewell shall cause public 
notice of the time and place of the holding of the said 
election to be given by advertisements, signed by himself, 
anid set up in at least five public places within said de- 
scribed territory and published in at least one newspaper 
circulating therein, at least ten days prior to such elec- 
tion, and the said clerk shall provide for the electors vot- 
ing at such election ballots to be printed or written, or 
partially written and partially printed, upon which bal- 
lots shall be printed the proposition to be submitted to 
the voters, with instructions, in the following form:

If the voter makes an & mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
“Yes” it shall be counted as a vote in favor of such 
proposition. 

Ii the voter makes an & mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
“No” it shall be counted as a vote against such proposi- 
tion. And in case no mark shall be made in the square to 
the left of and opposite the word “Yes” or “No” it shall 
not be counted as a vote for or against such proposition. 

Such election shall be held at the time and place so ap- 
pointed, and shall be conducted by the officers of the elec- 
tion district of said township of Hopewell, and which 
conducted the general election next preceding the holding 
of such election in said district, but no special form of 
ballot and no envelope need be used by any voters at said 
election. The officers holding such election shall, within 
two days after such election, make a return to the town- 
ship committees of the townships of Hopewell and Stoe 
Creek of the result of such election by statements in 
writing and under their hands, and the same shall be 
entered at length upon the minutes of said township 
committees, and upon its adoption by a majority of elec- 
tors, as aforesaid, and not otherwise, this act shall in all 
respects be operative. 

The register of voters within said described territory 
to be used in the conduct of such special election shall be 
prepared and made up by the boards of registry and elec- 
tion of the said townships of Hopewell and Stoe Creek, 
which conducted the general election next preceding the 
holding of such election in said townships ; provided, that 
said lists, for the purpose of this election, shall be revised 
so as to include all and only such voters of said townships 
who may then reside within the territory comprised 
within the limits of the borough created by this act. And 
for that purpose the said boards shall meet at such place 
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or places within said described territory, and at such time 
as shall be designated by the clerk of the township of 
Hopewell, at least one week preceding such special elec- 
tion. Notice of the time and place so designated for such 
meeting shall be given by the clerk of the township of 
Hopewell by posting notice thereof in at least five of the 
most public places in said described territory at least five 
days prior to said meeting. Said meeting of the boards of 
registry and election for the making up of said new 
register of voters shall begin at one o’clock in the after- 
noon and continue until nine o’clock on the evening of 
the day fixed for that purpose, and said boards shall 
insert in said new register the names of all persons who 
are legal voters within said territory at the time of the 
passage of this act and who will appear in person before 
and establish to the satisfaction of the majority of said 
boards that they are entitled to vote at said special elec- 
tion by reason of being inhabitants and citizens residing 
in said territory at the time of the passage hereof, or who 
shall be sworn by the written affidavit of a voter residing 
int said territory to be entitled so to vote. A separate 
affidavit shall be required for each person so registered, 
which shall contain the address of the affiant and shall 
be signed by him, and on the following day, one copy of 
said register shall be mailed to the chairman of the 
county board of elections of Cumberland County, to be 
filed by said board, and one copy shall be retained for 
the use of the board of election of the township of 
Hopewell herein designated and directed to hold said 
special election. 

4. Immediately after the statement of the result of 
such election shall be made to the township committees 
of said townships of Hopewell and Stoe Creek, another 
copy of said statement, certified by the clerk of the town- 
ship of Hopewell, shall be filed by him in the office of the 
county clerk of the county of Cumberland. 

5. Within ten days after a copy of the statement of said 
election has been filed with the county clerk of the county 
of Cumberland, and in case it is shown by said statement 
that this act has been adopted by the voters of said ter- 
ritory as aforesaid, the said county clerk shall call an- 
other special election to be held within said territory 
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within thirty days from the date of the filing of the said 
statement in his office for the purpose of electing a 
mayor, six councilmen and such other officers as are re- 
quired or permitted to be elected by law to hold office 
until the first day of January following said special elec- 
tion, which election shall be held between the hours of 
six o'clock A. M. and seven o’clock P. M. on a day and 
at a place within said territory to be fixed by said county 
clerk; and of the time, place and purpose of said special 
election said county clerk shall give public notice of ad- 
vertisement, signed by himself, and set up in at least five 
public places within said territory, and published in at 
least one newspaper circulating therein, at least five days 
prior to such election. Said county clerk shall provide for 
the electors voting at such election, ballots, to be printed 
or written, or partly printed and partly written, on which 
shall appear the names of all candidates for said offices 
who shall have been nominated by petition of at least 
five voters residing within said territory and appearing 
on the said election register used at the special election 
held for the adoption of this act. Petitions making 
nominations for any of said offices shall be filed with the 
said county clerk within twenty days from the date of 
the filing with the said county clerk of the statement 
showing the adoption of this act, and at least three days 
prior to said election. Such election shall be held at the 
time and place or places so appointed by the said county 
clerk, and shall be conducted by the said officers of the 
said election district of the said township of Hopewell, 
but no special form of ballot and no envelope need be 
used for any voters at said election. The register of 
voters to be used at said election shall be the same as that 
used for special elections provided for in section three 
and four hereof. The officers holding said election shall 
make return thereof to the county clerk of the county of 
Cumberland of the result of such election, and the officers 
elected at said election, on the filing of said return, shall 
be and become the officers of the said borough, and shall 
continue in office until the first day of January following 
said special election and until other officers have been 
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elected by the voters of said borough and shall have 
qualified as required by law. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 73. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to incorporate 
associations not for pecuniary profit, approved April 
twenty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The act to which this is a supplement shall not oper- Iacorporation 
ate to repeal the act entitled “An act for the incorpora- companies. 
tion of fire companies,’ approved April twenty-first, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-six, and its supple- 
ments and amendments, but fire companies may be incor- 
porated either under said act or under the act to which 
this is a supplement, and all fire companies incorporated 
under and all proceedings taken pursuant to said act ap- 
proved April twenty-first, one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-six, and its amendments and supplements, 
since the passage of the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, are hereby ratified and made valid, and all fire com- 
panies incorporated under the act to which this is a sup- 
plement, and the supplements and amendments thereto, 
shall be entitled to the same privileges and immunities, 
and subject to the same liabilities as if said fire companies 
had been originally incorporated under said act for the 
incorporation of fire companies, approved April twenty- 
first, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-six, and its 
supplements and amendments. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 74. 


An Act to enable any corporation heretofore or here- 
after constituted or organized for the purpose of the 
enforcement of laws enacted for the protection of 
dumb animals, or constituted or organized for the pur- 
pose of promoting the welfare of dumb animals, 
whether incorporated by any special act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State or under the laws of this State, to 
amend its charter and providing the procedure 
therefor. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any corporation heretofore or hereafter consti- 
tuted or organized for the purpose of the enforcement 
ot laws enacted for the protection of dumb animals, or 
constituted or organized for the purpose of promoting 
the welfare of dumb animals, whether incorporated by 
any special act of the Legislature of this State or under 
the laws of this State, may at any time, in the manner 
hereinafter provided, amend its charter or certificate of 
incorporation as originally enacted or filed or as hereto- 
fore amended so that such corporation, in addition to its 
other powers and purposes, shall have the following 
powers and purposes, that is to say: To promote the in- 
terests of and to protect and care for dumb animals; to 
maintain and operate one or more rest farms, kennels, 
pounds, shelters, and/or hospitals for animals, and to do 
any and all things which would benefit or tend to benefit 
dumb animals; the board of directors, executive com- 
mittee or other governing managers of any such corpo- 
ration may at any regular or special meeting of said 
directors, executive committee or other governing man- 
agers, by resolution declare that it is advisable to amend 
the charter or certificate of incorporation of said corpo- 
ration, as indicated in such resolution, and direct that 
such amendment shall be submitted to the members of 
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the said corporation at their next regular meeting, or 
at a special meeting to be called for the purpose, and 
that a copy of such resolution shall be included in the 
notice of the meeting; if the members of the corpora- 
tion, after having notice as aforesaid, shall by a unani- 
mous vote of the members present and lawfully voting 
at the meeting, or at any adjournment thereof, approve 
the amendment declared to be advisable by the directors, 
executive committee or other governing managers, and 
ne member shall file written objection to such amend- 
ment with the secretary of such corporation at or before 
said meeting, such amendment shall be deemed to have 
the unanimous consent of all of the members of said 
corporation and a certificate, signed by the president and 
secretary, under the corporate seal, and acknowledged or 
proved, as in the case of deeds of real estate, setting forth 
the passage, under, the provisions of this act of the reso- 
lution declaring the amendment to be advisable by the 
directors or executive committee or other governing 
managers of said corporation, and the approval thereof 
by the members of the corporation by a unanimous vote 
of the members present and lawfully voting at a regular 
or special meeting after notice as aforesaid and that no 
member of the corporation filed a written objection to 
such amendment with the secretary of such corporation 
at or before said meeting, shall be filed and recorded in 
the office of the Secretary of State; and upon the filing 
and recording of said certificate the charter, or certificate 
of incorporation of said corporation shall be amended 
and changed accordingly. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 75. 


An Act concerning the care and custody of 
minor children. 


WHEREAS, It sometimes happens that the father of a 
minor child or children under fourteen years of age, 
although able to support such child or children, leaves 
such child or children in the absolute custody and con- 
trol of the mother and fails himself to support such 
child or children and compels the mother to support 
such child or children, and the father, after such child 
or children have been in the custody and control of 
the mother and she has been obliged to support such 
child or children for a long time, asserts the right to 
the custody and control of such child or children. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any controversy or legal proceeding involving 
the right as between parents to the custody of their child 
or children under fourteen years of age, the father who 
has failed and has been able to support such child or 
children for a period of five years or more shall not be 
entitled to the care, custody or control of such child or 
children at or during any time, and the mother having 
the custody and having supported such child or children 
during such period shall be entitled at all times to the 
care, custody and control thereof; and any order of 
court at law or in equity heretofore made respecting the 
care, custody or control of such child or children, upon 
application to the court by the mother, shall be modified 
to conform to the provisions of this act, if the father 
shall have been able and failed’ to support such 
child or children for a period of five years or 
more. Nothing in this act, however, shall prevent the 
father from visiting such child or children while in the 
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mother’s custody or under her control upon such terms 
and conditions as the court may order. All acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 76. 


Aw Acr to provide for the creation of The New Jersey 
State Board of Regents and to define its powers and 
duties. 


BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created The New Jersey State 
Board of Regents, which shall consist of eight members, 
of whom seven shall be citizens of this State who are 
in no way officially connected with any institution of 
higher learning receiving State aid. ‘They shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, solely by reason of their character 
and fitness, without reference to occupation, party 
affiliations, religion or sex. The first appointments shall 
be made—one for a term of one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, one for four years, one for 
five years, one for six years, one for seven years, and 
subsequent appointments for a period of seven years. 
Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term. ‘The 
remaining member of the board shall be the Commis- 
sioner of Education, ex officio. All members shall 
serve without compensation for their services. 

2. The board shall organize by electing by a majority 
vote one of its members as president, and shall make 
such rules and regulations as it from time to time shall 
find desirable in order to enable it to perform its duties 
as provided herein. 

3. The board shall be charged with the duty of deter- 
mining the State’s needs in connection with public 
higher education and determining to what extent institu- 
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tions of higher education, other than State institutions, 
shall be utilized to meet such needs in whole or in part; 
it shall give consideration not only to the present needs 
of the institution or institutions which it may determine 
shall be utilized by the State for the purpose of public 
higher education, but also to the future development of 
such institution or institutions, and shall ascertain and 
estimate the cost of carrying out any plan of develop- 
ment which it recommends. In the consideration of 
both the present needs and future development of such 
institution or institutions, it shall endeavor to remove 
and prevent any overlapping or duplication of services 
rendered by any State institution with those rendered 
by any institution or institutions which the State may 
utilize for the purpose of public higher education. The 
board shall contract, on behalf of the State, with such 
institution or institutions for just compensation to it or 
them for the services such institution or institutions, 
so utilized for the purpose of public higher education, 
renders or shall render to the State, and also for the 
support of such institution or institutions to the extent 
necessary to enable it or them to render the services 
required by the State for the purpose of public higher 
education; subject always to appropriations made by 
the Legislature. 

4. The board shall make an annual report to the 
Legislature and annually recommend to the Budget 
Commission the amount necessary to be appropriated for 
the purpose of public higher education carried on at 
any and all institutions that the State is utilizing, or 
may utilize, pursuant to its determination for such 
purpose, in order to enable such institution or institu- 
tions to perform the services required by the board; no 
disbursement of the moneys raised by the State for the 
purpose of public higher education shall be made to 
any such institution utilized by the State for the purpose 
of public higher education, except on the recommenda- 
tion of said board, and the board shall be charged with 
the duty to see to the application of said moneys for 
said purposes. No disbursement of the moneys raised 
by the State for the purpose of public higher education 
shall be made to any institution wholly or in part under 
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the control of any religious denomination or in which 
any denominational tenet or doctrine it taught. 

5. The board shall be charged with the care, custody 
and control of such property as the State now has, or 
shall hereafter acquire, at Rutgers College, or at any 
other institution that the State may utilize for the pur- 
pose of public higher education. The board, so far 
as may be proper to aid it in the performance of its 
cuties, shall have the power of investigating the finances 
of any institution so utilized by the State for the pur- 
pose of public higher education and have access to 
the books and papers of such institution, and shall have 
all other powers requisite to the performance of its 
duties under this act; it shall confer with the adminis- 
tration officers of such institution or institutions 
utilized for the purpose of public higher education and 
shall meet once a year, or more frequently if necessary, 
with the board of trustees of such institution or institu- 
tions in order that it may effect a complete co-ordina- 
tion of the services rendered by such institution or 
institutions and the services rendered by any State 
institution. 

6. The board shall have the power to appoint a secre- 
tary and to employ such other agents as may be neces- 
sary in the discharge of the duties imposed upon them 
by this act, and to fix their compensation; and such 
expenditures and incidental expenses connected with 
the performance of the duties of the board, together 
with the actual personal expenses of the members of 
the board, incurred in the discharge of the duties im- 
posed upon them by this act, shall be audited by the 
Comptroller and paid by the Treasurer of the State, 
upon the certificate of the president of the board, within 
the appropriation made for those purposes. 

7. The board shall be furnished with suitable accom- 
modations in the State House, or elsewhere in the State, 
as may be necessary for the performance of its duties, 
and the same shall be properly equipped for the transac- 
tion of business. 

8. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, but nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to affect, amend, restrict or overlap any of 
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the powers or functions now conferred by law upon 
the State Board of Education or the Commissioner of 
Education, or any of the provisions of Chapter one, 
Special Session Laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
three, entitled “An act to establish a thorough and 
efficient system of free public schools, and to provide 
for the maintenance, support and management thereof,” 
as amended and supplemented, or as shall hereafter be 
amended or supplemented. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAP IER.//; 


An Act to regulate the use by educational institutions 
of titles indicating a relationship with the State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No incorporated or unincorporated private educa- 
tional institution conducted in this State shall hereafter 
adopt, as a title of such institution, any title containing 
the words “New Jersey,” “State of New Jersey,” 
“State”, or any other expression indicating any rela- 
tionship whatever between the State and such educa- 
tional institution, until the same has first been approved 
by the New Jersey State Board of Regents. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 15, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 78. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to amend 
the law relating to the property of married women” 
(Revision of 1877). 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any conveyance heretofore or hereafter executed 
and delivered by any married woman above the age 
of twenty-one years of any real estate or interest there- 
in, separate and apart from her husband, shall as to 
the grantee or grantees, and all other persons claiming 
under said grantee or grantees, be as valid and effectual 
in law as if her said husband had joined in the said con- 
veyance; provided, her said husband has conveyed or 
does convey his interest in said real estate by separate 
deed of conveyance; and provided, such conveyance of 
said married woman is duly acknowledged, with 
acknowledgment certificate attached according to law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 15, 1929. 


CHAPTER 79. 


Aw Acr to provide for the taxation of real and per- 
sonal property in this State for the purpose of paying 
the cost of constructing, reconstructing, development, 
extending and equipping State charitable, hospital, 
relief, training, correctional, reformatory and penal 
institutions and appurtenances thereto. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be, for a period of one year, beginning 
with the calendar year one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty, levied, assessed and collected in each of the 
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several counties of this State a tax of one-half a mill 
on each dollar of all the value of all the real and per- 
sonal property in every municipality thereof upon which 
municipal taxes are or shall be levied, assessed and 
collected in the same manner and at the same time as 
other taxes upon real and personal property are now 
levied, assessed and collected. It shall be the duty of 
the treasurer or other officer having the custody of 
collected taxes to pay, on or before the fifteenth day 
of June, in said year, the semiannual tax so assessed, 
and on or before the fifteenth day of December in said 
year, the balance of the annual tax assessed, to the 
treasurer of the county, such tax collected in his taxing 
district, and the county treasurer shall pay the said 
tax, which he shall so receive from the several taxing 
districts, to the Treasurer of the State on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of June, and on or before the twenty- 
fifth day of December, the balance of said annual tax, 
and the State Treasurer shall keep and place the same 
in a separate and distinct fund to be known as the “State 
Institution Construction Fund.” 

2. The Governor, State Treasurer and the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, constituting the State House 
Commission, are hereby made custodians of the said 
“State Institution Construction Fund,’ and are author- 
ized to carry out the provisions of this act with respect 
to the apportionment therefrom of the sums requested 
by the State Board of Control of Institutions and 
Agencies as hereinafter provided. 

3. The moneys raised by this tax shall be devoted 
exclusively for the acquisition of sites for and to the 
constructing, reconstructing, development, extending, 
and equipping of State charitable, hospital, relief, 
training, correctional, reformatory and penal institutions 
and appurtenances thereto in the way in which they are 
set forth in section six of this act, and the balance re- 
maining in said “State Institution Construction Fund” 
shall thereafter be allotted by the State House Commis- 
sion upon application made by the State Board of 
Control. 


4, Applications to the custodians of the “State Institu- 
tion Construction Fund” shall be made by the said State 
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Board of Control directly for allotments to carry out 
the purposes of this act, and the custodians hereby con- 
stituted may conduct such investigations as to them may 
seem proper, and the decision of said custodian shall 
be final. Applications may be made by the said State 
Board of Control to the custodians on or before the 
first day of July and the thirty-first day of December 
in said year for an allotment or allotments to be ex- 
pended for any of the purposes enumerated in section 
six of this act, and within thirty days thereafter the 
said State House Commission acting as custodians of 
the aforesaid fund shall notify the said State Board of 
Control, in writing, stating their decision with respect 
to each and every item appearing in any such applica- 
tion. In the event that the decision is favorable to the 
request of the State Board of Control in whole or in 
part, upon due notice thereof to the Comptroller of the 
Treasury by said custodians, it shall be the duty of the 
said Comptroller of the Treasury to transfer from the 
fund created under the provisions of this act, to the credit 
of said board to which the same was allotted, the sum or 
sums thus certified to him, which sum or sums so trans- 
ferred and set up, shall be expended in the same manner 
as are other appropriations made for such purposes; pro- 
vided, however, that the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
before transferring from the fund in this section men- 
tioned, shall ascertain that said moneys so transferred 
are to be used as in section six of this act provided. 

5. It shall be lawful for the State Board of Control 
of Institutions and Agencies, with the approval of the 
State House Commission, to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions, to advertise for bids and enter into contracts for 
the constructing, reconstructing, development, extending 
and equipping State charitable, hospital, relief, training, 
correctional, reformatory and penal institutions and ap- 
purtenances thereto, as set forth in section six of this 
act, before the taxes levied and assessed hereunder shall 
have been collected, provided, however, that no payment 
shall be made for the constructing, reconstructing, de- 
velopment, extending and equipping State charitable, 
hospital, relief, training, correctional, reformatory and 
penal institutions and appurtenances thereto, as set 
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torth in section six of this act, before the taxes levied 
and assessed hereunder shall have been collected and 
made available for such payments in accordance with 
the terms of this act, but the State board, with the ap- 
proval of the State House Commission, may pay for 
the cost of preparing the plans and specifications, and of 
advertising and awarding contracts and of any other 
maps and plans of the institutions enumerated herein, 
and the custodians of the State Institution Construction 
Fund may authorize the comptroller to withdraw tem- 
porarily from the State Institution Construction Fund, 
or from the emergency fund, sufficient moneys to pay 
any such necessary expenses before the tax levied here- 
under in any particular year becomes available, which 
shall be replaced immediately when the tax which is 
levied and assessed hereunder for the particular year 
shall have been collected. 


6. The moneys raised by this act shall be devoted ex- 
clusively to the acquisition of sites for and the con- 
structing, reconstructing, development, extending and 
equipping of State charitable, hospital, relief, training, 
correctional, reformatory and penal institutions and ap- 
purtenances thereto, in the order of precedence set forth 
in this section.

7. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed, and it shall be his duty 
to make such correction of the title or test, or both, 
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ot any item in this act contained necessary to make such 
appropriation available for the purpose or purposes of 
its intention.

Upon the approval of such application by the 
State House Commission it shall notify the comptroller 
thereof in writing, whereupon the comptroller shall 
make such transfer as in this section directed.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one, subdivision (h), of Article XX of the 
act to which this act is an amendment be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(h) The constructing, reconstructing, enlarging or 
extending a sewer or drain in, under or along a street, 
road, avenue, alley or public highway, or portion there- 
ot, or in, under or along any public or private lands; 
the constructing, reconstructing, enlarging, or extend- 
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ing of a system of sewerage or drainage or both com- 
bined; the constructing, reconstructing, enlarging or 
extending a system of drainage of the marshes and wet 
jiowlands within the municipality; the constructing, re- 
constructing, enlarging or altering a system or works 
for the sanitary disposal of sewage or drainage. 

The removal of obstructions in, and the constructing, 
reconstructing, enlarging or extending of any waterway, 
of enclosing walls, or of a pipe or conduit, on any brook 
or watercourse, or part of same. 

2. Section one, subdivision (}), of Article XX of the 
act to which this act is an amendment be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(j) The widening, deepening, or improving any 
stream, creek, river, or other waterway. 

The defining of the location and the establishing of 
widths, grades and elevations of any stream, creek, river 
or other waterway, and the preventing of encroachments 
upon the same. 

Wherever convenient, more than one of said works 
may be carried on as one improvement. 

Every municipality shall also have power to under- 
take any or all the above-mentioned works as a general 
improvement to be paid for by general taxation. It shall 
also have power to provide by general taxation for the 
maintenance, repair and operation of any or all of said 
works, whether undertaken as local or general improve- 
ments. 

The governing body of every municipality shall have 
power to make, publish, enforce, amend, or repeal 
ordinances for carrying into effect all the powers 
granted to municipalities by this section. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 81. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the board of chosen free- 
holders of any county and the governing body in any 
municipality or municipalities located in the county to 
enter into an agreement whereby the board shall agree 
to pay to the municipality or municipalities such sums 
towards the improvement of a brook or watercourse as 
the county shall deem fair and just. The municipality 
or municipalities shall agree to remove obstructions from, 
and to construct, reconstruct, enlarge or extend a water- 
way or to enclose the same between walls or in a pipe 
or conduit on any brook or watercourse, or part of same. 

2. No sum or sums shall be contributed by the said 
county to said municipality, towards the construction of 
said drain or drainage system, until such time as the 
plans for such proposed improvement shall have been 
approved by the county. 

3. All of said work to be done by the municipality. 

4. For the purpose of providing the money necessary 
for such contribution it shall be lawful for such county 
by its board of chosen freeholders to issue bonds or 
notes payable not more than six years from the date of 
their issue. Such bonds or notes shall be issued under 
the provisions of an act entitled “An act authorizing 
and regulating the issuance of bonds and other obliga- 
tions and the incurring of indebtedness by county, city, 
borough, village, town, township or any other munici- 
pality governed by an improvement commission,” ap- 
proved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen, together with the supplements thereto and 
amendments thereof. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend the title and body of an act entitled 
‘“‘An act to provide for the issuance of a special license 
to hunt woodcock from the first day of October to 
the ninth day of November, both dates inclusive, and 
providing for penalties for violations thereof,’ ap- 
proved March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-two. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the issuance of a special license to hunt woodcock from 
the first day of October tothe ninth day of November, 
both dates inclusive, and providing for penalties for 
violations thereof,” approved March eleventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-two, be and hereby 
is amended so as to read as follows: “An act to provide 
for the issuance of a special license to hunt woodcock 
from the fifteenth day of October to the ninth day of 
November, both dates inclusive, and providing for pen- 
alties for violations thereof,’ approved March eleventh, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-two. 

2. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 

1. No person shall at any time hunt for, kill or pursue 
with a gun or any firearm of any kind or character, 
any woodcock from the fifteenth day of October to the 
ninth day of November, both dates inclusive, unless he 
shall first have procured a special license therefor, in 
addition to the license required by an act entitled “An 
act to regulate hunting with firearms for wild animals 
and fowl, and angling for fish in fresh waters and pro- 
viding for the issuance of licenses for such hunting and 
angling, approved April ninth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and fourteen,” as hereinafter provided and unless 
at the time of such hunting he shall have such licenses 
on his person and shall exhibit the same for inspection 
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to any fish and game warden, or deputy fish and game 
warden of this State, or to any police officer or other 
person requesting to see the same. 

3. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 

2. The license issued under the provisions of this act 
shall be designated as the “Special Woodcock Hunting 
License,’ and shall authorize the holder thereof to hunt 
woodcock in the manner provided by law from the fif- 
teenth day of October to the ninth day of November, 
both dates inclusive, in the calendar year in which such 
license was issued. ‘The fee for this license shall be two 
dollars ($2.00), and this license shall be invalid from 
the date of its issuance, when issued to any person not 
entitled thereto hereunder. 

4. Section six of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 

6. Any person who shall kill or have in possession 
any bird or animal, the killing of which is prohibited 
from October fifteenth to November ninth, both dates 
inclusive, except woodcock, shall be liable to a penalty 
of one hundred dollars ($100), for each bird or animal, 
except woodcock, killed, injured or had in possession. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 83. 


An Act fixing the compensation of surrogates, county 
clerks and sheriffs in counties of this State bordering 
on the Atlantic Ocean, now or hereafter having a 
population of not less than nineteen thousand or 
more than eighty thousand inhabitants. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In each county of this State bordering on the At- 
lantic Ocean, now or hereafter having a population in 
excess of nineteen thousand inhabitants and not more

than eighty thousand inhabitants, as ascertained by the 
preceding Federal census, the surrogates, county clerks 
and sheriffs in all such counties shall receive annual 
salaries of four thousand dollars ($4,000), each which 
said salaries shall be paid in the manner now provided 
by law. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed 
and this act shall take effect immediately. |

CHAPTER 84. 


An Act to provide for the retirement on pension of any 
sergeant-at-arms attached to any Court of Common 
Pleas, Court of Quarter Sessions or Court of Special 
Sessions in any county of the first class of this State 
which said sergeant-at-arms shall have been totally 
incapacitated for the performance of his duty at the 
time of the passage of this act. 


BE 1f ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any sergeant-at-arms attached to any Court of 
Common Pleas, Court of Quarter Sessions or Court of 
Special Sessions of any county of the first class of this 
State, who has held said position of sergeant-at-arms 
for a period of ten years and who shall have reached 
the age of fifty-five years, and who is at the time of 
the passage of this act totally disabled, by reason of 
having had both arms or both legs amputated, as a 
result of an injury sustained, or illness contracted, and 
unable to perform his duties, may petition any judge 
of said court for retirement from active service. 

2. Upon receipt of such a petition the said judge shall 
appoint two physicians resident in said county to ex- 
amine said sergeant-at-arms and report his physical 
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condition to said judge, and if the report of said phy- 
sicians satisfies the judge, that the said sergeant-at-arms 
is totally incapacitated from performing his duties as 
such, and if it appears that he has occupied the position 
of sergeant-at-arms for ten years and has attained the 
age of fifty-five years, then the said judge may make 
an order directing that the said sergeant-at-arms be 
retired from active service, and that in heu of his salary 
he shall receive as pension or retirement pay a sum 
equal to one-half of the salary which he was receiving 
at the time said retirement became effective. 

3. A certified copy of said order signed by the judge 
of said court and served upon the county treasurer of 
the county shall be the said treasurer’s warrant for the 
payment of said pension or retirement pay as long as 
the said sergeant-at-arms shall live. 

4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 85. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘““An act to regulate the 
practice of dentistry in the State of New Jersey, and 
to repeal certain acts now relating to the same,” ap- 
proved March thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and fifteen, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwitnstanding any provision of the act to which 
this act is a supplement, it shall and may be lawful for 
any person who has made application to the State Board 
of Registration and Examination in Dentistry for a 
license to practice dentistry in the State of New Jersey 
and who has been accepted by the said board for ex- 
amination, to practice dentistry as a resident interne 
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in a public hospital or other public institution of this 
State for a period of one year following such acceptance. 

2. No such person, however, shall be permitted to so 
engage in the practice of dentistry unless and until such 
person shall first obtain a certificate in writing from 
the said board, which certificate shall be at all times 
publicly exhibited in the public hospital or other public 
institution to which such person is attached as a resident 
interne. 

3. Any public hospital or other public institution of 
this State, in order to avail itself of the provisions of 
this supplementary act shall first obtain a certificate in 
writing from the said board. 

4. No dental interne certified under this supplementary 
act to any public hospital or other public institution shall 
' receive, collect or be entitled to, either directly or in- 
directly, any fees or compensation for any services 
rendered, while acting as such interne; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to prevent or prohibit the public hospital or other public 
institution to which any interne is attached from pro- 
viding compensation out of its own funds for services 
so rendered by such interne. 

5. The services rendered by any such interne shall be 
strictly confined to the inmates and registered patients 
of the public hospital or other public institution to which 
the said interne is attached, and shall be performed under 
the supervision of a regularly licensed dentist of this 
State, who shall be a member of the staff of such public 
hospital, or other public institution. 

6. Every public hospital, or other public institution, 
to which any such interne is attached, shall be subject 
to inspection by the State Board of Registration and 
Examination in Dentistry, or by its duly accredited in- 
spectors or representatives. 

7. Any certificate issued by the said board under this 
supplementary act may be revoked or suspended for any 
violation or violations hereof. 

No certificate, however, shall be revoked or suspended 
by the said board except upon complaint in writing, duly 
verified, and after a public hearing, of which at least 
twenty-days’ notice shall be given to all interested parties. 
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In hearing and disposing of any such complaint, the said 
board and the interested parties shall be governed by the 
procedural provisions for revocation and suspension of 
a dental license set out in section seven of the act to 
which this act is a supplement, and the action of the 
said board in revoking or suspending any certificate may 
be reviewed in the same manner as provided in the said 
section for reviewing the action of the board in revoking 
or suspending a dental license. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 86. 
Aw Act for the relief of Lucy A. H. Smith. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

Wuereas, Lucy A. H. Smith, an employee of the State 
of New Jersey, in the office of the clerk in chancery 
thereof, was on the twentieth day of November, nine- 
teen hundred and twenty-five, injured while in the 
course of employment; and 

Wuereas, Te amendment to the Employers’ Liability 
Law allows compensation in the case of State em- 
ployees only to persons whose annual salary is not in 
excess of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) (P. L. 
1913, Chapter 145) ; and 

Wuereas, The said Lucy A. H. Smith, by reason of 
such injury received in the course of employment has 
been compelled to expend for medical services and 
treatment, the sum of four hundred seventy-seven dol- 
lars and fizty cents ($477.50) ; and 

WHueErEAS, It is proper that she be compensated for such 
actual expenses so incurred by reason of such injury; 
therefore there shall be paid to the said Lucy A. H. 
Smith the sum of four hundred seventy-seven dollars 
and fifty cents ($477.50), representing her actual dis- 
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bursements for medical aid and attendance by reason 
of injuries received in the course of employment as 
aforesaid. The State Treasurer shall pay out of the 
Treasury of the State such sum on the warrant of 
the comptroller. 

This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 87. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relative to 
police magistrates in cities of the second class.” 


Br 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When any police magistrate of any city of the 
second class in this State, whether such magistrate is 
designated by charter or statute as city judge or other 
wise, shall be temporarily absent from his court by reason 
of inability from any cause to act therein, it shall be 
lawful for such police magistrate to designate an attor- 
ney-at-law resident in the county wherein such court 
may be located to act in his stead during such temporary 
absence or inability, and such attorney-at-law while so 
acting shall have, hold, exercise, use or perform any 
power, privilege, duty, authority, or jurisdiction which 
is or shall be given to such police magistrate. 

Approved April 15, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 88. 


An Act to provide for the elimination of railroad cross- 
ings at grade on State highways, and for the improve- 
ment, relocation and reconstruction of crossings of 
railroads and State highways not at grade, and for the 
location and construction of new crossings of rail- 
roads and Sate highways not at grade, and providing 
for changes in municipal and public utility rails, lines 
and pipes in or on such crossings, and for the mainte- 
nance of all such crossings. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be the duty of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, within thirty days after the effective date of this 
act and in advance of January first of each succeeding 
year, to formulate a program for the elimination of rail- 
road crossings at grade on State highways, the improve- 
ment, relocation and reconstruction of crossings of rail- 
roads and State highways not at grade, and the location 
and construction of new crossings of railroads and State 
highways not at grade, covering the work to be started or 
completed during the year in which this act becomes 
effective and in each succeeding year, the aggregate esti- 
mated cost of the work in such annual program to be not 
in excess of two million dollars ($2,000,000). 

2. It shall be the duty of the State Highway Commis- 
sion to furnish the annual program to every company 
owning cr operating a railroad in this State which is 
called upon to perform work under the annual program 
and it shall be the duty of every such railroad company 
to co-operate with the State Highway Commission in 
the prompt execution and completion of the work. 

3. The cost of the work shall be borne by the State 
and the railroad company involved in equal shares, and 
it shall be lawful for the State Highway Commission and 
any railroad company to enter into any agreement cover- 
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ing the work in the annual program on the basis of equal 
division of the cost. 

4. Whenever the work in the annual program involves 
changes in rails, pipes or lines owned by a municipality 
or by a public utility the State Highway Commission 
shall furnish the program to such municipality or public 
utility and it shall thereupon become the duty of such 
municipality or public utility to co-operate with the State 
Highway Commission and the railroad companies and 
such municipality or public utility shall, at its own ex- 
pense, change its rails, pipes and lines to conform to 
the plan adopted by the State Highway Commission. 

5. It shall be lawful for the State Highway Commis- 
sion and any railroad company to enter into any agree- 
ment, on the basis of equal division of the cost, cover- 
ing any of the work herein specified in addition to the 
work provided for in the annual program for any given 
year. 

6. Completed work under this act shall be maintained 
as follows: 

a. The municipality or public utility company involved 
shall maintain its public utility rails, pipes and lines. 

b. Railroad companies shall own and maintain all 
structures within their rights-of-way except the ap- 
proaches and the paving on the approaches and the road- 
way surface. 

c. The State Highway Commission shall maintain the 
approaches and the paving on the approaches and the 
roadway surface. 

7. Any dispute arising hereunder may be submitted 
to the Board of Public Utility Commissioners, which is 
hereby authorized to determine the same, and its deter- 
mination shall be final and conclusive, subject however, 
to review, as now provided by law, by the courts of the 
State. 

8. On petition of the State Highway Commission, of 
the railroad company affected, or of any party in in- 
terest, the Board of Public Utility Commissioners shall 
have the power to close any railroad crossing of any 
county or municipal highway when said board shall de- 
termine that the public safety so requires and that by 
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reason of said highway construction or improvement 
such crossing is no longer necessary. 

9. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with any of 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 89. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools, and to provide for the 
maintenance, support and management thereof,’ ap- 
proved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three,’ which supplement was itself approved 
April twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and eleven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section four of the act of which this act 
is amendatory so as to read as follows: 

4, A Commissioner of Education shall be appointed by 
the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for a term of five years, commencing July first, 
one thousand nine hundred and eleven, and until his 
successor shall be appointed, at an annual salary of 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) per annum, payable 
in equal monthly installments. Such commissioner shall 
be selected without regard to whether his place of resi- 
dence is within or without the State of New Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 90. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to 
the employment of persons in compressed air,” ap- 
proved April seventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
fourteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section ten of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

10. Shifts and Intervals. The working time in any 
twenty-four hours shall be divided into two shifts under 
compressed air with an interval in open air. Persons 
who have not previously worked in compressed air shall 
work therein but one shift during the first twenty-four 
hours. No person shall be subjected to pressure exceed- 
ing fifty pounds except in emergency. The maximum 


number of hours to each shift and minimum open air tap 


interval between the shifts during any twenty-four hours 
for any pressure, as given in columns one and two of 
the following table, shall be as set opposite such pressure 
in columns three, four, five and six:

six pounds or less and one pound every minute when 
the pressure exceeds thirty-six pounds. For caissons, 
the rate for any pressure, as given in columns one and 
two of the following table shall be as set opposite such 
pressure in column three:

court shall actually sit for the trial of cases in said county 
seat, the salaries of the clerk and other officers of such 
court except the judge thereof shall be fixed and de- 
termined by the board of chosen freeholders of said 
county and said board of chosen freeholders shall have 
the power to engage and employ upon the request of 
the judge of said court such other clerical help or other 
ministerial officers as the work of the said district court 
may seem to require in addition to those officers and 
employees now prescribed for said court by the act to 
which this act is a supplement; provided, however, that 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize 
the reduction of the salaries of any of the employees 
of any such court. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

In cities having one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
inhabitants or over, two district courts, to be called 
respectively, the first and second district courts of such 
cities; in cities having over seventeen thousand inhab- 
itants and less than one hundred and fifty thousand in- 
habitants, one district court to be called the district court 
of such city. In any judicial district, comprising one 
or more municipalities in the same county, other than 
cities entitled to a district court or courts as above pro- 
vided, and containing a combined population of not less 
than seventeen thousand inhabitants, which district shall 
be created and established only by a special act of the 
Legislature, one district court, to be called the district 
court of the (number of district) judicial district of the 
county of (name of county) numbering the judicial dis- 
tricts of each county consecutively, as each may be in- 
corporated as aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 93. 


An Act providing for the retirement and pensioning of 
sergeants-at-arms and court criers in counties of the 
first class in this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The words sergeant-at-arms and court crier as used 
in this act shall mean and include sergeants-at-arms and 
court criers of the Supreme Court Circuit, Circuit 
Courts, Court of Oyer and Terminer, Court of Common 
Pleas and General Quarter Sessions of the Peace, in 
counties of the first class. 

2. In any first class county of this State any person 
who shall now or hereafter have served as sergeant-at- 
arms or court crier for a period of twenty years and shall 
have reached the age of sixty years, shall, upon applica- 
tion in writing to the board of chosen freeholders of 
the county, be retired on half pay. In the computation 
of period of service under this act any sergeant-at-arms 
or court crier who shall have heretofore or hereafter 
served as court attendant prior to his promotion or ap- 
pointment as sergeant-at-arms or court crier shall be 
given credit for his years of service as such court 
attendant. 

3. The words “be retired on half pay” as used in this 
act shall be construed to mean retired upon a pension 
equal to one-half of the annual salary at the time of 
retirement. 

4. Any sergeant-at-arms or court crier who shall have 
served as such for a continuous period of twenty years, 
whether he has reached the age of sixty years or not, 
who shall be found as hereinafter provided to be physic- 
ally unfit for further service, shall upon application in 
writing to the judge of the court to which said sergeant- 
at-arms or court crier shall be attached at the time be 
retired upon half pay. 
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5. Any sergeant-at-arms or court crier who shall have 
received a permanent disability by reason of injury, 
accident or sickness incurred at any time which shall 
permanently incapacitate him from further duty shall, 
upon certification of the fact of such disability by three 
physicians designated as hereinafter provided, be retired 
upon half pay. 

6. Physical unfitness or incapacitation for further 
duty of any sergeant-at-arms or court crier shall for all 
purposes of this act be established and determined by a 
board of three physicians who shall be designated for 
that purpose as follows: One by the court of the county 
under which they are serving, one by sergeant-at-arms 
or court criers of such county, or a majority or them, 
and one by the county treasurer of such county; the 
three physicians so designated shall examine sergeants-at- 
arms or court criers applying for retirement upon half 
pay because of physical unfitness or incapacitation for 
further duty, and if they, or a majority of them, find 
him physically unfit or incapacitated for further duty 
they or a majority of them shall make and sign a certifi- 
cate to that effect and file the same with the county 
treasurer, and thereupon the applicant shall be retired 
upon half pay. 

7. The widow of any sergeant-at-arms or court crier 
who shall lose his life in the performance of his duty 
or who shall die from natural causes shall receive a 
pension so long as she remains unmarried, equal to one- 
half of the amount of the annual salary of such sergeant- 
at-arms and court crier at the time of his death. 

8. If any sergeant-at-arms or court crier, after having 
been retired upon one-half pay, shall die, or having made 
application for retirement shall die pending the comple- 
tion of his papers and action thereon by the board of 
chosen freeholders or the judge of the court, as the case 
may be, leaving him surviving a widow who was his 
wife at the time of his retirement, or application for re- 
tirement, such widow, so long as she shall remain un- 
married, shall receive a pension equal to one-half the 
amount of the annual salary of such sergeant-at-arms 
or court crier at the time of his retirement, or in case 
of his death before said action by the board of chosen 
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freeholders or the judge of the court, as the case may be, 
then at the time of his death; provided, however, that be- 
fore his death he shall have been examined by the board 
of physicians and their certificates shall have been made 
in accordance with the provisions of sections five and 
six of this act finding him physically unfit or incapacitated 
for further duty. 

9. Persons who may become entitled to pension under 
this act shall be paid such pension in the same manner 
and at the same time as the sergeants-at-arms or court 
criers in active service in the counties are respectively 
paid. 

10. A fund shall be created in the following manner 
for the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: 

There shall be deducted from every payment of salary 
hereafter made to each sergeant-at-arms and court crier 
three per centum of the amount thereof, then there shall 
be contributed annually by the county an amount equiva- 
lent to three per centum of said sergeant-at-arms’ and 
court criers’ salary. In case at any time there shall not 
be sufficient money in such pension fund to pay such 
pensions, the board of chosen freeholders of the county 
shall, from time to time, include in any tax levy a sum 
sufficient to meet the requirements of such pension fund. 

11. The board of chosen freeholders of said county 
shall have the management and control of said fund and 
is hereby empowered to make all necessary rules and reg- 
ulations concerning the same not inconsistent with this 
act ; all moneys not needed for the immediate payment of 
such pension shall be invested by said board of chosen 
freeholders in interest-bearing bonds of any municipality 
in this State, or in any other interest-bearing securities 
in which savings banks of this State are authorized to 
invest their funds. 

12. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

13. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 94. 


AN Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act to amend an act entitled “An act 
relating to courts having criminal jurisdiction and 
regulating proceedings in criminal cases” (Revision 
of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight,’ and all amendments 
and supplements thereto, approved March thirteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-two,” 
approved March twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-six, 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one hundred and fifty-eight of the act to 
which this is an amendment, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

158. The prosecutor of the pleas in the several 
counties which now have or hereafter may have a popu- 
lation of more than seventy thousand and not more 
than three hundred thousand inhabitants may appoint 
suitable persons, not exceeding six in any county, to act 
as special officers for the detection, arrest, indictment 
and conviction of offenders against the law. Such 
persons so appointed shall possess all the powers and 
rights and be subject to all the obligations of constables 
and police officers in any county of this State, and 
before such person shall enter upon his duties as said 
officer, his appointment shall be approved by the judge 
ci the Court of Quarter Sessions of said county, and 
each person so appointed shall receive an annual salary 
of not less than twenty-five hundred dollars and not 
more than three thousand dollars; which sum shall be 
fixed by the judge and prosecutor, to be paid by the 
county treasurer in equal semimonthly installments out 
of funds of the county; provided, that the annual salary 
cf the officer designated as chief of county detectives in 
the aforesaid counties shall be four thousand dollars 
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which sum shall be fixed by the judge and prosecutor 
to be paid by the county treasurer in equal semimonthly 
installments out of the funds of the county. 

2. The special officer or officers named in the next 
preceding section shall be not eligible to receive any 
increase in salary over the minimum salary as stated 
in the next preceding section until he or they shall have 
served two years as a special officer or officers in the 
prosccutor’s office. No increase in salary, fixed by the 
judge or prosecutor shali exceed more than one hundred 
dollars per year for each year of service over two years, 
and all increases shall cease when the respective maxi- 
mum sums named in the preceding section are reached; 
provided, however, that any special officer who is now 
or has been employed in the prosecutor’s office as special 
officer for a period exceeding two years the judge and 
prosecutor may fix an increase in salary for any sum 
equal to one hundred dollars per year for each year of 
service now served over two years which total salary 
shall not exceed the respective maximum sums named 
in the next preceding section. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 95. 


A SupPPLEMENT to “An act providing for the retirement 
of certain municipal employees in cities of the first 
class of this State, and providing a pension for such 
retired municipal employees and their dependents,” 
approved March twenty-eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


Br rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any employee applying for membership after July 
first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, in the 
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association created under ‘An act providing for the 
retirement of certain municipal employees in cities of 
the first class of this State, and providing a pension 
for such retired municipal employees and their depend- 
ents,’ approved March twenty-eighth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-seven, and of which this act 
is a supplement, shall pass a physical examination satis- 
factory to and conducted by a physician designated by 
the Pension Commission. At the time of his application 
for membership and the benefits of this act, such appli- 
cant for membership shall produce a certificate of good 
health, signed by such physician before being admitted 
to such membership and the benefits of the act. 
Approved April 15, 1929. 


CHAPTER 96. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing 
for the retirement of certain municipal employees 
in cities of the first class of this State and providing 
a pension for such retired municipal employees, and 
their dependents,” approved March twenty-eighth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


Bg rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section six of the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

6. Any such municipal employee who shall have 
received permanent disability in the performance of 
his or her duty, or shall be suffering from permanent 
injury or disease, shall, upon the certificate of a physi- 
cian designated for that purpose by the pension commis- 
sion, be retired on a pension equal to one-half of his or 
her salary at the time of his or her retirement. Where, 
however, any such municipal employee shall desire to 
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retire by reason of suffering from permanent injury or 
disease, such employee shall make application in writing 
to the pension commission for such retirement; where- 
upon the pension commission shall call to their 
assistance the aid of a regularly licensed and practicing 
surgeon or physician, and the person making the appli- 
cation may likewise call to his or her aid a regularly 
licensed and practicing surgeon or physician. The 
president of the pension commission is authorized to 
administer oaths to said surgeons, physicians or other 
persons called in respect to the matter before the com- 
mission. The commission shall determine, by resolution, 
whether said person is entitled to the benefits of this act. 
In the event that the two surgeons or physicians so 
called, as hereinbefore provided, fail to agree upon the 
physical condition of the applicant, then the pension com- 
mission may call a third and disinterested licensed and 
practicing surgeon or physician and the determination 
of the majority of said three surgeons or physicians, 
who shall be first duly sworn, shall be reduced to writing 
and signed by them and the pension commission shall 
consider the same in reaching their decision. Any 
such municipal employee who shall be retired because of 
permanent disability in the performance of his or her 
duty, or because of permanent injury or disease, as 
provided by this section, shall submit himself or her- 
self twice a year, at times to be selected by the commis- 
sion, for a physical examination by a regularly licensed 
and practicing surgeon or physician designated by the 
pension commission, who shall report back to the pen- 
sion commission the physical condition of such munici- 
pal employee, and whether such municipal employee 
continues to be permanently disabled or suffering 
irom permanent injury or disease so as to be 
entitled to the benefits of this act. In the event that 
said surgeon or physician shall report that such 
municipal employee’s condition has improved so that he 
is no longer permanently disabled or suffering from 
permanent injury or disease so as to entitle him to the 
benefits of this act, the commission may suspend the 
payment of the pension paid to such employee and order 
his return to duty; but only after an opportunity is 
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given such municipal employee to be represented by 
counsel at a hearing on the action of said commission, 
said hearing to be conducted in the same manner as 
where application is made by a municipal employee for 
retirement because of permanent injury or disease as 
provided by this section. : 

2. Section seven of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

7. A fund shall be created in the following manner 
for the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: 

There shall be deducted from every payment of salary 
to such municipal employee who shall be benefited by this 
act three per centum of the amount thereof and if any 
employee shall hereafter enter the service of the munici- 
pality after reaching the age of thirty-five years, then 
such percentage shall be increased to such an amount as 
shall be determined by the pension commission to cor- 
respond to the risk arising by the age of such employee. 
The city shall raise by taxation and pay into said fund 
yearly an amount equal to four per centum of the total 
salaries paid to the said employees who shall benefit by 
this act. There shall also be added to such fund the 
folowing moneys: All fines imposed upon any such 
employee; all moneys given or donated to such fund; 
all moneys deducted from the salary of such employee 
on account of absence or loss of time, due to suspension, 
and one-half of all rewards paid for any purpose + 
such employees. In the event that there shall not be 
sufficient money in said pension fund created as afore- 
said the governing body of such city of the first class 
shall include in any tax levy a sum sufficient to meet 
the requirements of said fund for the time being. All 
pensions granted under this act shall be exempt from 
any State or municipal tax, levy and sale, garnishment 
or attachment, or any other process whatsoever, and 
shall be unassignable. 

3. Section nine of this act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

9. The words “municipal employee” or “employee’’ 
as used in this act shall mean and include all employees 
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of any city of the first class of this State holding any 
position of permanent employment, and recognized as 
permanent appointees, it being the intent to exclude 
from the operation of this act, transient, seasonal or 
temporary employees, workers or laborers and all 
officers, employees or workers not entitled to the bene- 
fits of any tenure of office act; but the words “municipal 
employee” or “employee” shall not be held to include 
any member of the police department, fire department, 
employee of any local board of health eligible to apply 
for membership in such pension corporations or associ- 
ations which have been or shall hereafter be formed 
under an act concerning local boards of health and 
employees thereof in cities in this State, and for the 
relief of such employees, Chapter two hundred and 
fifteen of the Laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirteen, or any employee of any street or water depart- 
ment eligible to apply for membership in such pension 
corporations or associations which have been or shall 
hereafter be formed under an act concerning boards of 
streets and water commissioners in cities of the first 
class of this State and providing for pensions for such 
employees as may contribute towards the creation of a 
fund for providing such pensions, Chapter three hun- 
dred and twenty-four of the Laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and fifteen. The appointing board or 
officer appointing any employee shall have it in its or 
his power to determine whether or not the employment 
of any employee as aforesaid is permanent within the 
meaning of this act. 

4. All acts, parts of acts, inconsistent with this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed, and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

Aw Act providing for the retirement of certain munici- 
pal employees in villages in counties of the first class 
of this State and providing a pension for such 
retired employees. 


Bre 1f ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who has been in the employ of, or an 
officer of any village in any county of the first class of 
this State for a period of fifteen years and has at the 
present time attained the age of seventy years may in 
the discretion of the governing body of said village be 
retired at any time thereafter by reason of becoming 
physically or otherwise incapacitated for service to such 
village, which physical or other disability shall have 
developed during the term of employment of such 
employee or officer. 

2. When it shall appear to the satisfaction of such 
governing body that such physical or other disability 
exists, and that, in the judgment of such governing body, 
such disability will probably continue permanently such 
governing body may in its discretion terminate the 
employment of such employee or officer, and may retire 
such employee or officer upon a pension for life at 
a rate not to exceed one-half the annual salary or com- 
pensation of such employee or officer at the time of 
his retirement. 

3. Such employee or officer retired as aforesaid shall 
thereafter be paid, during the period of his natural life, 
the pension fixed as aforesaid and not to exceed one- 
half of the annual salary received by such employee 
or officer at the time of his retirement, which pension 
shall be paid by the treasurer of such village in the same 
manner and at the same time as other employees and 
officers of such village are paid. 
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4. The funds necessary to pay such pension as afore- Fund raised 
said shall be included in the tax budget of such village "” “* 
and raised by general taxation. 

5. The words “municipal employee” or “employee or Definition. 
officer” as used in this act shall mean and include all 
employees in the competitive class of civil service of 
any village in counties of the first class of this State 
as well as such employees of any village in counties 
of the first class holding any position of permaner 
employment, not including laborers, unless such labor 
work is paid on a monthly or annual salary basis for 
a continuous employment of such labor, and recognized 
aS permanent appointees, it being the intent to exclude 
transient labor from the operation of this act. 

6. This act shall not apply to members of the police Exceptions to 
or fire departments established or to be established in ~~ 
such village or to other employees or officers of any 
such village who shall now or hereafter be entitled to 
pensions under any other law heretofore enacted and 
now in effect which provides or which may provide 
for pensions to any class or classes of such employees 
or officers.

CHAPTER 98. 


An Act providing for the retirement of certain municipal 
employees in villages in counties of the first class of 
this State and providing a pension for such retired 
employees and their dependents. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all villages in counties of the first class of this Retirement of 
State any municipal employee as hereinafter set forth, vioc8s,. °™ 
who shall have served in the employ of any such village 
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continuously or in the aggregate for a period of twenty- 
five years and who shall have attained the age of sixty 
years shall upon his or her own application be retired on 
half pay. 

2. In the event that any such employee or officer who 
having paid into the fund the full amount of his or her 
armual assessments or contributions shall die as a result 
of injuries or illness received or incurred in the per- 
formance of his or her duties; or in the event that such 
employee or officer shall have served in the employ of 
the municipality in the aggregate for twenty-five years 
and who has paid into the fund the full amount of his 
or her annual assessments or contributions shall die from 
causes other than injuries, or illness received or incurred 
in the performance of his or her duties; or in the event 
that any such employee or officer shall have been retired 
and pensioned under the provisions of this act and shall 
have continued to pay into the fund the full amount of 
his or her annual assessments or contributions based on 
his or her retirement pay after his or her retirement and 
until his or her death and shall die; then and in each of 
such events, but subject to the limitations hereinafter 
provided, a pension in an amount equal to one-half of 
the salary received by such employee or officer at the 
time of his or her death, and in those cases where an 
employee or officer shall have been retired and pensioned 
previous thereto one-half of the salary received by said 
employee or officer at the time of his or her retirement 
shall be paid to the widow, dependent husband, children 
under the age of sixteen years or dependent parents as 
the case may be; provided, however, that the pension 
so paid shall not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000) annually; and provided, further, that no pen- 
sion shall be paid to any widow or dependent husband 
if he or she was married to her deceased husband or his 
deceased wife after the date of his or her retirement or 
after he or she shall arrive at the age of fifty-five years. 
The pension as aforesaid shall be paid to the widow or 
dependent husband during his or her natural life and so 
long as he or she shall remain unmarried. In the event 
that there shall be no widow or dependent husband sur- 
viving said employee or officer, or no widow or husband 
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qualified to take under this act, or in the event that the 
said widow or husband shall subsequently die or re- 
marry, and said employee or officer shall have left him 
or her surviving minor children under the age of sixteen 
years, then and in such event payments to said minor 
children under the age of sixteen years shall be made as 
follows: If there be one child the sum of twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) shall be paid to such child monthly 
until he or she shall arrive at the age of sixteen years; 
ii there are two children each shall be paid twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) monthly until he or she shall reach the 
age of sixteen years; if there are three or more children 
the aforesaid pension equal in amount to one-half of the 
salary received by such employee or officer at the time of 
his or her death or retirement, but not exceeding in the 
aggregate one thousand dollars ($1,000) annually shall 
he paid to such children who have not attained the age 
of sixteen years in equal shares, but in no event shall 
any one of stich children receive more than the sum of 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) monthly. In the event 
there is no widow, dependent husband and no children 
under the age of sixteen years, at the time of the death 
of such employee or officer then such pension shall be 
paid to the dependent parent or parents, if any, of such 
aeceased employee or officer. 

3. In the event of the death of any such employee or 
officer who shall die from causes other than injuries or 
iliness received or incurred in the performance of his 
or her duties and who was not previously retired or 
pensioned, and who has paid into the fund the full 
amount of his or her annual assessments or contributions 
and who shall have served in the employ of the munici- 
pality for five years, then and in such event, twenty per 
centum per annum of the pension aforesaid which would 
have been paid if the deceased employee or officer had 
served in the municipality for twenty-five years, shall be 
paid to the surviving widow, husband, minor children or 
dependent parents, as the case may be; and for the each 
additional year of such service thereafter the propor- 
tionate amount of the pension to be paid to the surviving 
widow, husband, minor child, or children, or dependent 
parents, as the case may be, shall be increased to the 
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extent of four per centum over and above the twenty per 
centum per annum aforesaid for each additional year of 
service up to and including twenty-five years. 

4. No pension shall be paid to the surviving husband 
cf any deceased employee or officer as aforesaid unless 
the surviving husband shall be and shall continue to 
remain dependent upon the income which said employee 
cr officer was receiving at the time of her death, nor 
unless said surviving husband shall be and shall continue 
to remain physically or mentally incapable of pursuing 
some gainful occupation, nor shall any pension be paid 
to any minor child or children or dependent parent or 
parents of such female employees or officer unless said 
ininor child, children or dependent parent or parents 
shall be and shall continue to remain dependent upon the 
fncome which the said employee or officer was receiving 
at the time of her death. The pension commission shall 
determine the question of the dependency of the surviv- 
ing husband, minor child or children or dependent 
parent or parents, as well as the ability of the surviving 
husband to pursue some gainful occupation. 

5. All such retirements are to be made and pensions 
allowed by the pension commission hereinalter created. 

6. Any such employee or officer who shall have re- 
ceived permanent disability in the performance of his or 
her duty, shall, upon the certificate of a physician desig- 
nated for that purpose by the pension commission be 
retired on a pension equal to one-half of his or her salary 
at the time of his or her retirement. [Vhere, however, 
any such employee or officer shall desire to retire by 
reason of injury or disease, such employee or officer 
shall make application, in writing, to the pension com- 
mission for such retirement. Whereupon the pension 
commission shall call to their assistance the aid of a 
regularly licensed and practicing surgeon or physician, 
and the person making the application may likewise call 
to his or her aid a regularly licensed and practicing sur- 
geon or physician. The president of the pension com- 
mission is authorized to administer oaths to said sur- 
geons, physicians or other persons called in respect to 
the matter before the commission. The commission 
shail determine, by resolution, whether said person is en- 
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titled to the benefits of this act. In the event that the 
two surgeons or physicians so called, as hereinbefore 
provided, fail to agree upon the physical condition of the

If any such employee or officer shall die within 
five years from the passage of this act and his widow, 
minor children or dependent parents, as the case may 
be, shall not be entitled to the pension hereunder, and if 
such employee shall have continuously paid his annual 
assessments or contributions up to the time of his death, 
the annual contributions or assessments deducted from 
the salary of such employee or officer shall be returned 
by the pension commission to the personal representative 
of such deceased employee or officer. If any such 
employee or officer shall be suspended, dropped or dis- 
charged from his employment after having paid the 
aforesaid assessments for a period over one year and 
whose suspension or discharge shall continue for a 
period longer than two years, he or she shall be entitled 
to the return for such moneys as he or she shall have 
paid into such pension fund by reason of the assess- 
ments aforesaid, but such persons shall not thereafter 
be eligible for a pension under this act unless upon a 
re-employment by the village he shall repay to such 
fund the amount of any rebate made to him or her. 
The obligation to refund payments made to the pension 
association shall not apply to any employee or officer 
suspended or discharged for causes which bar him or 
her from eligibility to reappointment under the civil 
service rules. No other refund of assessments col- 
lected from the salaries of such employees or officers 
shall be made. 

9. The words “municipal employee’ or “employee 
or officer’ as used in this act shall mean and include all 
employees in the competitive class of civil service of 
any village in counties of the first class of this State 
as well as such employees of any village in counties of 
the first class holding any position of permanent 
employment, not including laborers, unless such labor 
work is paid on a monthly or annual salary basis for a 
continuous employment of such labor, and recognized 
as permanent appointees, it being the intent to exclude 
transient labor from the operation of this act, but the 
words “municipal employee’’ or “employee or officer’ 
shall not be held to include any member of the police or 
fire departments eligible for a pension under the provi- 
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sions of Chapter one hundred and sixty of the Laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty. The pension 
commission herein created shall have it in their power 
to determine whether or not the employment of any 
employee or officer as aforesaid is permanent within the 
meaning of this act. 

10. No person who shall receive any pension under 
any other law of this State shall be entitled to receive 
the benefits of this act. 

11. If any such employee or officer shall hereafter 
enter into the service of any village in counties of the 
first class of this State after reaching forty years of 
age, he or she, may, at his or her option, notify the 
pension commission, in writing, that he or she does 
not desire to be bound by the provisions of this act, 
and in such event no deductions as aforesaid shall be 
made from the salary of such employee or officer, nor 
in such event shall any pension be paid to such employee 
or officer or his dependents as aforesaid under this act. 

12. If any employee or officer of any village in 
counties of the first class of this State shall decline to 
accept the provisions of this act he or she shall notify 
the pension commission, in writing, of the fact that he 
or she does not desire to be bound by the provisions 
thereof and in such event no payments or deductions as 
aforesaid shall be made from the salary of such employee 
or officer, but neither such employee or officer nor any 
of his or her dependents shall receive any pension under 
the provisions of this act. 

13. That within ninety days after this act shall take 
effect there shall be established in such villages in 
counties of the first class of this State a pension com- 
mission of three members consisting of the mayor or 
other chief executive of said village and two citizens of 
such village who are not holding any office under such 
village and shall be appointed by the governing body of 
said village and shall hold office for the term of two 
years. In case of vacancy for any cause the governing 
body shall have the power to fill such vacancy. The 
said commission shall hold its annual meétings on 
the day of January each year and elect its 
president and such other officers as it shall deem advis- 
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able and also a secretary from or outside of the 
employees of such village whose compensation the com- 
mission shall have power to fix. The pension commis- 
sion shall be known as the “Municipal Employees Pen- 
sion Commission of the Village of 

14. The said pension commission shall have control 
and management of said fund and of the retirement of 
said employees or officers and they are hereby empow- 
ered to make all necessary rules and regulations regard- 
ing the same not inconsistent with this act. All moneys 
belonging to said pension fund shall be received and 
paid over to the treasurer of such village whose official 
bond shall cover the same. All moneys given out of 
such pension fund shall be paid by the treasurer of 
such village upon warrants signed by the president and 
secretary of said pension commission or such other 
officers as the pension commission shall designate. 

15. The president and secretary shall, on behalf of 
the said pension commission, execute any and all 
releases, acquittances, receipts or discharges of any 
and all written evidences of indebtedness to said pension 
commission ; said pension commission shall deposit such 
fund in any of the banks or trust companies of such 
village and shall invest the same in bonds secured by 
first mortgages on improved property worth at least 
twice the amount loaned, or in bonds of the United 
States or of this State or of any municipality in this 
State. All income, interest or dividend which shall be 
paid or agreed to be paid on account of any loan or 
deposit shall belong to and constitute a part of said 
fund. 

16. The pension commission shall make an ann.i>" 
report of the condition of such fund and the manner 
in which the same is invested. 

17. No pensions excepting in those cases mentioned 
in paragraph six, shall be paid out of the fund created 
under this act until five years after the organization of 
the said pension commission. 

18. If any employee or officer shall become inca- 
pacitated from or shall lose his life in the performance 
or commission of any unlawful act which would warrant 
his dismissal from the employ of the village, no pension 
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shall be paid to such employee or officer or to his widow, 
her husband, his or her children or dependent parents. 

19. In case for any reason any paragraph or any 
provision of this act shall be questioned in any court 
and shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not be held to affect any other paragraph 
or provision of this act. 

20. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 99. 


An Act providing for the retirement and pensioning of 
county clerk’s employees in counties of the first class 
of this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any first class county of this State any county 
clerk’s employee who shall now or hereafter have served 
as such for a continuous period of twenty years and 
shall have reached the age of sixty years, shall, upon 
application, in writing, to the board of chosen free- 
holders of the county, be retired upon half pay. 

2. The words “be retired upon half pay’ as used in 
inis act, shall be construed to mean retired upon a 
pension equal to one-half of the annual salary at the 
time of retirement. 

3. Any county clerk’s employee who shall have served 
as such for a continuous period of twenty years, whether 
he has reached the age of sixty years or not, who shall 
be found, as hereinafter provided, to be physically unfit 
for further service, shall, upon application, in writing, 
to the county clerk of the county, be retired upon half 

ay. 
: 4, Any county clerk’s employee who shall have re- 
ceived a permanent disability by reason of injury, acci- 
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dent or sickness, incurred at any: time in the service, 
which shall permanently incapacitate him from further 
duty, shall upon the certification of the fact of such dis- 
ability by three physicians designated as hereinafter 
provided, be retired upon half pay. 

5. Physical unfitness or incapacity for further duty of 
any county clerk’s employee shall, for all purposes of 
this act, be established and determined by a board of 
three physicians who shall be designated for that pur- 
pose, as follows: One by the county clerk of the county ; 
one by the county clerk’s employees of such county or 
najority of them, and one by the county treasurer of 
such county; the three physicians so designated shall 
examine county clerk’s employees applying for. retire- 
ment upon half pay because of physical unfitness or 
incapacity for further duty, and if they, or a majority of 
them, find him physically unfit or incapacitated for fur- 
ther duty they, or a majority of them, shall make and 
sign a certificate to that effect and file the same with the 
county treasurer, and thereupon the applicant shall be 
retired upon half pay. 

6. If any county clerk’s employee, after having been 
retired on half pay, shall die leaving him surviving a 
widow who was his wife at the time of his retirement, 
such widow, so long as she shall remain unmarried, 
shall receive a pension equal to one-half of the amount 
of the annual salary of such county clerk’s employee at 
the time of his retirement. 

7. Persons who may become entitled to pension under 
this act shall be paid such pensions in the same manner 
and at the same time as the county clerk’s employees in 
active service in the several counties are respectively 
paid. 

8. A fund shall be created in the following manner 
ior the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: 

There shall be deducted from every payment of salary 
to each county clerk’s employee three per centum of the 
amount thereof; then there shall be contributed annually 
by the county an amount equivalent to three per centum 
of said county clerk’s employees’ salaries; to the said 
tund there shall be added all moneys donated for the 
purpose of such fund and all rewards which may be paid 
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to any county clerk’s employee while acting as such 
employee, all of which moneys and rewards shall be 
paid over to the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county to be deposited in such fund. In case, at any 
time, there shall not be sufficient money in such pension 
iund to pay such pensions, the board of chosen free- 
holders of the county shall, from time to time, include 
in any tax levy a sum sufficient to meet the requirements 
of such pension fund. Whenever such pension fund 
shall exceed an amount which the board of chosen free- 
holders of such county, shall, by resolution, from time 
to time, determine to be adequate for such pension fund, 
no moneys, except the three per centum specified in this 
act, and the moneys given or donated as herein men- 
tioned, and any forementioned rewards, shall be paid 
into such fund, unless and until the amount of such fund 
shall fall below the amount thus determined to be 
adequate, 


9. The board of chosen freeholders of said county 7 


shall have the management and control of said fund and 
is hereby empowered to make all necessary rules and 
regulations concerning the same not inconsistent with 
this act; all moneys not needed for the immediate pay- 
inent of such pensions shall be invested by said board 
of chosen freeholders in interest-bearing bonds of any 
raunicipality in this State or in any other interest-bear- 
ing securities in which savings banks of this State are 
authorized to invest their funds. 

10. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 100. 


An Act concerning corporations heretofore organized 
and now existing under any law of this State since 
repealed authorizing the incorporation of societies or 
clubs for social, intellectual and recreative purposes 
and maintaining, for the use and accommodation of 
its members, a club house and associated facilities for 
the playing of golf or other outdoor sports. 


BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The members entitled to vote at any general or 
special meeting of the members of any corporation here- 
tofore organized and now existing under any law of this 
State since repealed authorizing the incorporation of 
societies or clubs for social, intellectual and recreative 
purposes, and maintaining for the use and accommoda- 
tion of its members, a club house and associated facilities 
tor the playing of golf or other outdoor sports, may be 
represented and vote at any general or special meeting 
of the corporation, if not personally present, by proxy 
authorized in writing; provided, that no such proxy 
shall be valid after three years from its date. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 101. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning the 
charitable, correctional, reformatory and penal insti- 
tutions, boards and commissions located and conducted 
in this State, which are supported in whole or in part 
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from county, municipal or State funds,’’ which title - 


was amended as here stated by act approved April 
eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The New Jersey Reformatory at Annandale is 
hereby established, which shall include the existing build- 
ings and grounds near Annandale, Hunterdon County, 
New Jersey, and any and all farms, camps, quarries or 
grounds, where the prisoners sentenced to such reforma- 
tory may, from time to time, be kept, housed or em- 
ployed. 

2. Any male person between the ages of sixteen and 
thirty years, who has been convicted of a crime punish- 
able by imprisonment in the State Prison, who has not 
previously been sentenced to a State prison or a peni- 
tentiary in this or any other State, may be committed 
to the said reformatory. 

3. The courts in sentencing to the reformatory shall 
not fix or limit the duration of sentence, but the time 
which any such person shall serve in the reformatory 
shall not in any case exceed the maximum term provided 
by law for the crime for which the prisoner was con- 
victed and sentenced, and the term of such service may 
le terminated by the board of managers of the reforma- 
tory in accordance with its rules and regulations for- 
maily adopted. 

4. The chief executive officer of the reformatory shall 
be directly responsible to the board of managers for the 
management and operation of the reformatory and the 
custody, care and treatment of the inmates thereof, 
under the rules and regulations adopted by the board. 
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5. Primarily, the duty of the chief executive officer 
of the reformatory shall be to receive from the hands 
ot the sheriff, or other proper officer, every person sen- 
tenced to imprisonment in the reformatory and safely 
keep him in the said reformatory, according to the laws 
of this State and the rules and regulations of the 
reformatory, until he is discharged therefrom according 
to law. 

6. The provisions of the act to which this act is a 
supplement relative to the New Jersey Reformatory shall 
remain in full force and effect, and the courts, in impos- 
ing sentence, may sentence to the New Jersey Reforma- 
tory, or to the institution created by this act. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 102. 
An Act respecting banks and trust companies. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers now possessed, every 
bank and trust company shall have power to decrease its 
capital stock in the same manner as capital stock may 
by law be increased. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to incorporate the first judicial district of the 
county of Warren in the State of New Jersey. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: :

Jersey, comprised within the following towns, boroughs 
and townships within said county, to wit: 

The towns of Phillipsburg, Hackettstown and Belvi- 
dere; the boroughs of Washington and Alpha; the 
townships of Allamuchy, Blairstown, Franklin, Freling- 
huysen, Greenwich, Harmony, Hope, Independence, 
Knowlton, Liberty, Lopatcong, Mansfield, Oxford, Po- 
hatcong, Washington and White, be and the same are 
hereby established and incorporated to be the first 
judicial district of the county of Warren and the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act concerning district 
courts” (Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and the 
various amendments thereof and supplements thereto, as 
far as the same may be applicable, shall apply to the dis- 
trict hereby established. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 104. 


An Act providing for the retirement and pensioning of 
court attendants in counties of the second class of 
this State. 


" Be rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The words “court attendants” as used in this act 
shall mean and include all persons appointed by the 
sheriff in counties of the second class of the State or 
who may hereafter be appointed by the sheriffs of the 
counties of the second class of this State as a result of 
competitive civil service examinations, whose duties are 
the detection, apprehension, service, arrest, detention and 
evarding of offenders against the law. 

2. In any second class county of this State any court 
attendant as herein defined who shall now or hereafter 
have served as such for a continuous period of twenty- 
five years and shall have reached the age of sixty years 
shall, upon the application in writing of said court attend- 
arit to the board of chosen freeholders of the respective 
county, be retired from active service upon half pay for 
the remainder of his or her natural life. . 

3. The words “be retired from active service upon 
half pay” as used in this act shall be construed to mean, 
retired upon a pension equal to one-half of the annual 
salary at the time of the retirement, which pension shall 
be paid by the county treasurer in equal monthly install- 
ments from the fund hereinafter provided for that pur- 
pose. 

4. Any court attendant as herein defined who shall 
have served for a continuous period of twenty-five years 
whether he or she has reached the age of sixty years or 
not, who is found, as hereinafter provided, to be physi- 
cally or mentally unfit for further service shall upon 
application in writing to the board of chosen freeholders 
of the respective county be retired from active duty upon 
half pay, that is to say, that said applicant shall receive 
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a pension from the fund hereinafter provided, equal to 
one-half of the annual salary he or she was receiving at 
the time he or she was found to be physically or mentally 
unfit for further service, which pension shall be paid in 
equal monthly installments out of the fund hereinafter 
provided as long as the said applicant remains physically 
or mentally unfit for further service. 


5. Any court attendant as herein defined who shall 
have received a permanent disability by reason of injury, 
accident or sickness, received or incurred at any time in 
the performance of his or her duties as said court 
attendant which shall incapacitate him or her from the 
further performance of his or her duties as said court 
attendant shall upon a finding that said court attendant 
is suffering with a permanent disability by reason of 
injury, accident or sickness incurred in the performance 
oi his or her duties, certified to by three reputable physi- 
cians as hereinafter designated, be retired upon one-half 
pay as herein defined as long as said court attendant shall 
continue to be disabled and prevented from performing 
his or her duties as said court attendant, said pension 
to be paid out of the fund hereinafter provided for in 
equal monthly installments. 

6. Physical or mental unfitness or incapacity shall for 
the purpose of this act be established and determined and 
certified to in writing by a board consisting of three 
reputable physicians and surgeons licensed to practice 
inl the State of New Jersey who shall be designated for 
that purpose as follows: one by the court attendants of 
the respective county or a majority of them, one by the 
sheriff of the said county, and one by the board of 
chosen freeholders of said county; the three physicians 
so designated shall make a physical and mental examina- 
tion of said court attendant applying for retirement upon 
half pay as herein provided, to determine the cause of 
his or her physical or mental unfitness or incapacity, for 
ihe further performance of his or her duties and if they, 
or a majority of them find said court attendant physi- 
cally or mentally unfit or incapacitated for the further 
performance of his or her duty as said court attendant, 
they or a majority of them shall make and sign a certifi- 
cate to that effect and file the same with the clerk of 
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the board of chosen freeholders of said county and upon 
tne filing of said finding as therein certified to the said 
court attendant shall be retired upon half pay as herein 
provided, such pension to be paid out of the fund here- 
inafter provided for that purpose. 

7. The widow of any court attendant, as herein de- 
fined, who shall have lost his life in the performance of 
his duties as said court attendant shall receive a pension 
equal to one-half of the amount of the annual salary of 
such court attendant at the time of his death, so long 
as she remains alive and unmarried, which pension shall 
be paid in equal monthly installments out of the fund 
hereinafter provided for that purpose. 

8. If any court attendant, as herein defined, after 
having been retired upon half pay as herein provided for 
shall die leaving him surviving a widow, such widow so 
long as she remains alive and unmarried shall receive 
a pension equal to one-half of the amount of the annual 
salary of such court attendant at the time of his retire- 
ment, payable in equal monthly installments out of the 
fund hereinafter created for that purpose. 

9. In order to carry out the terms of the within act 
for the payment of pensions as herein provided, a fund 
shall be created in the following manner, to wit: Any 
court attendant as herein defined, who desires to par- 
ticipate in the benefits as provided for in this act, shall 
upon his or her appointment to office as said court 
attendant, or upon the enactment of this bill, sign an 
authorization empowering the treasurer of the respective 
county to deduct out of each monthly salary payment 
three per centum of the amount thereof towards the 
creation of a fund out of which the pensions as herein 
provided for shall be paid; the board of chosen free- 
holders of the respective counties shall appropriate in 
their annual budget for each ensuing year, an amount 
equal to three per centum of the total amount of the 
salaries of the court attendants for the last preceding 
year, which sum shall be added to and made a part of 
the fund herein referred to out of which the pensions 
herein provided are to be paid; to the said fund shall be 
added all moneys donated for the purpose of such fund 
and all rewards which may be paid to any court attend- 
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ait in the extraordinary performance of his or her duties 
as said court attendant, all of which moneys and rewards 
shall be paid over to the treasurer of the respective coun- 
ties to be deposited in a fund to be designated as the 
Court Attendants Pension Fund. In case at any time 
there shall not be sufficient money in such pension fund 
to pay such pensions as herein provided, the board of 
chosen freeholders of the respective counties shall from 
time to time include in their annual budget a sum of 
money sufficient to meet the payments of the pensions 
as herein provided. 

10. The board of chosen freeholders of the respective 
counties shall have the management and control of said 
fund and is hereby empowered to make all necessary 
rules and regulations concerning the same not incon- 
_ sistent with this act; all moneys not needed for the 
immediate payment of such pensions shall be invested 
by the said board of chosen freeholders in interest-bear- 
ing bonds of any municipality in this State or in any 
other interest-bearing securities in which saving banks 
of this State are authorized to invest their funds. 

11. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

12. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 105. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act giving to 
State banks power to act in a fiduciary capacity,” 
approved April twelve, one thousand nine hundred and 
nineteen.

1. Any State bank, after having been duly author- 
ized to exercise trust powers, in pursuance of the act

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“trust company,’ as part of its name, providing such 
change of name be made in the manner prescribed by 
section seven of the act entitled “An act concerning 
banks and banking”’ (Revision of 1899).

ers authorized by and the limitations imposed in an act 
of the Legislature of this State, entitled “An act to 
authorize the formation of traction companies for the 
construction and operation of street railways, or rail- 
roads operated as street railways, and to regulate the 
same,” approved March fourteenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety three, and the amendments thereof 
and supplements thereto. 
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2. Any such corporation desiring to change its cor- 
porate powers as hereinabove authorized shall file with 
the Secretary of State a certificate over its corporate 
seal, signed by its president and attested by its secretary, 
setting forth its desire to change its corporate powers, 
as aforesaid, the name to be adopted by the corporation, 
the amount of capital stock which the corporation has 
been authorized to issue and the amount which has 
been issued, which shall be not less than one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000), the names and addresses 
of the officers and directors, the duration of the corpo- 
ration, not to exceed one hundred years, the location 
of the principal office of and the name of the agent for 
service of process upon the corporation, copies of reso- 
lutions authorizing such change, passed by the board of 
directors and stockholders of such corporations at 
meetings duly convened and held, and having attached 
thereto the written consent either in person or by proxy 
of all the stockholders of the corporation of every class, 
which certificate slrall be duly acknowledged as deeds 
of real estate are now required to be acknowledged 
in this State, and shall have attached thereto the affi- 
davit of the president and secretary of such company 
that the resolutions above mentioned have been lawfully 
passed, and that the consent annexed to said certificate 
has been signed by all of the stockholders of the com- 
pany either in person or by their duly authorized proxies. 

3. Upon filing the aforesaid certificate, such corpo- 
ration shall become a corporation under the aforesaid 
act entitled “An act to authorize the formation of trac- 
tion companies for the construction and operation of 
street railways, or railroads operated as street railways, 
and to regulate the same,” and the amendments thereto 
and supplements thereof, and shall be vested with all 
the powers and subject to all of the limitations and 
restrictions therein expressed or implied, and the 
authorized capital stock of such corporation shall, by the 
filing of such certificate, be reduced to the amount which 
such certificate shows to’ have been issued, and such 
corporation shall not be deemed to be a new corporation, 
and property rights, contracts, leases and other pos- 
sessions shall remain the property of the corporation, 
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notwithstanding such change or alteration, and shall 
be in no wise impaired thereby, except that the cor- 
poration shall forthwith dispose of any real or personal 
property which a corporation authorized by said last 
mentioned act could not lawfully hold, manage or pos- 
sess, and all transactions, liabilities and debts of any 
such corporation, done, accrued or contracted before 
the filing of said certificate shall not be affected thereby. 

4. Every corporation filing the certificate above 
mentioned shall pay to the Secretary of State the fees 
provided by law to be paid upon the incorporation of 
a company having the same authorized capital stock 
under said act entitled “An act to authorize the forma- 
tion of traction companies for the construction and 
operation of street railways or railroads operated as 
street railroads, and to regulate the same,’’ and the 
amendments thereto and the supplements thereof. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 107.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. After the thirtieth day of September, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-nine, no State scholar- 
ships shall be granted or awarded, or any student 
appointed or admitted to Rutgers College under author- 
iry of the provisions of the following acts:

passed March thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety.

first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety,” approved 
March thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred ‘and five. 

(c) “An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
increase the efficiency of the public school system of 
the State by providing for additional free scholarships 
at the State Agricultural College,’ passed March thirty- 
first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety,” approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
nine. 

(d) “An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
amend an act entitled “An act to increase the efficiency 
of the public school system of the State by providing 
for additional free scholarships at the State Agri- 
cutural College,’’ passed March thirty-first, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety,’ approved March thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and five,” approved March 
fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and eleven. 

(e) “An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
increase the efficiency of the public school system of 
the State by providing for additional free scholarships 
at the State Agricultural College,’ which act was 
approved March thirty-first, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety,” approved March twentieth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and seventeen. 

(f{) “An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
amend an act entitled “An act to amend an act entitled 
‘An act to increase the efficiency of the public school 
system of the State by providing for additional free 
scholarships at the State Agricultural College,’ passed 
March thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety,” approved March thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and five,’ approved March fifteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eleven,” approved April seventh, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall terminate or in 
any way affect any such State scholarships granted or 
awarded under authority of the provisions of any of 
the said acts or of any act amendatory thereof or sup- 
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plemental thereto prior to the said thirtieth day of 
September, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 108. 


Aw Act to prescribe the duties of public officers of this 
State with respect to granting leaves of absence to 
certain veterans to attend State and national con- 
ventions of State and National organizations of 
former soldiers, sailors and marines. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The head of every public department and of every 
court of the State of New Jersey, of every superin- 
endent or foreman on the public works of said State, 
of the county officers of the several counties of said 
State, and of the head of every department, bureau and 
office in the government of the various cities, boroughs, 
towns, townships and all other municipalities in this 
State, shall give a leave of absence with pay to every 
person in the service of the State, county, city, borough, 
town, township or other municipality as the case may 
be, who shall be a duly authorized representative of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, United Spanish-American 
War Veterans, Disabled American Veterans of the 
World War, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Indian War . 
Veterans, and American Legion, to attend any State 
or National convention of the said organizations; pro- 
vided, however, that said representative shall submit 
a certificate of attendance to said State convention or 
encampment upon request. Said leave of absence shall 
be for a period inclusive of the duration of the con- 
vention with a reasonable time allowed for the time to 
travel to the convention and to return therefrom.

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CHAPTER 109. 


A SUPPLEMENT’ to an act entitled “An act concerning 
trust companies” (Revision of 1899), approved 
March twenty-fourth one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assenibly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any trust company organized or hereafter organ- 
ized under the act to which this act is a supplement, or 
under any special charter or special law of this State 
shall have the right to use the word “bank” or “banking”’ 
as part of its corporate name provided change of its cor- 
porate name is made in the manner prescribed in sec- 
tion ten of the act to which this act is a supplement. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER: 110: 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act creating a 
department to be known as the Board of Commerce 
and Navigation, and vesting therein all the powers 
and duties now devolved, by law, upon the Board of 
Riparian Commissioners, the Department of Inland 
Waterways, the Inspectors of Power Vessels, and 
the New Jersey Harbor Commission,” approved 
April eighth, one thousand nine hundred and fifteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Board of Commerce and Navigation shall 
have power, after advertising as required by law, to 
enter into contract or contracts for the dredging and 
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construction of a channel with turning basins, begin- 
ning in the navigable waters of Delaware Bay and 
extending up Bidwell’s Creek, a distance of approx- 
imately one and two-thirds miles to the State Highway 
bridge over said creek, with a depth of not less than 
six feet at mean low tide, with an average width of 
channel of sixty-five feet. 

2. The sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) is 
hereby appropriated to cover the cost of the dredging 
and construction of said channel, with turning basin, 
to be expended by said Board of Commerce and Navi- 
gation in accordance with the laws of this State; the 
same to become available when included in any annual 
or supplemental appropriation bill. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 111. 


An Ac? to validate, confirm, authorize and direct the 
payment of certain obligations and/or contracts of 
municipalities of this State. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any obligation and/or contract heretofore created 
or entered into by any municipality for the doing of 
any work or the furnishing of any materials, supplies 
or labor where the sum expended exceeds the sum ot 
one thousand dollars ($1,000), and the municipality 
has received the benefit of such work, materials, labor 
and supplies, is hereby ratified and confirmed, notwith- 
standing that the governing body of such municipality 
did not publicly advertise for bids therefor, nor create 
said obligation, by awarding same to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder nor award said contract for the doing of 
said work or the furnishing of said materials, supplies 
or labor to the lowest responsible bidder. 
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2. The treasurer and/or the comptroller and/or 
disbursing officer of said municipality is hereby author- 
ized and directed to pay any obligation due by the 
municipality heretofore contracted or entered into in 
the manner set forth in paragraph one (1) of this act 
providing the claimant file with the officer aforesaid 
a duly verified statement of the claim in the form and 
in the manner prescribed by said municipality, which 
form shall particularly set forth that the municipality 
has actually received the benefit of the work or the 
materials, labor and supplies on which the claim is 
based. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 112. 


An Act to provide for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a fund for the retirement upon pension of 
certain employees of the boards of education in 
school districts in first class counties in this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for employees of boards of edu- 
cation in school districts in counties of the first class 
in this State to associate themselves together as a cor- 
poration for the purpose of providing and obtaining a 
fund to retire such employees upon pension. 

2. For the purpose of forming such a corporation, 
the county superintendent of schools in each county 
of the first class in this State shall notify each and 
every employee of such board of education of a school 
district in such county except such as are now entitled 
to benefits under any other pension act, which may have 
heretofore been enacted for the benefit of employees of 
boards of education in this State, to attend a meeting 
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to be held not less than five days after the giving of 
such notice, to consider the formation of a corporation 
in accordance with this act. Said notice shall be in 
writing and specify the time and place of the meeting 
of such employees. If two-thirds of the employees 
present at such mecting shall vote in favor of forming 
sich a corporation they shall adopt a resolution to that 
effect and shall choose a name for the corporation, 
and shall organize by electing four persons selected from 
the said employees of such boards of education who, 
together with the county superintendent of schools of 
such first class counties, the latter being an ex-officio 
rpember, shall constitute a board of trustees. The first 
trustees created under this act shall prepare and sign a 
certificate reciting the adoption of the resolution by the 
employees as hereinbefore directed, the name adopted. 
the appointment of trustees, the organization and the 
names of officers and execution of the certificate, for 
the purpose of forming a corporation under this act, 
fer the purposes herein set forth, which certificate 
shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of the county 
wherein such corporation shall be organized, and shall 
then be filed in the office of the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance, at Trenton, in this State, and there- 
upon such trustees, their associates and successors, shall 
become a body politic and corporate in law with all the 
powers incident thereto. 

3. The pension fund to be formed as hereinafter 
provided for shall be under the control and management 
of said board of five trustees. The first board of trustees 
selected, as in section two of this act, shall serve until 
the month of January following the incorporation of 
such association, at which time four members of the 
association shall be elected as trustees in place of the 
four selected as provided in section two, by a majority 
vote of the members of the association as follows: 
One for the term of one year, one for the term of two 
years, one for the term of three years, and one for the 
term of four years, who shall serve for the respective 
terms for which they each were chosen and thereafter 
annually, in the month of January of each year, a mem- 
ber of such board of trustees shall be chosen for a full 
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term of four years to serve in the place and stead of the 
trustees whose term shall have then expired, so that the 
term of office of but one member shall expire in each 
year. Any vacancy occurring among the board of 
trustees or in the office of chairman, secretary, treasurer, 
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tion, removal or otherwise, shall be filled in the manner 
provided for in by-laws, and in the absence of such 
provision such vacancies shall be filled by the board of 
trustees, 

4. Such trustees and all other officers of the said 
corporation shall give bonds with some duly authorized 
security company, as surety thereon, for the faithful 
performance of their duties in such sum or sums as 
shall be fixed by the by-laws of the corporation. 

5. The said board of trustees shall at the first annual 
meeting thereof, and at each annual meeting thereafter, 
elect a chairman, secretary, and treasurer and such 
other officers as they may deem necessary; the secretary 
may be one of their own members. The board of 
trustees shall fix the compensation of the secretary and 
treasurer, the chairman shail serve without compensation. 

6. All moneys paid out of such pension fund shall 
be paid by the treasurer of such corporation upon war- 
rants signed by the chairman of the board of trustees 
and countersigned by the secretary thereof, and no war- 
rant shall be drawn except by the order of said board 
upon a yea and nay vote recorded in the minutes of 
said board. Such board of trustees may deposit such 
fund in any of the banks or trust companies in such 
county, and may invest the same in bonds secured by 
first mortgages or improved property worth at least 
twice the amount loaned, or in bonds of the United 
States or of this State, or any city or county in this 
State. All income, interest or dividend which shall be 
paid or agreed to be paid on account of any loan or 
deposit shall belong to and constitute a part of said fund. 

7. The board of trustees shall make a semi-annual 
report of the condition of such fund and the manner 
in which the same is invested to the boards of education 
of school districts in such first class counties in the 
months of January and July on each year, and at such 
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cther times as they may be requested so to do by such 
boards. 

8. All pensions created under this act shall be exempt 
from execution, attachment or any other legal process 
whatever. Such pension fund shall be created and 
sustained as follows, viz: 

a. There shall be deducted from every payment of 
salary of such employees two per centum of the amount 
thereof, providing such employees entered such service 
on or before the age of thirty-five years; if over such 
age then such percentage shall be increased to such an 
amount as shall be determined by the board of trustees 
to correspond to the risk arising by the additional age 
of such employees. 

b. All moneys given or donated to such fund by any 
person or corporation in any manner or form what- 
soever. 

c. An amount equal to four per centum of the total 
annual salaries paid to such employees shall be paid 
yearly into the fund by the board of education of each 
school district in any first class county in which such 
pension fund shall be established and maintained. 

d. Provision for the annual payment of such amount 
as provided for in section (c) shall be made by the said 
board of education in the annual appropriation for the 
support and maintenance of the public schools in such 
school districts. 

e. In case in any year there shall not be sufficient 
money in said pension fund created in any first class 
county as aforesaid to provide for the payment of pen- 
sions hereinafter provided for, then the board of edu- 
cation of each school district in each first class county 
in which such pension fund shall be established and 
maintained shall appropriate in the same way and man- 
ner as for all other expenses of said board of education, 
a proportionate sum sufficient to meet the requirements 
of said fund for the time being. The proportion of 
the total amount so required to be appropriated by 
the board of education of each of such school districts 
shall be based upon the number of employees of the 
board of education of such district who are members 
of such pension fund. 
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The board of trustees of any such corporation may 
assess and collect from each and every employee of such 
boards of education in counties wherein such pension 
fund shall be established and maintained who shall 
become members of said pension fund, the said two per 
centum of his or her annual salary, to be paid monthly 
or semimonthly to the treasurer of the corporation, 
and such assessment and collection shall be in manner 
and form as may be provided in the by-laws of the cor- 
poration, and whenever any employee shall die or be 
discharged, having served for a less term than twenty 
years, all payments made by such employee to said pen- 
sion fund shall be forfeited and shall be added to and 
become a part thereof. The board of trustees are hereby 
empowered, in their judgment, to make it a condition 
of membership that each member shall sign an order on 
the custodian of school moneys, or other disbursing 
officer, directing the retention of the amount of the 
assessment levied hereunder, to be paid over directly to 
the association by retention from his salary or wages, 
and the custodian of school moneys or other disbursing 
officer is hereby directed to make such retention and 
payments; Provided, however, that such retention and 
payment shall only become operative in the event of the 
same being authorized by the by-laws of said corpora- 
tion. 

9, Pensions shall be paid from such fund in the man- 
ner following: 

a. In school districts of first class counties of this 
State in which this act shall become operative, all em- 
ployees of the boards of education of such school dis- 
tricts who shall have accepted the provisions of this act 
and shall have honorably served therein for thirty years 
or more shall, upon application to the board of trustees 
of the pension fund hereinbefore provided be retired 
by such board of trustees and shall thereupon receive 
annually from such pension fund, for and during the 
remainder of his or her natural life, an amount equal 
to one-hali of the average annual salary received by 
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the same manner and in the same installments in which 
such salary has heretofore been payable. 

b. In case of the retirement of a person who has 
reached the age of sixty (60) years, but who has been 
in public office or position in such board less than thirty 
(30) years, the person so retired shall be entitled to 
receive during his or her natural life by way of pension 
one-sixtieth (1/60) of the average annual salary 
received by him or her during the five (5) years immedi- 
ately preceding his or her retirement multiplied by the 
number of years he or she has actually served, said 
amount to be determined by resolution of such board 
and paid in the same manner and in the same install- 
ments in which such salary has heretofore been payable. 

c. Any employee of any such board of education who 
shall have served therein for twenty-five years, who 
shall become incapacitated either mentally or physically, 
from illness or injury incurred in the performance of 
his or her duties as such employee, or who by reason of 
advanced age, is found unfit for the performance of his 
or her duties, shall be retired by the board of trustees 
of such pension fund and thereupon he or she shall 
receive annually from such pension fund an amount 
equal to one-half of the average annual salary received 
by him or her during the five (5) years immediately 
preceding such retirement. No pensions shall be paid 
out of any fund until after the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber, in the year one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
three (1933). 

10. All employees of any board of education in any 
school district in counties of the first class in this State 
shall be entitled to accept the provisions of this act except 
such as are now entitled to benefits under any other 
pension act, which may have heretofore been enacted for 
the benefit of employees of boards of education in this 
State. 

11. Persons employed by any such board of education 
at the time of the passage of this act shall not be per- 
mitted to take advantage of the provisions hereof after 
the expiration of two years from the date of the incorpo- 
ration of such pension association; and all persons com- 
ing into the employ of any such board subsequent to

the formation of any such pension association shall, 
within two years after the date upon which he or she 
shall have been appointed, make application to the board 
of trustees for membership in such pension fund as 
hereinafter provided; and any such applicant shall be 
required to pay into such fund, together with such appli- 
cation, a sum of money equal to two per centum of the 
salary of such employees from the date of his or her 
appointment to the date of such application and no 
such application shall be antedated. 

12. Any person who shall wilfully or knowingly swear 
falsely in any oath or affirmation for the purpose of 
obtaining or procuring any pension or the payment 
thereof, under the provision of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury upon conviction thereof, and shall be 
punished as provided by law for such crime. 

13. Any employee of any board of education who 
shall be included in the provisions of this act who shall 
unlawfully retain any of the moneys, funds, properties 
or effects of any corporation organized under this act 
shall forever be debarred from receiving any relief or 
benefit from any such pension fund. 

14. Any employee of any such board of education 
hereinbefore mentioned may avail himself or herself of 
the benefits of such pension fund by making application 
in writing for membership therein and paying into 
said fund monthly or semi-monthly the assessments 
levied by the board of trustees of such fund. 

15. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 113. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to establish 
a State Highway System, and to provide for the 
improvement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use thereof”’ 
(Revision 1927), approved March thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE rT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations to lay any tracks, pipes or 
conduits on, over or under any public viaduct or bridge 
constituting a part of the State Highway System, or to 
connect any wires, cables or other appliances to any such 
viaduct or bridge without obtaining the consent of the 
State Highway Commussion and complying with such 
reasonable terms and conditions as may be prescribed 
by said State Highway Commission; provided, however, 
that any public utility which is subject to the regulation 
of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners of this 
State, and whose rates are subject to be fixed by said 
board, and which has the right to use the highway on 
both sides of any such viaduct or bridge or which had 
or shall have its tracks, pipes, conduits or wires, on, 
over or under any such viaduct or bridge when same was 
or hereafter shall be taken over by the State Highway 
Commission as part of a State highway, may lay, main- 
tain and operate its tracks, pipes, conduits, wires, cables 
or other appliances, on, over or under any such viaduct 
or bridge, and over and upon any new viaduct or bridge 
including the necessary approach thereto constructed at 
the same or a new location in substitution for any such 
viaduct or bridge as aforesaid, at its own cost and 
expense, under such reasonable terms and regulations 
as the State Highway Commission has prescribed or 
may hereafter prescribe, which terms and regulations 
may be contained in an agreement between such State 
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Highway Commission and such public utility, and such 
agreement may contain such provisions with regard to 
the use made or to be made of such viaduct or bridge as 
have been or may be agreed upon, but in no event shall 
any such public utility be required to pay for any such 
use which it has made or shall hereafter make of any 
such viaduct or bridge more than an amount sufficient 
to compensate the State for the extra burden which has 
been or which hereafter shall be imposed upon the State 
by reason of the use of any such viaduct or bridge by 
any such public utility; and the terms and regulations 
prescribed by the State Highway Commission or con- 
tained in any such agreement shall be in substitution for 
and in lieu of the regulations prescribed by, and of any 
contract heretofore or hereafter entered into with, any 
board or boards of freeholders or other jurisdiction from 
which said highway was or shall be taken over. In 
case the State Highway Commission and said public 
utility cannot agree upon the terms and regulations or 
the amount to be paid as hereinbefore provided, an 
application may be made to the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, which board shall, after hearing, fix 
the terms and regulations governing such use and the 
amount to be paid, if any, by such public utility, with 
the same effect as if the same had been fixed by the 
State Highway Commission as aforesaid. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby 
repealed, and this act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 114. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to authorize the board of chosen 
freeholders of any of the several counties in this 
State to lay out, open, construct, improve and main- 
tain a public road therein,’ approved April seventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight,’’ which 
act was approved March twenty-fourth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section five of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

5. Said commissioners shall meet for organization 
on the first day in January, at noon, next succeeding the 
date of their said election and elect from their number 
a president and a secretary, who, in addition to the duties 
herein prescribed, shall perform the duties usually per- 
formed by such officers; and the said commissioners 
shall each receive as full compensation for all services 
to be performed under the provisions of this act the 
sum of four thousand five hundred dollars ($4,500) 
per annum, to be paid by the county collector of such 
county in equal monthly installments out of the moneys 
appropriated to the use of such commissioners for the 
maintenance, lighting and repair of such road; and said 
president and secretary shall be subject to removal at 
any time by a majority vote of said commissioners. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and they are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 115. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,” and approved April third, one 
thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section sixteen of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

16. Any insurance company of this State, for the 
purpose of investing its capital, surplus and other funds, 
or any part thereof, may purchase or hold as collateral 
security or otherwise and sell and convey any bonds or 
public stock issued, created or guaranteed by the United 
States, or any territory or insular possession thereof, or 
by this State, or by any of the other States of the United 
States or the District of Columbia, or the Dominion of 
Canada or any of the provinces, thereof, or by any of 
the incorporated cities, counties, parishes, townships or 
or other municipal corporations situated in any of the 
countries or subdivisions thereof hereinabove mentioned, 
or bonds authorized to be issued by any commission 
appointed by the Supreme Court of this State, or invest 
said capital, surplus and other funds, or any part thereof, 
in bonds or notes secured by mortgages or trust deeds 
on unencumbered real estate located within said States, 
the District of Columbia, or the Dominion of Canada, 
worth at least one-half more than the sum invested or 
loaned; provided, that for the purposes of this section 
real estate shall not be deemed to be encumbered within 
the meaning of this section, by reason of the existence 
of taxes or assessments that are not delinquent, instru- 
ments creating or reserving mineral, oil or timber rights, 
rights-of-way, joint driveways, sewer rights, rights in 
walls, nor by reason of building restrictions or other 
restrictive covenants, nor when such real estate is sub- 
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ject to lease in whole or in part whereby rents or profits 
Proviso, are reserved to the owner; provided, that the security 
for such foan is a first lien upon such real estate and 
that there is no condition or right of re-entry or for- 
feiture under which such lien can be cut off, subordinated 
or otherwise disturbed; or lend on or purchase mortgage 
or collateral trust bonds of railroad companies organized 
under the laws of said States, or the District of Colum- 
bia, or the Dominion of Canada, or operated wholly or 
partly in such States, District or country; or equipment 
trust certificates payable within sixteen years from their 
date of issue in annual or semiannual installments begin- 
ning not later than the fifth year after such date, and 
which certificates are a first lien on the specific equip- 
ment pledged as security for the payment thereof, which 
are either the direct obligations of such railroad com- 
panies, or are guaranteed by them, or are executed by 
trustees holding title to the equipment; or certificates 
of receivers of any corporation where such purchase is 
necessary to protect an investment in the securities of 
such corporation theretofore made under authority of 
this act; or the capital stock, bonds, securities or evi- 
dences of indebtedness created by any corporation of 
Proviso. the United States or of any State; provided, that no pur- 
chase of the stock of any company which has not regu- 
larly paid dividends for the past five years preceding the 
time of purchases shall be made unless the stock so 
purchased shall represent a majority in control of the 
Amount of stock then outstanding. No such life insurance company 
stock acquired. Shall purchase or acquire more than twenty per centum 
(20%) of the stock of any one corporation, unless it 
be a municipal corporation, nor shall the amount so 
invested by any life insurance company in the stock of 
any one corporation exceed two per centum (2%) of 
the assets of said life insurance company, nor shall the 
amount invested in the bonds, equipment trust certifi- 
cates and receiver’s certificates of any one corporation 
exceed ten per centum (10%) of said assets, except that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent any company 
Amount of from holding as much as fifty thousand dollars 
corporation. ($90,000), par value, of the bonds of any corporation, 
when none of the stock of said corporation is held by 
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said company. Any such life insurance company now 
holding a larger amount than above provided of the 
stock of any corporation shall divest itself of said excess 
within five years from the first day of July, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and seven, unless upon petition to 
the Chancellor, and notice to the insurance commissioner, 
the Chancellor shall, for good cause shown, allow further 
time for the disposal of such stock, and then within the 
time so allowed; provided, that no loan shall be made 
or retained on any of the above mentioned securities, 
except the bonds or stock issued or created by the United 
States or this State, exceeding ninety per centum (90% ) 
of the market value thereof; and no such life insurance 
company shall at any time lend in the aggregate more 
than two per centum (2%) of its assets upon the 
security of the stock of any one corporation, nor more 
than ten per centum (10%)) of its assets upon the 
security of the bonds of any one corporation; provided, 
however, that nothing in this section contained shall 
be construed as prohibiting an insurance company from 
entering into an agreement for the purpose of protecting 
the interests of the company in securities lawfully held 
by it, or for the purpose of reorganization of a corpora- 
tion which issued securities so held, and from depositing 
such securities with a committee or depositories 
appointed under such agreement; but such agreement 
and the deposit of securities thereunder must first be 
approved in writing by the insurance commissioner. 
Nor shall this section be construed as preventing such 
company accepting corporate stock or bonds or other 
securities, which may be distributed pursuant to any such 
agreement approved as aforesaid or to any plan of 
reorganization approved in writing by the insurance 
commissioner; provided, that if any such securities so 
received shall be of the kind not otherwise allowable as 
an investment by this section, then they shall be disposed 
of within five years from the time of their acquisition, 
unless the insurance commissioner shall, for good cause 
shown, allow further time for the disposal of such stock, 
and then within the time so allowed; and further, that 
no such life insurance company shall keep on deposit 
in any one bank or trust company for more than ten 
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days consecutively a sum exceeding three per centum 
(3%) of the assets of the said life insurance company, 
but this provision shall not in any case limit the deposit 
to less than one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) ; 
and that no loan shall be made by any such company 
on its own stock; and any life insurance company may 
purchase any policy of insurance, or other obligation 
of the company, and any claims of its policyholders, 
and may lend to the holder of any policy of the company 
a sum which shall not exceed the surrender value of the 
policy at the time the loan is made, which loan shall be 
a lien upon the policy and all additions or credits thereon; 
and any company organized for the purpose of marine 
insurance may, in addition to the foregoing, lend their 
funds on bottomry and respondentia bonds and change 
and reinvest the same as occasion may from time to 
time require. 

No investment shall be made by any life insurance 
company, unless the same shall first have been author- 
ized by the board of directors, or by a committee thereof 
charged with the duty of supervising such investment. 
No such company shall underwrite or participate in any 
underwriting of the purchase or sale of securities or 
property, or enter into any transaction for such purchase 
or sale on account of such company jointly with any 
other person, firm or corporation, nor shall any such 
company enter into any agreement to withhold from 
sale any of its property, but the disposition of its property 
shall be at all times within the control of its board of 
directors; any company, however, shall be free to sub- 
scribe for any proposed issue of bonds of the United 
States, or of any other bonds of the character herein- 
before permitted; provided, such subscription be made 
for a definite amount and at a definite price.

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CHAPTER 116. 


An Act concerning financial responsibility for damages 
caused by the operation of motor vehicles. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall require 
from any person who shall have been convicted of, or 
who shall have forfeited any bond taken, or shall have 
had his case nolled upon the payment of any sum of 
money for a violation of sections seven, ten, eleven, 
thirteen, fourteen and twenty-one of Chapter two hun- 
dred and eight, of the Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
Gred and twenty-one, and the several supplements and 
amendments thereto, and of articles two, seven, eight, 
nine, ten and fourteen of Chapter two hundred and 
eighty-one, of the Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-eight, or who, while operating any motor 
vehicle, shall have been concerned in any motor vehicle 
accident resulting in the death of, or injury to, any 
person, or damage to property to the extent of at least 
one hundred dollars ($100), or from the person in 
whose name such motor vehicle is registered, or both, 
proof of financial responsibility to satisfy any claim for 
damages, by reason of personal injury to, or the death 
of, any one person of at least five thousand dollars 
($5,000) or by reason of personal injury to, or the death 
of, more than one person on account of any such acci- 
dent, of at least ten thousand dollars ($10,000), and for 
damage to property of at least one thousand dollars 
($1,000). Whenever said commissioner shall require 
proof of financial responsibility from the owner of any 
motor vehicle, he shall require proof in said amounts for 
each vehicle owned or registered by such person. If any 
person shall fail to furnish such proof, said commis- 
sioner shall, until such proof shall be furnished, suspend 
or revoke the license of such person to operate a motor 
vehicle or refuse to return any license which shall have 
been suspended or revoked, or suspend or revoke the 
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registration of any such motor vehicle or vehicles or 
refuse thereafter to register any motor vehicle owned by 
such person or refuse to register any motor vehicle 
transferred by him if it shall not appear to said com- 
missioner’s satisfaction that such transfer is a bona fide 
sale, or, if any such person shall not be a resident of 
this State, withdraw from such person the privilege of 
operating any motor vehicle in this State and the privi- 
lege of operation within this State of any motor vehicle 
owned by him. No appeal taken from the judgment of 
any court shall act as a stay to any action of the commis- 
sioner authorized by the provisions of this act. The 
commissioner may likewise suspend or revoke the license 
of any person or the registration of any motor vehicle 
where such proof of financial responsibility shall not 
have been furnished, where such person’s license or 
registration may have been suspended or revoked in any 
other State of the United States. 


2. Such proof of financial responsibility shall be fur- 
nished as shall be satisfactory to said commissioner and 
may be evidence of the insuring of such person against 
public liability in said amount and property damage in 
said amount in the form of a certificate signed by any 
duly licensed agent of any company issuing the policy 
of insurance, provided such policy shall be non-cancell- 
able except after ten days written notice to the commis- 
sioner; or such proof may be the bond of a surety com- 
pany or a bond with individual surety owning real estate, 
which bond shall be conditioned for the payment of said 
amounts and shall not be cancellable except after ten 
days’ written notice to the commissioner. Such bond 
shall constitute a lien in favor of the State upon the real 
estate of any surety, which lien shall exist in favor of 
any holder of a judgment on account of damage caused 
by the operation of such person’s motor vehicle, upon the 
filing of notice to that effect by the commissioner in the 
clerk’s office in such county where such real estate shall 
be located. Such proof of financial responsibility may 
also be a deposit by such person with the commissioner 
of a sum of money or collateral, the amount of which 
inoney or collateral shall be determined by and shall be 
satisfactory to said commissioner. Whenever any agent 
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of an insurance company shall certify to evidence of the 
insuring of any person, from whom proof of financial 
responsibility shall have been required, by the company 
for which he is authorized to solicit, negotiate or effect 
contracts of insurance, such company shall notify the 
commissioner of the expiration of the policy referred to 
in such certificate at least ten days before the effective 
date of such expiration and shall promptly notify the 
commissioner of the renewal of any such policy of in- 
surance. Additional evidence of financial responsibility 
shall be furnished the commissioner at any time upon 
his request therefor. 


3. Such bond, money or collateral shall be held by the 
commissioner to satisfy any execution issued against 
such person in any cause arising out of damage caused 
by the operation of any motor vehicle owned or operated 
by such person. Money or collateral so deposited shall 
not be subject to attachment or execution unless such 
attachment or execution shall arise out of an action 
for damages, including personal injury or death, as a 
result of the operation of any motor vehicle. Any person 
who shall furnish proof of financial responsibility by a 
deposit of money or collateral shall, upon the service of 
any writ or summons arising out of any action for 
damages including personal injury or death caused by 
the operation of any motor vehicle give written notice 
of such service to the commissioner, who shall require 
that additional evidence of financial responsibility be 
furnished to satisfy any judgment in any other action. 
If a judgment rendered against the principal on a surety 
or real estate bond shall not be satisfied within thirty 
days after its rendition, the judgment creditor may, for 
his own use and benefit and at his sole expense, bring an 
action in the name of the State against the company or 
person executing such bond. A reasonable sum, not 
exceeding ten dollars ($10), shall be charged for such 
investigation of the title of any surety’s real estate or of 
collaterals so deposited and of the value of the same and 
for the filing fee to be paid to the county clerk. 

4. Upon the request of any insurance company, any 
person furnishing any financial responsibility or any 
surety on any bond herein provided for, the commis- 
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sioner shall furnish such company, person or surety a 
certified abstract of the operating record of any person 
subject to the provisions of this act, and, if there shall 
be no record of any conviction of such person of a viola- 
tion of any provision of any statute relating to the 
operation of motor vehicles or of any injury or damage 
caused by such person as herein provided, the commis- 
sioner shall so certify. The commissioner shall collect 
for each such certificate the sum of one dollar ($1). 

5. The commissioner shall furnish any person who 
may have been injured in person or property by any 
raotor vehicle, upon written request, with such informa- 
tion as shall have been furnished to him as evidence of 
the financial responsibility of any operator or owner 
ot any motor vehicle. 

6. Any operator or any registrant whose operator’s 
license or certificate of registration shall have been sus- 
pended as herein provided or whose policy of liability 
insurance or surety bond shall have been cancelled or 
who shall neglect to furnish additional evidence of 
financial responsibility upon request of the commis- 
sioner, shall immediately return to the commis- 
sioner his operator's license or certificate of registration 
and the number plates issued thereunder. If any person 
shall fail to return to the commissioner the operator’s 
license or certificate of registration and the number 
plates issued thereunder as provided herein, the commis- 
sioner shall forthwith direct any State policeman, motor 
vehicle inspector or other police officer to secure posses- 
sion thereof and to return the same to the office of the 
commissioner. Any person failing to return such opera- 
ior’s license or such certificate and number plates shall 
be fined not more than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), 
and, to the fine imposed, the trial court shall add the 
expense of securing such registration and number plates. 
The amount of such fine and expense shall be paid to the 
commissjoner in the manner provided for the payment 
ef fines for violation of the motor vehicle laws. 

7. The commissioner may cancel such bond or return 
such evidence of insurance, or return such money or 
collateral to the person furnishing the same, provided 
three years shall have elapsed since the filing of such 
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evidence or the making of such deposit during which 
period such person shall not have violated any provision 
of the motor vehicle laws referred to in section one and 
provided no right of action or judgment arising out of 
the operation of a motor vehicle shall then be outstand- 
ing against such person. The commissioner may direct 
the return of any money or collateral to the person who 
furnished the same upon the acceptance and substitution 
cf other evidence of financial responsibility or, at any 
time after one year from the expiration of any registra- 
tion or license issued to such person, provided no written 
notice shall have been filed with the commissioner, stat- 
ing that an action has been brought against such person 
by reason of the ownership, maintenance or operation 
‘of a motor vehicle and, upon the filing by such person 
with the commissioner of a certificate that he has aban- 
doned his residence in this State or that he has made a 
bona fide sale of any and all motor vehicles owned by 
him and does not intend to own or operate any motor 
vehicle in this State for a period of one or more years. 

8. Any person who shall forge, or, without authority, 
sign any evidence of financial responsibility required by 
the commissioner in the administration of this act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon a conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), or by imprisonment not to 
exceed more than three years, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. 

9. The commissioner of motor vehicles shall make 
tules and regulations necessary for the administration 
of this act. 

10. Where a policy of insurance shall be furnished as 
provided herein such policy shall be taken to mean a 
policy of liability insurance issued by an insurance 
carrier authorized to transact business in this State to 
the person therein named as insured, which policy shall 
designate, by explicit description or by appropriate refer- 
ence, all motor vehicles with respect to which coverage 
is intended to be granted by said policy, and shall insure 
the insured named therein and any other person using 
or responsible for the use of any such motor vehicle with 
the consent, express or implied, of such insured, against 
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loss from the liability imposed upon such insured by 
law or upon such other person for injury to or death 
of any person, other than such person or persons as may 
be covered, as respect such injury or death by any work- 
men’s compensation law or damage to property except 
property of others in charge of the insured or the in- 
sured’s employees growing out of the maintenance, use 
or operation of any such motor vehicle in the United 
States of America; or which policy shall, in the alter- 
native, insure the person therein named as insured 
against loss from the liability imposed by law upon such 
insured for injury to or death of any person, other than 
such person or persons as may be covered as respects 
such injury or death by any workmen’s compensation 
law, or damage to property, except property of others 
in charge of the insured or the insured’s employees, 
growing out of the operation or use by such insured of 
any motor vehicle, except a motor vehicle registered in 
the name of such insured, and occurring while such 
insured is personally in control, as driver or occupant, 
of such motor vehicle within the United States of 
America to the amount or limit of $5,000, exclusive of 
interest and costs, on account of injury to or death of 
aly one person, and, subject to the same limit as respects 
injury to or death of one person, of $10,000, exclusive 
of interest and costs, on account of any one accident 
resulting in injury to or death of more than one person; 
and of $1,000 for damage to property of others, as 
herein provided, resulting from any one accident; or a 
binder pending the issuance of any such policy, or an 
endorsement to an existing policy as hereinafter pro- 
vided; provided, that this section shall not be construed 
as preventing any such insurance carrier from granting 
any lawful coverage in excess of or in addition to the 
coverage herein provided for, nor from embodying in 
such policy any agreements, provisions or stipulations 
not contrary to the provisions of this act and not other- 
wise contrary to the law. 

No motor vehicle liability policy shall be issued or 
delivered in this State until a copy of the form of policy 
shall have been on file with the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance for at least thirty days, unless sooner approved in 
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writing by the Commissioner of Insurance nor if within 
said period of thirty days the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance shall have notified the carrier in writing that, in 
his opinion, specifying the reasons therefor, the form of 
policy does not comply with the laws of the State. The 
Commissioner of Insurance shall approve any form of 
policy which discloses the name, address and business of 
the insured, the coverage afforded by such policy, the 
premium charged therefor, the policy period, the limit 
of liability and the agreement that the insurance there- 
under is provided in accordance with the coverage de- 
fined in this section and is subject to all of the provisions 
of this act. 

Such motor vehicle liability policy shall be subject to 
the following provisions which need not be contained 
therein : 

(a) The liability of any company under a motor 
vehicle liability policy shall become absolute whenever 
loss or damage covered by said policy occurs and the 
satisfaction by the insured of a final judgment of such 
loss or damage shal! not be a condition precedent to the 
right or duty of the carrier to make payment on account 
of such loss or damage. No such policy shall be can- 
celled or annulled as respects any loss or damage by any 
agreement between the carrier and the insured after the 
said insured has become responsible for such loss or 
damage and any such cancellation or annullment shall 
be void. Upon the recovery of a final judgment against 
any person for any such loss or damage if the judgment 
debtor was at the accrual of the cause of action insured 
against liability therefore under a motor vehicle liability 
policy, the judgment creditor shall be entitled to have 
the insurance money applied to the satisfaction of the 
judgment. The policy may provide that the insured or 
any person covered by the policy shall reimburse the 
company for payments made on account of any accident, 
claim or suit involving a breach of the terms, provisions 
or conditions of the policy; and, further, if the policy 
shall provide for limits in excess of the limits designated 
in this section the insurance carrier may plead against 
such judgment creditor, with respect to the amount of 
such excess limits of liability any defenses which it may 
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be entitled to plead against the insured. Any such policy 
may further provide for the prorating of the insurance 
thereunder with other applicable valid and collectible 
insurance. | 

(b) The policy, the written application therefor (if 
any) and any rider or endorsement which shall not con- 
flict with the provisions of this act shall constitute the 
entire contract between the parties. 

(c) Any carrier authorized to issue motor vehicle lia- 
bility policies as provided for in this act may, pending the 
issuance of such a policy, execute an agreement, to be 
known as a binder; or may, in lieu of such a policy, 
issue an endorsement to an existing policy, each of which 
shall be construed to provide indemnity or protection in 
like manner and to the same extent as such a policy. 
The provisions of this section shall apply to such binders 
and endorsements. 

11. This act shall take effect November fifteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine. 

Approved April 16, 1929. 


CHAPTER 117. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any municipality of this 
State which may have heretofore or may hereafter 
establish a duly organized uniformed paid fire fighting 
force or department may, by resolution, arrange the 
hours of actual duty or employment of such force or 
department so that said force or department may be 
divided into two platoons or portions, one of which 
piatoon or portion shall be on duty for a period of 
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twenty-four hours while the other platoon or portion 
shall be off duty for a like period of time. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 16, 1929. 


CHAPTER 118. 


An Act respecting cities of the first class and providing 
for the registration of voters for municipal elec- 
tions. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

“1. All persons registered in cities of the first class 
under a supplement to an act entitled “An act to regu- 
late elections” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the amend- 
ments thereof and supplements thereto, passed April 
first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, and the 
amendments thereof and supplements thereto, shall be 
eligible to vote at all municipal elections, and it shall be 
the duty of the county board of elections in counties of 
the first class to sit at a place convenient to the voters 
on such days, and during such hours, as such county 
boards shall deem necessary during the week imme- 
diately preceding the second Tuesday prior to any 
municipal election, to be held in any city of the first 
class, for the purpose of adding the names of all qualified 
voters to the signature copy registers, as the case may 
be, and if upon application by any qualified voter, it is 
made to appear to such county board of elections that 
such voter is a qualified elector and entitled to vote at 
such municipal election, his name shall be added to the 
proper signature copy register, and that after the last 
day of the week preceding the second Tuesday prior to 
the municipal election aforesaid, no name shall be added 
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to the signature copy register until after the municipal 
election. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 16, 1929. 


CHAPTER 119. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two hundred and sixteen of the act to which 
this act is amendatory be and it is hereby amended to 
tead as follows: 

216. No member of any board of chosen freeholders 
shall, during the term for which he shall have been 
elected, be eligible for election or appointment to any 
office or a position required to be filled by any such 
board unless he shall resign and cease to be a member of 
such board for a period of three months prior to his 
election or appointment; provided, however, that this 
restriction shall not apply to any office or position re- 
quired by law to be filled by a member of such board of 
chosen freeholders; and provided further, that this 
section shall not apply to the appointment of a member 
of the board of chosen freeholders to the position of 
county counsel. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 120. 


Aw Act to make a married woman solely responsible 
for her torts. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For all torts committed by a married woman, 
damages may be recovered from her alone, and her 
husband shall not be responsible therefor, except in cases 
where he would be jointly responsible with her if the 
marriage did not exist. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 22, 1929. 


CHAPTER 121. 


A FurtHER SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act 
relating to courts having criminal jurisdiction and 
regulating proceedings in criminal cases” (Revision 
of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a defendant in a criminal case seeks 
to review the judgment entered on his conviction, he 
shall be entitled to sue out a writ of error to review 
such conviction after the imposition of sentence upon 
him, even though a suspended sentence be imposed 
upon him by the court.

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CHAPTER 122. 


Aw Act providing for the retirement of certain county 
employees in counties of the first class of this State 
and providing a pension for such retired county 
employees and their dependents. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In all counties of the first class of this State any 
county employee, as hereinafter set forth, who shall 
have served in the employ of any such county for a 
period of twenty years, and shall have obtained the age 
of sixty years, shall, upon his or her own application, 
be retired on half pay. 

2. The words “be retired on half pay,’’ as used in 
this act, shall be construed to mean retired upon a pen- 
sion equal to one-half of the annual salary at the time 
of retirement. 

3. Any county employee who shall have served as 
such for a period of twenty years, whether he or she 
has reached the age of sixty years or not, who shall be 
found, as hereinafter provided, to be physically unfit 
for further service, shall, upon application, in writing, 
to the pension commission, be retired upon half pay. 

4. All such retirements are to be made and pensions 
allowed by the pension commission hereinafter created. 

5. Any county employee who shall have received a 
permanent disability by reason of injury, accident or 
sickness, incurred at any time in the service, which 
shall permanently incapacitate him or her, shall, upon 
the certificate of a physician designated for that purpose 
by the pension commission, be retired on a pension equal 
to one-half of his or her salary at the time of his or 
her retirement. Where, however, any such county 
employee shall desire to retire by reason of injury or 
Gisease, such employee shall make application in writing 
to the pension commission for such retirement; where- 
upon the pension commission shall call to their 
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assistance the aid of a regularly licensed and practicing 
surgeon or physician. The president of the pension 
commission is authorized to administer oaths to said 
surgeons, physicians or other persons called in respect 
to the matter before the commission. The commission 
shall determine, by resolution, whether said person is 
entitled to the benefits of this act. In the event that 
the two surgeons or physicians so called, as hereinbefore 
provided, fail to agree upon the physical condition of the 
applicant, then the pension commission may call a third 
and disinterested, licensed and practicing surgeon or 
physician and the determination of the majority of said 
three surgeons or physicians, who shall be first duly 
sworn, shall be reduced to writing and signed by them, 
and the pension commission shall consider the same 
in reaching their decision. 

6. No pension shall be paid to the surviving husband 
of any deceased employee as aforesaid unless the sur- 
viving husband shall be and shall continue to remain 
dependent upon the income which such employee was 
receiving at the time of her death, and unless such sur- 
viving husband shall continue to remain physically or 
mentally incapable of pursuing some gainful occupation. 
The pension commission shall determine the question 
of dependency of the surviving husband, as well as the 
ability of the surviving husband to pursue some gain- 
ful occupation; and provided further, that no pension 
shall be paid to any widow or dependent husband if he 
or she was married to her deceased husband or his 
deceased wife after the date of his or her retirement or 
after the passage of this act, he or she shall have arrived 
at the age of sixty years. The pension as aforesaid shall 
be paid to the widow or dependent husband during his 
or her natural life, and so long as he or she shall remain 
unmarried. 

7. In case of the death of an employee who shall be 
a widower or widow, at death, leaving dependent child 
or children under sixteen years of age, the benefits of 
this act which a widow or dependent husband would 
otherwise be entitled to receive, shall be paid to the 
guardian of such child or children, for the exclusive 
use and benefit of such child or children. In all cases 
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where one dependent child survives, such benefits shati 
cease upon such child attaining the age of sixteen years. 
In case more than one child survives, the benefits shall 
be reduced proportionately upon any of such children 
attaining the age of sixteen years. 

8. A fund shall be created in the following manner 
for the purpose of paying such pension, to wit: 

There shall be deducted by the county treasurer from 
cvery payment of salary to such county employee who 
shall be benefited by this act, and pay to such fund 
three per centum of the amount of such salary, and in 
addition thereto there shall be annually raised by the 
board of chosen freeholders in the county budget and 
contributed annually to such fund by the county an 
amount equivalent to three per centum of said county 
employee’s salaries; to said fund there shall be added 
all moneys donated for the purpose of such fund, and 
all rewards which may be paid to any county employee 
while acting as such county employee, all of which 
moneys and rewards shall be paid over to the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county, to be deposited in 
such fund. In case, at any time, there shall not be suf- 
ficient money in such pension fund to pay such pension, 
the board of chosen freeholders of the county shall, 
from time to time, include in any tax levy a sum suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of such pension fund. 
All pensions granted under this act shall be exempt 
from any State or municipal tax, levy and sale, garnish- 
ment or attachment, or any other process whatsoever, 
and shall be unassignable. 

9. The words “county employee” or “employee,” as 
used in this act, shall mean and include all employees in 
service of any county of the first class of this State, 
not including laborers, unless such labor work is 
paid on a monthly or annual salary basis for a continu- 
ous employment of such labor and recognized as perma- 
tient appointees, it being the intent to exclude transient 
labor from the operation of this act; the words “county 
employee” or “employee” shall not be held to include 
any member of the police department, fire department, 
or employee of any board of health. The pension com- 
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niission shall have it in their power to determine whether 
or not the employment of any employee as aforesaid is 
permanent within the meaning of this act. 

10. This act shall not be construed to affect in any 
manner any pension fund now organized or created 
under any existing law, nor shall the same affect in 
any manner any pension association or corporation now 
organized and existing under any present law, nor 
shall it affect any of the members thereof. 

11. No person who shall receive, or is, or shall be, 
entitled to receive any pension under any other law of 
this State providing for contribution to a pension fund 
out of the compensation of county employees, shall be 
entitled to receive the benefits of this act. 

12. Any such county employee, now or hereafter in 
the service of any county of the first class of this State, 
may, within thirty days after the passage of this act, 
or within thirty days after permanent appointment, as 
the case may be, at his or her option notify the pension 
commission in writing that he or she does not desire to 
be bound by the provisions of this act, and in such 
event no deductions, as aforesaid, shall be made from the 
salary of such county employee, nor in such event shall 
any pension be paid to any such employee or his depend- 
ents as aforesaid under this act. 

13. That within thirty days after this act shall take 
effect there shall be established in such counties of the 
first class of this State a pension commission of five 
members, consisting of the county supervisor of said 
county, the chief financial officer of said county and 
two county employees of said county, who shall be nom- 
inated and elected at the meeting to be held by the county 
employees of said county within thirty days after the 
passage of this act. It shall be the duty of the county 
supervisor to give five days’ notice in writing of the 
time and place of such meeting to all such employees, 
who may cast written ballots by proxy. The two county 
employees of said county shall hold office until their 
successors are elected at the meeting of such employees 
to be held on the third Wednesday of the following 
December, and thereafter two county employees shall 
be elected as members of such pension commission, in 
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the same manner, on the third Wednesday of December 
every second year, and the term of office of the mem- 
bers of said commission so to be elected by said county 
employees shall be for two years, commencing January 
first following their election. The fifth member of such 
commission shall be a citizen of the county who is not 
a public officeholder in such county or any municipality 
therein, and shall be selected by the other four members 
of the commission and shall hold office for the term 
cf one year. In case of vacancy for any cause, the com- 
niussion shall have power to fill such vacancy until the 
next election. The said commission shall hold its annual 
meetings between the first and fifteenth days of January 
in each year, and elect its president and such of their 
officers as it shall deem advisable, and also a secretary 
whose compensation the commission shall have the 
power to fix and pay out of such fund. The pension 
commission shall be known as the County Employees’ 
Pension Commission of the County of 
14. The said pension commission shall have control 
and management of the said funds and of the retirement 
of said county employees, and they are hereby empow- 
ered to make all necessary rules and regulations regard- 
ing the same not inconsistent with this act. All moneys 
belonging to said pension fund shall be received and paid 
over to the chief financial officer of such county, whose 
official bond shall cover the same. All moneys paid out 
of such pension fund shall be paid by the chief financial 
officer of such county upon warrants signed by the 
president and secretary of said pension commission or 
such officers as the pension commission shall designate. 
15. Said pension commission shall deposit such funds 
in any of the banks or trust companies of such county. 
All moneys not needed for the immediate payment of 
such pensions shall be invested by said pension commis- 
sion in interest-bearing bonds of any municipality in this 
tate or in any other interest-bearing securities in which 
savings banks of this State are authorized to invest their 
funds. 
16. The pension commission shall make an annual 
report of the condition of such fund and -the manner 
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in which the same is invested, which shall be filed with 
the board of chosen freeholders of such county. 

17. No pension shall be paid out of the fund created 
under this act until three years after the organization 
of the said pension commission. 

18. This act shall affect and include county employees, 
as herein described, jointly employed by two or more 
counties, on inter-county bridges. Such employees’ 
contribution of three per centum of his or her salary 
shall be made in full to the county employees’ pension 
fund of the county from which such employee was 
appointed, and the board of chosen freeholders of such 
county shall contribute three per centum of the total 
of such employee’s salary to such fund in the manner 
herein set forth. Such employee and his or her depend- 
ents as herein described shall receive the benefits of 
this act from such county pension fund in the same 
manner as if he or she were employed exclusively by 
such county. 

19. In case for any reason any paragraph or any 
provision of this act shall be questioned in any court 
and shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not be held to affect any other paragraph or 
provision of this act. 

20. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend the title and body of an act entitled 
“An act regulating the days of employment of uni- 
formed members of paid police departments in

1. The title of an act entitled ‘An act regulating the 
days of employment of uniformed members of paid 
police departments in municipalities of this State, now 
or hereafter having a population in excess of twenty 
thousand inhabitants, including all paid uniformed police 
officers having supervision or regulation of traffic upon 
county roads, parks and parkways,” be and the same is 
hereby amended so that henceforth the same shall read 
as follows: “An act regulating the days of employment 
of uniformed members of paid police departments in 
municipalities of this State, now or hereafter having a 
population in excess of five thousand inhabitants, includ- 
ing all paid uniformed police officers having supervision 
or regulation of traffic upon county roads, parks and 
parkways.” 

2. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

1. The days of employment of uniformed members 
of any paid police department in any municipality of this 
State, now or hereafter having a population in excess 
of five thousand inhabitants, including all paid uni- 
formed police officers having supervision or regulation 
of traffic upon county roads, parks and parkways shall 
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not exceed six days in any one week; provided, however, 
that in case of an emergency the officer, board or other 
official having charge or control -of all such police 
departments shall have full authority to summon and 
keep on duty any and all such officers during the period 
of any such emergency.

CHAPTER 127, 
An Act concerning public parks and places. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a park or public place, the title of which 
is in trustees, is within the corporate limits of any one 
municipality of this State, it shall be lawful for the 
governing body of such municipality to make and enter 
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into an agreement with such trustees, as a consideration 
in whole or in part for a conveyance of such park to 
such municipality providing for the expenditure of not 
less than a certain sum annually for the maintenance, 
upkeep and improvement of said park, to be specified 
in such agreement, as arranged upon between the parties, 
and thereupon accept a conveyance of such park subject 
to the conditions under which such trustees hold the 
same, provided such trustees have power to make such 
conveyance. 

2. After the making of such conveyance such agree- 
ment shall be and continue binding upon such municipal- 
ity and may be enforced by appropriate proceedings 
at law or in equity upon the complaint or at the relation 
of any of the grantors in such deed, or the heirs or legal 
representatives of any of said grantors, or of ary tax- 
payer resident in such municipality. 

3. Any such municipality, without taking title to 
such park, may appropriate such sum or sums of money 
as the governing body shall think proper for the main- 
tenance of roads, paths, lakes, bridges, planting of trees, 
flowers and shrubbery, the erection of shelters, stands, 
rest houses, seats, and provisions for the comfort and 
convenience of the persons using said park, but money 
so appropriated shall be used and expended by the proper 
officer of such municipality under the direction of the 
appropriate committee of the governing body thereof, 
subject to the approval of the trustees of such park. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 128. 


A FurtHEer SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act 
concerning townships” (Revision of 1899), approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all townships of this State, now or hereafter 
having a population in excess of fourteen thousand 
inhabitants, as determined by the preceding Federal 
census, the members of the township committee in any 
such township shall be entitled to have and receive 
annual salaries not in excess of two thousand five 
hundred dollars ($2,500), to be paid in the same manner 
as the salaries of township committee members are now 
paid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately, but its pro- 
visions shall remain inoperative in any such township 
until any such township committee shall, by ordinance, 
fix and determine the salaries so to be paid, but not in 
excess of the amount fixed by this act; which said 
ordinance upon its adoption, as aforesaid, shall be sub- 
mitted to the legal voters of the township at an election 
to be called for that purpose within thirty days after 
the adoption of any such ordinance. 

3. Upon the adoption of any such ordinance the town- 
ship clerk shall call an election at any time within thirty 
days thereafter, at which there shall be submitted to the 
voters the following question in substantially the follow- 
ing form: “Shall an ordinance fixing the salaries of 
members of the township committee of .............. 
at (here insert amount of salary) dollars be adopted?” 

4, The said clerk shall fix the time and the place, or 
places, of holding said election, which shall be conducted 
by the district boards of registry and election of the 
election districts comprised within such township, and 
any voter residing therein, whose name appears upon the 
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poll book of the preceding general election shall be 
entitled to vote at such election. The result shali be can- 
vassed and returned by the said district board of registry 
and election to the township clerk, and if the majority 
of the votes cast at such election shall be in favor of 
the adoption of such ordinance it shall take effect as 
in such ordinance provided; provided, however, that 
no ordinance authorized to be submitted by the provi- 
sions of this act shall be submitted to the voters oftener 
than once in two years.

CHAPTER 129. 


A SupPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act regulating 
the employment of certain officers and employees of 
this State, and of the various municipalities thereof, 
and providing for a Civil Service Commission and 
defining its powers and duties,” approved April tenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and eight. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any city of the second class in this State, having 
a population between one hundred thirty-five thousand 
(135,000) and one hundred fifty thousand (150,000) 
which has adopted the provisions of the act to which 
this is a supplement, the person or officer appointed 
to enforce, pass upon or revise the building code or 
inspect buildings in such cities shall be classified in the 
competitive class of the civil service and entitled to ail 
ct the rights, privileges and protection in tenure as js 
now provided for persons in such competitive class. 


2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 130. 


A SuPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to establish 
public parks in certain counties in this State and to 
regulate the same,” approved March fifth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any county board having control of any 
street, avenue or road within any county, has heretofore 
transferred to any park commission, organized in such 
county under the provisions of the act to which this 
act is a supplement, the care, custody and control of any 
street, avenue or road which lies within the boundaries 
of more than one municipality of such county, and 
whenever said park commission shall determine that it 
is for the public interest that the care, custody and con- 
trol of said street, avenue or road within the limits of 
any municipality, or any portion thereof within said 
municipality, should be transferred to such municipality, 
it shall be lawful for such park commission to transfer 
to such municipality the care, custody and control of 
such street, avenue or road within the limits of such 
municipality, or any portion thereof therein; provided, 
however, that such municipality, by ordinance or reso- 
lution shall consent to such transfer, which consent such 
municipality is hereby authorized to give.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish 
_ a thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and 
management thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and three, approved March 
fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-three. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

Seetian (182 1. Section one hundred and eighty-two of an act 
entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools, and to provide for the 
maintenance, support and management thereof,” 
approved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three, amended March twenty-fourth, one thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen, be further amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

Report by 4 182. The board of education of each school district 

to cmt aent, Shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March in each 
year, certify to the county superintendent of schools 
for the county in which such school district shall be 
situate, and on the blanks furnished for that purpose 
by the Commissioner of Education, the number of 
teachers, who shall have been employed in the schools of 
such district for the full time the schools therein shall 
have been kept open during the current school year, 
and the number of teachers who shall have been employed 
in said schools for a portion of .said year, but for a 
period of not less than four months, specifying the 

_grade in which each of such teachers shall have been 

Pupils outside employed. There shall also be certified as aforesaid the 
number of pupils who shall have attended a public school 

in a district other than that in which they reside, and 

for whom tuition fees shall have been paid by the board 

of education, specifying the grade in which each of said 

pupils shall have been enrolled during said year, and

also the number of such pupils for whom transportation 
has been provided, and the cost thereof. 

The said county superintendent of schools shall, on 
or before the first day of April in each year, apportion 
.to the several school districts of said county the State 
school moneys, and the interest of the surplus revenue 
in the following manner : 

I. (a) The sum of six hundred dollars ($600) to 
each district in which there shall have been employed 
a supervising principal or city superintendent of schools, 
who shall have devoted his entire time to the supervision 
of the schools in such district, but if two or more dis- 
tricts shall have united in employing a supervising 
principal as aforesaid, the six hundred dollars ($600) 
apportioned for such principal shall be apportioned 
among said district in the proportion that the number 
of teachers employed in each of said districts shall bear 
to the total number of teachers employed in all of the 
districts uniting in employing said supervising principal. 

(b) The sum of five hundred dollars ($500) for 
each teacher employed in a special class for the instruc- 
tion of blind or deaf children or for children who are 
three years or more below the normal. 

(c) The sum of four hundred dollars ($400) for 
each assistant superintendent and supervisor, other than 
the supervising principal, employed in the district, and 
each permanent teacher employed in a high school or 
high school department having a full four years’ course 
of study, following a full eight years’ primary and 
grammar school course, which high school course shall 
have been approved by the State Board of Education. 

(d) The sum of three hundred dollars ($300) for 
each permanent teacher employed in a high school or 
high school department having a full three years’ course 
of study following a full eight years’ primary and gram- 
mar school course, which high school course shall have 
been approved by the State Board of Education. 

(e) The sum of two hundred dollars ($200) for each 
permanent teacher employed in an ungraded school or 
in a kindergarten, primary or grammar department, 
or in a high school department having a course of study 
of less than three full years, which course of study shall 
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have been approved by the State Board of Education. 

(f) The sum of eighty dollars ($80) for each tempo- 
rary teacher who shall have been employed for a period 
of not less than four months. 

(g} The sum of eighty dollars ($80) for each teacher 
employed in an evening school for the full time such 
school shall have been maintained; provided, the board 
of education shall certify that said evening school has 
been maintained for not less than sixty-four evening 
sessions of at least two hours each in each year, and 
unless there shall be maintained at least three evening 
sessions each week during the school year preceding that 
for which the apportionment shall be made; provided, 
further, if any such teacher shall have been also 
employed in the day schools of the same district, the 
apportionment aforesaid shall be made for such teacher 
in addition to any amount apportioned for him as 
teacher in such day schools. 

(h) The sum of sixty dollars ($60) for each pupil 
who shall have attended a high school or high school 
department in a district other than that in which he 
resides, and for whom a tuition fee shall be paid by 
the board of education. 

(1) The sum of fifteen dollars ($15) for each pupil 
who shall have attended an ungraded school or a kinder- 
garten, primary or grammar school department, in a 
district other than that in which he resides, and for 
whom a tuition fee shall have been paid by the board of 
education. 

(k) Seventy-five per centum of the cost of trans- 
portation of pupils to a public school or schools; pro- 
vided, that subject to appeal as provided in section ten 
of the act to which this act is an amendment, the neces- 
sity for transportation and the cost and method thereof 
shall have been approved by the county superintendent 
of schools of the county in which the district paying 
the cost of such transportation is situate. 

(m) The sum of three hundred fifteen dollars ($315) 
for each permanent teacher employed in a high school 
or high school department or in an intermediate school 
associated therewith; provided, that such schools shall 
together have a full six years’ course following a full 
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Six years primary and grammar school course, and 
that such high school and intermediate school shall have 
been approved by the State Board of Education; and 
provided, further, that if in any district in addition to 
a high school and intermediate school as described in 
this paragraph there shall be another high school or 
schools, or high school department or departments 
having a full four years’ course of study following a 
full eight years’ primary and grammar school course, 
the apportionment for such schools shall be in accord- 
ance with subdivision (c) of this section. 

(n) The sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) 
for each permanent teacher employed in an intermediate 


school approved by the State Board of Education in 


districts not maintaining senior high schools. 

In making such apportionment teachers employed in 
a manual training school or department in.a district 
receiving an appropriation from the State for such 
manual training school or department, and who shall 
have devoted at least one-half of the time the schools 
in said district shall have been kept open to school work 
other than manual training, shall be regarded as tem- 
porary teachers only, but no apportionment shall be 
made for teachers who shall have devoted their entire 
time to teaching in such manual training school or 
department. 

II. He shall apportion to the several school districts 
of the county the remainder of said moneys on the basis 
of the total days’ attendance of all pupils enrolled in the 
public schools thereof as ascertained from the last 
published report of the Commissioner of Education. 
For the purpose of such apportionment an attendance 
upon an evening school shall be counted as one-half 
day’s attendance. If a school in any district shall on 
account of contagious disease, destruction of the school- 
house by fire or otherwise, or for other good reason, 
be closed for the purpose of this apportionment, such 
school shall be deemed to have been in session, and the 
total days’ attendance upon such school for the time it 
shall have been closed as aforesaid shall be determined 
by dividing the actual total days’ attendance of the 
pup enrolled in such school by the number of days 
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such school shall have been actually in session, multi-. 
plying the quotient thus obtained by the number of 
school days such school shall have been closed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 132. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act for the pro- 
tection of certain kinds of birds, game and fish, to 
regulate their method of capture, and provide open 
and close seasons for such capture and possession” 
(Revision of 1903), approved April fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for one year from the passage 
of this act for any person to hunt for, pursue, capture 
or kill, injure or destroy any ruffed grouse, also known 
as partridge, in the counties of Warren, Sussex, Morris, 
Passaic or Bergen, under a penalty of twenty dollars 
($20) for each ruffed grouse hunted for, pursued, 
captured, killed, injured or destroyed. 

2. This act shall be enforced by the persons author- 
ized and in accordance with the provisions of an act 
entitled “An act to provide a uniform procedure for 
the enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and 
birds, and for the recovery of penalties for violation 
thereof,’ approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, and the acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto. 

. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 133. 


Aw Act to create and incorporate a school district to 
be known as the school district of the borough of 
Hopewell. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of all the lands within the corpo- 
rate limits of the borough of Hopewell, in the county 
of Mercer, are hereby created, constituted and declared 
to be a body politic and corporate as the School District 
of the Borough of Hopewell, in the county of Mercer. 
And the assumption of any school indebtedness and 
the vesting of title to school property as well as the 
operation and the time of commencement of operation 
of said district shall be governed by the general laws 
of this State relating to schools. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately but its pro- 
visions shall remain inoperative unless and until a 
proposition for its ratification and adoption shall have 
been submitted to the legal voters of the borough of 
Hopewell at the next (1929) general election and the 
majority of the votes cast thereon shall be in favor of 
said ratification and adoption and the result of said vote 
certified by the clerk of the said borough of Hopewell 
to the clerk of the county of Mercer. Said question shall 
be submitted by placing on the general election ballot the 
following:

CHAPTER 134. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to establish 
public parks in certain counties in this State, and to 
regulate the same,’ approved March fifth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-five. 


BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the governing body of any county or 
municipality shall request any park commission, or- 
ganized under the act to which this act is a supplement, 
to dedicate land owned by, or under the care, custody 
and control of such park commission, to public use as a 
public street, road or highway, for the purpose of locat- 
ing, opening, laying out, widening, straightening, chang- 
ing the course of, or extending, any public street, road 
or highway, such park commission shall have power and 
authority, by the passage of an appropriate resolution, 
to dedicate to public use as a public street, road or high- 
way so much of the land owned by, or under the care, 


* custody and control of such park commission as such

park commission may determine to be for the public 
interest, upon such terms and conditions as such park 
commission may define; and such county or municipality 
is hereby authorized and empowered, by the passage of 
an appropriate resolution, to accept such dedication for 
the purpose or purposes aforesaid. 
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2. A copy of the resolution of such park commission 
and of the resolution of such county or municipality and 
a map of so much of the land owned by, or under the 
care, custody and control of such park commission as 
may be necessary to show the land so dedicated to public 
use for the purpose or purposes set forth in section one 
of this act shall be filed in the office of the clerk, or, in 
the counties having a county register, with the register 
of the county in which such park commission is 
organized. 

3. Any act or acts or any parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect 
immediately.

CHAPTER 135. 


An Act relative to bridges now or heretofore or here- 
after erected over canals in this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the board of chosen free- 
holders in any county in this State to authorize by reso- 
lution an agreement with any municipality within such 
county providing for the maintenance, repair, rebuilding, 
reconstruction, transfer to, or elimination of any bridge 
over any canal heretofore or hereafter constructed or 
maintained by such board of chosen freeholders, and the 
governing body of such municipality in which such 
bridge is or shall hereafter be located shall have the 
power to enter in such a contract providing for the main- 
tenance, repair, rebuilding, reconstruction, elimination 
by or transfer to such municipality. Such contract shall 
provide the consideration for said contract either by pay- 
ment of a lump sum or annual sums or any other valu- 
able consideration agreed upon by such board of chosen 
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freeholders or governing body of such municipality. 
Should any municipality accept the responsibility for any 
such bridge by agreement with such board of chosen 
freeholders such municipality shall thereafter on the pay- 
ment of consideration provided for in said contract be 
exclusively responsible for the maintenance, repair, re- 
building, reconstruction or elimination of such bridge. 
It shall be lawful for such board of chosen freeholders 
io pay any sums provided to be paid under any such con- 
tract out of the tax levy of such county or any unex- 
pended balance in any such county, or if in the judgment 
of such board the inclusion of such sum in the tax budget 
of any one year shall be too burdensome for the tax 
payers it shall be lawful for such board of chosen free- 
holders to issue and sell the bonds of the county for said 
purpose under the statutes heretofore or hereafter en- 
acted providing for the issuance of bonds by counties. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed, and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 136. 


An Act to authorize a conveyance of certain State lands 
situated in the township of Ewing, Mercer County. 


WuereEas, The State of New Jersey is the owner of a 
triangular strip of land situate in the township of 
Ewing, Mercer County, and hereinafter particularly 
described, which said strip of land is no longer of any 
practical value to the State, being a portion of that 
part of Asylum Road which was abandoned when the 
grade crossing was eliminated by the building of the 
Asylum Road bridge. 


Now, THEREFORE, Be it enacted by the Senate and 
General Assembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor, treasurer, and comptroller, consti- 
tuting the State House Commission, are hereby author- 
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ized to convey, by good and sufficient deed, in the name 
of the State of New Jersey, and for such consideration 
as shall be agreed upon between said State House Com- 
mission and any person, firm, corporation or partner- 
ship purchasing same, all that certain tract or parcel of 
land, situate, lying and being in the township of Ewin, 
county of Mercer and State of New Jersey and more 
particularly described as follows, to wit: 

Beginning at a point where the eastern boundary line 
of land donated ‘by the State of New Jersey for building 
Asylum Road bridge intersects the southern right-of-way 
line of the Delaware and Bound Brook Railroad and 
fifty feet (50’) at right angles from the centre line 
thereof; thence along said right-of-way line, parallel to 
the centre line of the Delaware and Bound Brook Rail- 
road, north thirty degrees forty-five minutes east (N. 
30° 46’ E..) fifty-eight feet (58’) to the centre line of the 
now abandoned portion of Asylum Road; thence along 
said centre line of said road south five degrees twenty- 
nine minutes west (S. 5° 29’ W.) one hundred and 
fifty feet (150’) to a point; thence north eight degrees 
forty-five minutes west (N. 8° 45’ W.) one hundred and 
six-tenths feet (100.6’) to the place of beginning. Con- 
taining forty-three one-thousandths (0.043) acre, more 
or less. 

2. ‘The proceeds from the sale of said land and pren:- 
ises shall be paid into the Treasury of the State. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 137. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘“‘An act to authorize the 
sale or mortgaging of lands and premises in which a 
person mentally incapacitated’: may have an inchoate 
right of dower, and provide for the determination, 
release or purchase of such inchoate right of dower,” 
approved April first, one thousand nine hundred and 
twelve. 


BE IT ENACTED Dy the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any conveyance or release of dower 
shall have been heretofore or hereafter made by any 
master of the Court of Chancery, in accordance with the 
provisions of an act to which this is a supplement, and 
it shall thereafter appear to the satisfaction of the ordi- 
nary of the prerogative court, that the person entitled 
to an inchoate right of dower in the lands, tenements and 
hereditaments conveyed or released, shall have been re- 
stored to her reason and be of sound mind and under- 
standing, it shall be lawful for the ordinary of the pre- 
rogative court, upon the execution and filing with the 
said prerogative court, of a relinquishment or release 
of the right of dower of such person, acknowledged in 
the manner prescribed by law for that purpose, to direct, 
that any funds or money or other property that may 
have been paid to the guardian of such person, or that 
may have been retained or set aside in any manner what- 
soever for the purpose of providing for the enjoyment 
by such person, during her natural life, of her dower 
interest in such lands, tenements and hereditaments, be 
paid to the owner of said premises or to such persons 
as the ordinary of the prerogative court shall find en- 
titled thereto. ; 

2. Whenever it shall appear to the ordinary of the 
prerogative court that any person entitled to an inchoate 
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right of dower in lands, tenements and hereditaments, 
heretofore or hereafter conveyed or released by virtue 
of the provisions of the act to which this is a supplement, 
shall have been restored to her reason and be of sound 
mind and understanding, and such person shall not exe- 
cute a relinquishment or a release of her dower interest 
in such property as hereinbefore provided, that then it 
shall be lawful for the ordinary of the prerogative court 
to ascertain and determine a sum in gross to be paid to 
such person in consideration of her inchoate right of 
dower in the lands, tenements and hereditaments, and 
to direct that such sum shall be paid to her, and that any 
and all other funds, money or property that may have 
been paid to the guardian of such person, or have been 
retained to provide for the payment of said dower or 
right, or estate in dower be paid to the persons entitled 
thereto, as the said ordinary of the prerogative court 
may ascertain and determine. 

3. The prerogative court shall have full power to 
make any and all orders and decrees relative to the same 
as may be necessary to give full and complete relief to 
any and all of the parties, their heirs, devisees and 
assigns. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 138. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend and 
supplement an act entitled ‘An act concerning con- 
tagious and infectious diseases among cattle; regu- 
lating the importation of cattle into this State, and 
providing measures to check the spread of diseases 
among cattle in this State; creating the Commission 
on Tuberculosis Among Animals, prescribing its 
powers and duties and fixing penalties for violations 
of this act,’ approved April twenty-fourth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eleven,” and to repeal certain 
sections thereof, approved March nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Paragraph five of section two of the act of which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby further 
amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

5. (a) Whenever the Department of Health of the 
State of New Jersey or the owner or owners of any 
dairy or breeding animals shall request the Department 
of Agriculture to cause an inspection to be made of any 
of such animals as may be supposed to be diseased with 
tuberculosis, the Department of Agriculture may desig- 
nate a veterinarian to make such inspection, and if 
deemed advisable by the Department of Agriculture to 
conduct a tuberculin test of said animal or animals in 
accordance with the methods prescribed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. If the owner or owners of such 
animal or animals shall agree to comply with and carry 
out the regulations of the Department of Agriculture re- 
lating to the removal from the herd and quarantine of 
condemned animals, the disinfection of the premises and 
the introduction into the herd of other animals, the ex- 
pense of such inspection and tests shall be borne by the 
Department of Agriculture. 
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(b) Whenever such an inspection or test shall result 
in the condemnation of any animals examined or tested, 
such animal or animals shall be held in quarantine by 
the owner or owners thereof until notified by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to slaughter said animal or animals, 
and upon receipt of said notice said owner or owners 
shall immediately slaughter or cause such animal or 
animals to be slaughtered in the presence of a duly 
authorized Federal, State or municipal inspector. If the 
owner or owners of any animal or animals so condemned 
shall, before the slaughter of said animal or animals, 
agree to accept the net proceeds from the sale of the 
meat, hide and other marketable parts of said animal cr 
animals, provided the same shall have passed inspection 
by a Federal, State or municipal health inspector, then 
said owner or owners shall have no further claim against 
the State on account of said slaughter, or the owner or 
owners of said animal or animals so condemned may 
agree that the value of said animal or animals be deter- 
mined by appraisement by the Department of Agricul- 
ture as hereinafter provided. 

(c) The veterinarian making an official tuberculin 
test, or any duly authorized agent of the Department of 
Agriculture, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
make an agreement with the owner or owners as to the 
valuation of the animal or animals condemned. Imme- 
diately before commencing the test, if it is deemed ad- 
visable by the Department of Agriculture, an appraise- 
ment may be made by the owner and a duly authorized 
agent or representative of the Department of Agricul- 
ture on the market value of the animals as of the day of 
appraisement, and in case the animals so appraised react 
to such official tuberculin test the amount of the ap- 
praisement as agreed upon prior to tuberculin testing 
shall be official and shall be accepted by the owner and 
the State Department of Agriculture. 

In all cases where no agreement can be reached, there 
shall be appointed three competent and disinterested free- 
holders, one appointed by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, one by the owner or owners, and the third by the 
first two at the expense of the owner or owners, who 
shall ascertain and decide upon the appraised value of 
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each animal condemned, and shall sign a certificate of 
such value in the presence of a witness who shall attest 
the same, and such valuation shall in each case be made 
upon the market value of said animal for breeding, dairy 
or beef purposes on the day of appraisement. No in- 
caemnity shall be paid for reacting animals unless slaugh- 
tered within thirty days of date of appraisal at such 
time and place as the Department of Agriculture shall 
designate, which must be done under the supervision of 
a Federal, State or municipal inspector, approved by the 
Department of Agriculture, and the carcass examined 
and judged as to fitness for food. ‘The salvage is the 
net amount received from the sale of the animal or ani- 
mals, and a report of such sale shall be made on blanks 
furnished for that purpose by the Department of Agri- 
culture, signed by the purchaser or his agent, and in no 
case shall the owner or owners receive compensation 
from the State if said statement prove false. Delivery 
and slaughtering charges may be deducted, but any 
charges for holding the animal pending slaughter shall 
not be deducted and any such charges will not be paid 
by the State. In the case of a bovine animal so killed 
to prevent the spread of tuberculosis the owner shall be 


‘entitled to receive the net proceeds of the sale of the 


animal, and in addition thereto shall be paid an in- 
demnity equal to fifty per centum (50%) of the ap- 
praised value of the animal, but not to exceed the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00), for a regis- 
tered animal, and not exceeding the sum of seventy-five 
dollars ($75.00) for any other bovine animal. 

The total amount receivable by the owner from the net 
proceeds of the sale of the animal, plus indemnity from 
the Federal Government, and indemnity from the State 
shail not however exceed the appraised value of the 
animal. 

Upon presentation of said appraisement certificate to 
the State Comptroller, with the approval of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture endorsed thereon, the owner or 
owners shall be entitled to have and receive from the 
State Treasury the sum fixed by this act; provided, how- 
ever, that there shall in no case be paid a sum in excess 
of one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) for a regis- 
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tered animal, and seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for any 
other bovine. In the case of registered animals the 
owner or owners shall furnish the certificate of regis- 
tration to the Department of Agriculture for approval. 

An indemnity may be paid provided the animal or 
animals had been within the State for at least six months 
prior to the time of being condemned and provided fur- 
ther, that the animal or animals at the time of entry into 
the State of New Jersey was accompanied by a tuber- 
culin test chart and other credentials showing that the 
herd from which the animal or animals originated had 
passed a negative tuberculin test in accordance with the 
regulations of the accredited herd agreement under co- 
operative State and Federal supervision, and that such 
test included the animal or animals in question, and that 
the animal or animals in addition had passed a satis- 
factory test negatively within thirty days of the date of 
shipment of said animal or animals from the point where 
the animal or animals were so tested under co-operative 
State and Federal supervision, in a manner satisfactory 
to the requirements of the New Jersey Department of 
Agriculture. 

In all cases it is provided that the animal or animals 
so condemned and appraised shall have been owned at 
least six months in this State prior to the condemnation 
thereof; proof of ownership shall be furnished by the 
owner to the Department of Agriculture upon request 
made therefor; and provided, further, that no compen- 
sation shall be made for steers, nonregistered or grade 
bulls, nor for animals considered by the Department of 
Agriculture to be of no value. 

2. Definitions: The terms used in this act shall be 
construed as follows and taken to include the singular 
or plural as may be necessary in any given case: 

“Owner” shall include any person, firm, copartnership, 
association or corporation owning or leasing cattle from 
another. 

“Premise” shall include any part or portion of land 
or any structure erected on land and any vehicle or ves- 
sel used in the transportation of passengers, goods or 
cattle. 
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“Tuberculin test’’ shall include any method of testing 
by tuberculin or by any other method of testing for the 
detection of tuberculosis. 

“Official test’? shall include all tuberculin tests made 
under the supervision of or authorization from the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

“Private test’ shall include all tuberculin tests other 
than official tests and shall be made at the owner’s 
expense. 

“Reactor” shall apply to any cattle reacting to a tuber- 
culin test or tests, either official or private, conducted to 
determine the existence of tuberculosis. 

‘“Suspicious’’.shall apply to cattle tested to determine 
the presence of tuberculosis and not giving a reaction 
sufficient to justify condemnation. 

“Quarantine” shall mean to hold in segregation be- 
«ause of the presence or the suspected presence of a con- 
tagious or infectious disease and shall be construed as 
zither special quarantine or general quarantine as ap- 
plicable to existing conditions. 

“Special quarantine’ shall mean a quarantine of a 
single animal or a quarantine of a single building, struc- 

-en, car, vessel, vehicle, field or enclosure or a quar- 
antine of any number of animals when confined or con- 
tained in the same building, structure, pen, car vessel, 
vehicle, field or enclosure. 

“General quarantine” shall include all quarantines not 
included under the term “special quarantine” as herein 
defined. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 139. 


An Act to amend “An act concerning unpaid taxes, a3- 
sessments and other municipal charges on real prop- 
erty, and providing for the collection thereof by the 
creation and enforcement of liens thereon” (Revision 
of 1918), approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section forty-nine of the act to which this act is 
an amendment be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

49. The purchaser, or his heirs or assigns, in addi- 
tion to the foregoing remedy, and at any time after ‘ic 
expiration of the term of two years, whether notice to 
redeem has been given or not, may file a bill in equity 
to foreclose the right of redemption, but on filing such 
bill the right to redeem shail exist and continue until 
barred by the decree of the Court of Chancery; and the 
Court of Chancery upon the filing of a bill to foreclose 
as aforesaid is hereby empowered to give full and com- 
plete relief under this act, in accordance with other statu- 
tory authority and with the practice of said court, to bar 
the right of redemption and to foreclose all prior or sub- 
sequent alienations and descents of said lands and en- 
cumbrances thereon, excepting subsequent municipal 
liens, which decree shall be final upon the defendants, 
their heirs, devisees and personal representatives, and 
their or any of their heirs, devisees, executors, adminis- 
trators, grantees, assigns or successors in right, title or 
interest, and no application shall be entertained to reopen 
the same after three months from the date thereof and 
then only upon the grounds of lack of jurisdiction or 
fraud in the conduct of the suit. In any case where the 
lands conveyed by a tax certificate issued in pursuance 
of the provisions of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment, shall be wild or wood or waste or uninclosed or 
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unimproved lands, and the owner or owners, of said 
lands are unknown to, or cannot, after due inquiry, be 
ascertained by the holder of said tax certificate, and said 
lands at the time of the saie have been assessed against 
an unknown owner, or against a named owner, and 1 
careful and diligent search of the indices in the office 
of the surrogate and in the office of the clerk of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county or in the office 
of the register of deeds and mortgages in any of the 
counties of this State where such office exists or may 
liereafter be established, in which the lands so conveyed 
are situate, and in the office of the Secretary of State, 
does not disclose the name of the record owner, the 
suit may proceed in the same manner as if all the owners 
ot said lands were known, making such unknown owner 
or owners a party or parties thereto by the name “Un- 
known owner, his heirs, devisees and personal represen- 
tatives, and their or any of their heirs, devisees, execu- 
tors, administrators, grantees, assigns or successors in 
right, title or interest,’ and he or they shall be so desig- 
nated throughout the cause, and the suit shall proceed 
against him or them by publication of notice under 
order, according to the law and practice of the Court of 
Chancery, and, in said publication, describing said lands 
in detail in such manner and terms as will identify the 
same, in addition to the description in the certificate of 
sale; which notice shall be published in a newspaper tn 
which ordinances of the municipality in which said lands 
are situate may be published, directing such unknown 
owner or owners, as hereinbefore indicated, to appear 
and answer the said bill within such time as the Chan- 
cellor shall direct, not less than two or more than four 
months from the date of such order; and which notice 
shall be published as aforesaid, within twenty days from 
the date thereof, and continued in said newspaper at 
least once a week for six consecutive weeks; and at the 
expiration of the time limited in said order, the Chan- 
cellor shall make such decree against said unknown 
owner or owners, by the designation aforesaid, as if 
they had been named in the proceedings and personally 
served with process, and upon failure of said unknown 
qwrer or owners to redeem said lands their equity of 
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redemption shall be foreclosed and barred without fur- 
ther publication, but notice of the date limited for re- 
demption, the place to redeem and the amount necessary 
to redeem shall be posted upon the lands affected by the 
suit at least twenty days before the date so fixed. It 
shall not be necessary to cause notice of said publication 
to be mailed when, in the discretion of the court, it would 
appear to be useless and unreasonable. Every bill to 
foreclose such tax certificate filed against “Unknown 
owner, his heirs, devisees and personal representatives, 
and their or any of their heirs, devisees, executors, ad- 
ministrators, grantees, assigns or successors in right, 
title or interest,” shall have attached thereto an affidavit 
that the lands described in the Bill of Complaint are 
wild or wood or waste, or uninclosed or unimproved 
lands, and that the owner or owners of said lands are 
unknown to complainant, and the names and addresses 
of said owners cannot be ascertained by complainant 
despite diligent and careful inquiry therefore, such in- 
quiry having been made in such a manner that the in- 
formation desired would have been obtained if it were 
available, and an affidavit of the person who made 
the search and examination of the indexes of the office 
of the surrogate, and the office of the clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas, or the office of the register of deeds 
and mortgages, as the case may be, of the county in 
which the lands are situate, and in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, which affidavit shall contain a sufficient 
statement on the part of the deponent to show that he 
has made a complete search of all indexes containing the 
names of persons leaving wills or on whose estate letters 
of administration have been issued, as shown by the 
records of said county and in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and a complete search of all indexes of grantors 
and grantees, mortgagors and mortgagees, in said 
ccunty, against the name of any person or persons, 1i 
any, against whom the lands were assessed, as showu 
by the assessment books in the municipality where said 
lands are situate, for a period of forty years imme- 
diately prior to the commencement of suit, if there be 
such records for that period of time, and if for a lesser 
period of time, then from such time as the records are 
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available, and which shall conclude with a statement to 
the effect that the deponent was unable to find any rec- 

rd of any will, deed, mortgage, indexed in the name of 
any person against whom the lands were so assessed, 
which affects the said lands; where such search or exami- 
nation is made by a title company then the affidavit may 
be made by an officer of the company, but in any event 
the search and affidavit must both be made by some per- 
son or corporation disclosed by the affidavit or by sup- 
plemental affidavit or affidavits to be competent to ex- 
amine titles. Where the lands shall be located in more 
than one county then and in such case the examination 
and search aforesaid shall be made in the offices above 
indicated, in each of the counties in which the lands are 
located or situate. After the bill in equity has been filed, 
redemption shall be made in said cause only, provided 
notice of the suit has been filed in the office of the 
collector of taxes, and the court shall, upon application 
at any time after bill filed, allow costs, which shall 
include reasonable fees for an examination of the title 
to the lands described in the bill filed, disbursements 
incurred by the purchaser and his counsel, and counsel 
fees commensurate with the services rendered, in addi- 
tion to the other fees and expenses in this act provided; 
but no foreclosure decree, except in cases where a 
municipality is the party complainant, shall be entered 
unless evidence is produced in the foreclosure suit that 
all subsequent municipal liens have been paid to the time 
of the commencement of the suit; provided, however, 
that if any delinquent owner or lienor shall be, at the 
time of the expiration of the time limited for the redemp- 
tion of the real estate in which such delinquent is inter- 
ested, an infant under the age of twenty-one years, or 
an idiot, or then shall have been judicially decided a 
person of unsound mind, then the right to redeem shall 
not be barred by service of notice as hereinbefore pro- 
vided so long as such impediment shall continue, but 
shall be barred only by bill in equity to foreclose and 
decree thereon after proceedings have been taken ac- 
cording to the rules and practice of that court for the 
protection of the rights of such person.

This provision shall be liberally construed as remedial 
legislation to encourage the barring of the right of re- 
demption by suits in the Court of Chancery. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed; provided, nevertheless, that it is not 
intended hereby to repeal any of the provision of Public 
Laws of one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five, 
page four hundred and eighty, entitled “An act requir- 
ing any defendant, in an action in the Court of Chancery, 
for the foreclosure of a certificate of sale, issued by any 
political subdivision, for the nonpayment of taxes or 
other municipal lien, to plead any defense that may exist 
against the validity of such lien,’ approved March 
cighteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five, 
nor any amendment or supplement thereto, and this act 
chall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 140. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of this State where there may have 
been heretofore or there may hereafter be created a 
county police force, the board of chosen freeholders ot 
said county may appoint a county traffic magistrate who 
shall hold office for a term of two years and who shall 
receive such salary as may be fixed by the board of 
chosen freeholders of said county, and who as such 
magistrate shall have jurisdiction in the trial of all com- 
plaints made by the members of said county traffic police 
force for the violation of any statute to regulate traffic, 
cr any ordinance of any municipality to regulate traffic. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

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CHAPTER 141. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’ approved April third, one 
thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE {f ENACTED by the Senate and General SSS 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eight of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

8. No company organized under this act, other than 
a mutual company organized to make insurance solely 
against loss or damage to property belonging to the 
insured member, shall be authorized to transact any 
business of insurance until it shall have deposited with the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance of this State 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) in stocks, 
bonds, or bonds and mortgages, or any shares or parts 
of bonds secured by mortgages, or bonds secured by 
trust mortgages, on real estate located within the State 
of New Jersey; such stocks or bonds shall be the public 
stock cr bonds of this State, or of the United States, 
or the States of New York, Ohio, Massachusetts, or 
Pennsylvania, or of any of the counties, cities, boroughs, 
towns or townships of this State, the market value of 
which shall not be less than par; such mortgages shall 
be on unencumbered improved real estate within this 
State worth double the amount so invested, and the said 
commissioner may, from time to time, after such com- 
pany shall have commenced business, require it to make 
further deposits of stocks, bonds, or bonds and mort- 
gages, as aforesaid, up to the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($100,000); to every mortgage deposited 
with said commissioner, the president of the company 
depositing the same shall annex his affidavit that said 
inortgage was made and taken in good faith for money

loaned by the company to the amount therein named, 
and that no part thereof has since been paid or returned, 
and that he has reason to believe, and does believe, that 
the premises thereby mortgaged are worth at least double 
the amount of the mortgage thereon. Such shares or 
parts of bonds secured by mortgages, or bonds secured 
by trust mortgages shall be such as shall conform in all 
respects to the provisions of Chapter eighty-one of the 
Laws of one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 142. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,” approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen, constituting 
Chapter one hundred and fifty-two of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


Bx if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
ef the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever in the opinion of the governing body 
of any city in this State it is necessary for the better 
control of traffic in such city and the reliet of conges- 
tion, the governing body by ordinance may utilize lands 
acquired for a plaza or public space or other municipal 
purpose and the streets adjacent thereto or may acquire 
lands, and may provide a traffic location center at or 
above and below the street level, and may construct 
therefor such roadways, parking spaces, and such other 
improvements and betterments including passageways 
under adjacent streets, as, in the judgment of the gov- 
ning body, may be advisable. 

2. In order to provide revenue for construction and 
maintenance of such improvement and for improvement 
_ of streets of the city, whenever the governing body has 
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by ordinance provided such traffic location center, the 
governing body may lease any space in such center or 
beneath the surface of any adjacent streets, for such 
purposes, including the sale of merchandise and privi- 
leges, and upon such terms and conditions, as the gov- 
erning body may in their discretion deem advisable; 
provided, that space so leased shall not in the opinion 
of the governing body be presently needed for traffic 
purposes and shall be leased on conditions advantageous 
te the city and for a term which shall not in any event 
exceed ten years. In order that such space may be leased 
on conditions most advantageous to the city, the govern- 
ing body may construct such improvements as in their 
opinion may be advisable, or may grant to lessees the 
right to construct improvements upon such terms and 
conditions as the governing body may prescribe in the 
public interest. 

3. For the financing of the acquisition of lands and 
the construction of such traffic location center and the 
improvements in connection therewith, bonds or other 
obligations may be issued by the city in accordance with 
the provisions of an act entitled “An act to authorize 
and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obligations 
and the incurring of indebtedness, by county, city, 
borough, village, town, township, or any municipality 
governed by an improvement commission,” approved 
March twenty-second, one thousand nine hundred and 
sixteen, constituting Chapter two hundred and fifty-two 
of the Pamphlet Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plemental thereto. The chief financial officer of the city 
is authorized to deduct such bonds or other obligations 
im making any annual or supplemental debt statement. 

4+, If any term or provision of this act shall be 
declared unconstitutional or ineffective, in whole or in 
part, by a court of competent jurisdiction, then, to the 
extent that it is not unconstitutional or ineffective, 
such term or provision shall be enforced and effectuated 
and such declaration shall not be construed to invalidate 
the remaining terms or provisions of this act. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

1101. Every board of chosen freeholders shall have 
power and authority: 

(a) To lay out and open such free public roads in 
the county as the board may deem useful for the accom- 
modation of travel between two or more communities. 

(b) To acquire roads and highways, or portions 
thereof, within the limits of said county. 

(c) To widen, alter, straighten, change the grade or 
location of any road or highway under its contro!, or 
any part thereof. 

(d) To improve, pave, repave, surface or resurface, 
repair and maintain any road or highway under its 
control, either in whole or in part. 

(e) To protect any road or highway under its con- 
trol, or any part thereof, by the construction of sewers, 
drains, culverts, receiving basins, jetties, bulkheads, 
seawalls, or other means and devices, either in or on 
said road or highway or on land adjacent thereto. 

({) To light, beautify and ornament any road or 
highway under its control, or any part thereof, and in 
any county where a county park commission does not 
exist to construct and maintain along any road or high- 
way where the same touches upon any navigable stream, 
a public park for recreation purposes, as well as public 
docks and wharves, provided, however, the cost of such 
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public park and public docks and wharves shall not 
exceed the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000). 

(g) To vacate any road or highway under its control, 
cr any portion thereof, that may be unnecessary for 
public travel. 

(h) Where any building or other structure has here- 
tofore been or may hereafter be erected or constructed 
upon any portion of any road or highway under its 
control, such portion of said road or highway may be 
vacated or the continuance of such building or struc- 
ture in its location authorized for such period as may 
be deemed advisable; provided, that the portion of 
such road or highway so occupied be declared by said 
board to be unnecessary for public travel. 

2. This act to take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 144. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act to tax the 
transfer of property of resident and nonresident 
decedents, by devise, bequest, descent, distribution by 
statute, gift, deed, grant, bargain and sale, in certain 
cases, approved April twentieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and nine. 


Br it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment 1s hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. A tax shall be and is hereby imposed upon the 
transfer of any property, real or personal, of the value 
of five hundred dollars ($500) or over, or of any inter- 
est therein or income therefrom, in trust or otherwise, 
to persons or corporations, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, in the following cases: 
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First. When the transfer is by will or by intestate 
laws of this State from any person dying seized or pos- 
sessed of the property while a resident of the State. 

Second. When the transfer is by will or intestate law 
of real property within this State or of goods, wares 
and merchandise within this State, and the decedent 
was a nonresident of the State at the time of his death. 

Third. When the transfer is of property made by 
a resident, or is of real property within this State, or of 
goods, wares and merchandise within this State, made 
by a nonresident, by deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift 
made in contemplation of the death of the grantor, 
vendor or donor, or intended to take effect in posses- 
sion or enjoyment at or after such death. Every trans- 
fer by deed, grant, bargain, sale or gift, made within 
two years prior to the death of the grantor, vendor or 
donor, of a material part of his estate, or in the nature 
of a final disposition or distribution thereof and with- 
out an adequate valuable consideration, shall in the 
absence of proof to the contrary, be deemed to have 
been made in contemplation of death within the mean- 
ing of this section. 

Fourth. When any person or corporation comes 
into the possession or enjoyment, by a transfer from a 
resident or from a nonresident decedent, when such 
nonresident decedent's property consists of real property 
within this State or of goods, wares and merchandise 
within this State, of an estate in expectancy of any 
kind or character which is contingent or defeasible, 
transferred by an instrument taking effect after the pas- 
sage of this act, or of any property transferred pursu- 
ant to a power of appointment contained in any 
instrument taking effect after the passage of this act. 

Fifth. Whenever property, real or personal, is held 
in the joint names of two or more persons, or is 
deposited in banks or other institutions or depositories 
in the joint names of two or more persons and payable 
to either or the survivor, upon the death of one of such 
persons, the right of the surviving joint tenant or joint 
tenants, person or persons, to the immediate ownership 
or possession and enjoyment of such property shall be 
deemed a transfer taxable under the provisions of this 
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act in the same manner as though the whole property 
to which such transfer relates belonged absolutely to 
the deceased joint tenant or joint depositor and had been 
devised or bequeathed to the surviving joint tenant or 
joint tenants, person or persons, by such deceased joint 
tenant or joint depositor by will, excepting therefrom 
such part thereof as may be proved to the satisfaction of 
the Comptroller of the Treasury by the surviving joint 
tenant or joint tenants, person or persons, to have 
originally belonged to him or them and never to have 
belonged to the decedent ; provided, however, that in case 
of a nonresident decedent this paragraph shall apply 
only to real property within this State or goods, wares 
and merchandise within this State. 

All taxes imposed by this act shall be at the respective 
rates hereinafter specified upon the clear market value 
cf such property to be paid to the treasurer of the State 
of New Jersey, for the use of said State, and all admin- 
istrators, executors, trustees, grantees, donees or 
vendees, shall be personally liable for any and all such 
taxes until the same shall have been paid as hereinafter 
directed, for which an action of debt shall lie in the 
name of the State of New Jersey. In determining the 
clear market value of such property the following 
deductions and no others shall be allowed: Debts of the 
decedent owing at the date of death; provided, however, 
that in the case of a resident decedent there shall not 
be allowed a debt of said resident decedent owing for 
er secured by property outside of this State except 
when the property for which the debt is owing or for 
which it is secured is subject to the tax imposed by this 
act, or except when the foreign debt exceeds the value 
of the property securing it or for which it was con- 
tracted, when the excess may be deducted, a reasonable 
sum for funeral expenses and last illness, such propor- 
tion cf the State, county and municipal taxes for the 
current fiscal year upon the property as the elapsed 
portion of the said year bears to a full calendar year, 
the ordinary expenses of administration, including the 
ordinary fees allowed executors and administrators 
and the ordinary fees of their attorneys, and transfer 
taxes paid or payable to other States or territories or

the District of Columbia or foreign governments on 
any property the transfer of which is taxable here- 
under; provided, further, however, the amount due or 
paid the Government of the United States as a Federal 
estate tax shall not be considered as an expense of 
administration and shall not be allowed as a deduction. 

The following property shall be exempt from taxation 
under this act, viz.: 

(a) Property passing to or for the use of the State 
of New Jersey, or to or for the use of a municipal 
corporation within the State of New Jersey, or other 
political subdivision thereof, for exclusively public 
purposes; 

(b) Property passing to a beneficiary or beneficiaries 

having any present or future, vested, contingent or 
defeasible interest under any trust deed or agreement 
heretofore or hereafter executed by a resident or non- 
resident decedent, to the extent that the trust fund results 
from the proceeds of contracts of insurance heretofore 
or hereafter in force, insuring the life of such decedent 
and paid or payable, at or after the death of such 
decedent, to the trustee or trustees under such trust 
deed or agreement ; 
(c) Property passing to a trustee or trustees of any 
trust deed or agreement heretofore or hereafter exe- 
cuted, by virtue of any contract of insurance heretofore 
cr hereafter in force insuring the life of a resident 
or nonresident decedent and the proceeds of which are 
paid or payable at or after the death of such decedent 
to such trustee or trustees for the benefit of a beneficiary 
or beneficiaries having any present or future, vested, 
contingent or defeasible interest under such trust deed 
or agreement. 

Property passing to churches, hospitals and orphan 
asylums, public libraries, Bible and tract societies, 
religious, benevolent and charitable institutions and 
organizations shall be taxed at the rate of five per 
centum. 

Property passing to a brother or sister of a decedent, 
wife or widow of a son of a decedent, or the husband 
of a daughter of a decedent, shall be taxed at the rate of 
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five per centum on any amount up to three hundred 
thousand dollars ($300,000) ; 

Six per centum on any amount in excess of three hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($300,000), up to seven hundred 
thousand dollars ($700,000) ; 

Seven per centum on any amount in excess of seven 
hundred thousand dollars ($700,000), up to nine hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($900,000) ; 

Nine per centum on any amount in excess of nine 
hundred thousand dollars ($900,000), up to one mil- 
lion one hundred thousand dollars ($1,100,000) ; 

Eleven per centum on any amount in excess of one 
million one hundred thousand dollars ($1,100,000), up 
to one million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,- 
400,000) ; 

Thirteen per centum on any amount in excess of one 
million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000), 
up to one million seven hundred thousand dollars 
($1,700,000) ; 

Fourteen per centum on any amount in excess of one 
million seven hundred thousand dollars ($1,700,000), 
up to two million two hundred thousand dollars ($2,- 
200,000) ; 

Sixteen per centum on any amount in excess of two 
niullion two hundred thousand dollars ($2,200,000). 

Property passing to a father, mother, husband, wife, 
child or children of a decedent, or to any child or chil- 
dren adopted by the decedent in conformity with the 
laws of this State, or of any of the United States, or of

1. All that part of the county of Bergen and State of 
New Jersey, comprised within the municipalities of the 
township of Washington, borough of Montvale, borough 
of Park Ridge, borough of Woodcliff Lake, borough 
of Hillsdale, borough of Westwood, borough of Emer- 
son, borough of Paramus, township of Midland, borough 
of Oradell, borough of New Milford, borough of River- 
side, borough of Bergenfield, borough of Dumont, 
borough of Haworth, borough of Harrington Park, 
borough of Demarest, borough of Closter, borough of 
Cresskill, borough of Alpine, borough of Norwood, 
borough of Rockleigh, borough of Northvale, borough 
of Old Tappan and township of Rivervale, be and the 
same is hereby established and incorporated to be the 
fifth judicial district of the county of Bergen, by the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act concerning district 
courts” (Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, the various 
supplements and amendments thereto, as far as the same 
may be applicable, shall apply to the district hereby 
established. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 146. 


An Act validating and confirming deeds conveying lands 
made by a school district of this State. 


Be It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Wherever any school district of this State acting 
in pursuance of any law of this State has sold and con- 
veyed land and such sale has not been made in the manner 
required by law, but a deed has been given purporting to 
convey said lands, such deed shall be valid and effective 
to convey to the grantee named therein the right, title 
and interest of said school district in the lands described 
therein as fully and completely as if such sale had been 
made in all particulars in the manner required by law, 
provided said grantee, his heirs or assigns, have entered 
into possession of said land and have been in possession 
thereof continuously for at least eighteen years last past. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 147. 


An Act to validate and confirm conveyances of land 
made in the corporate names of corporations which 
had expired by their own limitation or been annulled 
by the Legislature or otherwise dissolved prior to 
the execution and delivery of such conveyances, and 
the record thereof. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every conveyance of lands of any corporation, 
heretofore executed and delivered in the corporate name, 
after such corporation had expired by its own limitation 
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or been annulled by the Legislature or otherwise dis- 
solved; provided, such conveyance was executed by the 
person who was the president, or a vice-president thereof, 
at the date of dissolution, and such deed has been of 
record for at least one year, is hereby validated and 
confirmed; and any and all such conveyances; and the 
record thereof, shall be as valid and effectual in law and 
in equity as if executed and delivered by the directors 
of such corporation as trustees on dissolution. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 148. 


An Act authorizing any county and one or more munici- 
palities and one or more school districts or any of 
them to enter into a joint contract providing for pub- 
lic health service. ‘ 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any county and one or more municipalities in said 
county, and one or more school districts in said county, 
or any of them are authorized to enter into a joint con- 
tract to provide in such municipalities and school dis- 
tricts, public health service furnishing public health vis- 
iting nurses, medical inspection, public clinics and dis- 
pensaries and investigation in public health work. 

2. Where it is deemed advisable and advantageous to 
the public good, in order to provide such public health 
service, said joint contract between any county and one 
or more municipalities, or one or more school districts 
or any of them, may be made with any regularly in- 
corporated health society, board or association regularly 
erganized not for pecuniary profit, which contract shall 
provide in detail the extent, manner and specifications 
of the public health work to be done under said contract 
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by said regularly incorporated health society, board or 
association, and shall be for the public benefit of all 
the inhabitants in the territory covered by said contract. 

3. Where any such contract is made for such public 
health work by any regularly organized health society, 
board or association, before the making thereof as pro- 
vided in section two, such health society board or asso- 
ciation shall be recognized as a regular public health 
organization by the governing body of each county, mu- 
nicipality and school district in which said organization 
shall operate under said contract. 

4. Such contract may be for one or more years, not 
exceeding three, as the governing bodies of said county, 
municipality and school district may provide under said 
contract and any provision of any act requiring ad- 
vertisement for bids before the letting of any contract 
involving the expenditure of money shall not be appli- 
cable to the making of any such contract as herein pro- 
vided. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 149. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
marriages” (Revision of 1910), approved April 
eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and ten. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. The Chief Justice and each justice of the Supreme 
Court, the Chancellor and each Vice-Chancellor, each 
Circuit Court Judge, and each judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, recorder and police justice and mayor of 
this State, and every minister of every religion, and 
judges of the criminal judicial district courts in counties 
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wherein such courts are or may be established, are hereby 
authorized to solemnize marriages between such persons 
as may lawfully enter into the matrimonial relation, and 
every religious society, institution or organization in this 
State may join together in marriage such persons as are 
members of the said society, institution or organization, 
or when one of such persons is a member of such society, 
institution or organization, according to the rules and 
customs of the society, institution or organization to 
which they or either of them belong. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 150. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning trust 
companies’ (Revision of 1899), approved March 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
nine. 


BE rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twelve of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

12. The affairs of every trust company shall be man- 
aged by a board of not less than five directors, who shall 
be elected annually by the stockholders at their annual 
meeting as hereinafter provided. A majority of the board 
of directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business; provided, that when the number of directors 
shall exceed nine they may designate by resolution nine 
members, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of the business of the board. If so 
provided in the certificate of incorporation or by-laws, 
an executive committee may be from time to time ap- 
pointed by the directors from among their members, 
which committee, subject to the provisions of the certifi- 
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cate of incorporation or by-laws, may exercise the powers 
of the directors in the management of the business, 
affairs and property of the corporation during the inter- 
vals between the meetings of the directors. The annual 
ineeting of the stockholders shall be held at the principal 
piace of business of the trust company on the second 
‘luesday of January of each year, at an hour to be fixed 
by the by-laws. Notice of such annual meeting shall be 
published once at least ten days before the date of the 
meeting in a newspaper published in the place where the 
principal place of business of the trust company is 
located; or if there is no newspaper published at such 
place, then in one published at the place nearest thereto 
in the same county. At all meetings of stockholders for 
the election of directors, each share shall entitle the 
owner to one vote for each director, and a stockholder 
may vote at any meeting of the corporation by a proxy 
in writing signed by him. Every director must own and 
hold in his own name not less than five hundred dollars 
par value unpledged shares of the capital stock of such 
trust company. Any vacancy in the board of directors 
shall be filled by the remaining members of the board, 
and the directors so appointed shall hold office until the 
next election. In case of an increase in the board of 
directors between the annual elections by the stockhold- 
ers, the newly created directorships shall not be construed 
as vacancies to be filled by the board. The directors shall 
annually choose a president and at least one vice-presi- 
dent from their own number, and shall appoint a secre- 
tary, a treasurer and other officers, agents and employees, 
who shall be chosen in such manner and hold office for 
such terms as the by-laws may prescribe; they may also 
elect or appoint one or more vice-presidents who need not 
be directors, but every such vice-president shall own and 
hold in his own name not less than five hundred dollars 
par value unpledged shares of the capital stock of such 
irust company. Each director of every trust company, 
when elected, shall take an oath that he will, so far as 
the duty devolves on him, diligently and honestly admin- 
ister the affairs of such trust company, and will not 
knowingly violate or knowingly permit to be violated, 
any of the provisions of this act, and that he is the owner 
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in good faith, and in his own right, of the number of 
shares of stock required by this section, subscribed by 
him or standing in his name on the books of the trust 
company, and that the same is not hypothecated, or in 
any way pledged, as security for any loan or debt. Such 
oath, subscribed by the director making it, and certified 
by the officer before whom it is taken, shall be imme- 
diately transmitted to the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance and shall be filed and preserved in his office. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 151. 


An Act to validate certain ordinances adopted by 
municipalities on or after April ninth, nineteen 
hundred twenty-one. 


Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All ordinances heretofore adopted by any munici- 
pality on or after April ninth, nineteen hundred twenty- 
one, which may not have been advertised as required by 
law, are hereby validated, ratified and confirmed; if 
otherwise lawful and within the power of the munici- 
pality, provided, said ordinances were published, 
together with a notice of the introduction thereof and 
of the time and place when and where such ordinance 
would be considered for final passage, at least two days 
prior to the time so fixed in said notice, and provided 
further that this act shall not apply to any ordinance 
which may heretofore have been set aside as invalid 
in any proceedings either at law or in equity or con- 
cerning which there may at the present time be any 
such proceedings pending. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 152. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “A general act relating 
to boroughs” (Revision, 1897), approved April 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty-six of an act entitled “A general 
act relating to boroughs’ (Revision, 1897), approved 
April twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-seven, be and the same is hereby further amended 
to read as follows: 

26. All ordinances shall be submitted in writing at 
a meeting of the council and passed at a subsequent 
meeting; provided, however, that no ordinance shall 
be finally passed, no officer appointed or removed, or sal- 
ary fixed except by the vote of the majority of the 
whole council; if approved by the mayor or passed over 
his veto, or 1f not returned by him with his approval 
or veto within five days. Sundays excepted, after he 
receives it, every ordinance shall be recorded in full by 
the borough clerk in a proper book to be kept for that 
purpose. No ordinance may be finally passed unless it 
has been read in substantially its final form at a meeting 
held at least one week prior to its final passage, and shall 
have been published in a newspaper printed and circu- 
lating in the said borough and if there be no newspaper 
printed and circulating in the said berough, then in at 
least one newspaper printed and circulating in the county, 
in which the said borough is located; provided, however, 
such publication shall not be necessary in case notice of 
intention has been published under the provisions of 
section nine of Article XX of the act, entitled “An act 
concerning municipalities,’ approved March twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen. Such 
publication shall contain a notice stating the time and

place, when and where the governing body will consider 
the final passage thereof. 

Before any ordinance shall take effect, such ordinance 
or its title shall be published, at least once, in a news- 
paper printed and circulating in the said borough, and 
if there be no newspaper printed and circulating in the 
said borough, then in at least one newspaper printed and 
circulating in the county in which the said borough is 
located. Said ordinance shall not take effect until so 
published, but in every case where such ordinance may 
come in question or be enforced, such publication shall 
be presumed to have been had until the contrary thereof 


be shown.

CHAPTER 153. 


AN AcY concerning the support and education of 
children born out of wedlock. 


Br rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Any child born out of wedlock is entitled to sup- 
port and education from its father and mother to the 
same extent as if it had been born in lawful wedlock. 
Proceedings to enforce the obligations herein imposed 
may be maintained by one parent against the other, or 
by the person having the physical custody of the child 
or if the child is or is likely to become a public charge 
then proceedings may be instituted by the overseer of 
the poor of the municipality or municipalities where 
the father and mother or either of them reside. In such 
proceedings consideration shall be given to the age of 
the child, and the ability and financial condition of the 
parent or parents. For the purposes of this act juris- 
diction is conferred upon the magistrates or courts now 
exercising jurisdiction in bastardy cases. The action 
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herein given shall be deemed cumulative as to the 
remedies contained in the act entitled “An act for the 
maintenance of bastard children” (Revision of 1898), 
approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred 
ninety-eight, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plemental thereto. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 154. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act relating to, 
regulating and providing for the government of 
cities,’ approved April eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any city governed by the provisions of the act to 
which this act is a supplement may lease, rent or hire 
any specific public park or any part thereof, or any con- 
cession or privilege attached thereto or connected there- 
with, or any specific place of public resort owned by it 
or any concession or privilege. attached thereto or 
connected therewith and not presently needed for the 
purpose for which it was acquired, for such period of 
time and for such consideration as the governing body 
may, in its discretion, deem necessary and proper. 

2. The governing body of any such city may lease, 
rent or hire as aforesaid by ordinance but the provisions 
cf any such ordinance so adopted by such city shall be 
inoperative until assented to by the legal voters of such 
city voting thereon at any annual or special election 
called for such purpose. Upon the passage of any such 
ordinance as aforesaid, the clerk of such city shall sub- 
mit the question of the adoption thereof to the voters of 
such city. The city clerk shall give public notice by 
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advertising in a newspaper printed and circulating in 
such municipality of the calling of such election, which 
notice shall be printed and circulated at least four weeks 
prior to the holding thereof. The city clerk shall pre- 
pare the form of ballot. The proposition to be sub- 
mitted, which shall be printed upon the ballot, shall be 
as follows: Shall the provisions of an ordinance 
entitled (here insert title of ordinance), be adopted? 
The said election shall be conducted by the several dis- 
trict boards of registry and election in such city under 
the direction of the city clerk, and the registry of voters 
used at the preceding general election shall be used by 
the district boards of registry and election and any 
person whose name appears thereon, and is a resident of 
such city, shall be entitled to vote at such election. The 
said election shall be conducted and the result thereof 
canvassed and returned in the same manner as is pro- 
vided for elections held for members of the General 
Assembly. If a majority of the voters voting thereon 
at such election shall vote in favor of the adoption of 
the ordinance so submitted, then such ordinance shail 
be in full force and effect in such municipality. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 155. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act to create the 
South Jersey Port District and to provide for the 
appointment of the South Jersey Port Commission, 
and to define its powers, duties and jurisdiction an: 
making an appropriation for its expenses,” passed 
April first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. Section five of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 
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5. Such port commission shall also have the following 
powers: 

(1) To confer with the governing bodies of each of 
the municipalities within the port'district and any dock, 
port, harbor, channel or improvement commission and 
any other body or official having to do with port and 
harbor facilities within and without the district, and 
hold public hearings as to such facilities. 

(2) Have power to confer with the railroad, steam- 
ship, warehouse and other officials in the district with 
reference to the development of transportation facilities 
in such district, and the co-ordination of the same. 

(3) Determine upon the location, type, size and 
construction of requisite port facilities, subject, however, 
to the approval of the Secretary of War and Chief of 
Engineers of the United States Army and the Board 
of Commerce and Navigation. 

(4) Have power to lease, erect, construct, make, 
equip, and maintain port facilities in the district and 
for any such purpose to acquire real property, including 
easements therein, lands under water and riparian 
rights by agreement with the owners. 

(5) Have power to regulate and supervise the con- 
struction and operation of all port facilities by whom- 
soever constructed, installed or owned. 

(6) Have power to expend moneys, if any, appropri- 
ated by the State or by any county or municipality 
within said district for the purposes of this act. 

(7) Have power to employ such clerical, engineering 
or other professional assistants as it may deem neces- 
sary for its purposes, fix their compensation and at 
pleasure discharge any of them. In the employment 
and removal of its assistants and other employees the 
port commission shall not be limited by any of the pro- 
visions of the civil service laws. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 156. 


Aw Act authorizing and regulating the use of probation 
and the suspension of sentence in certain courts and 
providing for the appointment of probation officers 
and defining their powers and duties. (Revision of 


1929), 


3E IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Probation and Suspension of Sentence. The courts 
of New Jersey having jurisdiction over criminal or 
quasi-criminal actions, when it shall appear that the 
best interests of the public as well as of the defendant 
will be subserved thereby, shall have power after con- 
viction or after a plea of guilty or non vult for any crime 
or offense, to suspend the imposition or execution of 
sentence, and also to place the defendant on probation 
under the supervision of the chief probation officer of 
the county for a period of not less than one year nor 
more than five years. The courts having jurisdiction 
over children’s or domestic relations cases when it shall 


appear that the best interests of the public as well as of 


the person adjudged guiity of any offense before such 
courts will be subserved thereby, shall have power to 
place the defendant on probation for a period of not 
less than one year nor more than five years. Such 
courts shall also have power to place on probation under 
the same conditions children who shall come within the 
jurisdiction of the court. In the case of any person 
placed on probation who shall abscond while under 
supervision, the time during which he remains away 
or hidden shall not be counted as part of his term of 
prebation. 

2. Investigation. Probation officers when directed 
by the court shall fully investigate and report to the 
court in writing on the circumstances of the offense, 
criminal record, social history and present condition of 
any person charged with or convicted of any crime or 
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offense, and whenever desirable and facilities exist 
therefor, they may also obtain a physical and mental 
examination of such person and report thereon to the 
court prior to disposition or sentence by the court. They 
may also during such investigation, except in cases of 
juveniles or adults who are being investigated for the 
judges of the courts having jurisdiction in children’s 
cases, obtain the fingerprints and photographs of all such 
defendants. 

3. Conditions of Probation. The court shall deter- 
mine and may at any time modify the conditions of 
probation, and may, among others, include any of the 
following: that the probationer shall avoid injurious, 
immoral or vicious habits; shall avoid places or persons 
of disreputable or harmful character; shall report to the 
probation officer as directed by the court or probation 
officer ; shall permit the probation officer to visit him at 
his place of abode or elsewhere; shall answer all reason- 
able inquiries on the part of the probation officer; shall 
work faithfully at suitable employment; shall not change 
his residence without the consent of the court or proba- 
tion officer; shall pay a fine or the costs of the prose- 
cution, or both, in one or several sums; shall make 
reparation or restitution to the aggrieved parties for the 
dependents. 

4. Termination or Extension of Probation; Arrest 
and Detention. Upon a report from the chief probation 
damage or loss caused by his offense; shall support his 
officer that the probationer has complied with the con- 
ditions of probation and that the best interests of the 
public and the probationer will be subserved thereby or 
for other good cause, the court may at any time dis- 
charge a person from probation, or may extend the 
probation period within the limits of the maximum period 
heretofore provided. At any time during the probation 
period the court may issue a warrant and cause the 
probationer to be arrested, for violating any of the 
conditions of his or her probation, or any probation 
officer, police officer or other officer with power of 
arrest, upon request of the chief probation officer may 
arrest a probationer without a warrant, and a commit- 
ment by said probation officer setting forth that sai 
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probationer has, in his judgment, violated the condi- 
tions of his or her probation shail be sufficient warrant 
for the detention of such probationer in the county jail, 
house of detention or local prison, when designated in 
such commitment, until he can be brought before the 
court. Such probation officer shall forthwith report such 
arrest or detention to the court and submit to the court 
a report showing in what manner the probationer has 
violated his probation. Thereupon the court after sum- 
mary hearing may continue or it may revoke the pro- 
bation and the suspension of sentence and may cause 
the sentence imposed to be executed or impose any 
sentence which might originally have been imposed. 

5. Probation Officers; Appointment; Qualifications. 
In any county, the judge or judges of the Court of 
Coinmon Pleas, or a majority of them, acting jointly, 
may appoint a chief probation officer, and, on application 
of the chief probation officer, such men and women 
probation officers as may be necessary. All probation 
officers hereafter appointed who are to receive salaries 
shall be appointed in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the Civil Service Commission. Chief 
probation officers and probation officers now in office 
shall continue to serve in their respective counties, under 
the provisions of this act. Orders of appointments 
shall be in writing and filed in the office of the county 
clerk. 

The chief probation officer shall have general super- 
vision of the probation work under the direction of the 
court. He may appoint such other employees as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this act and make 
such necessary rules and regulations with respect to 
the management and conduct of the probation officers 
and other employees as may be authorized by said judge 
or judges, provided the amount expended for this pur- 
pose shall not exceed the annual budget. 

6. Compensation. The judge or judges authorized to 
appoint a chief probation officer or officers shall fix 
annual salaries to be paid such officers by order under 
the hand of said judge or judges and such order shall be 
filed in the office of the clerk of the court. The amounts 
so fixed shall be paid in equal semimonthly payments in 
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the same manner as the salaries of other officers ctf 
such county; and the necessary and reasonable expenses 
of salaried probation officers incurred in the performance 
of their duties shall be paid in like manner, after 
itemized statements of such expenses have been approved 
by the chief probation officer and one of said judges. 
On request of the chief probation officer,, necessary 
traveling and maintenance expenses in attending pro- 
bation officers’ meetings and conferences of social work 
shall be included when previously authorized by said 
judge or judges authorized to appoint probation officers. 
The salaries of employees appointed by the chief pro- 
bation officer shall be fixed by the board of chosen 
freeholders in accordance with the schedules of the 
Civil Service Commission, and paid in the same manner 
as the salaries of probation officers. 

7. Powers and Duties. Probation officers shall have 
the powers of constables in the execution of their duties. 
Each probation officer before entering on the duties of 
his office shall take an oath of office to be administered 
by one of the judges making the appointment. Each 
probation officer or employee who collects or has the 
custody of money shall execute a bond in a penal sum 
to be fixed by said judges with sufficient sureties 
approved thereby, conditioned for the honest accounting 
of all money received by him as probation officer. The 
accounts of all probation officers shall be subject to audit 
at any time by the board of chosen freeholders. 

The duties of probation officers shall be among others: 
to make such investigations and reports under section 
two of this act as may be required by the judge or 
judges of any court having jurisdiction within the 
county for which said officer 1s appointed to serve; to 
receive under their supervision on request of the court 
having jurisdiction, any person ordered to pay any 
sum for support in a decree of divorce or legal sepa- 
ration; to receive under supervision any person placed 
on probation by any court within the county for which 
said officer is appointed to serve; to collect from persons 
under their supervision such payments as may be ordered 
by the court so to be made, and disburse the money so 
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received under direction of the court; to furnish each 
person under their supervision with a statement of the 
conditions of his probation and to instruct him regard- 
ing them; to keep detailed records of the work done, 
accurate and complete accounts of all money collected 
and disbursed and to give and obtain receipts therefor, 
and to make such reports to the courts as they may 
require. 

8. Absence; Disqualification; Pro Tempore. In case 
of the absence or disqualification of any probation 
officer for any cause, the judge or judges of the said 
court may appoint some other person as a probation 
officer pro tempore, who shall receive as compensation 
for each day’s service a sum determined by the court; 
provided, the compensation so paid for any excess over 
ninety days’ absence of any probation officer in any 
one year may be deducted from the salary of such 
probation officer. 

9, Transfers. Probation officers may at any time 
after approval by the court or chief probation officer 
transfer any probationer under their care and super- 
vision to the jurisdiction of any other probation officer. 
Whenever such transfer is made the probation officer 
making the transfer shall send to the probation officer 
to whose care and supervision the probationer is being 
transferred, a copy of all the records of such officer as 
to the offense, criminal record and social history of such 
probationer. Probation officers may accept under their 
care and supervision on transfer, any person placed on 
probation in any other jurisdiction and shall from time 
to time report to the probation officer from whom the 
probationer was received under transfer as to the con- 
duct and progress of such probationer. 

Probation officers shall have with respect to persons 
transferred to their supervision from any other juris- 
diction all of the powers and be subject to all of the 
duties now imposed by law upon them in regard to 
probationers received on probation in their own juris- 
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As to validity 10. Constitutionality. If any section, subdivision or 


clause of this act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remain- 
ing portions of the act. 
11. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 22, 1929. 


CHAPTER 157, 


An Act to establish Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Courts, defining their jurisdiction, powers and duties, 
and regulating procedure therein. (Revision of 


1929.) 


BE 1r ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
Purpose of 1. This act shall be known as the “Juvenile and Do- 
juvenile and =~ mestic Relations Court Law.” Its purpose is to secure 
Hons court. for each child under its jurisdiction such care, guidance 
and control, preferably in his own home, as will conduce 
to the child’s welfare and the best interests of the State; 
and when such child 1s removed from his own family, 
to secure for him custody, care and discipline as nearly 
as possible equivalent to that which should have been 
given by his parents. The principle is hereby recognized 
tnat children under the jurisdiction of the court are 
wards of the State, subject to the discipline and entitled 
to the protection of the State, which may intervene to 
safeguard them from neglect or injury and to enforce 
the legal obligations due to them and from them. 
Court 2. A Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court is hereby 
established. astablished in each county of the State and is vested with 
Jurisdiction. exclusive jurisdiction to hear and determine all cases 
against a child under sixteen years who shall commit any 
of the hereinafter mentioned offences when under the 
age of sixteen years, (a) who violates any penal law 
or municipal ordinance, or (b) who commits any act or 
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offence for which he could be prosecuted in a method 
partaking of the nature of a criminal action or proceed- 
lig, or (c) who is a disorderly person, or (d) habitually 
vagrant, or (e) incorrigible, or (f£) immoral, or (g¢)who 
know ingly associates with thieves or vicious or immoral 
[eens or (h) is growing up in idleness or crime, or 

(i) knowingly visits gambling places, or patronizes 
Giiey places or establishments, his admission to which 
constitutes a violation of law, or (j) idly roams the 
streets at night, or (k) who is an habitual truant from 
chool, or (1) who so deports himself as to endanger the 
morals, health or general welfare of said child. The 
court shall also have jurisdiction to hear and determine 
disputes involving the domestic relation or the welfare 
ot children, the jurisdiction over which is now or may 
hereafter be vested by law in any court of this State 
except the Court of Chancery or Orphans’ Court. It 
shall have jurisdiction to hear and determine complaints 
for violation of the following acts, “An act concerning 
disorderly persons” (Revision of 1898), “An act for 
the settlement and relief of the poor” (Revision of 
1924), “An act concerning the welfare of children” (ap- 
proved April the eighth, nineteen hundred and fifteen), 
“An act for the maintenance of bastards” (Revision of 
1898), “An act to promote home life for dependent 
children,” and the acts amendatory of and supplemental 
to the above entitled acts together with any future acts 
1evisions, re-enactment or new acts covering similar 
complaints or offenses, where the gravamen of the com- 
plaint under such acts is the failure or neglect of one 
member of the family to satisfy or discharge his legal 
obligations to another of a family, and also jurisdiction 
to hear and determine complaints against any person 
who shall abuse, neglect, cruelly treat or abandon a child 
or children or who shall contribute to the delinquency 
of any child. It shall have jurisdiction to hear and de- 
termine in summary manner, disputes involving the do- 
mestic relation, where the gravamen of the complaint is 
the failure to provide support or adequate support. 

3. In counties other than those of the first class, the 
judge of the Common Pleas Court shall be the judge of 
the “Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court” of said 
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counties. In counties, not of the first class, having more 
than one Common Pleas judge, the Supreme Court Jus- 
uice sitting in said county shall designate which of said 
Common Pleas judges shall preside over said Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court of said county, whenever 
the Common Pleas judges can not decide which judge 
shall preside over said court. In the event of the death, 
absence from the county, sickness or disability of the 
judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court, any 
other Common Pleas judge of said county or any other 
county of the State, may preside over the court. 


4. Children who appear before the court in any ca- 
pacity shall be deemed to be wards of the court, and pro- 
tected accordingly. 

5. Proceedings before the court shall be instituted 
by a complaint or petition, and shall be verified by the 
cath or affirmation of the persons making same, which 
complaint or petition may be made upon information and 
belieit. Upon the filing of a complaint or petition, the 
court or judge thereof may forthwith or after causing 
ail investigation to be made by a probation officer, or 
other person, cause to be issued a capias, summons, war- 
rant or subpoena, requiring the persons complained 
against, and in case it being a child, the parent or par- 
ents, guardian or guardians, person or persons, having 
control and supervision over such child, who shall be 
necessary parties, commanding them at a time and place 
to be set to appear and testify or show cause why the 
person or persons before the court shall not be dealt 
with according to law. Upon the return of the writ or 
process the court or a judge thereof shall proceed to hear 
and determine the case in a summary manner. The 
hearing may be postponed at the discretion of the judge. 

6. In all cases coming before the court under or by 
virtue of the provisions of this act, said court shall be 
vested with all the powers, rights and privileges incident 
tu the hearing, determination and final disposition of 
such cases as are or may be exercised or enjoyed by any 
other court having jurisdiction over such cases, and the 
process to secure the appearance of parties and witnesses 
shall be, as nearly as may be, such process as 1s required 
to secure the presence thereof in other courts of this 
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State having jurisdiction of such matters, and process 
nay be served in the same manner as provided for the 
service of process in other cases in which the court has 
jurisdiction. 

7. No compensation shall be allowed to any public 
officer or official for any service performed under and by 
virtue of the provisions of this act, except as expressly 
provided for by law. 

8. In any case wherein the court shall have acquired 
jurisdiction of a child, such jurisdiction may be retained 
daring the continuance of the term for which such child 
shall have been committed, or if released by the court 
before the expiration of such commitment and placed 
on probation, or if placed on probation in the first 1n- 
stance, then such jurisdiction may be retained for the 
period of such probation notwithstanding such chiid 
shall have attained the age of sixteen years during serv- 
ice of such commitment or the period of such probation. 

9. In any case wherein the court shall have acquired 
jurisdiction of a child, such child may be committed to 
any institution to which he or she might have been com- 
mitted by such court, notwithstanding such child shall 
have attained the age of sixteen years after such court 
shall have acquired jurisdiction over said child. 


10. The court may, in cases affecting a child under the 
age of sixteen years, conduct the examination of wit- 
nesses without the assistance of counsel and may take 
testimony, or make inquiry, into the habits, mode of life, 
condition of the home and its surroundings, character 
and mode of life of parents or guardians of the child, 
the physical and mental condition of the child, and such 
other facts that may assist the court in reaching a con- 
clusion as to the nature of the order or decision that shall 
best conserve the welfare of said child and carry out the 
objects of this act. The court shall admit to the hearing 
of children’s cases only such persons as are directly in- 
terested in the case being heard. An appeal may le 
taken in juvenile cases from any final order or judgment 
of said court in the manner provided for appeals from 
the Courts of Common Pleas of the respective counties. 


11. Whenever any officer takes a child under sixteen 
years of age into custody, he shall, unless it is deemed 
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inipracticable or has been otherwise ordered by the court, 
accept the written promise of the parent, guardian or 
custodian to be responsible for the presence of such child 
in the court at the time fixed. Thereupon such child may 
be released in the custody of the parent, guardian or 
custodian, or in the custody of a probation officer or 
other person designated by the court. If not so released, 
such child shall be taken immediately to the place of de- 
tention designated by the court, and the officer taking 
him shall immediately notify the court and shall file a 
petition when directed to do so by the court. In the case 
of any child whose custody has been assumed by the 
court and pending the final disposition of the case, the 
child may be released in the custody of a parent, guar- 
dian or custodian, or of a probation officer or other per- 
son appointed by the court, to be brought before the 
court at the time designated. When not released as here- 
in provided, such child, pending the hearing of the case, 
shall be detained in such place of detention as shall be 
designated by the court subject to further order. 

12. If during the pendency of a criminal or quasi- 
criminal charge against any person in any other court, 
it shall be ascertained that said person was under the 
age of sixteen years at the time of committing the al- 
leged offence, it shall be the duty of such court to im- 
mediately transfer such case together with all the papers, 
documents and testimony connected therewith to the 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court having jurisdic- 
tion. The court making such transfer shall order the 
child to be taken forthwith to the place of detention 
designated by the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court or to that court itself, unless the court making 
such transfer shall release such child in the custody of 
some sttitable person to appear before the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court at a time designated in said 
order. The Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court shall 
thereupon proceed to hear and dispose of such case in 
the same manner as if it had been instituted in that court 
in the first instance. 

13. Any and all writs, prosecutions, notices and 
process isstting out of said court may be served by the 
sheriff of the county, constable or any police officer, or 
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by any person designated by the court. The county clerk 
shall be the clerk of the court and the court shall have a 
right to use a seal. 

14. In case any person or persons shall be adjudged 
to be guilty as charged in the complaint, the said court 
may impose the penalty now provided by law, or may 
suspend sentence, and place such person upon probation 
to the probation officer of the county in which such per- 
son resides; such probation shall be on terms to be fixed 
by the court. The court or a judge thereof may compel 
any person who shall be adjudged guiltv to give bond 
with good and sufficient surety, in such sum as the court 
shall order, to secure the payment of a sum or sums 
awarded by the court. Any person who fails to comply 
with the order of the court relative to the terms of pro- 
bation, condition of bond or surety, or any order or 
decree of the court, may be adjudged guilty of contempt, 
or the court may impose the penalty provided by law for 
the offence. 

15. The court or a judge thereof on proper cause 
shown, may place the child on probation to the chief pro- 
bation officer of the county upon such terms as the court 
may deem to be to the best interest of the child, may 
commit any child to any public institution established 
for the care, custody, instruction and reform of juvenile 
offenders which is maintained by the State or the county 
or a city in which said child has a settlement, or may 
commit said child to any like institution maintained by 
any city, county, township, borough or other municipal- 
ity in said county in which such child shall reside or have 
a settlement, or to any other like institution, commitment 
to which is now or may hereafter be provided by law, or 
may commit said child to the care, custody and control 
of the State Board of Guardians as now or hereafter 
may be provided by law. 

16. No adjudication upon the status of any child in 
the jurisdiction of the court shall operate to impose any 
cf the civil disabilities ordinarily imposed by conviction, 
nor shall any child be deemed a criminal by reason of 
such adjudication, nor shall such adjudication be deemed 
a conviction, nor shall any child be charged with or con- 
victed of a crime in any court, except with the consent of 
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the judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court. 
The disposition of a child or any evidence given in the 
court shall not be admissible as evidence against the child 
in any case or proceeding in any other court, nor shall 
such disposition or evidence be held against the child’s 
record in any future civil service examination, appoint- 
ment or application. 

17. Said court shall have power to make such decree 
or order or render such judgment as will protect the in- 
terests and welfare of the child or children, in any par- 
ticular case, in lieu of the penalties now provided by 
law for violation of any laws affecting a minor child, 
and shall have full power to enforce such decree or order 
by proceeding for contempt of court. 

18. In each county of the first class there shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor by and with the consent of the 
Senate a judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court of such county who shall be a counsellor-at-law. 
Such judge shall serve for a term of five years and until 
his successor is appointed and confirmed, and shall re- 
ceive such salary, payable by the board of chosen free- 
holders as such board shall determine; provided, that 
judges now serving in the juvenile courts of said first- 
class counties shall continue in office for the remainder of 
their unexpired terms, as judges of the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Courts established in their respective 
counties under this act and shall continue to receive the 
salary now fixed for said judge. Court attendants now 
serving in the juvenile courts of first class counties and 
who are assigned to the investigation or supervision of 
children or persons tried on charges involving domestic 
relations are hereby transferred to the office of the chief 
probation officer and shall assume the duties and powers 
of probation officers. All other court attendants in said 
courts shall retain their respective positions in the courts 
hereby created; provided, however, that the court shall 
have power in reorganizing of the court to fix their 
respective duties. 

19, All cases pending before the juvenile courts of 
first class counties and juvenile courts in other counties 
shall be continued and determined by the judge appointed 
pursuant to the provisions of this act and the records, 
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papers and files of said court shall be taken and kept as 
part of the records, papers and files of the courts created 
pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

20. In counties for which there shall have been ap- 
pointed a special judge of the Juvenile and Domestic Re- 
lations Court the event of the death, sickness, disability, 
absence or disqualification of such judge, a judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas in such county may hold the 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court as provided in 
this act. 

21. The judge may appoint such clerks and other 
necessary employees as the county board of chosen free- 
holders may authorize, and said board shall fix their 
salaries. Such salaries shall be in lieu of all fees or other 
allowances; except necessary expenses actually incurred 
in the performance of their duties. In counties where no 
special clerk is appointed the county clerk shall act as 
clerk of the court. 

22. The county chief probation officer and probation 
officers shall have charge of the probation work of the 
court, ; 


23. The judge may appoint a probation officer or other 
suitable person without compensation for such service to 
act as referee to hear cases coming within the provisions 
of this act; whenever a referee is appointed to hear the 
case of a girl, such referee shall be, whenever practicable, 
a woman. The hearing of any case may be referred to 
such referee by order of the court, or the judge may 
direct that all cases of a certain class or within a certain 
district to be designated by him shall be initiated before 
and heard in the first instance by such referee in the 
manner provided for the initiation and hearing of cases 
bv the court. In all cases coming before him, the referee 
shall comply with the requirements of and conform to 
the procedure provided for the hearing of such cases by 
the court and shall make return of his or her findings 
and recommendations to the court which shall proceed 
to enter such order or decree as it may deem proper. 


24. The court may cause any person coming under its 
jurisdiction to be examined by a physician, psychiatrist 
or psychologist, designated by the court, in order that the 
condition, special needs and personality of such person 
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may be given due consideration in the disposition of the 
case. 

25. It shall be unlawful to place any child coming 
within the provisions of this act in any prison, jail, lock- 
up, police station, vehicle or other place where such child 
can come in contact with any adult convicted of crime or 
under arrest and charged with crime. 

26. Suitable quarters shall be provided by the board 
cf chosen freeholders for the hearing of cases and for 
the use of the judge, and other employees of the court. 
All cases involving children shall be heard separately and 
apart from the trial of cases against adults. 

27. The court shall maintain complete records of all 
petitions and hearings in cases brought before it. Such 
1ecords shall be withheld from indiscriminate public in- 


spection but shall be open to inspection by the parent 


or other authorized representative of the person con- 
cerned and, in the discretion of the court, by other per- 
sons having a legitimate interest. The court shall devise 
and cause to be printed such forms for court records and 
such other papers as may be required in dealing with 
cases coming within this act. All expenses incurred in 
complying with the provisions of this act shall be a 
county charge. 

28. The court shall have power to frame and publish 
rules of procedure and practice and for the conduct of 
officers and employees of the court. 

29. The court may punish as for contempt any person 
who contemns the court, who wilfully violates, neglects 
cr refuses to obey or perform any order of the court. 

30. The court shall hear and determine all cases of 
children arising under the provisions of this act without 
a jury. If an adult is charged with an offence for which 
he is entitled to a jury trial, and if he shall so demand, 
a jury shall be selected in accordance with the provisions 
of the law regulating the selection of juries in the Court 
of Quarter Sessions. 

31. Any and all writs, prosecutions and notices aris- 
ing out of said court shall be served by the sheriff of the 
county, constable or police officer, or by any person 
designated by the court. 
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32. If any section, subdivision or clause in this act 
should be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of the act. 

33. This act shall be liberally construed to accomplish 
the purpose herein sought. 

34. He and she, as used in this act shall be synony- 
mous; all references to the court or judge shall be con- 
strued to refer to the Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court hereby created and the judge thereof; the singular 
shall be construed to include the plural and the plural 
the singular when consistent with the intent of the act. 

35. In any county not of the first class, the board cf 
chosen freeholders shall upon a petition of five per- 
centum (3%) of the registered voters of the county re- 
questing the appointment of a separate judge of the 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court, being filed with 
it, or may upon a resolution duly passed at a regular 
meeting of said board, cause to be submitted to the 
voters of said county, the question which shall be placed 
on the ballots at the next annual election, “Shall a special 
judge be appointed to preside over the Juvenile and Do- 
mestic Relations Court of this county?” by having placed 
on all ballots to be used at the next general election the 
following:

37. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
may establish, equip and maintain a home for the tem-

shall be conducted as an agency for the purposes of car- 
ing for the children of the county whose cases are pend- 
ing before the juvenile and domestic relations court of 
the county or who are homeless or abandoned, abused, 
neglected or cruelly treated, or who, being under sixteen 
years of age, are witnesses before said court or some 
other court. The board of chosen freeholders may ap- 
propriate sufficient funds for the purchase of property 
and the building or buildings and the furnishing and 
supplies and equipment therefor from the annual appro- 
priations, or if they consider the amount too great to add 
to the annual appropriation, the board of chosen free- 
holders shall raise said funds by issuing bonds for said 
purpose. The building may be built on property owned 
by the county or the board of chosen freeholders may 
acquire the same by gift, purchase or condemnation. 
The board of chosen freeholders may appoint a com- 
inittee of seven citizens of the county, at least two of 
whom shall be women, who together with the judge of 
the juvenile and domestic relations court of the county 
and the director of the board of chosen freeholders as 
ex-officio members to manage the children’s shelter of 
said county. The board of trustees shall make the rules 
and regulations for the management of the children’s 
shelter and the groupings of the children therein. Said 
shelter shall be in charge of a superintendent and matron 
who shall reside therein and the board of trustees of said 
shelter shall have authority to appoint the superintendent, 
matron and other employees in like manner as the other 
court employees are appointed; the said board of chosen 
freeholders shall provide the funds for carrying on said 
home in the annual appropriations of the county, and for 
any betterments, improvements and replacements that 
may be required; provided, however, that the money for 
new buildings and the equipment thereof and other per- 
manent improvements may be raised by a bond issue. 
Approved April 22, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 158. 


A SuPPLEMENT to an act entitled, “An act to reorganize 
the Department of Labor ; to provide for the execution 
of its powers and the performance of its duties 
through departmental bureaus under the supervision 
and control of the Commissioner of Labor; and as 
incidental to such reorganization, to provide for the 
transfer and assignment of officials and employees 
in the present department, and to extend the term of 
office of the Commissioner of Labor,” passed March 
fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and sixteen. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In connection with the bureaus, created by section 
one of the act to which this act is a supplement, there 
shall be established in the Department of Labor a bureau 
to be known as the “Bureau for Women and Children.” 

2. The head of the Bureau for Women and Children, 
who shall be a woman, shall be the director of such 
bureau, appointed thereto by the Commissioner of 
Labor, and shall hold her said position pursuant to the 
provisions of an act entitled, “An act regulating the 
employment, tenure and discharge of certain officers and 
employees of this State, and the various counties and 
municipalities thereof, and provide for a civil service 
commission and defining its powers and duties,” ap- 
proved April tenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eight, in the exempt class thereof. She shall receive an 
annual salary of four thousand dollars ($4,000), to be 
paid in semi-monthly installments. 

3. Said bureau is authorized and empowered to make 
studies and investigations of special problems connected 
with the labor of women and children, and to create the 
necessary organization, and appoint an adequate number 
of investigators, with the consent of the Commissioner 
of Labor, and the director shall perform, under the 
supervision and control of the Commissioner of Labor, 
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the duties devolving upon the Department of Labor or 
the Commissioner of Labor, with relation to the 
enforcement of the laws, rules and regulations governing 
the employment of women and children. 

4. The director of the Bureau for Women and 
Children shall annually report to the Commissioner of 
Labor making such recommendations as my be appro- 
priate for the betterment of working conditions, which 
report shall, by the Commissioner of Labor, be trans- 
mitted to the Legislature. 

5. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum 
cf twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), or so much 
thereof as may be necessary. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 22, 1929. 


CHAPTER 159. 


A FurTHER SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act 
concerning district courts’ (Revision of 1898), 
approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the population of any city in which 
there is now or may hereafter be constituted and estab- 
lished a district court, as ascertained by any State or 
Federal census is now or hereafter more than four hun- 
dred thousand, the judge of the district court of said city 
shall receive an annual salary of not less than six thou- 
sand nor more than eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00), 
and the clerk of the said district court shall receive an 
annual salary of not less than four nor more than five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00) ; provided, however, that 
in cities located in counties of the first class, having a 
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population of between thirty thousand and sixty thou- 
sand inhabitants, in which there is now, or may here- 
after be constituted and established a district court, the 
judges of such courts shall each receive an annual salary 
of uot less than thirty-five hundred dollars ($3500) nor 
more than five thousand dollars ($5,000) ; which said 
salaries shall be fixed by resolution of the governing 
body of any such cities. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
immediately. 

Approved April 22, 1929. 


CHAPTER 160. 


An Acv? concerning salaries in certain second class cities 
of this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any second class city now or hereafter having 
a population exceeding one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand, and in which city an act entitled “An act 
regulating the employment, tenure and discharge of 
certain officers and employees of this State, and of the 
various counties and municipalities thereof, and provid- 
ing for a civil service commission, and defining its 
powers and duties,” approved April ten, one thousand 
nine hundred and eight, has been adopted, the salaries 
paid to officers, clerks and employees in the classified 
service shall be the amounts presented by the appointing - 
official, board, commission or body and approved by 
the civil service commission; and it shall be the duty of 
the board having charge of the finances of any such 
city to raise and pay the amounts so presented and 
approved by the civil service commission. Nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to authorize the 
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decreasing of the salary of any officer, employees, or 
person holding position. 

2. In case the civil service commission shall recom- 
mend standards for increases of salaries, based on 
length of service, meritorious action and efficiency, 
such standards shall be followed in such municipality. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 22, 1929. 


CHAPTER 161. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend 
an act entitled, ‘An act concerning the government 
of certain cities in this State, and constituting a 
municipal Board of Fire and Police Commissioners, 
therein, and defining the powers and duties of such 
board, and vesting in such board, certain powers of 
management and appointment now vested in other 
departments or offices in such cities, and providing 
for the maintenance. of such board,” approved 
April twelfth, one thousand nine hundred and seven. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

4, The said board shall have the power to appoint a 
clerk and to fix his compensation, which shall be paid 
monthly in the same manner as the salaries of other 
city officials are paid, and said clerk shall hold his posi- 
tion during good behavior and any such clerk now in 
office shall continue therein and the term of office is 
hereby extended during the good behavior of the present 
incumbent, and the said clerk shall first take and sub- 
scribe an oath of office, before some person authorized 
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to administer oaths, faithfully and impartially to per- 
form his duties, and he shall enter into bond in such 
city in such sum as the said board may direct, to be 
approved of in the same manner as the bonds of the said 
commissioners, and the said bond shall be filed in the 
office of the comptroller of such city. It shall be the 
duty of such clerk to keep a correct and accurate account 
of all the proceedings of the said board in a book or 
books, which the said board is hereby authorized to pro- 
vide for the purpose, and he shall perform such other 
duties, and keep such other books, records and accounts, 
as the said board may from time to time direct, and he 
shall at all times have the minutes and books of the 
said board open for the inspection of the mayor, board 
of aldermen, common council, board of finance, or other 
governing body having charge of the finances of such 
city, and shall at all times give such information to 
the members of the board of fire and police commis- 
sioners as they shall desire. 

From and after the passage of this act, the said clerk 
shall receive an annual salary of not less than three 
thousand ($3,000) dollars, such salary shall be paid by 
the municipality in the same manner as other salaries 
are paid, and the governing body shall provide the 
necessary funds for such payment. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act shall be and the same are hereby repealed and this 
act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 162. 


Aw Act authorizing the governing body of any munici- 
pality in this State to fix and determine by ordinance 
the compensation of municipal employees, including 
members of the police and fire departments of any 
such municipality. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the methods now prescribed by law, 
the governing body of any municipality in this State is 
hereby authorized and empowered, to fix and determine 
by ordinance, the annual compensation of all municipal 
employees, including members of the police and fire 
departments of any such municipality; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to permit the reduction of the salary or compensation of 
any municipal employee as aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 23, 1929. 


CHAPTER 163. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act concerning 
cemeteries,” approved April twenty-first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and nine. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any cemetery company, cemetery association, or 
corporation, owning lands acquired for cemetery pur- 
poses, a part of which said lands are vacant, bordering 
on a public street or highway, and not used for cemetery 
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purposes, is hereby authorized and empowered to sell 
and convey such vacant lands as aforesaid, and to exe- 
cute and deliver an appropriate conveyance for such 
lands as aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to incorporate the borough of Somerdale, in 
the county of Camden. 


Be it ENactTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township 
of Clementon, in the county of Camden, hereinafter set 
forth, are hereby constituted and declared to be a body 
corporate in fact and in law, by the name of the “Bor- 
ough of Somerdale,” and as such shall be governed by 
the general laws of New Jersey relating to boroughs.

and one justice of the peace, to hold office until the first 
day of January following said special election, which 
election shall be held between the hours of six o'clock 
A. M. and seven o’clock P. M. on a day and at a place 
within said territory to be fixed by said county clerk; 
and of the time, place and purpose of said special election 
said county clerk shall give public notice by advertise- 
ments signed by himself, and set up in at least five public 
places within said territory, and published in at least 
one newspaper circulating therein, at least five days 
prior to such election. Said county clerk shall provide 
for the electors voting at such election ballots, to be 
printed or written, or partly printed and partly written, 
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on which shall appear the names of all candidates for 
said offices who shall have been nominated by petition 
of at least five voters residing within said territory and 
appearing on the said election register as hereinafter 
provided for. Petitions making nominations for any 
said offices shall be filed with the said county clerk 
within thirty days from the date upon which this act 
takes effect, and at least ten days prior to said election. 
Such election shall be held at the time and place so 
appointed by said county clerk and shall be conducted 
by the said officers of said election district of the said 
township of Clementon, but no special form of ballot 
and no envelope need be used at said election. 

4. The register of voters to be used at said election 
shall be prepared and made up by the board of registry 
and election of the township of Clementon which con- 
cucted the general election next preceding the holding 
of such election in said township in the election district 
of said township of Clementon, wherein that portion of 
the foregoing described territory of the township of 
Clementon is located and for that purpose the said 
board of registry and election shall meet at such place 
within said designated territory and at such time as 
shall be designated by the township clerk, at least two 
weeks preceding said election.

1. Section three of the act of which this act is amen- 
datory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

3. The New Jersey Real Estate Commission is here- 
by created. The Governor shall appoint five persons 
who shall have been residents of the State of New Jer- 
sey for a period of at least ten years, and whose vocation 
for a period of at least ten years prior to the date of their 
appointment shall have been that a real estate broker. 
One member shall be appointed for a term of one year, 
one member shall be appointed for a term of two years 
and one member shall be appointed for a term of three 
years, and thereafter the terms of the members of said 
commission shall be for three vears, and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified. The additional 
members to be appointed pursuant to the provisions of 
this act shall hold office for terms of three years, and 
until their successors are appointed and qualified. Mem- 
bers to fill vacancies shall be appointed by the Governor 
for the unexpired term. The first meeting of the mem- 
bers of said commission shall be held on the first Tues- 
day in September, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one, and said commission shall organize by se- 
lecting from its members a president, and said commis- 
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sion may do all things necessary and convenient for 
carrying into effect the provisions of this act, and may 
from time to time promulgate necessary rules and regu- 
lations. Each member of the commission shall receive, 
as full compensation for his services, the sum of twenty- 
five dollars ($25) per day for each full day actually spent 
on the work of said commission, and his actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of duties 
pertaining to his office; and no commissioner shall re- 
ceive any compensation, either directly or indirectly, for 
his services, except as herein provided. The Governor 
may remove any commissioner for cause.

CHAPTER 170 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals,” approved March eleventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section thirteen of the act to which this is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

13. That any person or persons who shall overdrive, 
overload, drive when overloaded, overwork, torture, tor- 
ment, deprive of necessary sustenance, or cruelly beat or 
otherwise abuse or needlessly mutilate, or kill, or who 
shall by their agents, servants, employees or otherwise, 
cause or procure to be overdriven, ovérloaded, driven 
when overloaded, overworked, tortured, tormented, de- 
prived of necessary sustenance, or to be unnecessarily or 
cruelly beaten, or otherwise abused or needlessly muti- 
lated and killed, any living animal or creature and any 
person having the charge or custody of any living animal 
cr creature either as owner or otherwise who inflicts 
unnecessary cruelty upon the same, or unnecessarily fails 
to provide the same with proper food, drink, shelter or 
protection from the weather and any person who shall 
keep or use, or in any way be connected with or inter- 
ested in the management of, or who shall receive money 
cr other consideration for the admission of any person 
to any place kept or used for the purpose of fighting or 
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baiting any bull, bear, dog, cock, bird or other living 
animal or creature and every person who shall be present 
and wiiness, encourage, aid, or assist therein or who 
shall permit or suffer any place owned or controlled by 
lim to be so kept or used, and any person who shall 
carry or cause to be carried in or upon any vehicle or 
ctherwise, any living animal or creature in a cruel or 
inhuman manner and any person who shall hereafter 
use any dog or dogs for the purpose of drawing or 
helping to draw any cart, carriage, truck, barrow or 
other vehicle for business purposes, and any person who 
shall impound or confine or cause to be impounded or 
confined in any pound or other place any living animal 
or creature and shall fail or neglect to supply to the same 
during such confinement a sufficient quantity of good and 
wholesome food and water, and any person who shall 
abandon to die in any public place any maimed, sick, in- 
firm or disabled animal or creature shall forfeit and pay 
such sum not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100), 
together with costs, as the court shall determine, to be 
sued for and recovered in an action of debt with costs of 
suit, by any person or persons in the name of the New 
Jersey Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
in any criminal district court of the county where the 
cefendant resides or in which the offense was committed, 
or, if no such court, before any justice of the peace, 
recorder or police magistrate of the municipality where- 
in the defendant resides or where the offense or offense 
were committed, or before any district court in cases 
where the defendant resides in or where the offense or 
offenses were committed in any municipality in which 
there is located a district court; where the offense or of- 
fenses were committed in a municipality having no justice 
of the peace, recorder, police magistrate or district court, 
then such person or persons shall be tried either before a 
justice of the peace, recorder or police magistrate in the 
municipality wherein the defendant resides or before any 
justice of the peace, recorder or police magistrate within 
the county where the offense or offenses were committed. 
In cases where the defendant resides in or where the 
offense or offenses were committed in a municipality in 
which there is located a district court, the jurisdiction of 
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such district court shall not be exclusive but shall be 
concurrent with the jurisdiction of the recorders or 
police magistrates of such municipality. 

2. Section fourteen of the act to which this is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

14. That any criminal district court, justice of the 
peace, recorder, ;olice magistrate or district court, hav- 
ing jurisdiction in cases where any offense shall have 
been committed under the above section thirteen of this 
act, is hereby authorized and directed upon receiving 
sufficient proof by affidavit of the same and of any of the 
following particulars to proceed as follows: 

I. By summons: When the defendant or defendants 
are resident within the jurisdiction of the court. 

IT. By warrant: When the defendant or defendants 
are temporarily within the jurisdiction of said justice, 
court or magistrate, but not residing therein; or when 
the said person or persons is or are likely to evade judg- 
ment by removal therefrom; or when the name or names 
and residence or residences of said person or persons ts 
or are unknown. 

III. By attachment: When said justice, court or 
magistrate is satisfied by affidavit that the owner or 
owners of any animal which has been or is being cruelly 
treated within the provisions of section thirteen of this 
act, is the party chargeable with such offense under said

CHAPTER 172.

1. There shall be appointed by the board of chosen 
freeholders of the county to the county park commission 
created pursuant to the provisions of the act to which 
this act is a supplement two additional members of such 
commission who shall hold their said offices for terms 
ot five years each and who, in conjunction with the 
members of the commission heretofore appointed, shail 
exercise all the powers and perform the duties conferred 
by the provisions of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment. Vacancies occurring in the said additional com- 
missionerships by death, resignation or otherwise shall 
be filled by the board of chosen freeholders of the county 
for the unexpired term only.

An Act concerning trust funds created by public sub- 
scription for the support and maintenance of widows 
and children of deceased members of the police and 
fire departments of municipalities of this State. 


Br It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever any trust fund has been created, or shall 
hereafter be created, by public subscription for the bene- 
fit of the widow and children of any deceased member cf 
the police or fire department of any municipality of this 
State, and no provision has been made for the appoint- 
ment of successors of the persons designated to admin- 
ister such fund, any vacancy in the office of trustee of 
such fund, whether the result of death or resignation, 
shall be filled by the board, body or person having charge 
of the department in which such deceased member served 
at the time of his death. Wherever a police and fire 
pension commission exists in such municipality, such 
commission may be appointed to execute such trust, in 
the event of vacancies in the office of all such trustees. 

2. All resignations of trustees designated to execute 
any stich trust shall be presented to the board, body or 
person having charge of the department in which such 
deceased member served at the time of his death. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 174. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obliga- 
tions and the incurring of indebtedness by county, city, 
borough, village, town, township or any municipality 
governed by an improvement commission or any mu- 
nicipality governed by a board of commissioners,” 
approved March twenty-second, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, and constituting Chapter two 
hundred and fifty-two of the Pamphlet Laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twelve of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

12. (1) The chief financial officer of each munici- 
pality shall make and file during the month of January 
of each year, in the office of the clerk of the munici- 
pality other than a county, and in the case of a county 
in the office of the clerk of the board of chosen freehold- 
ers, and in the office of the commissioner of municipal 
accounts, a statement of the debt condition of the muni- 
cipality as of the thirty-first day of December of the 
preceding year, estimating the amount of any item 
which may be indefinite or unascertainable. Such state- 
ment shall be known as the annual debt statement. Im- 
mediately upon the passage of this act the financial offi- 
cer of each municipality shall file as above directed the 
annual debt statement as of the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, one thousand nine hundred and sixteen. When- 
ever required by this act or when required by the govern- 
ing body the chief financial officer of any municipality 
shall make and file as above directed any further deht 
statement or any supplemental debt statement as herein- 
after provided, and all such debt statements shall he 
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under oath and shall be a public record open to public 
inspection. The annual debt statement shall set forth: 

A. The gross indebtedness of the municipality, inclu- 
sive of notes or bonds authorized but not issued, and 
obligations of the municipality held uncanceled in any 
sinking fund, exclusive of indebtedness incurred for cur- 
rent expenses of the current fiscal year and inclusive of 
notes or bonds or certificates of the municipality issued 
for school purposes other than for the current expenses 
of schools, but not including the indebtedness of a school 
district constituting a separate corporation. 

Such gross indebtedness shall be itemized as follows: 

(a) The bonded debt, including bonds authorized 
but not issued, stating, separately: Bonds payable or to 
be payable in whole or in part out of special assessments 
on property specially benefited; and bonds authorized or 
issued for each of the following purposes, insofar as 
separately authorized or issued for such purposes, 
namely, docks, water supply, electric light or power, gas, 
markets and any other purpose, from the carrying out 
of which the municipality derives revenue from rental 
or service; and bonds authorized or issued for school 
purposes. In the case of bonds issued for school pur- 
poses the net bonded indebtedness only shall be stated 
after deducting sinking funds and funds in hand applic- 
able thereto. 

(b) Evidence of indebtedness other than bonds, in- 
cluding temporary notes or bonds issued under section 
thirteen, including such as have been authorized but 
not issued. 

B. The deductions. 

Such deductions shall be itemized as follows: 

(a) The amount of special assessments levied and un- 
collected, applicable to the payment of any part of the 
gross indebtedness not deducted under some other item 
hereof. 

(b) The amount, as estimated by resolution of the 
governing body, of special assessments to be levied for 
any improvement, which will be applicable to any part 
of the gross indebtedness not deducted under some other 
item hereof. 
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(c) Indebtedness to an amount not exceeding three 
per centum (3%) of the average of the assessed valu- 
ation as stated in subdivision D hereof, incurred or 
authorized for any of the following purposes but not 
for the support or maintenance thereof, separately 
stated insofar as separately issued for such purposes, 
namely, for docks, electric light or power, gas, markets 
and any other purpose from the carrying out of which 
the municipality derives revenue from rentals or services 
rendered, the payment of the principal and interest of 
which indebtedness was adequately provided for from 
such revenue after deducting operating expenses during 
the previous fiscal year. 

(d) Indebtedness incurred or authorized for the 
supply of water. 

(e) The net indebtedness incurred or authorized for 
school purposes to an amount not exceeding six per 
centum (6%) of the average assessed valuation as 
stated in subdivision D hereof. 

(f) Funds in hand and sinking funds or such parts 
thereof as are held for the payment of any part of the 
gross indebtedness, other than that which is included 
in these deductions or which is otherwise deducted. 
Under this item shall be included the proceeds on hand 
of any bonds or notes held to pay any part of the gross 
indebtedness, and the estimated proceeds of bonds or 
notes which have been authorized if such estimated pro- 
ceeds will be held for that purpose. 

(g) Amount, if any, included in the current taxes 
levied for the payment of any part of the gross indebt- 
edness other than that which is included in these deduc- 
tions. 

(h) Amount of unpaid taxes not more than three 
years in arrears. 

(1) Indebtedness incurred or authorized for the con- 
struction or reconstruction of dikes, bulkheads, jetties 
or other devices, erected along the ocean or inlet fronts, 
and intended to prevent the encroachment of the sea, 
including the improvements to restore property damaged 
by the sea, or for the construction of boardwalks, 
pavilions, piers, bathing houses, or other devices along 
the ocean front, and the acquisition of lands in connec- 
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tion therewith, also indebtedness incurred or authorized 
for the acquisition of lands or interest in lands along 
the ocean front or for the improvement thereof or for 
the construction of buildings thereon, and also indebt- 
edness to an amount not in excess of three per centum 
(3% ) of the average of the assessed valuations as stated 
in subsection D hereof incurred or authorized for the 
construction or reconstruction of harbors, basins, docks 
and piers (but not for the support or maintenance 
thereof) along the bay front or water front, and the 
acquisition of title to land in connection therewith, 
whenever such operation shall be undertaken for the 
purpose of building and constructing a municipal harbor 
with docks and piers from which the municipality will 
derive revenue from the rental thereof. 

(j;) Amounts owing by the State, or other municipal- 
ities, or by other persons or corporations, on account of 
that part of an improvement for which indebtedness has 
been incurred or authorized, and not deducted under 
any other item. 

C. The net debt of the municipality or county, as the 
case may be, as determined by deducting the deductions 
stated in subdivision B from the gross debt stated in 
subdivision A. 

D. The three next preceding assessed valuations of 
the taxable real property (including improvements) of 
the municipality and the averages thereof. 

E.. The percentage that the net debt as computed under 
subdivision C bears to the average of the assessed valu- 
ation computed under subdivision D. 

(2) Prior to the passage of any ordinance or resolu- 
tion authorizing notes or bonds under this act, the chief 
financial officer shall make and file a supplemental debt 
statement unless such notes or bonds are exclusively 
for the following purposes, namely, for funding (includ- 
ing the funding of interest accruing during the con- 
struction period) or for refunding; or for the supply 
of water; or for the construction or reconstruction of 
dikes, bulkheads, jetties or other devices erected along 
the ocean or inlet front and intended to prevent the 
encroachment of the sea, including improvements tc 
restore property damaged by the sea, for the construction

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CHAPTER 175. 


An Act to incorporate the borough of Hi-Nella, in 
the county of Camden. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

Corporate 1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township of 
; Clementon, in the county of Camden, hereinafter set 
forth, are hereby constituted and declared to be a body 
corporate in fact and in law, by name of “Borough of 
Hi-Nella,” and as such shall be governed by the general 

laws of New Jersey relating to the boroughs. 
2. The boundaries of the said borough shall be as 


follows : 
Boundaries of Beginning at a point in the middle of Warrick Road, 
Hi-Nella. sixty-one links north of the middle of the Warrick 


Fiouse, and corner to lands formerly of Jenkins; thence 
(1) by Jenkins, north sixty-six degrees and forty-five 
minutes, east, fifteen chains and fourteen links to a 
stone on the east side of the meadow; thence (2) still by 
Jenkins, north twenty-three degrees thirty minutes west, 
twenty-six chains and forty-eight links, more or less to 
the middle line of Somerdale Road; thence (3) along the 
said middle line of Somerdale Road and Ogg Avenue, 
north eighty-seven degrees east, twenty-three chains 
and twenty links to a corner in the middle line of said 
Ogg Avenue, corner to land now or late Edward Ogg, 
if said Ogg line were continued northwardly across

5. Section one thousand and six of Article X of said 
act to which this act is amendatory be and hereby is 
amended to read as follows: 

1006. Immediately upon the expiration of the time of 
filing certificates, statements and petitions for candidates, 
the said municipal clerk shall inspect said petition and 
ascertain their authenticity, and at least ten days before 
said election he shall cause to be published for three suc- 
cessive days in one of the daily newspapers circulating 
in such municipality, in proper form, the names of the 
persons to appear upon the ballots of the election in the 
order in which they were filed with him, and if there 
be no daily newspaper, then in one issue of any other 
newspaper that may be published or circulating in said 
municipality. 

6. Section one thousand and seven of Article X of 
said act to which this act is amendatory be and hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 

1007. The municipal clerk shall thereupon cause the 
ballots to be printed and authenticated, with a facsimile 
of his signature. No bracketing of names, party or 
policy designation shall appear on the ballot. Upon the 
said ballot shall appear the names of the candidates for 
members of the council with a square to the left of each 
name and below the names of such candidates shall ap- 
pear the words, “Vote for three (five or seven as the 
case may be).” The ballot shall be printed upon plain, 
substantial white paper, and shall be substantially in the 
following form: 

“Municipal election of (here insert corporate name ot 
municipality), county of (here insert name of county), 
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held (here insert date of the election). To vote for any 
person make cross (Xx) or a plus (+-) mark in the 
square preceding the name voted for. Vote only for as 
inany persons as there are officers to be elected. If you 
wrongly mark the ballot, tear or deface same and return 
it to election officer and obtain a new ballot. 

7. Section one thousand and eight of Article X of 
said act to which this act is amendatory be and hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 

1008. The said election shall be conducted by the 
respective district boards of registry and election which 
conducted the last preceding general election and vacan- 
cies existing in any such boards shall be filled by the 
county board of elections. The said election shall be 
conducted in conformity with the provisions of an act 
entitled “An act to regulate elections’? (Revision of 
1920), passed May fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty, and its amendments and supplements, except as 
in this act may be otherwise provided, and the number 
of candidates equal to the number of places to be filled 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be elected 
members of the council as herein provided. 

8. Section one thousand and nine of Article X of 
said act to which this act is amendatory be and hereby 
is eliminated. 

9. Article XIII of the act, as heretofore supple- 
mented, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Article XJ]I—Terms of Office of Councilmen and 
Filling of Vacancies in Certain Cases. 

Whenever in any municipality in which the terms of 
office of the members of the municipal council, by what- 
soever name the said council and its members may be 
known, expire in successive years, proceedings are insti- 
tuted for the adoptions pursuant to the act of which this 
act is an amendment of the municipal manager form of 
government, the request or petition filed pursuant to 
section four hundred and one of Article 1V of said act 
may state, in words or substance, that it is the desire of 
the petitioners, in case said form of government is 
adopted, that the terms of office of the members of the 
municipal council shall be three years each. In case the 
election held pursuant to such a petition shall result in 
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the adoption of the said municipal manager form of 
government then the terms of the members of the first 
municipal council elected as provided in section six hun- 
dred and four of Article VI of the said act as further 
«mended herein shall be as follows: If the said munici- 
pal council is to consist of three electors, then one of the 
first members shall be elected for one year, one for two 
years and one for three years. If the said municipal 
council is to consist of five electors, then two of the first 
members shall be elected for one year, two for two years 
and one for three years. If the said municipal council 
it to consist of seven electors then three of the first 
members shall be elected for one year, two for two years 
and two for three years. If the said municipal council 
is to consist of nine members, then three of the first 
members shall be elected for one year, three for two 
years and three for three years. 

The number of votes received by each candidate 
elected in such first election shall determine the length 
of his first term, the successful candidate or candidates 
receiving the lowest number of votes being elected for 
one year only, the next highest candidate or candidates 
for two years only, and the candidate or candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes for the three- 
year period. In case of a tie among the successful 
candidates rendering it impossible to determine their 
respective terms of office as above provided the question 
shall be determined by lot as between the candidates so 
affected at the first meeting of the new council. 

In cases provided for in this article the municipal elec- 
tions to be held in accordance with section six hundred 
and five of Article VI, and of section one thousand and 
one of Article X of the act which is hereby further 
amended and supplemented, shall be held on the second 
Tuesday of May in each year, and the number of per- 
sons to be elected at such municipal elections shall be 
equal to the number of vacancies which are then to be 
filled, and the terms of office of the persons so elected 
shall be three years and until their successors shall have 
been elected and qualified, or unless their places become 
vacant as described in the act which is hereby amended 
and supplemented. In cases provided for in this article, 
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vacancies in the municipal council, excepting such as are 
created by recall, shall be filled temporarily by the mu- 
nicipal council by appointing a properly qualified citizen 
thereto who shall serve until a successor can be elected 
at the next municipal election at which members of the 
municipal council are elected, at which time such suc- 
cessor shall be elected to serve for the unexpired term. 
The provisions of this act relative to municipal elections 
shall apply to the election of such successor. 

10. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

1. An act entitled “An act to prohibit the catching of 
eels during certain months of the year in the seaside 
waters of the townships of Dennis and Upper in the 
county of Cape May,” approved April twentieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 187. 


An Act concerning the guardianship of incompetent 
veterans and of minor children of disabled or deceased 
veterans and the commitment of veterans, and to 
make uniform the law with reference thereto. 


3B It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

RESO HS 1. As used in this act: 

The term “person” includes a partnership, corporation 
or an association. 

The term ‘“Bureau” means the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau or its successor. . 

The terms “estate” and “income’’ shall include only 
moneys received by the guardian from the bureau and 
all earnings, interest and profits derived therefrom. 

The term “benefits”? shall mean all moneys payable 
by the United States through the bureau. 

The term “director” means the director of the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau or his successor. 

The term “ward” means a beneficiary of the bureau. 

The term “guardian” as used herein shall mean any 
person acting as a fiduciary for a ward. 

Provision for 2 Whenever, pursuant to any law of the United 
States or regulation of the bureau, the director requires, 
prior to payment of benefits, that a guardian be ap- 
pointed for a ward, such appointment shall be made in 
ihe manner hereinafter provided. 

Ea sae 3. Except as hereinafter provided it shall be unlawful 

limited to five. for any person to accept appointment as guardian of any 
ward if such proposed guardian shall at that time be 
acting as guardian for five wards. In any case, upon 
presentation of a petition by an attorney of the bureau 
under this section alleging that a guardian is acting in 
a fiduciary capacity for more than five wards and re- 
questing his discharge for that reason, the court, upon 
proof substantiating the petition, shall require a final 
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accounting forthwith from such guardian and shall dis- 
charge such guardian in said case. 

The limitations of this section shall not apply where 
the guardian is a bank or trust company. An individual 
may be guardian of more than five wards if they are 
all members of the same family. 

4. A petition for the appointment of a guardian may 
be filed in the Orphans’ Court of the county in which 
the ward is a resident by or on behalf of any person who 
under existing law is entitled to priority of appointment. 
If there be no person so entitled or if the person so en- 
titled shall neglect or refuse to file such a petition within 
thirty days after mailing of notice by the bureau to the 
last known address of such person indicating the neces- 
sity for the same a petition for such appointment may 
be filed in any court of competent jurisdiction by or on 
behalf of any responsible person residing in this State. 

The petition for appointment shall set forth the name, 
age, place of residence of the ward, the names and places 
of residence of the nearest relative, if known, and the 
fact that such ward is entitled to receive moneys pay- 
able by or through the bureau shall set forth the amount 
of moneys then due and the amount of probable future 
payments. 

The petition shall also set forth the name and address 
of the person or institution, if any, having actual custody 
of the ward. 

In the case of an alleged incompetent ward the peti- 
tion shall show that such ward has been rated incompe- 
tent on examination by the bureau in accordance with 
the laws and regulations governing the bureau. 

In hearing and determining the case of incompetency 
of a ward the Orphans’ Court may, upon the submission 
of affidavits made by two medical officers of the army, 
navy, marine service or United States Veterans’ Bureau, 
certifying that by reason of the incompetency of the 
ward, he is incapable of managing his property, or on 
such other facts as shall satisfy the court of the incom- 
petency of the ward, declare such ward to be incompetent 
tc personally receive and disburse moneys to be paid by 
the United States Veterans’ Bureau, and appoint a guar- 
dian without further proceedings for such purpose. 
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In all cases of such incompetency wherein the 
Crphans’ Court has appointed a guardian for a ward the 
said Orphans’ Court may subsequently on due notice 
declare such person to be competent on proof of a find- 
ing and determination to that effect by the medical au- 
thorities of the army, navy, marine service or United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, or on such other facts as shall 
satisfy the court of the competency of the ward and 
such court may thereupon declare such ward to be com- 
petent and discharge the guardian without further pro- 
ceedings, subject to the settlement of his account. 

5. \Where a petition is filed for the appointment of a 
guardian of a minor ward a certificate of the director, 
or his representative, setting forth the age of such minor 
as shown by the records of the bureau and the fact that 
the appointment of a guardian is a condition precedent 
to the payment of any moneys due the minor by the 
bureau, shall be prima facie evidence of the necessity for 
such appointment. 

6. Where a petition is filed for the appointment of a 
guardian of an incompetent ward a certificate of the 
director, or his representative, setting forth the fact that 
such person has been rated incompetent by the bureau 
on examination in accordance with the laws and regula- 
tions governing such bureau; and that the appointment 
of a guardian is a condition precedent to the payment 
of any moneys due such person by the bureau, shall be 
prima facie evidence of the necessity for such appoint- 
ment. 

7. Upon the filing of a petition for the appointment 
of a guardian, under the provisions of this act, the court 
shall cause such notice to be given as is provided by law 
int similar cases, 

&. Before making an appointment under the pro- 
visions of this act the court shall be satisfied that the 
cuardian whose appointment is sought is a fit and proper 
person to be appointed. Upon the appointment being 
made the guardian shall execute and file a bond to be 
approved by the court in an amount not less than the sum 
then due and estimated to become payable during the 
ensuing year. The said bond shall be in the form and 
be conditioned as required of guardians appointed under 
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the guardianship laws of this State. The court shall 
have power from time to time to require the guardian 
to file an additional bond. 

Where a bond is tendered by a guardian with personal 
sureties, such sureties shall file with the court a certificate 
under oath which shall describe the property owned, 
both real and personal, and that they are each worth the 
sum named in the bond as the penalty thereof over and 
above all their debts and liabilities and exclusive of prop- 
erty exempt from execution. 


9, In addition to any other duties imposed upon him 
by law, it shall be the duty of every guardian who shall 
receive on account of his ward any moneys from the 
bureau, once every three years, at the time and in ihe 
manner hereafter provided, to render to the Orphans’ 
Court, from whom he received his appointment as guar- 
dian, a true account of his administration of all moneys 
received by him, as such guardian, as pension, bounty 
or other allowance from the United States, said account 
to be submitted in duplicate; and each year when not 
required to render an account to the Orphans’ Court, 
every guardian shall submit an account to the regional 
office of the United States Veterans’ Bureau for the 
State of New Jersey, on an appropriate form prepared 
and furnished by the bureau. 

Where said account is to be rendered by a guardian 
appointed in the county of Hudson, Somerset or Sussex, 
the same shall be filed on or before the fifth day of 
January in such year. Where said account is to be 
rendered by a guardian appointed in the county of War- 
ren or Essex, the same shall be filed on or before the 
fifth day of February in such year. Where said account 
is to be rendered by a guardian appointed in the county 
of Bergen, Morris or Passaic, the same shall be filed 
on or before the fifth day of March in such year. 
Where said account is to be rendered by a guardian ap- 
pointed in the county of Union, Hunterdon or Middle- 
sex, the same shall be filed on or before the fifth day of 
April in such year. Where said account is to be rendered 
by a guardian appointed in the county of Mercer, Burl- 
itigton, Monmouth or Gloucester, the same shall be filed 
on or before the fifth day of May in such vear. Where 
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said account is to be rendered by a guardian appointed 
in the county of Camden, Atlantic or Salem, the same 
shall be filed on or before the fifth day of June in such 
year. Where said account is to be rendered by a guar- 
cian appointed in the county of Cape May, Cumberland 
or Ocean, the same shall be filed on or before the fifth 
day of July in such year. 

Upon the filing of an account of a guardian rendered 
every three years to the Orphans’ Court as aforesaid 
with respect to the monevs received by him from any 
pension, bounty or other allowance from the United 
States, the surrogate shall issue citations to all persons 
concerned, including the sureties of such guardian and 
including the United States Veterans’ Bureau, to appear 
at the said Orphans’ Court, which citation shall be 
served at least ten days before the sitting of the court; 
and such guardian, or any person on his behalf, may 
serve such citation on the parties aforesaid by mailing 
a copy thereof to such parties at their last known ad- 
dress and making and filing with the surrogate an affi- 
davit setting forth the time, place and manner of such 
service whereupon the same shall have the force and 
effect of a service by a proper officer. 

The account of every such guardian, after the same 
has been audited and stated by the surrogate and re- 
ported to the Orphans’ Court, and citation served on the 
parties in interest as aforesaid, shall be examined by 
the court and if found to be properly and fairly stated 
shall be filed and the decree on the account showing the 
balance and any commissions or counsel fee allowed shail 
be entered of record. 


The surrogate of a county with whom any account as 
aforesaid is filed shall mail, within five days from the 
date of the filing of said account, a true copy thereof 
to the regional manager of the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau located in this State. The United States Vet- 
erans’ Bureau shall be deemed a party in interest in any 
such accounting and shall be competent to except to any 
such account, or any part thereof. 

In any case where an account shall be filed hereunder, 
where the guardian has failed to file with the same the 
usual vouchers showing the disbursements made by hiin, 
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the Orphans’ Court may allow said’ account without 
the submission of said vouchers, provided the written 
approval of the regional attorney of the bureau office in 
this State shall be filed with the said account which shail 
set forth the facts upon which such approval is based. 

Excepting as otherwise herein provided, the practice 
and procedure prevailing in the Orphans’ Court with 
respect to accountings of guardians of infants shall be 
the practice and procedure prevailing with respect to 
accountings rendered under this act. 

10. In the case of the failure of any guardian as afore- 
said to make and render such account within the time 
above limited, the United States Veterans’ Bureau may 
serve notice upon the guardian that his account has not 
been filed in accordance with this act and this notice may 
be mailed to the guardian at his last known address; and, 
if said guardian fails to render said account within 
thirty days from the date of the mailing of said notice 
or within such time as the court may otherwise provide, 
it shall be the duty of the Orphans’ Court to remove 
such guardian from office when satisfactory proof of 
the guardian’s failure to account is presented, and the 
cost of such proceedings, as well as the cost incident to 
2 citation when such action is necessary to secure a guar- 
dian’s account shall be paid by such guardian out of his 
own private estate, unless the court for good reasons 
shown shall order otherwise. 

11. Compensation payable to guardians shall not ex- 
ceed five per centum of the income of the ward during 
any year. In the event of extraordinary services ren- 
dered by such guardian the court may, upon petition and 
after hearing thereon, authorize additional compensa- 
tion therefor payable from the estate of the ward. 
Notice of such petition and hearing shall be given the 
proper office of the bureau in the manner provided in 
section nine. No compensation shall be allowed on the 
corpus of an estate received from a preceding guardian. 
The guardian may be allowed from the estate of his 
ward reasonable premiums paid by him to any corporate 
surety upon his bond. 


12. Every guardian shall invest the funds of the 
estate in such manner or in such securities, in which the 
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guardian has no interest, as allowed by law or approved 
by the court. 

13. A guardian shall not apply any portion of estate 
of his ward for the support and maintenance of any 
person other than his ward, except that upon written 
directions received from the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau, a guardian shall apply such portion of the 
ward’s estate to the support and maintenance of the 
ward's spouse, child, father or mother as may be set 
torth in said direction and such authority shall be sub- 
mitted by the guardian with his account when said ac- 
count is filed with the Orphans’ Court. 

14. Whenever a copy of any public record is require 
Ly the bureau to be used in determining the eligibility 
of any person to participate in benefits made available 
by such bureau, the official charged with the custody 
of such public record shall without charge provide the 
applicant for such benefits or any person acting on his 
behalf or the representative of such bureau with a certi- 
fied copy of such record. 

15. Whenever it appears that a veteran of any war, 
uiilitary occupation or expedition is eligible for treat- 
inent in a United States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital and 
commitment to such hospital is necessary for the proper 
care and treatment of such veteran, the courts of this 
State are hereby authorized to communicate with the 
official in charge of such hospital with reference to avail- 
able facilities and eligibility, and upon receipt of a certi- 
ficate from the official in charge of such hospital the 
court may then direct such veteran’s commitment to such 
United States Veterans’ Bureau Hospital in the same 
mianner as it is now authorized for the commitment of 
persons of unsound mind to State institutions. There- 
after such veteran upon admission shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations of such hospital and the officials 
of such hospital shall be vested with the same powers 
now exercised by superintendents of State hospitals for 
mental diseases within this State with reference to the 
retention of custody of the veteran so committed. 
Notice of stich pending proceedings shall be furnished 
the person to be committed and his right to appear and 
defend shall not be denied. 
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16. When a minor ward for whom a guardian has 
been appointed under the provisions of this act or other 
laws of this State shall have attained his or her ma- 
jority, and, if incompetent, shall be declared competent 
by the court, and when any incompetent ward, not a 
minor, shall be declared competent by said bureau and 
the court, the guardian shall upon making a satisfactory 
accounting or upon filing with the surrogate of the 
proper county a release from his ward be discharged 
upon a petition filed for that purpose. 

17. This act shall be construed liberally to secure the 
beneficial intents and purposes thereof and shall apply 
only to beneficiaries of the bureau. 

18. ‘his act may be cited as the “Uniform Veterans’ 
Guardianship Act.” 

19. This act shall be so interpreted and construed as 
to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the 
law of those States which enact it. 

20. The invalidity of any portion of this act shall 
not affect the validity of any other portion thereof which 
can be given effect without such invalid part. 

21. Excepting as otherwise herein provided, no costs 
or fees shall be charged or taxed by the surrogates of 
the respective counties for accounts rendered or other 
proceedings had under this act. 

22. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with this 
act in so far as they affect beneficiaries of the bureau are 
hereby repealed. 

23. ‘This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 188. 


An Act to annex to the city of Ocean City, in the 
county of Cape May, meadowlands contiguous there- 
to. 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The following described territory, situate in Cape 
May County, and contiguous to the city of Ocean City, 
described as follows: 

Tract 1. Beginning at the end of the second course 
in the boundaries of Ocean City, New Jersey, as de- 
scribed in the Laws of New Jersey of 1897, chapter No. 
39; said beginning point being at the end of Beach 
Thorofare, where it intersects the easterly channel of 
Pecks Bay, and extending thence north 21 degrees east, 
true meridian course, through Pecks Bay, passing about 
midway between the most easterly point of meadows at 
Beesley’s Point and the westerly point of a salt meadow 
island, located near the mouth of Pecks Bay, continuing 
on the same course into Great Egg Harbor Bay until 
the course intersects the division line between Atlantic 
County and Cape May County, thence along the said 
Givision line between Atlantic County and Cape May 
Ccunty and in Ship Channel, and passing through the 
Somers Point—Ocean City automobile bridge and the 
shore fast line trolley bridge, thence southwestward!y 
along the division line between Cape May County and 
Atlantic County to Beach Thorofare, thence southwest- 
wardly along Beach Thorofare, to Back Thorofare, 
thence southwestwardly along Back Thorofare, to the 
most easterly channel of Peck’s and the place of begin- 
ning. 

Tract 2. Beginning at a point, said point being the 
beginning of the boundaries as fixed by the Laws of 
1897, chapter 39, page 107, in the line of low water 
mark on the northerly side of Corson’s Inlet at the inter- 
section of low water mark to said Corson’s Inlet with the 
low water mark of the Atlantic Ocean, thence north- 
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westerly along and in the line of low water mark of said 
Corson’s Inlet to the intersection thereof, with Beach 
Thorofare, thence northeasterly along said Beach 
Thorofare to the most easterly channel of Peck’s Bay, 
thence southwesterly along the State inland waterway to 
the intersection with Crook Horn Thorofare, said in- 
tersection being at the southwest end of Blackman’s 
Island, thence southwestwardly along the inland water- 
way in Crook Horn Thorofare, passing along the 
easterly side of Devils Island to Main Thorofare or 
Middle Thorofare, thence eastwardly down the center 
ef Main or Middle Thorofare to Corson’s Inlet or the 
Atlantic Ocean, thence southeastwardly extending into 
the Atlantic Ocean as far as the jurisdiction of the State 
of New Jersey extends, thence northeastwardly along 
said jurisdiction line to beginning of the seventh course 
in the Ocean City boundaries described in said Laws of 
1897, chapter 37, thence following the seventh course in 
said laws, in a northwesterly direction to the place of 
beginning. 

is hereby annexed to, and shall become, a part of the city 
of Ocean City, and governed by the laws of this State, 
applicable to said city, and the ordinances thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Quartermaster-General of the State, acting for, 
on behalf, and in the name of the State of New Jersey, 
is hereby authorized and empowered to convey to the 
city of Hackensack, a municipal corporation in the 
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county of Bergen, for such consideration as shall ke 
agreed upon, the following described lands: Beginning 
at a point in the easterly line of State Street, distant 
forty (40) feet southerly from the intersection of the 
southerly line of Mercer Street with said easterly line 
of State Street; thence (1) easterly and parallel with 
said southerly line of Mercer Street, seven and one- 
hundredth (7.01) feet more or less to a point; thence 
(2) southerly along a line parallel with the easterly line 
of State Street and distant, seven (7) feet easterly there- 
{rom measured at right angles, eighty-one and fifty-eight 
hundredth (81.58) feet more or less to an intersection 
with the southerly line of property of the State of New 
jersey; thence (3) westerly and parallel or nearly so, 
with the first course along said property line seven and 
one-hundredth (7.01) feet more or less to an intersec- 
tion with the easterly line of State Street; thence (4) 
northerly along said easterly line of State Street, eighty- 
one and fifty-eight-hundredth (81.58) feet to the point 
or place of beginning. 

2. Such conveyance shall be by quit-claim deed and 
shall be executed in the name of the State by the Quar- 
termaster-General and the land so conveyed shall be used 
by the said city of Hackensack for the purpose of widen- 
ing State Street in said city. 

3. All charges and costs in connection with such 
widening and straightening of said State Street, whether 
for curbing, sidewalks, grading or other assessments 
shall be without charge to the State of New Jersey. 

4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 190. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ eomprising Chapter one hundred and 
fifty-two of the Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and seventeen. 


BE (ft ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality not owning a water or sewer 
system may construct an extension to any then existing 
water or sewer system, for the purpose of supplying 
water or servicing any portion of the territory of such 
municipality, and shall assess the cost of such construc- 
tion against the lands and real estate benefitted thereby, 
and such assessments shall bear interest and penalties 
from the same time and at the same rate as assessments 
for local improvements in the district or districts where 
the same is imposed, and from the date of confirmation 
shall be a first and paramount lien upon the respective 
lands and real estate assessed, to the same extent, and 
shall be enforced and collected in the same manner as 
assessments for local improvements. 

No assessment shall be invalid by reason of failure to 
receive notice or any other informality. 

2. Any such municipality may lease or sell any such 
extension by vote of its duly constituted governing body, 
and the proceeds received from any such lease or sale 
may be divided pro rata, according to the principal of 
the amount of assessments paid under the above pro- 
vision and distributed among those owners of properties 
assessed who have become, or may hereafter become, 
bena fide users of the utility’s service, or their legal 
representatives or assigns. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 191. 


An Act validating, ratifying and confirming the issu- 
ance of promissory notes of cities of this State for 
school purposes and authorizing thé issuance of bonds. 


Be If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings for the issuance by cities of this 
State of promissory notes for the purpose of raising 
money for the purchase of lands for school purposes, 
for grading, draining or otherwise improving or erm- 
bellishing such lands, or for erecting, enlarging, recon- 
structing, furnishing, refurnishing, or equipping school- 
houses, or for an addition or additions to schoolhouses, 
are hereby validated, ratified and confirmed, notwith- 
standing that the amount of such promissory notes so 
authorized, or the amount of the appropriations for the 
purposes for which such promissory notes were issued, 
exceeds any statutory limitations on such amounts, and 
notwithstanding that the period of time during which 
such promissory notes, or some of them, have been out- 
standing exceeds any statutory limitations on such pe- 
riods; provided, that prior to the date when this act 
takes effect such promissory notes have been issued, and 
iti that case such promissory notes are hereby validated 
and their issuance ratified and confirmed. The principal 
of such promissory notes may be paid from the pro- 
ceeds of permanent bonds to be issued in pursuance of 
an act entitled “An act to establish a thorough and effi- 
cient system of free public schools, and to provide for 
the maintenance, support and management thereof,” 
approved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three, and the acts amendatory thereof and suppic- 
mental thereto. All the provisions of this act relative 
to the validation and payment of promissory notes shall 
apply to notes issued in renewal of promissory notes 
issued under proceedings validated, ratified and con- 
firmed by this act.

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CHAPTER 192. 


An Act appropriating from the State fund a sum of 
money to be expended by and under the direction of 
the State Board of Commerce and Navigation for the 
construction in whole or in part of such works and 
structures, including seawalls, bulkheads, jetties and 
other approved devices necessary and proper in order 
to protect the riparian lands and taxable properties of 
this State, in municipalities within the county of 
Ocean, bordering on the Atlantic Ocean, from de- 
struction by encroachment of the Atlantic Ocean and 
other destructive agencies of the sea. 


Wuereas, The coast and seashore of Ocean County in 
the State of New Jersey, in many cases, and in many 
locations, has been and is likely to be encroached upon 
by the Atlantic Ocean, thereby causing a great de- 
struction of the riparian lands and taxable property 
of great value from which large sums may be and are 
annually derived by reason of riparian leases; and 

WHerEAS, Such encroachment of the ocean can, in the 
judgment of the Legislature, be further checked and 
prevented by the construction and maintenance of sea- 
walls, bulkheads, jetties and other approved devices 
along said ocean; therefore: 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated and directed to be 
paid out of the treasury of this State the sum of one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000), or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, to be expended under 
the direction of the Board of Commerce and Navigation 
of the State of New Jersey for the construction of such 
work, seawalls, bulkheads, jetties and other devices nec- 
essary and proper to protect the riparian lands of this 
State, or property for which the State receives a revenue 
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by taxation, or for the rent of riparian leases, and in 
order to protect other lands in the municipalities located 
in the county of Ocean, and bordering on the Atlantic 
Ocean, from the encroachment of the Atlantic Ocean, 
which sum of money is to be immediately available and 
payable. 

2. The plans for all such work, in whole or in part, 
shall be approved by the Board of Commerce and 
Navigation of the State of New Jersey, and the selec- 
tion and designation of the section or sections or sea 
coast of the County of Ocean to be protected shall also 
he determined by said board, and said board is hereby 
empowered to make such rules and reguiations respect- 
ing the doing of such work and the inspection and ap- 
proval thereof as it may deem necessary; said board is 
further authorized to assume the construction of any 
part of or the whole of any work or works approved 
by it, provided the cost thereof does not exceed the sum 
set aside for such work or works; provided, however, 
that no greater amount or portion of the sum of money 
hereby appropriated shall be available and paid out for 
the purposes of such work or works than is appropriated 
by such municipality in which or upon the borders of 
which such work or works are to be constructed and is 
available for the expenditure therefor. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “‘An act relating to the 
sale of lands by cemetery companies,’ approved April 
fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty.

1. In case any such cemetery association, company or 
corporation, which is or may be composed of holders 
of shares of capital stock and which shall have provided 
a fund or funds for the upkeep of such association or 
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company and the care of the burial plots therein equal 
to at least three times the capital stock of such associa- 
tion, the proceeds of such sale or sales heretofore or 
hereafter made, after the payment of all legal debts and

company may determine.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act authorizing 
limited appropriations for the relief and education of 
certain indigent children in the cities of this State,” 
approved March twenty-third, one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of “An act to authorize limited appro- 
priations for the relief and education of certain indigent 
children in the cities of this State,” which act was ap- 
proved March twenty-third, one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-three, be and it is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

1. In addition to its yearly appropriations for school 
purposes, it shall be lawful for the body having control 
of finances of any city in this State to raise, in its annual 
tax levy, a sum of money not exceeding three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) which, together with any moneys 
obtained therefor by voluntary contributions, shall be 
expended for the relief and primary education of such 
indigent, homeless or deserted children of said city as, 
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by reason of their age, their inability to obtain suitable 
clothing, their necessary occupations, or otherwise are 
unable to attend the public schools; provided, however, 
that the moneys thus appropriated shall be expended 
under the direction of the board of education of said 
city. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 195. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
the regulating, planting, care and control of trees and 
shrubbery upon the public highways in the counties 
of the State,’ approved February twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-four.

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1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

1. In any county of this State it shall be lawful for 
the board of chosen freeholders by resolution to estab- 
lish a board of shade tree commissioners to consist of 
not more than five residents of such county, which com- 
mission shall be appointed by the board of chosen free- 
holders, and shall be known as the “Shade Tree Com- 
mission of County;” provided, however, that 
the board of chosen freeholders, or such a committee or 
committees thereof as such board may designate, may 
exercise all the functions herein conferred on such 
“Shade Tree Commission.” Of the commissioners first 
appointed, in the event that the commission is to consist 
of five members, one shall serve for the period of one 
year, one for the period of two years, one for the period 
of three years, one for the period of four years, and one 
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for the period of five years, and thereafter one such 
commissioner shall be appointed annually for the term 
of five years. In the event that it is desired that the 
commission shall consist of less than five members the 
appointments shall be so arranged as to have the term 
of one commissioner expire each year. In the event of 
a vacancy, the board of chosen freeholders shall appoint 
a new commissioner for the unexpired term. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 196. 


An Act to annex a portion of the township of Lopat- 
cong, in the county of Warren, to the town of Phillips- 
burg, in the county of Warren. ‘ 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All that certain tract or portion of land lying and 
being in the township of Lopatcong, in the county of 
Warren and State of New Jersey, which is included in 
the boundaries hereinafter described, be and the same is 
hereby set off from the township of Lopatcong and 
annexed to and included in the town of Phillipsburg, 
said territory being described as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of the present northerly 
boundary line of the town of Phillipsburg and the center 
line of the road leading from Phillipsburg to Belvidere, 
and thence running along the center line of said Belvi- 
dere Road in a northeasterly direction to a point in- 
tersected by the property line dividing the property of 
the Phillipsburg Development Company and one Elmer 
Shiffert; thence in a southeasterly direction along the 
northerly property line of the property of the Phillips- 
burg Development Company to the present boundary line 
of the town of Phillipsburg; thence along the boundary 
line of the town of Phillipsburg along the several courses 
thereof, to the place of beginning. 
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2. This act shall take effect immediately; provided, 
its provisions shall not be operative until it shall have 
been submitted to the voters residing in that part of 
the township of Lopatcong, in said county, in said act 
described, at a special election to be held within the said 
described territory of Lopatcong Township, and at said 
special election adopted by a majority of the legal voters 
residing in said territory aforesaid, voting at said special 
election. Said special election shall be held within said 
territory described in the township of Lopatcong, on a 
certain day to be agreed upon by the township clerk of 
the township of Lopatcong, which said day shall be 
within forty-five days from the passage of this act. 
Such special election shall be between the hours of six 
o’clock A. M. and seven o’clock P. M., and at the 
regular polling place within said territory in the town- 
ship of Lopatcong, to be fixed by the clerk of the town- 
ship of Lopatcong, in said county of Warren. The 
clerk, of the township of Lopatcong shall cause public 
rotice of the time and place of the holding of such elec- 
tion, to be given by advertisement signed by the clerk 
of the township of Lopatcong and set up in at least 
five public places within said described territory of the 
township of Lopatcong at least ten days prior to said 
election, and said clerk of the township of Lopatcong 
shall provide for the electors voting at said special elec- 
tion, a ballot, printed or written or partly written or 
partly printed, upon which ballot shall appear the propo- 
sition to be submitted to the voters, with instructions 
in the following form: 

“Tf you favor the proposition printed below, make an 
mark or a -++ mark in the square to the left of and 
opposite the word ‘Yes’; if you are opposed thereto, 
make an X mark or a ++ mark in the square to the left 
of and opposite the word ‘No.’” 


Vee Shall an act entitled “An act to an- 
nex a portion of the township of 
Lopatcong, in the county of Warren, 
to the town of Phillipsburg, in the 
county of Warren, be adopted?

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If the voter makes an & mark or + mark in black 
ink or black pencil in the square to the left of and 
opposite the word “Yes” it shall be counted as a vote in 
favor of such proposition. 

If the voter makes an X mark or a + mark in black 
ink or black pencil in the square to the left of and 
opposite the word “No” it shall be counted as a vote 
against such proposition, and in case no mark shall be 
made in the square to the left of and opposite either the 
word “Yes” or “No” it shall not be counted as a vote 
for or against such proposition. 

Such election shall be held at the time and place so 
appointed, and shall be conducted by the officers of the 
board of registry and election of the township of Lopat- 
cong and shall be conducted within the territory of this 
act described, by the clerk of the township of Lopatcong 
and such assistants as he may designate. 

3. The register of voters used at the last general 
election in the said township of Lopatcong shall be used 
at such special election provided for in section two of 
this act, and the said board of registry and election and 
such assistants as the clerk of the township of Lopat- 
cong may designate shall meet for registration purposes 
at the designated polling place or places in the township 
of Lopatcong, aforesaid, on the Tuesday next preceding 
such special election, between the hours of one P. M. 
and nine P. M., for the purpose of revising and marking 
the registry list in the manner provided under the gen- 
eral elections laws of this State. One copy of the re- 
vised and corrected register shall be filed by the chairman 
of the district board of registry and election, in the 
township of Lopatcong, with the county board of elec- 
tions, within one day after the meeting for the revision 
and correction of the registry list as aforesaid, and one 
copy shall be retained by said district board of election. 

4, The officers of said board of registry and election 
and the clerk of the township of Lopatcong, shall within 
two days after such special election make return there- 
of, one to the township committee of the township of 
Lopatcong, in the county of Warren, one to the clerk 
of the county of Warren, of the results of such elec- 
tion, by statements in writing and under their hands; 
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the returns to the township committee may be filed with 
the clerk of the township of Lopatcong as aforesaid, 
and shall be entered at length upon the minutes of the 
township committee and the return to the county clerk 
of the county of Warren shall be filed by him in the 
office of the clerk of the county of Warren and said 
clerk of the county of Warren shail send a certified 
copy of said return to the Secretary of State of the 
State of New Jersey, and upon the adoption of this 
act by a majority of the legal voters residing in said 
territory above described, of the township of Lopat- 
cong aforesaid, voting at the special election called for 
that purpose as aforesaid, and not otherwise, this act 
shall in all respects be operative and the territory afore- 
said described shall thereupon become a part of the town 
of Phillipsburg, in the county of Warren, and be gov- 
erned by the laws of this State and the ordinances of 
the town of Phillipsburg, in the county of Warren.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Highway System, and to provide for the im-

thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section thirty-five of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:

Wuersas, Dr. David F. Weeks, a resident of Skillman, preamble. 
New Jersey, devoted twenty-two years of faithful 
service to the State as Superintendent and Medical 
Director of the New Jersey State Village for Epilep- 
tics at Skillman, and in such service as appears by 
resolutions of the State Board of Control of Institu-

1. There be paid to Maude Weeks, in monthly pay- 
ments, from the treasury of this State, a pension at the 
rate of two hundred dollars ($200) per month. Such 
payment to be made by the treasurer under warrant of 
the comptroller during the period of her natural life, or 
until she ceases to be a widow. Such pension shall com- 
mence from the date of the passage of this act.

CHAPTER 199, 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act concerning townships’ (Revision of 
1899), approved March twenty-fourth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine.” 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When any township, the boundaries of which are 
identical with the boundaries of the local school district, 
shall have on hand, between the first day of January and 
the second Tuesday in May of any year, surplus revenue 
unappropriated or anticipated receipts unappropriated 
for township purposes, it shall be lawful for the town- 
ship committee of said township, in its discretion, by 
resolution adopted at a regular or special meeting 
thereof at any time between the first day of January and 
the second Tuesday in May, to authorize the transfer 
of and to cause to be transferred all or any part of such 
unappropriated surplus revenue or unappropriated antici- 
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pated receipts as the township committee shall deem ad- 
visable to the board of education of the school district 
of the said township; and the said board of education 
shall receive such surplus revenue so transferred and 
such anticipated receipts when received during the fiscal 
year and cause the same to be deposited with the cus- 
todian of school moneys of the school district, and there- 
after, during the next ensuing fiscal year of the said 
school district, said board of education shall apply and 
expend the said surplus revenue so transferred, or antici- 
pated receipts when received, so far as the same shall be 
sufficient, to the payment, first, of the interest on the 
bonded indebtedness, and, second, of the principal of the 
bonded indebtedness of the said school district maturing 
and becoming due and payable in said next ensuing fiscal 
year of the said school district; and the balance, if any, 
to the payment of the current expenses of the said school 
district during said next ensuing fiscal year. 


2. Upon the transfer of surplus revenue or siotice of 
the appropriation of the anticipated receipts by the town- 
ship committee to the board of education as herein 
authorized, the district clerk of the school district receiv- 
ing such funds or notice of the appropriation of the an- 
ticipated receipts shall certify to the proper taxing 
officials the amount of such funds so transferred as shall 
be available for meeting the interest on and principal 
of bonds of the said school district becoming due and 
payable during the next ensuing fiscal year of the said 
school district, and the amount to be raised by local tax 
of the current year for such purpose shall be reduced 
accordingly, notwithstanding that the local tax has been 
voted by said district; and the balance, if any, of such 
funds or anticipated receipts when received shall be 
credited by said board of education upon the amount 
recommended by it to the legal voters of the said school 
district to be raised by local tax of the current year 
for the payment of the current expenses of the said 
school district during the said next ensuing fiscal year 
of said school district, or if voted prior to the passing 
of the aforesaid resolution by said township committee 
making such appropriation, the assessor shall reduce the 
amount to be raised by local taxation by the amount 
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sO appropriated and the collector shall collect by local 
taxes only, such balance due after deducting the amount 
called for in said resolution.

or anticipated receipts by a township committee to the 
board of education of the local school district, under the 
authority conferred by this act, shall be made unless and 
until such proposed transfer or appropriation shall have 
been included in the local township budget for the year 
in which it is intended to make such transfer and shall 
have been regularly approved, advertised and adopted 
as a part of such local township budget.

8. It shall be the duty of such board of commissioners 
or other governing body to fix the maximum rental per 
room that may be charged by such applicant to the 
tenants of such new housing facilities so completed upon 
such a scale that the net return to such applicant from 
the rentals so fixed shall equal at least five per centum 
but shall not exceed six per centum upon the cost of the 
entire project after payment of all items set forth in 
subsection (4) of section 2 of this act. From time to 
time such board of commissions or other governing 
body shall increase the maximum rental per room so 
fixed, but only upon satisfactory evidence presented by 
such applicant of such increase in taxes, insurance, or 
costs of operation or maintenance as requires such in- 
creased rental in order to assure a return of at least five 
per centum upon the cost of such project as herein 
provided. 

9. No such applicant which shall have acquired any 
such Jands or structures by the exercise of the power 
of eminent domain by any such city and by subsequent 
conveyance from such city as herein provided shall sell, 
assign or convey such lands or structures except upon 
notice to such board of commissioners or other govern- 
ing body and unless and until such board of commis-

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said every purchaser of such lands or structures shall 
take the same subject to the same public use and charged 
with all the duties and obligations imposed upon such 
lands or structures while in the ownership of such appli- 
cant.

CHAPTER 202. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘‘An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com-- 
panies, and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’ approved April third, one 
thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any insurance company of this State, in addition 
to other investments allowed by law, may invest its 
funds, to an aggregate amount not exceeding five per 
centum of its total admitted assets, in the purchase of 
real estate in any city of this State for the purpose of 
constructing thereon apartments, tenements or other 
dwelling houses, but only upon the conditions and sub- 
ject to the limitations hereinafter set forth. 

2. Any insurance company of this State prior to the 
acquisition of such real estate or within one year after 
the acquisition of the same shall present to the board of 
commissioners or other governing body of the city where- 
in such real estate is located an application for approval 
of a project for the improvement of such real estate as 
may have been acquired and for the acquisition of real 
estate for such purposes, and for the construction there- 
on of new housing facilities in accord with proper 
standards of sanitation and safety, at the expense of 
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such insurance company. Such application shall set forth 
a statement of the project presented for approval to 
which shall be annexed the following exhibits: 

(1) A map showing the location of the real estate 
and of the structures thereon, the improvement or acqui- 
sition of which is deemed by such insurance company to 
be necessary to the project. 

(2) A plan and specifications prepared by an architect 
or engineer showing the new housing facilities to be con- 
structed pursuant to the project, which may provide 
stores and offices on the ground floor. 

(3) An estimate of the cost of the entire project pre- 

pared by an architect or engineer. 
(4) An estimate of the rentals of such new housing 
facilities necessary to assure a return of five per centum 
upon the cost of the entire project after payment of all 
taxes, insurance, costs of operation and maintenance 
and an annual amount sufficient to amortize the entire 
cost of construction of such new housing facilities at the 
end of a period of twenty years from the completion of 
the same. 

At any time prior to the final action of such board of 
commissioners or other governing body upon such appli- 
cation, as herein provided for, such insurance company 
may in its discretion amend or supplement such applica- 
tion in such manner as it may desire to conform to such 
conditions as the board of commissioners or other gov- 
erning body may impose upon the granting of their ap- 
proval. 

3. Upon the filing of such application it shall be the 
duty of the board of commissioners or other governing 
body of any such city to examine into the same and anv 
amendments and supplements thereto, and within three 
months of the filing of such application, or of the last 
amendment or supplement thereto, by resolution, to de- 
termine whether the project set forth in such application 
be in the public interest. If such board of commis- 
sioners or other governing body shall determine that 
the undertaking and completion of such project is in the 
public interest, then such board of commissioners or 
other governing body shall, by resolution, approve such 
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application and shall authorize and empower such insur- 
ance company to undertake and carry to completion such 
project in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

4, Whenever any such application shall have been so 
approved by such board of commissioners or other gov- 
erning body, such Insurance company may thereupon 
proceed to improve such real estate already acquired, and 
to acquire and improve such additional real estate, as 
may be necessary for the completion of such project as 
set forth in such application, and may proceed to can- 
struct new housing facilities in accordance therewith. 

©. Whenever such new housing facilities shall have 
been completed it shall be the duty of such board of com- 
missioners or other governing body to fix the maximum 
rental per room that may be charged by such insurance 
company to the tenants of such new housing facilities 
so completed upon such a scale that the net return to 
such insurance company from the rentals so fixed shall 
equal at least five per centum but shall not exceed six 
per centum upon the cost of the entire project as set 
forth in the estimate annexed to the application as pro- 
vided by subsection (4) of section 2 of this act. From 
time to time such board of commissioners or other gov- 
erning body shall increase the maximum rental per room 
so fixed upon satisfactory evidence presented by such 
surance company of such increase in taxes, insurance 
or costs of operation and maintenance as requires such 
increased rental in order to assure a return of at least 
five per centum upon the cost of such project as herein 
provided. 

6. Whenever any insurance company shall have in- 
vested its funds in real estate pursuant to the authority 
granted by this act, such insurance company shall, within 
five years from the date upon which it shall have ac- 
auired such real estate, sell and dispose of the same 
uniess within such period it shall have commenced the 
construction of one or more apartments, tenements or 
dwelling houses thereon pursuant to the plans and speci- 
fications set forth in a project which shall have been 
approved by the board of commissioners or other gov- 
erning body of the city wherein such real estate is 
iocated, in accordance with the provisions of this act. 
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‘Nhe Commissioner of Banking and Insurance may, in Extension of

nis discretion, extend such period of five years within rericd. 
which such construction is herein required to have been 
commenced, for such further period as the circumstances 
of any particular case may seem to him to require. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 203. 
An Act for the relief of Elwood B. Moore. 


Wuereas, Elwood B. Moore, an assistant forester in Preamble. 
the employ of the State Department of Conservation 
and Development, lost the sight of one eve, while en- 
gaged in the performance of his duties; and 

Wuereas, At a hearing held before the Compensa- Preamble. 
tion Bureau of the State Department of Labor, it was 
ascertained that such injury arose in the course of his 
said employment, and that he should be compensated 
therefor: 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be paid to the said Elwood B. Moore Payment for 
as compensation for the injury so received the sum cf ‘"% ® %% 
five thousand dollars ($5,000), which said amount shail 
be in full compensation for such injury. The Comp- 
troller of the Treasury and the State Treasurer are 
hereby authorized and directed to pay the aforesaid sum 
from the funds of the State. 

2. This act shal! take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 204. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act authorizing 
the appointment of district boards of water supply 
commissioners in the water supply districts created 
by an act entitled ‘An act to create two water supply 
districts in the State of New Jersey, to be known 
respectively as the North Jersey Water Supply Dis- 
trict and the South Jersey Water Supply District,’ 
and defining the powers, duties, terms of office, and 
compensation of such commissioners; and providing 
for the obtaining, maintenance and operation of water 
supplies or new or additional water supplies by said 
commissioners as agents of and by contract with 
municipal and other corporations in their respective 
water districts, and further providing for the raising, 
collecting and expenditure of the moneys necessary 
therefor,” approved March sixteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

2. Each of said commissions shall consist of five 
members, who shall be residents of the water supply dis- 
trict which they represent, and not more than three of 
said commissioners shall be of the same political party. 
The terms of said commissioners first appointed under 
this act shall be for one, two, three and four years 
respectively, and thereafter the term of each commis- 
sioner shall be for four years and until his successor 
shall be appointed except where such commissioner 
may be appointed to fill a vacancy, and in that event for 
the unexpired term. The additional commissioner to be 
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appointed under this act shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor for a term of four years. 

Each of said commissioners shall receive a salary at 
the rate of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) per annum 
from the time of appointment until the execution of a 
contract for a water supply with any municipality, 
which said salary shall be accumulative and payable 
upon the execution of any such contract, and thereafter 
each of said commissioners shall receive a salary at 
the rate of five thousand dollars ($5,000) per annum 
payable monthly, except the chairman of said commis- 
sion, chosen as hereinaiter provided, who shall receive 
a salary at the rate of six thousand dollars ($6,000) 
per annum. Said salaries shall be charged as an expense 
of the development and operation of any water supply 
or supplies contracted for hereunder. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 205. 


An Act to provide for the control and use of county 
roads in this State. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county in 
this State is hereby authorized to adopt from time to 
time resolutions or ordinances for the supervision and 
regulation of traffic upon all county roads, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of Chapter two hundred and 
eighty-one of the Laws of nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eight entitled “An act providing for the regulation of 
vehicles, animals and pedestrians on all public roads and 
turnpikes, and prescribing and regulating process and 
the service thereof and proceedings for the violation 
of the provisions of the act, and penalties for said vio- 
lations, and granting authority to towns, cities, boroughs 
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and townships, under certain restrictions for the adop- 
tion of ordinances further regulating vehicles, pedes- 
trians and animals, and designating their powers and 
their authority’ (Revision of 1928), approved July 
fourteenth, nineteen hundred and twenty-eight, and to 
prescribe penalties for violations of such resolutions or 
ordinances. Such penalties may be enforced by the 
proper methed of procedure before any police justice, 
police magistrate, recorder, justice of the peace, or judge 
of any criminal judicial district, in default of the pay- 
nient of which the magistrate may commit the offender, 
on conviction, to the county jail for a period not exceed- 
ing five days. 

2. It shall be lawful for the board of chosen free- 
holders to establish a police department for such county 
and to appoint such persons thereto as in the judgment 
of said board may be proper for the supervision and 
regulation of traffic upon county roads, and such per- 
sons when so appointed shall have power to enforce the 
provisions of law and the resolutions or ordinances 
adopted by such board of chosen freeholders in relation 
to the supervision and regulation of traffic on such 
roads, and to arrest for the commission of any crime 
in any part of such county. Such board shail have 
power to prescribe the duties and fix and pay the com- 
pensation of the persons employed in such police depart- 
ment and to appoint a chief of such department and 
cther officers and employees as shall be deemed proper, 
and such board shall have power to provide suitable 
quarters, equipment and supplies, and other expenses, 
for the proper operation of said department. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 27, 1929. 
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CHAPTER 206. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for any county of this State 
which has acquired lands for airport purposes: 

(a) To construct thereon buildings for the purpose 
of providing storage space or hangars for airplanes, 
storage for oil, gasoline, repair parts, equipment and 
accessories for airplanes, and to fully equip, maintain 
and operate the same or portions thereof in all respects 
so as to provide complete equipment for the landing, 
servicing, supplying, storing and repairing of airplanes 
and for the service and accommodation of passengers 
and freight transported by air: 

(b) To operate, conduct, carry on and maintain such 
airport or any portion or department thereof, or to lease 
any part or portion thereof or any phase of activity or 
department thereof to any private person or corporation 
for such period and upon such terms as shall be ap- 
proved by the board of chosen freeholders of such 
county : 

(c) To adopt regulations and rules governing the 
operation and maintenance of such airport and the use 
thereof by all persons either as operators of aircraft, 
lessees, licensees. or otherwise, and by resolution to 
establish penalties for the violation thereof, such penal- 
ties not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00) fine or 
thirty (30) days imprisonment, or both. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 27, 1929, 
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CHAPTER 207. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act relating to 
the construction of theatres, opera houses, grand- 
stands and buildings used for motion picture pur- 
poses, and other public entertainment, in the munici- 
palities of this State, which have no local building 
supervision,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any theatre, opera house, grandstand, or building 
used for motion picture purposes or public entertain- 
tnent now in use in the municipalities of this State, 
which have no local supervision that is not in conformity 
with the regulations set forth by the Commissioner of 
Labor and which is deemed unsafe for such purposes, 
may be ordered discontinued by the Commissioner of 
Labor after a hearing until such time as it is made to 
comply with the regulations of the Department of Labor 
for such buildings. 

2. The Commissioner of Labor shall keep or cause 
to be kept a complete registry of all theatres, opera 
houses, grandstands and buildings used for motion 
picture purposes or public entertainment in places com- 
ing under the provisions of this act. A notice of such 
registration shall be furnished by the Commissioner of 
Labor and kept posted in a conspicuous position in the 
building or any part of the building used for the above 
purposes when it complies with the regulations of the 
Department of Labor for such buildings. 

3. Failure to comply with the provisions of this act 
shall be punishable by a penalty of two hundred dollars 
($200) to be recovered in an action of debt in the same 
manner and subject to the same procedure as provided 
in the act to which this act is a supplement.

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CHAPTER 208. 


An AcvY to amend the title and body of an act entitled 
“An act providing for the retirement of police officers 
in counties of the second class now or hereafter hav- 
ing a population in excess of two hundred thousand 
inhabitants; providing a pension for such retired 
police officers and the widows, children and sole 
dependent parents of deceased members of said 
department,” approved April third, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title to the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: ‘‘An act providing for the retirement of police 
officers in counties of this State having a population 
in excess of two hundred thousand inhabitants and not 
more than four hundred thousand inhabitants; provid- 
ing a pension for such retired police officers and the 
widows, children and sole dependent parents of deceased 
members of said department.” 

2. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

1. In all counties of this State now or hereafter hav- 
ing a population in excess of two hundred thousand 
inhabitants and not more, than four hundred thousand 
iihabitants as ascertained by the preceding Federal 
census, all county police officers who have honorably 
served in any duly organized county police department 
for a period of twenty years and attained the age of 
fifty shall, upon his own application, be retired on half 
pay, and any member of such county police department 
who shall have honorably served for a period of twenty 
years and attained the age of sixty-five years shall be 
retired on half pay, and the widow of every retired 
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vaempber cf such police department who, while a member 
of such department, having paid into the fund the full 
amount of his annual assessments or contributions and 
continue’ so to do after his retirement until his death, 
and who shall die from causes other than injuries re- 
ceived in the performance of duty, shall so long as she 
remains unmarried, receive a pension equivalent to one- 
half of the pay of her deceased husband at the time of 
his retirement, not exceeding one thousand dollars 
($1,000), for the use of herself and the children under 
sixteen years of age of her deceased husband, if any; 
provided, however, that she was married to her said 
ceceased husband before the date of his retirement and 
before he arrived at the age of fifty years; and in case 
such retired deceased member leave no widow but chil- 
dren under the age of sixteen years, then such pension 
shall be paid to such of his children who have not at- 
tained the age of sixteen years, in equal shares if there 
be three or more of them; if only two they shall be paid 
twenty dollars ($20) each monthly; and if only one 
such child, shall be paid twenty-five dollars ($25) 
monthly until the age of sixteen years is reached; and 
in case there is no widow and no children under the age 
of sixteen years, then such pension shall be paid to the 
sole depenilent parent of such deceased member. All 
such retirements to be made and pensions allowed by the 
pension commission hereinafter created. 

3. Section three of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

-3. The widow or children or sole dependent parent 
of any member of the county police department (having 
served therein for a period of ten years) having paid 
into the fund the full amount of his annual assessment 
er contributions, who shall have lost his life in the 
performance of his duty, or who shall die from causes 
other than injuries received in the performance of duty, 
shall receive a pension equal to the full amount of the 
salary of stich member at the time of his death, not 
exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000); provided, 
however, that in case of a widow and children such 
pension shall be paid to the widow for the use of herself 
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and the children, if any, and in case of children and no 
widow, then such pension shall be paid to such of the 
clildrea who have not attained the age of sixteen years, 
in equal shares, provided there are three or more chil- 
dren; it there are two children, they shall be paid twenty 
dollars ($20) each monthly; if one child, twenty-five 
dollars ($25) monthly; and in case there is no widow 
end no children under the age of sixteen years, then 
stich pension shall be paid to the sole depencent parent 
of such deceased member; and provided, furiher, no 
widow shall be entitled to a pension who shall have 
niarried any such member after he shall have attained 
the age of fifty years; and provided, further, that if any 
widow entitled to a pension as aforesaid remarry, then 
such pension shall cease and shall not be paid to such 
widow or her children.

CHAPTER 209. 


AN Act? to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate 
elections” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the amend- 
ments thereof and the supplements thereto, and to 
repeal certain sections thereof. 


3E IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section ten, Article VI, of the act to which this 
act 1s an amendment be and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

10. Organization of Board. Fach of said district 
Loards of registry and election, shall on the third Tues- 
cay next preceding the primary election for the general 
election, meet together and organize by the election of 
one of its members as judge, who shall be chairman of 
said beard, and another of its members as inspector; 
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such judge and inspector shall be members or voters of 
different political parties. In case of failure to elect a 
judge as herein provided, after balloting or voting three 
times, the senior member of the board in age shall 
become judge, and in case of failure to elect an in- 
spector, after balloting or voting three times, the next 
senior member of the board in age shall become the in- 
spector; provided, that both chairman and inspector shall 
not be members or voters of the same political party. 
The other two members of the board shall be clerks of 
election, and shall perform all the duties required by 
law of the clerks of district boards of registry and elec- 
tion. 

2. Section one, Article XI, of the act to which this 
act is an amendment be and the same is hereby repealed, 
together with its caption. 

3. Section thirty-three, Article XXIII, of the act to 
which this act is an amendment be and the same is here- 
by amended so as to read as follows:

The primary elec- 
tion for the genera! election shall be held for all political 
parties upon the third Tuesday of June in each year, 
except the Presidential year, then on the third Tuesday 
in May, between the hours of 7 A. M. and 8 P. M., 
Itastern Standard Time. Said primary election for the 
general election shall be held for all political parties in 
the same places as hereinbefore provided for the ensuing 
general election. 

5. Section forty-eight, Article XXIII, of the act to 
which this act is an amendment be and the same is here- 
hy repealed, together with its caption. 

6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shail take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 210: 


An Acr authorizing the correction of errors and omis- 
sions which have occurred or may occur in the appoui - 
tronment of franchise taxes and taxes on gross re- 
ceipts of street railways, traction, gas and electric light, 
heat and power corporations using or occupying public 
streets, highways, roads or other public places in this 
State. 


Wuereas, Every street railway and traction corpora- 
tion is now subject to and pays a franchise tax of 
five per centum (5%) of its gross receipts each year, 
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which is payable as apportioned to each of the taxing 
districts in this State where said taxpayer has prop- 
erty, in accordance with Chapter two hundred and 
ninety, of the Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and six; and 

Wuersas, Every gas and electric light, heat and power 
corporation is now subject to and pays a franchise 
tax of five per centum (5%) of its gross receipts, 
which is payable as apportioned to each of the taxing 
districts where such taxpayer has property, in accord- 
ance with the terms of Chapter one hundred and 
ninety-five of the Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred, as amended by Chapter seventeen, of the Laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and seventeen; and 

WueEreas, In addition to the franchise taxes which are 
imposed under and by the acts hereinbefore recited, 
every street railway, traction, gas and electric light, 
heat and power corporation is now subject to and pays 
upon its gross receipts, an annual tax at the average 
rate of taxation of this State as computed and fixed 
by the State Board of Taxes and Assessment in ac- 
cordance with Chapter twenty-five of the Laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and nineteen; and 

Wuereas, Errors and omissions have occurred and may 
occur in the apportionment of such taxes, to correct 
which there is no sufficient remedy provided by law; 
therefore 


Br if ENACTED by the Senate and One Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Taxes 
and Assessment, upon proof or discovery of any clerical 
error cr omission in the apportionment of the taxes, or 
any of them, above recited, whereby the taxing districts 
in this State entitled to such taxes or any of them shall 
fail to receive their or its just proportion of such taxes, 
to correct such error by reapportionment in the same 
year in which such error occurs if proved or discovered 
prior to the distribution of such moneys on apportion- 
ment, or by including in the amount of such tax appor- 
tioned to the respective taxing district or districts in the 
succeeding year after the proof or discovery of such 
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error or omission, the amount of tax so failed to be paid 
and received, and deducting from the apportionment 
made to the several remaining taxing districts which 
shall have benefitted by such error or omission the 
amount so erroneously paid to it or them. 

2. This act shall apply only to any error or omission 
in the apportionment of such taxes to any taxing district 
or districts in this State which occurred in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, or may occur 
in any year thereafter. 

3. The remedy for the correction of errors and omis- 
sions hereinbefore provided shall be concurrent with and 
in addition to any other remedy now permitted or pro- 
vided by law for such purpose. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 211. 


An Act authorizing municipalities bordering upon the 
Atlantic Ocean, to create and regulate a separate fund 
for the operation of radio stations and/or municipal 
convention halls in said municipalities. 


BE I¥ ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In any municipality bordering upon the Atlantic 
Ocean, which maintains a municipal radio broadcasting 
station and/or a municipal convention hall, which sta- 
tion and/or hall is operated wholly or partially for 
financial gain, or otherwise, by such municipality, the 
municipality shall have power and is hereby authorized 
to provide by ordinance for the creation and regulations 
of the separate financial operation and maintenance of 
such station and/or hall. 

2. Such ordinance may provide that all income from 
such station, and/or hall may be placed in a separate 
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fund under the joint control of the management of such 
station and/or hall and the director in charge of such 
department or departments, the city treasurer of such 
municipality and such other municipal officer or officers 
as said ordinance may designate. 

3. From such income may be expended operating 
costs of such station or hall. Reserves may be set up 
to provide for the nonproductive or seminonproductive 
operations of the station or hall. 

4, From the surplus of the income of such station or 
hall there may from time to time be taken such amounts 
as may, in the judgment of the officials in control of 
the fund seem wise, and appropriate therefrom to the 
municipality for the purpose of paying interest or princi- 
pal upon the bond issues outstanding for the construc- 
tion of such station or hall. 

5. A complete system of accounts covering income 
and expenditures shall be maintained by the authority 
operating the station or hall which accounts shall be 
audited from time to time by the comptroller of such 
municipality. 

6. The income from such station and/or hall shall be 
taken to include all rentals for services performed by 
such broadcasting station or for broadcasting com- 
mercial or semicommercial radio programs, and, in the 
case of the convention hall, income from store and con- 
cession rentals; income from the rental of the hall; 
events of all kinds and descriptions; admissions or all 
other moneys received from the use of any facility in 
such hall. Inthe event that the income as herein defined 
shall be insufficient to meet the expenditures as herein- 
after defined, then in that event the municipality shall 
in its annual budget make provision for such deficiencies. 

7. The expenditures shall include the cost of mainten- 
ance, upkeep and operation of the station and/or hall, 
salaries, heat, light and power, advertising, cost of pro- 
curing conventions, employing of performers, attrac- 
tions, shows, entertainment of every nature and descrip- 
tion, amusements, or any other kind of expenditure inci- 
dent to the maintenance, upkeep and operation of stich 
station and/or hall. 
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8. The income herein referred to shall not be de- 
posited in the city treasury and shall not become a part 
oi the general finances of the municipality and shall not 
be required to be withdrawn by ordinance. The ordi- 
nance herein provided or any amendment thereto shall 
provide for all needful regulations, safeguarding the 
collection and expenditure of such funds. It being the 
intent of this act that such municipality shall be enabled 
to operate such station or hall in the business-like man- 
ner similar to the methods that would be employed if 
the station or hall was operated by a private and not a 
municipal corporation. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 212. 


A FurRTHER SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “A sup- 
plement to an act entitled ‘An act regulating the em- 
ployment, tenure and discharge of certain officers and 
employees of this State, and of the various counties 
and municipalities thereof, and providing for a Civil 
Service Commission, and defining its powers and 
duties,’ approved April tenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eight,” which said supplement was approved 
March twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The terms of office of all members of the Civil 
Service Commission now in office are hereby terminated. 
Their said offices are hereby vacated by and upon the 
passage of this act. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 213. 


A SuppLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to establish 
a Department of Conservation and Development and 
to consolidate therein the State Water Supply Com- 
mission, the Board of Forest Park Reservation Com- 
missioners, the State Geological Survey, the Wash- 
ington Crossing Commission, the State Museum Com- 
mission and the Fort Nonsense Park Commission,” 
approved April eighth, nineteen hundred and fifteen. 


BE rf ENACTED by the Senate and General: Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of acquiring, holding, protecting, 
managing or developing lands or other properties for 
the use of the State of New Jersey for a State park or 
a forest park reservation or other State reservation, 
whether made for historic, for scenic, for watershed 
protection or for any other purpose, the Board of Con- 
servation and Development, in addition to the powers 
conferred upon it by the provisions of the act to which 
this act is a supplement, shall have the powers provided 
herein. 

2. The said Board of Conservation and Development, 
shall have power to enter into and upon any lands within 
this State for the purpose of inspection, for the purpose 
of making surveys and maps thereof and for such other 
purposes as it may deem necessary to such acquisition, 
development, protection or management of lands or 
other properties for the State. The said Board of Con- 
servation and Development shall also have power to 
make investigations as to the ownership of any lands 
which it judges may be suitable or appropriate for 
acquisition for any of the purposes above indicated. 

3. The said Board of Conservation and Development 
shall have power to take title in fee or otherwise by 
purchase, gift, devise or eminent domain to such lands 
or other property and to any rights, interests and ease- 
ments therein, in the name of the State of New Jersey. 
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In the event that it becomes necessary or advisable to 
acquire any lands or other property or interest therein 
for any of the purposes above indicated by this act by 
eminent domain, the procedure for condemnation of 
such land or other property shall be taken in accordance 
with the provisions of an act entitled “An act to regulate 
the ascertainment and payment of compensation for 
property condemned or taken for public use’”’ (Revision 
of 1900). 

4. The title to all lands or other properties acquired 
by the said Board of Conservation and Development 
shall be taken in the name of the State, and all such 
lands or other properties shall be exempt from taxation 
from the time of their acquisition by the State; provided, 
however, that there shall be paid annually to the treas- 
urer of each municipality in which such lands are held, 
under the provisions of this act, and in which munici- 
pality the area of such lands exceeds ten acres the sum 
of ten cents ($0.10) per acre for each acre of land so 
held in such municipality, said payment to be made on 
the order of the Board of Conservation and Develop- 
ment from appropriation made to said board for this 
purpose. 

5. The said Board of Conservation and Development 
shall have power to lease, sell, or exchange, for other 
land or property, any portion of the lands or properties, 
acquired for the purposes indicated in or under the pro- 
visions of this act, or to sell or exchange any products 
of such lands when in the judgment of the said board, 
such lease, sale or exchange is deemed to be for the 
best interests of the State; provided, however, that no 
sale or exchange shall be made without the approval of 
the Governor. Such leases, sales or exchanges, shall be 
made in the name of the State of New Jersey, by the 
Board of Conservation and Development under the seal 
of the said board, signed by the president and secretary 
thereof. 

6. The said Board of Conservation and Development 
in its administration of such lands or properties shall 
have the power to install permanent improvements for 
the protection, development, use or maintenance of the 
property, or for the health and comfort of the public. 
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and to lay out, construct and maintain roads and ways 
over such lands, or to lay out, construct and maintain 
roads between and connecting any separate portions of 
such lands, or to lay out, construct and maintain con- 
necting roads and ways from points on such lands to 
other public roads outside of and adjacent thereto and 
for these purposes to acquire rights-of-way upon and 
across any intervening lands. 


7. No title or interest in any of such lands or pro- 


perties held by the said Board of Conservation and tak 


Development as herein provided shall be subject to be 
taken by any body corporate, whether municipal or 
private corporation, or by any person or agency whatso- 
ever possessing the power of eminent domain, by con- 
demnation proceedings, in the exercise of said power 
of eminent domain against the said board or the State 
of New Jersey, as respects all lands or properties or 
interests therein acquired and held in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. 


8. The said Board of Conservation and Development 
shall have power to make such rules and regulations for 
the use and protection of such lands or properties as 
may in its judgment be necessary. Every person who 
shall violate any such rules or regulations of the said 
board shall be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty- 
five dollars ($25) nor more than one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150); provided, however, that, where there 
are mitigating circumstances, the said Board of Con- 
servation and Development may in its discretion permit 
the person or persons who may have violated such rules 
or regulations to pay the cost of any damage done or 
of expenses incurred by the said board because of such 
violation or such other sum less than the minimum 
fine herein imposed at such time and in such manner 
as the said board shall determine. Such payment when 
finally made shall relieve the person or persons making 
it of the penalty for such violation imposed by this act. 
The courts or magistrates before whom any proceedings 
for the recovery of any penalty under this act shall be 
brought and the proceedings and processes by which 
such actions shall be enforced and the officers to serve 
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and execute any process issued out of any court or by 
any magistrate in such actions shall be those provided 
for the enforcement of ‘‘An act for the appointment of 
fire wardens, the prevention of forest fires and the repeal 
of sundry acts relating thereto,’ approved April eight- 
een, one thousand nine hundred and six with the amend- 
ments thereof or supplements thereto. All penalties 
provided for under this act when recovered shall be paid 
to the director of the Department of Conservation and 
Development who shall pay the same over to the State 
Treasurer in the manner prescribed by law. 

9. The Board of Conservation and Development shall 
have power to employ such persons as are necessary 
for carrying out the provisions of this act and to fix 
their compensation. Any employee of the said board 
charged by the said board with the custody, care, or 
protection of such lands and other properties may arrest, 
without warrant, any person or persons taken by him 
in the act of violating any of the rules or regulations 
of the said board for the use or protection of such lands 
cr other properties made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall proceed against such person 
or persons in the manner provided for in this act. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

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‘CHAPTER 214. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide 
for overflow of the tide, or the filling in of lands con- 
tained within the bounds of any meadow company, 
heretofore organized by virtue of the provisions of 
any special or general act of the Legislature of this 
State; to provide funds to defray the expenses thereof 
and to protect adjoining meadows or other lands from 
damages, and to assess a portion of the cost thereon 
on such adjoining lands,” which act was approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirteen. 


Bk IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Amend sections one, two and three of the act to 
which this act is an amendment so that they shall read 
as follows: 


1. It shall and may be lawful for the owners and 
possessors of the lands contained within the bounds of 
any meadow company, heretofore organized by virtue 
of the provisions of any special or general act of the 
Legislature of this State, to cause the same to be sub- 
jected to overflow by the tide, and to control such over- 
flow, for such period as may be agreed upon at the 
meeting held therefor, as hereinafter provided, or to 
cause the same to be filled in and the surface thereof 
raised. 

In addition to the duties of the manager or managers 
of said meadow company in connection with the main- 
tenance of the banks, dams, sluices and drains, said 
tnanager or managers shall direct and order such con- 
trol of the flow by tide. 

All expenses, costs and charges incurred by said 
manager or managers of said meadow company in the 
control of such flow by tide shall be raised, collected 
and paid in the manner provided by the act, whether 
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general or special, under which such meadow company 
may be organized. 

2. The proposition to subject said lands to overflow 
by the tide, and to control such overflow by tide, or 
to be filled in, may be submitted to the owners of said 
lands, at any annual meeting of such meadow company, 
or at any special meeting thereof, called by the managers 
of any such company, or by at least five of the owners 
of lands within the bounds of such meadow company. * 
If submitted at a special meeting, such meeting shall 
be called by notice in writing, signed by a majority of 
the managers, or by the five owners, if called by them, 
and such notices in either instance shall be posted at five 
or more public places in the township in which the said 
lands or the greater part thereof may lie, for a period 
of at least fifteen days, and a copy thereof shall be 
published for two weeks, once in each week, in a news- 
paper published in the county wherein such lands lie, 
and circulating in the neighborhood. 

3. At such annual meeting, or at such special meeting 
so called, the question of overflowing the meadow lands 
oi such meadow company, and the control by such over- 
flow by tide, or of filling in the same, may be submitted ; 
and if more than one-half of all the votes to which the 
owners of such meadow lands entitled are cast in favor 
of overflowing such meadow lands, and the control of 
such overflow by tide, the managers shall cause the same 
to be overflowed, and such overflow to be controlled, 
for such period of time as may, by the vote aforesaid, 
be decided upon at such meeting; and if more than one- 
half of all the votes to which the owners of such meadow 
lands are entitled are, at such meeting, cast in favor of 
filling in such meadows, the manager shall cause the 
same to be filled in. 


4. In case the lands of any meadow company taking 
advantage of this act shall abut on the lands of any 
other meadow company, and it shall be necessary to 
erect a cross bank to protect such adjoining meadow 
company from the overflow of the fill, it shall be law- 
ful for the managers of such meadow company, or a 
majority of them, so taking advantage of this act, to 
apply to the Court of Common Pleas of any county in 
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which such meadow lands are located, for the appoint- 
ment of three judicious and disinterested men, well 
acquainted with banked meadows, as commissioners ; 
said commissioners shall be appointed by said court after 
the giving of such notice of said applicatiori as said 
court shall prescribe, and when appointed, after giving 
such notice of the time and place of meeting as said 
court shall direct, shall view the premises, hear the 
parties in interest, may adjourn from time to time, and 
shall lay out the correct bank required to protect such 
adjoining meadows, and cause the same to be con- 
structed, the cost thereof to be paid by each meadow 
company, in accordance with the assessments made by 
said commissioners. In case the adjoining meadow 
company shall refuse to pay its proportion of said 
assessment, the company taking advantage of this act 
shall, in the first instance, pay the cost thereof, and the 
amount assessed against the adjoining company by said 
commissioners shall be returned in the report of said 
commissioners to the Common Pleas Court, and the 
collection of the same by the managers of such company 
taking advantage of this act may be enforced by suit 
at law in any competent court, or by mandamus or 
other appropriate process. The commissioners shall 
receive such compensation as said court may order, to 
be paid by the petitioners.

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CHAPTER 215. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning municipalities,’ ap- 
proved March twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hun- 
dred seventeen,” approved March twenty-ninth, one 
thousand nine hundred twenty-seven.” 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of Article XV of the act to which this 
act is an amendment be and the same is hereby amended. 

1. The governing body of every municipality shall 
have power to make, enforce, amend or repeal ordi- 
tances to license and regulate; provided, however, that 
nothing in this act contained shall be construed to au- 
thorize or empower the governing body of any munici- 
pality to license or regulate any person, firm, partner- 
ship, corporation or association, holding a license or 
certificate issued by any department, board, commission 
or other agency of the State of New Jersey. 

(a) Hacks, coupes, cars, omnibuses, stages, wheel 
chairs, and all other vehicles used for the transportation 
of passengers, baggage, merchandise, and goods and 
chattels of any kind, and the owners and drivers of all 
sttch vehicles; and the place or places or premises in 
which or at which the different kinds of business or 
occupation mentioned herein are carried on and con- 
ducted; provided, nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as modifying or repealing any of the provisions 
of an act entitled “An act concerning auto buses and 
their operation,” approved March seventeenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and sixteen, as amended; 

(b) Cartmen, expressmen, baggagemen, porters, auc- 
tioneers, common criers, hawkers, peddlers, pawn- 
brokers, employment agencies, junk shop keepers, junk 
dealers, motor vehicle junk dealers, street sprinklers, bill 
posters, bill tackers, sweeps, scavengers, transient mer- 
chants or itinerant vendors of merchandise, medicine 
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and remedies, and the place or places or premises in 
which or at which the different kinds of business or 
occupations mentioned herein are carried on or con- 
ducted ; provided, nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as modifying or repealing any of the provisions 
of an act entitled “An act to license and regulate the 
business of transient merchants or itinerant vendors in 
this State,” approved April seventh, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-one; but shall confer additional 
powers upon the municipality. 

(c) Automobile garages, dealers in second-hand 
motor vehicles and parts thereof, bathhouses, swimming 
pools, restaurants, hotels, boarding houses, lodging 
houses, or other places used for sleeping or lodging 
purposes, and the keepers thereof; 

(d) Lumber and coal yards, stores for the sale of 
meats, groceries and provisions, dry goods and mer- 
_chandise, and goods and chattels of every kind, and all 
other kinds of business conducted in such city other than 
those herein mentioned, the place or places of business 
or premises in which or at which the different kinds of 
business or occupations are to be carried on or con- 
ducted ; traveling or other shows, circuses, plays, dances, 
exhibitions, concerts, theatrical performances, and all 
street parades in connection therewith; and also theatres, 
show houses, opera houses, concert halls, dance halls, 
pool or billiard parlors, exhibitions grounds, and all 
other places of public amusement ; 

(e) All signs or other objects projecting beyond the 
building line, into or over any public street or highway; 
also all street stands for the sale or distribution of 
merchandise or other articles.

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CHAPTER 216. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act creating a 
Department of State Police, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a superintendent thereof, together with 
the officers and men who shall constitute the force, 
defining their powers and duties, and making an ap- 
propriation for the expenses connected therewith,” 
passed March twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-one, amended April third, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the regulations and powers con- 
ferred by the provisions of the act to which this act is 
a supplement, the Department of State Police, on or 
before July first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
nine, shall have the following standard uniform to be 
worn only by the members of said department: 

(a) Winter Uniform: French blue blouse, dark blue 
breeches, with yellow stripe, cap with dark blue band 
and French blue bell, black boots, black pistol belt, long 
dark blue trousers with yellow stripe for officers, French 
blue overcoat; all according to State Police specifica- 
tions. 

(b) Summer Uniform: French blue shirt, dark blue 
breeches, with yellow stripe, cap with dark blue band 
and French blue bell, black boots, black pistol belt, long 
dark blue trousers with yellow stripe for officers, French 
blue overcoat; all according to State Police specifica- 
tions. 

(c) The foregoing paragraphs (a) and (b) are sub- 
ject to State Police regulations. 

2. Every person, agent, officer or official, whether 
elected or appointed by any municipality, corporation, 
association, of whatever kind or nature, is hereby pro- 
hibited and forbidden directly or indirectly to wear, use, 
cr order to be used or worn, copy or imitate in any 
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respect or manner, the above standard uniform as set 
out in this act; and any person not a member of the 
Department of State Police who shall violate this pro- 
vision shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished 
by a fine of not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250), or by imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not exceeding one year, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. The term “person” as used in this act 
includes individuals, associations, corporations, or 
agents, officers or officials elected or appointed by any 
municipality, including counties. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

“An act providing for the appointment and compensa- 
tion of secretaries to Circuit Court judges in counties 
of the first class in this State,’ approved March third, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
oj the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of an act entitled “An act providing for 
the appointment and compensation of secretaries to 
Circuit Court judges in counties of the first class in this 
State,” approved March third, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-one, be and the same is hereby amended 
so that henceforth it shall read as follows: “An act 
providing for the appointment and compensation of 
secretaries to the Circuit Court judges of this State.” 

2. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. Any Circuit Court judge assigned to and holding 
the Circuit Court in any county in this State may, when- 
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ever he deems it necessary for the proper and expedi- 
tious performance of the work of said court, appoint a 
secretary, to serve during the pleasure of said judge, 

Salary. and fix the compensation to be paid said secretary at a 
sum not exceeding two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500) per annum. 

Seon tee 3. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

Sspomiret °f — 2. Upon making such appointment the said Circuit 

ind tegments Court judge shall certify to the board of chosen free- 
holders of the county in which such judge has the great- 
est number of listed cases for trial the name of the 
person so appointed and the compensation fixed, and 
thereupon the said board of chosen freeholders shall 
cause such compensation to be paid to such secretary in 
equal semimonthly payments. In case said Circuit 
Court judge shall fix a compensation for said secretary

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


Contribution = 1. It shall and may be lawful for the board of chosen 
contagious dis- freeholders of any county of this State, which has no 
Satie county hospital, which permanently maintains a build- 


ing or pavilion for the care and treatment of contagious 
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and infectious diseases, other than the sick ward of the 
county poor home, or county tuberculosis hospital or 
sanitarium, or county hospital or sanitarium for the 
insane, to appropriate a sum of money not to exceed fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000), in any one year to any one 
hospital, which permanently maintains and operates a 
building or pavilion for the care and treatment of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. 

2. Said appropriations shall be made in the same man- 
lier aS appropriations are made for other county pur- 
poses and the sum or sums so appropriated shall be in- 
cluded in the annual tax levy in the same manner, as 
other county taxes, and shall be applied to the purpose 
of assisting in supporting such building or pavilion for 
the care and treatment of residents of such county af- 
flicted with any contagious or infectious disease. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 219. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A further supple- 
ment to an act entitled ‘An act for the appointment 
of commissioners for the better protection of fishing 
interests of the State of New Jersey,’ approved March 
seventeenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy,” which said supplement was approved Sep- 
tember twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:

The 
present members of said board shall continue in office 
until the expiration of the terms for which they were 
respectively appointed. All future appointments to said 
board, except to fill an unexpired term, shall be for a 
term of five years, and until his successor shall have 
been appointed and qualified. Vacancies occurring by 
death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled in the 
same manner and for the unexpired term of the com- 
missioner whose office shall become vacant. No com- 
missioner shall hold more than one office in the said 
board at one and the same time.

CHAPTER 220. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen.

1. Whenever any municipality of this State, acting 
in its governmental or public capacity or in its pro- 
prietary or private capacity, has determined, or shall 
hereafter determine, to acquire any property in this 
State for any public use, and certain other property ~ 
located in a foreign State is necessary to the beneficial 
use thereof, it shall be lawful for such municipality to 
acquire and hold all such property located in a foreign 
State, together with the appurtenances thereunto belong- 
ing, which is necessary to the beneficial use of the prop- 
erty located in this State. Such property, together with 
the appurtenances, having a situs in a foreign State, 
may be acquired either in the corporate name of the 
municipality or in the name of some person, either 
natural or artificial as trustee for such municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 221, 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Highway System and to provide for the im- 
provement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use thereof” 
(Revision of 1927), approved March thirteenth, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one hundred and eleven of the act to which 
this act is an amendment is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

111. In addition to (and not in limitation of,) its 
general powers, the State Highway Commission shall 
have power : 

a. To determine and adopt rules, regulations and 
specifications and to enter into contract covering all mat- 
ters and things incident to the acquisition, improvement, 
betterment, construction, reconstruction, maintenance 
and repair of State highways. 

b. To execute and perform as an independent con- 
tractor or through contracts made in the name of the 
State of New Jersey, all manner of work incident to the 
maintenance and repair of State highways. 

c. To establish and maintain as an independent con- 
tractor or employer a patrol repair system for the proper 
and efficient maintenance and repair of State highways. 

d. To employ and discharge, subject to the provisions 
of the civil service act, all foremen and laborers, pre- 
scribe their qualifications and furnish all equipment, 
tcols and material necessary for such patrol repair sys- 
tem. 

e. To widen, straighten and regrade any State high- 
way and to acquire any lands or rights therein by gift, 
devise, purchase, or by condemnation, according to the 
procedure as contained in an act entitled “An act to 
regulate the ascertainment and payment of compensation 
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for property condemned or taken for public use” (Revi- 


sion of 1900), approved March twentieth, one thou- 


sand nine hundred, and vacate any State highway or 


any part thereof, the State Highway Commission shall 


have the right and power to enter upon and take prop- 
erty in advance of making compensation therefor in 
any case where it cannot acquire land or other property 
by agreement with the owner, whether by reason of 
disagreement as to the price, or the legal incapacity or 
absence of the owner, or his inability to convey valid 
title, or by reason of any other cause. In any such case, 
upon the said highway commission exercising this right 
and entering upon and taking land in advance of mak- 
ing compensation therefor, it shall present a petition, 
and proceedings shall be had to fix the compensation, 
to be paid to the owner, as provided in the said act 
entitled “An act to regulate the ascertainment and pay- 
ment of compensation for property condemned or taken 
for public use’ (Revision of 1900), approved March 
twentieth, one thousand nine hundred. ‘To do and 
perform whatever may be necessary or desirable to 
effectuate the object and purposes of this act. To do 
and perform all acts now required by law to be done 
and performed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Roads, the State Highway Commission and the high- 
way commission; provided, however, that where the 
State Highway Commission may find it necessary to 
acquire lands owned and used by municipalities for 
public uses and purposes the State Highway Commis- 
sion shall before taking over such property for highway 
purposes and after hearing had in the manner already 
prescribed in section one hundred and two of the act of 
which this act is an amendment if before the time fixed 
tor said hearing the municipality whose land is subject 
to be acquired shall file a notice with the said State 
Highway Commission setting forth that said land is 
necessary for the public use of the municipality owning 
the same then the said State Highway Commission shall 
determine whether or not it is a reasonable public neces- 
sity to acquire the land in question and in the event 
that it decides that it is a reasonable public necessity to 
acquire such lands for the State Highway System, it 
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shall give notice of its finding by serving a copy thereof 
upon the clerk of the governing body of such munici- 
pality within ten days after the rendering of such 
decision and the municipality may within twenty days 
after service upon it of such notice, appeal from the 
decision of the State Highway Commission to the judge 
of the Circuit Court of the county within which such 
municipality is situate, who shall hear and determine the 
question of whether or not the taking of the land in 
question in preference to some other route is a reason- 
able public necessity. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER °222. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality not owning and operating a 
water-works system or plant is hereby authorized to 
acquire by purchase, lease or condemnation, an existing 
water-works system or plant and its real estate, personal 
property and works, and all its corporate rights, powers, 
franchises and privileges or any part thereof, for the 
public and private uses of such municipality. Where 
the supply of water is from more than one source, or 
the distribution plant to be acquired is connected with a 
distribution system of the owner in an adjoining munici- 
pality, both of which are served with water from the 
same source or sources, it shall be lawful for such 
municipality to purchase, lease or condemn not only the 
source or sources of supply as aforesaid and the distribu- 
tion system in said municipality but also the distribu- 
tion system in the adjoining municipality. 
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2. The municipality acquiring said property as afore- 
said, shall furnish and supply water to the adjoining 
municipality in which the connected distribution system 
is located and to any other municipality served from the 
same source or sources of supply when acquired, to the 
extent, for such length of time and under such terms 
and conditions as may be ordered by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners of this State. 

3. That said municipality so condemning shall, at the 
request of the owner of the utility so condemned, pay 
as part of the award of the commissioners, such sum 
in gross as said commissioners may fix and determine 
to be the fair value of the bills receivable for water 
furnished by the utility to its consumers on the part 
taken; or, at the request of the utility, will exercise any 
right vested in the municipality to enforce the payment 
of said sums by refusing to furnish water to such delin- 
quent consumer until its debt due the utility is paid. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 223: 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide 
for the licensing of private nursing homes for the 
care, treatment and nursing of persons ill with disease 
or who are crippled, infirm or in any way afflicted,” 
approved March twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

3. Any person, firm, corporation or association who 
shall operate or conduct a private nursing home or 
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private hospital without first obtaining the license speci- 
fied in this act shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred 
dollars ($500), or to imprisonment for six months, or 
both. In default of the payment of the fine fixed by 
this section, the defendant may be imprisoned in the 
common jail of the county, but such imprisonment shall 
not exceed the maximum fixed by this act. An action 
to recover the penalty incurred under the provisions of 
this act shall be in the nature of an action in debt, and 
jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the Court of 
Common Pleas of any county in this State to hear and 
recover the penalty in the aforesaid action. The pro- 
cedure and practice in all such cases shall conform to the 
practice and procedure prevailing in the court in which 
the action is instituted. All such actions shall be brought 
in the name of the Commissioner of Institutions and 
Agencies, and the penalty when recovered shall be pay- 
able to the Department of Institutions and Agencies for 
the use of said department. The said Department of 
Institutions and Agencies is authorized and empowered, 
after hearing, to revoke any and all licenses granted 
hereunder to any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion violating the provisions of this act. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 224. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to, 
regulating and providing for the government of cities 
of the second class which now have or may hereafter 
have a population of less than twenty thousand,” ap- 
proved April twenty-third, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and seven. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section ten of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 
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10. At the annual meeting of city council, next after 
this act shall take effect, or within twenty days after 
such annual meeting, said city council shall, by a call of 
the roll, elect a competent person as commissioner of 
public safety for the term of one year; a competent 
person as commissioner of streets and highways for the 
term of two years; and a competent person as commis- 
sioner of public works and buildings for the term of 
three years; and thereafter the term of each commis- 
sioner shall be three years and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. Each commissioner shall be 
elected by the majority vote of all the members of city 
council, and shall have such powers and perform such 
duties, not by this act vested in or imposed upon other 
officers of said city, as city council may, by ordinance, 
prescribe. 

2. Section fifty-three of the act of which this is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

53. The board of city assessors shall meet on the first 
day of July in each year, or within ten days thereafter, 
and elect one of their number to act as president of said 
board for the ensuing year; the acts of two members 
shall be the acts of said board; the board shall make 
such rules and regulations for the transaction of their 
business as are not inconsistent with this act or any ordi- 
nance of such city, or with any law of this State; the 
salary of such assessors shall be fixed by ordinance by 
city council; city council shall elect a secretary for such 
board of assessors by the majority vote of all the 
members of city council for the term of three years and 
by ordinance fix the compensation of such secretary.

said notice shall be affixed to the outer door of said

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In every school district where the legal voters have 
adopted a proposal authorizing the issuance and deter- 
mining the maturities of bonds, and the board of educa- 
tion has deferred the issuance of the bonds until after 
the date or dates fixed for the earlier maturities, the 
board of education may refrain from issuing the bonds 
maturing before the date of issuance, and may issue the 
remaining bonds. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 228. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to impose a 
tax on the sale of motor vehicle fuels as herein defined 
to be paid by distributors as herein defined; regulat- 
ing the sale of such fuels; providing for the collec- 
tion of said tax, for reports of sales of such motor 
fuels and for the disposition of the revenue derived 
from such tax, and fixing penalties for the violation 
of the terms thereof,’ approved April first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

1. The terms used in this act shall be construed as 
follows, unless other meaning is clearly apparent from 
the language or context, or unless such construction is 
inconsistent with the manifest intention of the Legisla- 
ture: 

(1) The term “motor vehicle” shall include any 
vehicle propelled or drawn along any public road by any 
power other than muscular, and motor boats or any boat 
or scow propelled wholly or in part from power derived 
from a gasoline engine, except road rollers, street sprink- 
lers, fire engines or fire department apparatus, police 
patrol wagons, ambulances owned by municipalities or 
hospitals, motor-cycles of State and municipal police, 
motor vehicles of the United States Government, auto 
buses, commonly called jitneys, which now pay a munici- 
pal or franchise tax on their gross receipts, agricultural 
tractors, and such vehicles as run only on rail or tracks. 

(2) The term “fuels” shall include gasoline, benzol, 
or other products to be used by the purchaser thereof 
in the propelling of motor vehicles using combustible 
type engines over the highways of this State. 
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(3) The term “distributor” shall include any person, 
association of persons, firm or corporation, wherever 
resident or located, who imports or causes to be im- 
ported into the State fuels as herein defined, for use, 
distribution, or sale after the same reach the State; and 
also any person, association of persons, firm or corpora- 
tion who produces, refines, or manufactures or com- 
pounds, or causes to be produced, refined, manufactured 
or compounded fuels as herein defined within the State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

davits, deeds, mortgages and other writings are hereby 
confirmed and made valid and legal and effectual to the 
extent that the same would have been valid, legal and 
effectual 1f the commissioner or notary public taking 
such affidavit, acknowledgment or proof had qualified, 
or if the term of office of the said commissioner or 
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notary public had not expired, nor the office been 
vacated, nor the commission become void as aforesaid. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER: 230: 


Aw Act to incorporate the First Judicial District of the 
County of Burlington. 


Be if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created, established and incor- 
porated the First Judicial District of the county of 
Burlington, and the territory comprised therein shall be 
coextensive with the territory comprised within the 
limits of the said county of Burlington; and the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act concerning district 
courts” (Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, 
cre thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, as 
far as the same may be applicable, shall apply to the 
c’strict hereby established. 

2. The district court of said district shall be held at 
at least two places in said district, at stated periods, 
which said places shall be designated by the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county of Burlington; and 
said board of chosen freeholders shall provide suitable 
rooms for the transaction of the business of the said 
court, and further shall provide suitable furniture there- 
for, and such books, stationery and other supplies as 
may be necessary. 

3. Nothing in this act contained shall be construed to 
interfere with or in any wise alter the jurisdiction of 
any small cause court within such county, or the juris- 
diction now exercised, or hereafter conferred upon any 
magistrate, recorder or justice of the peace of such 
county. 
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4. The clerk of the district court shall receive an 
annual salary of twelve hundred dollars ($1200), to be 
paid in the same manner as other district court salaries 
are now paid. 

5. If any section or part of this act be questioned in 
any court of competent jurisdiction and declared to be 
unconstitutional, such section or part shall be exscinded 
and the remainder of the act continue in force and effect. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

7. Any person or persons who shall establish or con- 
duct any pharmacy or drug store for the retailing, dis- 
pensing or compounding of drugs, medicines, physicians’ 
prescriptions or poisons, not being a duly registered 
pharmacist of this State, or shall be engaged as clerk 
or assistant or.apprentice in any store or pharmacy, and 
retailing, dispensing or compounding drugs, medicines 
or physicians’ prescriptions, not having first obtained a 
certificate of registration as a pharmacist or registered 
assistant in accordance with the provisions of this act, 
or, being a duly registered pharmacist or registered 
assistant or an apprentice, shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act, or shall adulterate or sell any adul- 
terated drug, medicine or chemical; or any person who 
shall procure or attempt to procure registration for 
himself or herself or any other person under this act, 
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by making or causing to be made any false representa- 
tions, or shall fraudulently represent himself or her- 
self to be registered in accordance with this act, or any 
person who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five nor more than fifty dollars ($50) for the 
first offense, not less than fifty nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) for the second offense, and not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100) for the third and each 
subsequent offense to be sued for and recovered by and 
in the name of “The Board of Pharmacy of the State 
of New Jersey.”

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act entitled “An act fixing the 
compensation of members of boards of chosen free- 
holders, directors of boards of chosen freeholders and 
county supervisors in certain counties of this State,” 
approved March nineteenth, nineteen hundred and 
twenty, be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

1. The salaries of members of boards of chosen free- 
holders and directors of boards of chosen freeholders 
in any county in this State, which has adopted or may 
hereafter adopt or which is now governed by the pro- 
visions of ‘An act to reorganize the boards of chosen 
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freeholders of the several counties of this State, reduc- 
ing the membership thereof, fixing the salaries and pro- 
viding for the election and terms of office of the mem-

In counties where such boards of 
chosen freeholders consist of nine members, the director 
of any such board shall receive in addition to his salary 
or compensation as a member of such board, the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. Each county 
supervisor shall receive an annual salary which shall 
be fixed by the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county; provided, however, that such annual salary so 
fixed shall not be less than seven thousand five hundred 
dollars ($7,500) per annum.

1. Section twelve of an act entitled “A supplement 
to an act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and 
efficient system of free public schools, and to provide 
for the maintenance, support and management thereof,’ 
approved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and three,” which said supplement was approved 
March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
two, as the same has been heretofore amended, be and 
the same is hereby further amended so as to read as 
follows: 

12. The said clerk of the board of education shall at 
least seven days before the holding of such election 
obtain from the person having them in charge the 
registry lists for the municipality or municipalities, or 
election districts, comprised within said school district, 
and no person shall be permitted to vote at such school 
election unless his or her name appears on said lists 
as having been registered to vote at the preceding gen- 
eral election; provided, however, that any person who 
shall have become of age since the preceding general 
election and shall be otherwise possessed of all the quali- 
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fications which would entitle such person to vote in any 
general election, may, at least two days prior to the 
holding of such school election, apply to the clerk of the 
board of education whose duty it shall be to compile 
separately a registry of such applicants and the list so 
compiled, as aforesaid, shall have the same force and 
effect for the purpose of this act as the registry lists, 
and any person whose name shall appear thereon shall 
be entitled to vote at such school election as if his or 
her name had appeared on the registry lists of the pre- 
ceding general election. The clerk of the board of edu- 
cation shall cause said election to be advertised at least 
one week before the holding thereof in some newspaper 
circulating in said school district. 

12 (a) For the purpose of holding said school 
elections, the board of education shall provide at least 
one suitable polling place in a schoolhouse situated 
within the school district.

Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

Retirement cf 1. Whenever any librarian in any city of ‘the first 
class in this State has or shall have been for twenty-five 
years continuously in public office or position in such 
city, and has or shall have attained the age of seventy 
years, it shall be lawful for the body, board or officer 
having power to appoint his successor in case of vacancy 
to allow his retirement from service, upon his own 
request. 

Pension. 2. In case of such retirement, the person so retired 
shall be entitled, for and during his natural life, to 
receive, by way of pension, such sum as said body or 
board may by resolution determine, not less, however, 
than one-half of the salary then being received by him 
for such service, the same to be paid in the same manner 
and in the same installments in which such salary has 
heretofore been payable. 

Provision for 3. Provision for all pensions arising under this act 

ie shall be made in the appropriation of tax levy for the 
department of the public service from which such per- 
son shall be retired, and no pension shall cease or become 
invalid by reason of the abolition of the department or 
office in which he served, or any change in its title.

1. Every person, firm, association or partnership 
doing business in this State, and every corporation 
organized under or acting by virtue of or governed by 
the provisions of an act entitled “An act concerning 
corporations” (Revision of one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-six), in this State, shall pay at least every 
two weeks, in lawful money of the United States, to 
each and every employee engaged in his, their or its 
business, or to the duly authorized representative of 
such employee, the full amount of wages earned and 
unpaid in lawful money to such employee, up to within 
twelve days of such payment; provided, however, that 
if at any time of payment, any employee shall be absent 
from his or her regular place of labor and shall not 
receive his or her wages through a duly authorized 
representative, he or she shall be entitled to said payment 
at any time thereafter upon demand; provided, further, 
that any person, firm, partnership, association or cor- 
poration that can reasonably satisfy the Commissioner 
of Labor that he, they or it have a paid up cash capital 
invested in this State of not less than two hundred 
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thousand dollars ($200,000), and that arrangements 
have been made with a banking institution for the pay- 
Payment by ment in full of any negotiable check issued for the 
; payment of wages may, with the written consent of the 
Commissioner of Labor, pay any such wages by nego- 
tiable check instead of in lawful money; any employer 
or employers as aforesaid who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section shall, for the first offense, be 
Penalties. liable to a penalty of fifty dollars, ($50.00), and for 
the second and each subsequent offense to a penalty of 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), to be recovered by and 
in the name of the Department of Labor of this State.

committed to the county jail for any period not exceed- 
ing one hundred days, that the officers to serve and 
execute all process under this act shall be the officers 
authorized to serve and execute process in said court; 
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that said district court, justice of the peace, or police 
magistrate shall have power to adjourn the hearing or 
trial in any case from time to time, but in such case,

In case any person shall, after conviction of any 
violation of this act, be again convicted of another vio- 
lation of this act or of continuing the violation for 
which he was previously convicted, he shall be liable to 
a penalty of one hundred dollars ($100) for each such 
violation or continuation, to be sued for and recovered 
in the manner above set forth. In case any defendant 
against whom judgment has been recovered for a pen- 
alty of one hundred dollars ($100) shall fail or neglect 
to forthwith pay the amount of said penalty, the court 
shall commit him to jail in the manner above set forth, 
for any number of days not exceeding two hundred 
days. Any penalty recovered for any violation of this 
act shall be paid to the said Department of Labor for 
the use of the State. 

The clerk of any district court or magistrate’s court 
may sign and seal any process required to be issued 
under this act except a warrant of commitment.

Every such association shall set apart, as a reserve 
fund out of the net profits of each year before any divi- 
dends are declared, or any division or apportionment 
of profits is made two per centum (2%) of said net 
profits and may set aside to the said reserve fund an 
additional amount not to exceed such sum as the consti- 
tution shall provide, and at no time shall said reserve 
fund exceed fifteen per centum (15%) of the total 
assets of such association. The reserve fund shall not 
be used except to make good any unforeseen losses or 
tu meet extraordinary expenses. 
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Any profits not apportioned or set apart as a reserve 
fund may be held as undivided profits to be used as 
other earnings, excepting that such undivided profits 
at no time shall exceed five per centum (5%) of the 
total assets of such association. Reserve fund and 
undivided profits shall be loaned and invested in the 
same manner as are other moneys of such association. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER. 237; 
An Act relating to testamentary trusts. 


Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. If any trustee of a trust created by the last will 
and testament of a resident of this State, which last will 
and testament has been duly admitted to probate in a 
court of this State, holds the trust estate, the final dis- 
position of which, or of any portion thereof, depends 
upon or would be affected by the death of an absentee 
as hereinafter defined, such trustee, or any person who 
might be interested in the trust estate, of such absentee 
were dead, may, at any time after the corpus of such 
estate or any part of such corpus would be distributable 
if such absentee were dead, file a petition under oath in 
the Court of Chancery of New Jersey stating to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, the name, age, last 
known occupation, last known residence and address of 
such absentee and the last place where he was known to 
be, the date and circumstances of his disappearance or 
absconding, the names and respective residences of the 
wife or husband, as the case may be, and of the children 
and issue of the absentee at the time of his disappearance 
or since, and of those who would have been his heirs 
at law and next of kin if he had died at the time of filing 
the petition and the names and residence of other 
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persons, if any such can be ascertained, of whom inquiry 
may be made and containing a schedule or statement of 
such trust estate, real and personal, so tar as known, 
and the names and respective residences so far as known, 
of the persons who might be entitled to the trust estate 
if said absentee had died intestate within the State on 
the day fourteen years after the date of his disappear- 
ance. Such petition shall name as parties the trustee, 
such absentee and, so far as known to the petitioner, 
the persons who might be entitled to the trust estate if 
such absentee had died intestate within the State on the 
day fourteen years after the date of his disappearance 
and, if the names of such persons or their existence are 
unknown to the petitioner, a description shall be given 
of the class of persons who might be entitled as afore- 
said. Such petition shall also name as parties all per- 
sons whom it may concern and shall pray that the trust 
estate, both principal and any accumulations from 
unpaid income, or otherwise, shall be transferred to 
the persons, as trustees, to whom and in the shares or 
proportions in which it would, under the provisions of 
the trust of said property as set forth in the will, be 
distributed if such absentee had died intestate within 
the State on the day fourteen years after the date of his 
disappearance and had left no wife or husband or issue 
him surviving, other than those whose existence is dis- 
closed in said petition. In case the name of the absentee 
is not known to the petitioner and such petitioner has 
been unable to ascertain the same after diligent inquiry, 
such absentee shall be described in the petition by the 
language by which he is designated in said last will and 
testament and by such other general description as may 
be practicable under the circumstances. For the purpose 
of this act, the word “absentee” shall mean a beneficiary 
under such will who has disappeared, absconded or is 
absent from the State, or has disappeared or absconded 
from the place without the State, where he was last 
known to be, and it is not known by the petitioner 
where he is, and the date of such disappearance or 
absconding and the time when it was last known by the 
petitioner where he was and when he was last heard 
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from or heard of shall have been more than fourteen 
years before the filing of the petition provided for in 
this act. 

2. If the petition is filed by such trustee the Chan- 
cellor shall order that a notice be issued, served and pub- - 
lished as hereinafter provided. If the petition is filed 
by a person other than the trustee a citation shall be 
served upon the trustee in the manner in which sub- 
poenas to answer issuing out of such court are served, and 
upon proof of the existence of such estate as aforesaid 
by answer of such trustee or otherwise, which answer 
shall be filed within twenty days after the return day 
of such process, the Chancellor shall order that a notice 
be issued, served and published as hereinafter provided. 
The notice shall recite the substance of the petition, 
and shall be addressed to such absentee by name if his 
name is known to the petitioner or can be ascertained 
by making such inquiry as the Chancellor may, by 
general rule or special order, prescribe and by the 
description contained in the petition or such other 
description or designation as may be prescribed by the 
Chancellor if his name is not known and cannot be so 
ascertained, and to all persons who may claim an inter- 
est in such trust estate, and to all whom it may concern, 
and to all the persons and classes of persons named as 
parties in the petition, directing them to appear at a 
time and place named and show cause why said trust 
estate should not be held and disposed of as hereinafter 
provided. 

3. If such petition is filed by the trustee he shall annex 
thereto an account of the administration of the trust 
since the date of the last accounting, together with a 
statement showing all changes in investment since said 
date and a schedule of the assets comprising the corpus 
and income of such trust. If such petition is filed by 
some one other than the trustee, the trustee shall annex 
such account, statement and schedule to his answer to 
said petition. 

4. The return day of said notice shall be not less than 
six months after the date of such order. A copy of 
said notice shall be served in the manner in which 
process issuing out of said court may be served on all 
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cf the parties to said petition who reside within this 
State within sixty days after the date of such order. 
Said notice shall be published as directed by the order of 
the Chancellor in a newspaper to be designated in said 
order, published in the municipality, whether within or 
without this State if within the United States, where 
the absentee last resided or was known to have last been, 
ii a newspaper is published in such municipality. In 
‘case no publication is required by the next preceding 
provision or if such publication shall be in a newspaper 
published outside of this State then such notice shall 
also be published in one or more newspapers published 
in this State to be designated by the Chancellor. The 
Chancellor may order such additional publication as, in 
his judgment, may be advisable. Such publication shall 
be made in each of such newspapers four times during 
four consecutive weeks at least once in each week and 
shall commence in the case of a newspaper published 
in this State within thirty days after the date of the 
order and in case of a newspaper published outside of 
this State within sixty days after such date. A copy 
of the notice shall be mailed within thirty days after the 
date of the order to the absentee, postage prepaid, at 
his post office address, unless his name or post office 
address is unknown to the petitioner and cannot be 
ascertained after making such inquiry as the Chancellor 
may, by general rule or special order, prescribe. A copy 
of such notice shall also be mailed to each of the other 
parties to said petition who reside outside of this State, 
postage prepaid, addressed to them respectively at their 
respective post office addresses, except the parties whose 
names or post office addresses are unknown to the peti- 
tioner and cannot be ascertained after making such 
inquiry therefor as the Chancellor may, by general rule 
cr special order, prescribe.

Suit may be 
brought on such bond by such absentee or other perso ts 
in his or their names and for his or their own benefit. 
Upon such transfer each of such new trustees who do 
not reside within this State shall file with the clerk of 
the Court of Chancery, a duly executed instrument in 
witing constituting the said clerk and his successors in 
office, his lawful attorney upon whom all original 
process in any suit to be brought upon said bond may be 
served and shall therein set forth his post office address, 
street and number, and shall agree that any original 
process against him in any suit on said bond shall be 
of the same force and effect if served upon such attorney 
as if duly served upon him within this State. Service 
of such process shall be made upon any such new trustee 
who does not reside in this State by leaving a copy of 
the same with the clerk of the Court of Chancery or 
with any clerk employed in the office of such clerk, 
together with a fee of two dollars ($2.00) to be taxed 
in the plaintiff's costs of suit. The said clerk of the 
Court of Chancery shall forthwith notify the said new 
trustee of such service by mailing a letter with a copy 
of the process served enclosed, with full postage thereon 
prepaid, directed to such new trustee at the post office 
address given in said power of attorney. 

9. Such new trustee shall be hable only for gross 
negligence. He may, in his discretion, invest and rein- 
vest the trust fund or estate delivered to him and sell 
real and personal estate at public auction or private sale 
and execute instruments necessary to transfer the title 
thereto. 

10. After the expiration of six years from the filing 
of said bond by said new trustee no action, suit or peti- 


_ tion in form shall be brought against him on said bond 


or otherwise by said absentee or person claiming under 
him or otherwise claiming the estate in the hands of 
such new trustee. 

11. If, during the continuance or upon the termi- 
nation of a trust under a will of a resident of this State, 
which will has been duly probated in this State, one of 
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the beneficiaries becomes an absentee as defined in sec- 
tion one hereof, the trustee may pay the income or dis- 
tribute the trust estate to the known beneficiaries in the 
proportions to which they would be entitled if such 
absentee were present in the State and as to the remain- 
ing part to which such absentee would be entitled if 
present, the trustee, such absentee or any person who 
would be interested in the share of such absentee if he 
were dead, may take like proceedings with reference 
to such share as are in this act provided. 

12. The Chancellor may, at any time during the con- 
tinuance of the trust on like petition and other proceed- 
ings as hereinabove provided, decree that any income 
then accrued or thereafter accruing for the benefit of 
such absentee shall be paid to the persons as trustees to 
whom and at the time or times and in the shares and 
proportions in which it would be distributed if said 
absentee had died on the day fourteen years after the 
date of the disappearance or absconding as found and 
recorded by the Chancellor without leaving wife, hus- 
band or issue him surviving other than those whose 
existence is disclosed in said petition or in the proceed- 
ings therein prior to said decree. 

13. This act shall apply to existing trusts heretofore 
established as well as to trusts hereafter established. 

14. This act shall take effect imm< diately.

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CHAPTER 238. 


An Act to regulate fishing by vessels, other than those 
engaged in the taking of menhaden, in the waters of 
the Atlantic Ocean, within the jurisdiction of the 
State of New Jersey, with shirred or purse seines, 
otter or beam trawls, and to require a license for such 
fishing. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation 
to take, or attempt to take, with shirred or purse seines, 
otter or beam trawls, fish, of any kind, in the waters of 
the Atlantic Ocean within the jurisdiction of the State 
of New Jersey, within three nautical miles from the 
coast line, without having first obtained a license for 
that purpose, as hereinafter set out. 

2. Any person or corporation intending to take fish 
with shirred or purse seines, otter or beam trawls in the 
waters of the Atlantic Ocean within the jurisdiction 
of the State of New Jersey, shall make application for 
that purpose to the Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners of this State for each vessel proposed to be 
engaged in such fishing. 

3. Upon the receipt of such application, the Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners shall, upon the payment 
to it of the sum of fifty dollars ($50) for each vessel 
proposed to be engaged in such fishing, issue to such 
applicant, a license for such vessel to take, with shirred 
or purse seine, otter or beam trawl, fish of any kind, 
in the waters of the Atlantic Ocean within the juris- 
diction of the State of New Jersey at a distance of not 
less than two miles from the coast line. Such license 
shall expire on the thirty-first of December in the year 
in which it is issued. 

4. Nothing in this act contained shall apply to vessels 
engaged in the taking of menhaden but suth vessels 
shall, as heretofore, be licensed to operate in the taking 
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of menhaden pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled 
“An act to regulate fishing by steam and other vessels 
with shirred or purse seines in the waters of the State 
of New Jersey, and to require a license for such fish- 
ing,” approved March twenty-sixth, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-six. 

5. Any person or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall pay a penalty of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000). Any person or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this act shall, whether 
er not such a person has been criminally prosecuted for 
such violation, be liable to a penalty of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000) for each offense, to be sued for and 
recovered in the manner provided and by the person or 
persons authorized to sue for and recover penalties by 
the provisions of an act entitled, “An act to provide a 
uniform procedure for the enforcement of all laws 
relating to fish, game and birds, and for the recovery of 
penalties for violations thereof,’ approved March 
twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, and 
the acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto. 

6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 


provisions of this act be and the same are hereby 


repealed. 
7. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to 
courts having criminal jurisdiction and regulating 
proceedings in criminal cases” (Revision of 1898). 


BE rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section six of the act entitled “An act relating to 
courts having criminal jurisdiction and regulating pro- 
ceedings in criminal cases’ (Revision of 1898), as set 
out in the compiled statutes of New Jersey, and which 
now read as follows: 

1. (Public Laws of one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight, Page eight hundred and sixty-eight). 

Be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

6. If one of the justices of the Supreme Court shall 
not be present at the courthouse in any county of this 
State in which the judge of the inferior Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, sitting alone, cannot, in the absence of the 
justice of the Supreme Court, hold the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer on any day when the grand jury, sitting 
in and for said county, desires to present any indictment 
or make any presentment, or to be discharged, then the 
Court of Quarter Sessions in and of any such county 
may receive such indictments or presentments as may 
be presented by said grand jury, and may also discharge 
the grand jury, the same as the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer might do if said justice of the Supreme Court 
were personally present; and all indictments so received, 
which are,not triable in the Courts of Quarter Sessions, 
shall be delivered by said courts to the Courts of Oyer 
and Terminer in their respective counties; provided, 
however, that in any and all cases when the grand jury 
may desire to make a presentment or return any indict- 
ment, and there shall not be present at that time a 
justice of the Supreme Court or a judge of the inferior 
Court of Common Pleas of said county, then, and in 
such case, the clerk of the court, or any duly authorized 
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deputy clerk of the court, may receive from said grand 
jury such indictment or presentment; and the same 
shall thereupon be delivered to the proper courts, and be 
in all manner as legal and effective as if returned in the 
presence of such justice or judge; and provided, further, 
that such clerk or deputy clerk shall only so act when 
in writing, signed by such justice or judge, he is so 
ordered to do, and all such indictments and presentments 
shall be impounded by said clerk. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately,

1. The following described territory, to wit: all that 
part of the county of Morris, in the State of New Jer- 
sey, comprised within the following boroughs, town- 
ships and town within said county, to wit: boroughs of 
Chatham, Madison, Florham Park and Mendham, the 
townships of Morris, Chatham, Chester, Washington, 
Mendham, Passaic and Harding, and the town of Mor- 
ristown, be and the same hereby is established and 
incorporated to the First Judicial District of the County 
of Morris, and the provisions of an act entitled “An act 
concerning district courts’ (Revision of 1908), 
approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight, and the various amendments thereof 
and supplements thereto, as far as the same may be 
applicable, shall apply to the district hereby established. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Highway System, and to provide for the 
improvement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use thereof”

thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commission shall, as soon 
as practicable, lay out and construct as an addition to 
the present State Highway System, as determined by 
the act to which this act is a supplement, the following 
described route: 

Route No. 29A. Beginning at a point on Route No. 
29 in or near Lambertville, thence as near as practicable 
along the Delaware River, through Stockton, Pralls- 
ville, Raven Rock, Byram, Tumble Station to connect 
with Route No. 12 at Frenchtown. | 

2. Said route, as fixed and determined by this act, 
shall be constructed by the State Highway Commission 
in the same manner and subject to the procedure pro- 
vided by the provisions of the act to which this act is a 
supplement, from the moneys forwarded by the Com- 


-missioner of Motor Vehicles to the Treasurer of the 


State to be used by the State Highway Commission for 
the construction of roads and bridges, which said 
moneys are derived pursuant to the provisions of an 
act entitled “An act to impose a tax on the sale of motor 
vehicle fuels as herein defined to be paid by distributors 
as herein defined; regulating the sale of such fuels; pro- 
viding for the collection of said tax, for reports of sales 
of such motor fuels, and for the disposition of the 
revenue derived from such tax, and fixing penalties for 
the violation of the terms hereof,’’ passed April first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven, and being 
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Chapter three hundred and thirty-four of the Laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven.

Bg It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any State highway, or portion thereof, 
provided for in the act to which this act is a supplement, 
has been or shall be improved or reconstructed by the 
board of chosen freeholders of any county of this State 
under an agreement with the State Highway Commis- 
sion of this State and such State Highway Commission 
has agreed, or shall agree, with said board of chosen 
freeholders that said board of chosen freeholders shall 
be reimbursed or repaid for the cost of the construction 
or improvement of such highway, or portion thereof, 
from funds belonging to the State, the State Highway 
Commission shall also agree to pay and the proper State 
agency shall pay to such board of chosen freeholders, 
in addition to the cost of such improvement and recon- 
struction, the actual amount of interest which has been 
paid by such board of chosen freeholders for any money 
raised, or borrowed, by said board for the purpose of 
making such improvement or construction of said high- 
way or highways or portion thereof ; which said interest 
shall be considered as part of the construction cost of 
said road or highway. 
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2. This act shall apply to any roads constructed or 
to be constructed, under Chapter 319, P. L. 1927, and 
shall apply to any agreement relative to the construction 
thereof and the payment therefor entered into between 
the State Highway Commission and any board of chosen 
freeholders, or to any contract which may hereafter be 
made between said State Highway Commission and 
any board of chosen freeholders of any county of this 
State.

CHAPTER 243. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act relative to the 
appointment of court criers to Supreme and Circuit 
Courts, and providing for the compensation thereof,” 
approved April eighth, one thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county now or hereafter having a popu- 
lation exceeding two hundred and five thousand and 
not more than four hundred thousand inhabitants, upon 
the passage of this act the county clerk of such county 
shall appoint a suitable person as court crier, in and for 
the Circuit Court of said county, and in and for the 
Circuit of the Supreme Court of said county, who shall 
receive and be paid an annual salary of twenty-four 
hundred dollars ($2400) in lieu of any per diem com- 
pensation, such annual salary to be paid monthly by the 
county collector of such county upon the certificate of 
the county clerk of such county, whose duty it shall be 
to attend daily upon the said courts wherein appointed 
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during the several terms thereof. The tenure of any 
person now holding the position of court crier, pursu- 
ant to the provisions of the act of which this act is 
amendatory, shall terminate upon the passage hereof, 
and said position or employment is hereby vacated, and 
the new appointment thereto shall be made by the county 
clerk upon the taking effect of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 244. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,’ approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE rv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of this State it shall be the duty of 
the board of chosen freeholders of such county, as here- 
inafter provided, to appoint five persons, not more than 
three of whom shall be of the same political faith, who 
shall be residents and citizens of said county, to be 
known as “The County Park Commission”’ 
(inserting the name of the county). The commissioners 
first appointed shall hold office respectively for the term 
of one, two, three, four and five years, as indicated and 
fixed by the board of chosen freeholders and all com- 
missioners thereafter appointed shall be appointed for 
a term of five years. Vacancies happening by resignation, 
death or otherwise, shall be filled by the board of chosen 
freeholders for the unexpired term only. Such commis- 
sion shall have power to sue and be sued, to use a com- 
mon seal and to make by-laws and carry out the objects 
of this act as hereinafter set forth, The members of 
such park commission shall serve without compensation ; 
their necessary expenses shall be allowed and paid by 
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the county treasurer upon warrants signed by the 
president or vice-president and secretary. Every such 
commission shall annually choose from among its mem- 
bers a president, vice-president, and shall appoint a 
secretary and such other officers and employees as it 
may deem necessary to carry out the purposes of this 
act. They shall also fix and determine the compensation, 
term of office, duties and powers of such appointees and 
take all reasonable rules and regulations respecting the 
same. ‘The commission shall keep a record of its pro- 
ceedings which together with its maps, plans, documents 
and accounts, shall be a public record and be open to 
public inspection at such times and under such reason- 
able regulations as the commission shall determine. The 
said commission shall maintain a suitable office where its 
maps, plans, papers and records shall be kept and for 
the purposes of this act. It shall be a misdemeanor 
for any member of said park commission or any officer 
or employee appointed by said park commission, to be 
interested directly or indirectly in purchasing any land 
er in furnishing any of the materials, supplies or labor 
for the erection or construction of any building or 
improvement contemplated by the provisions of this -act 
or in any contract which said park commission is em- 
powered to make. 

2. The board of chosen freeholders shall provide said 
ommission with a suitable office or offices and shall 
annually appropriate such moneys as may be necessary 
for the payment of salaries and wages, office, traveling 
and other expenses, and the upkeep and maintenance 
of parks, parkways, playgrounds and recreation places 
acquired or established by such commission. For the 
purpose of providing moneys for the purchase of lands 
and rights in lands, and the laying out, construction, 
reconstruction and alteration of parks, parkways, play- 
grounds and recreation places as herein provided, the 
beard of chosen freeholders of such county may, from 
time to time, on the requisition of said county park 
commission, in the name and on the credit of such 
county, make available by the issuance of permanent or 
temporary bonds, or by taxation, or by both methods, 
sums of money not exceeding two million five hundred 
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thousand dollars ($2,500,000.00), in the first five years 
next after the adoption of this act at the rate of five 
hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) per annum for 
each of said five years; provided, that if in any one year Proviso. 
the entire amount of five hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000.00) is not requisitioned, any unexpended 
part thereof may be made available in any following 
year upon requisition. Such moneys shall be paid out Payments.

officers or constables in the enforcement of the laws of 
this State and the apprehension of violators thereof. 

4. Such commission shall have power to acquire, 
maintain and make available to the inhabitants of the 
county, public parks, parkways, playgrounds and recre- 
ation places, and shall have power to locate such public 
parks, parkways, playgrounds and recreation places at 
such point or points within the limits of the county as 
it may determine; it shall also have power to preserve 
and care for and to lay out, construct, maintain and 
improve any such parks and places and to connect any 
road, parkway, park or public open space with any other 
park, parkway or public open space, and also with any 
city or municipality of such county, by a suitable road- 
way, parkway or boulevard, or otherwise, and by itself, 
or jointly with the State Highway Commission, board 
of chosen freeholders, or any municipality or other 
public body, to provide for the construction, improve- 
ment or maintenance thereof; to lay out, construct and 
maintain such sidewalks, roadways, serviceways, bridle- 
paths, footpaths, or other ways within any such park 
or parks or other places; to construct, reconstruct, alter, 
provide and renew and maintain such buildings or other 
structures, playgrounds and the equipment thereof, as 
it may determine proper, and to enter into contracts with 
any person, firm or corporation, municipality or other 
public body, with respect to the laying out, construction 
or maintenance thereof. 

5. Every such commission shall have power to acquire 
by gift, purchase or condemnation, such lands and rights 
in lands and other property as it may determine is neces- 
sary and proper for the purposes of this act. All such 
lands and property shall be acquired by such commission 
in the name of the county. 

6. Such commission shall have power and authority 
not only to lay out and open roadways, parkways, and 
boulevards as herein provided, but shall have power 
and authority to establish the grade thereof and to 
change or alter the same; also to straighten, widen, 
alter or relocate any existing or new roadway, parkway 
or boulevard which may be acquired by such commis- 
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7. Such commission shall have full power and author- 
ity to make, alter, amend and repeal rules and regula- 
tions for the protection, regulation and control of such 
parks, parkways and the roads, driveways, sidewalks, 
paths, lakes, pools, fountains, trees, flowers, shrubs, 
statuary, buildings and other things contained therein, 
and to prescribe fines and penalties for the violation of 
such rules and regulations, and to fix the amount of the 
same. Such rules and regulations shall not take effect 
until ten days after their adoption by said commission 
and after their publication once a week for two weeks 
in at least five newspapers circulating in said county. 

8. All lands taken or held under this act for the pur- 
pose of public parks shall be forever kept open and main- 
tained as such and no steam or other railroad shall be 
laid out on or maintained in, or operated on any portion 
of the parks, open spaces, boulevards, parkways or road- 
ways laid out and located under this act, except at such 
places and in such manner as said board of park com- 
missioners shall in writing approve; provided, however, 
that if all the members of the park commission shall, by 
resolution, determine that any lands or parts of lands 
acquired in pursuance of this act, are no longer required 
for park purposes and that the interest of the public 
will be better served by the sale thereof, such commission 
may certify such resolution to the board of chosen free- 
holders and if such board of chosen freeholders concur 
therein, such lands may be sold for cash at public sale 
to the highest bidder; and provided, further, that said 
commission may by unanimous vote vacate or surrender 
any roadway, parkway or boulevard within its juris- 
diction and control if such vacation or surrender shall 
appear to be in the public interest. 

9. The board of chosen freeholders of the county or 
any municipality within the county may with the con- 
sent of such park commission, transfer the care, custody 
and control of any parks, public place, roadway, park- 
way or boulevard under its care or control to said park 
commission to be held by such commission for the 
purposes of this act. 

10. All expenditures to be made by said park commis- 
sion and all appointments of any officer and employees 
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except the president, vice-president and secretary of 
‘said park commission, shall be made by and with the 
approval of the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county. 

11. This act shall not become operative in any county 
unless the same shall have been submitted to the voters. 
of such county at any general election for the members 
of the general assembly in such county and shall have 
been approved by a majority of the votes cast at such 
general election upon the question of adoption as sub- 
mitted. Whenever the board of chosen freeholders of 
any county in which this act may become operative, shall] 
pass a resolution authorizing the submission of this 
act to a popular vote at a general election in the county, 
which resolution shall be passed not later than sixty days 
before the next ensuing general election, it shall be the 
duty of the county clerk to give public notice by publi- 
cation at least once a month in each calendar month after 
the passage of the resolution, in two or more newspapers 
published and circulating in the county that such submis- 
sion will be made at the ensuing general election, stating 
briefly the question to be submitted, and cause to be 
printed upon the sample and official ballots to be used 
at such general election in the manner required by “An 
act regulating elections’ (Revision 1920), passed May 
fiith, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, the 
following public question, to wit: “Shall a county park 
commission be appointed pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter (inserting the number of the Chapter 
of this act), Pamphlet Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight?” If upon the canvass of the 
vote at such election it shall appear that a majority of 
those voting for or against the question so submitted 
have voted in favor of the appointment of a county park 
commission pursuant to this act, this act shall thereupon 
become operative and the board of chosen freeholders 
of such county shall, within thirty days thereafter, 
appoint the commissioners herein authorized to be 
appointed. 

12. Nothing herein contained shall repeal any existing 
law relating to the establishment of county parks or be 
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construed to apply to any county which may have here- 
tofore established a county park system or a county park 
commission under the provisions of any other act; 
provided, that in case proceedings have been had in 
any courty to which this act is applicable, for the sub- 
mission of the provisions of any other act for the estab- 
lishment of county parks or the appointment of a county 
park commission, to the voters of such county and the 
board of chosen freeholders of such county shall, not 
less than sixty days prior to the general election at which 
submission is to be made, adopt a resolution authorizing 
the submission of this act-as hereinbefore provided, to 
the voters of such county, then and in that case the 
question of the submission of any other act shall not 
be submitted at the next succeeding general election and 
the question of the adoption of the provisions of this 
act shall be submitted in lieu thereof. 

13. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Whenever in any county of this State there shall 
have been or may hereafter be submitted to the voters 
of said county at a referendum the question of the 
establishment of a county park system or county park 
commission under the provisions of any act of this 
State, and at said referendum said question or proposi- 
tion shall have failed of adoption as provided by the 
statute under the terms of which the same was sub- 
mitted, then and in such case no proposition for the 
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establishment of a county park system or county park 
commission shall thereafter be submitted to the voters 
of said county unless and until there shall have been 
filed with the board of chosen freeholders of said county, 
at least sixty days prior to the next following general 
election, a petition signed by at least two per centum 
(2%) of the persons who were qualified to vote at the 
last preceding general election. 

2. Said petition shall request the board of chosen 
freeholders of said county to again submit to the voters 
of said county a proposition for the establishment of a 
county park system or county park commission in said 
county, and shall further request said board of chosen 
freeholders of said county to cause to have printed upon 
the ballots to be used at the next following general 
election, such proposition. 

3. If the board of chosen freeholders shali find said 
petition to be in proper form and signed by the required 
number of legal voters of said county, they shall, deter- 
inine what statute for the establishment of a county 
park system or county park commission applicable to 
the county shall be submitted at the referendum 
requested and the fact that the provisions of any act 
may have been submitted and rejected at a previous 
referendum shall not prevent said board of freeholders 
from again submitting such rejected act, and not later 
than forty-five days preceding the next general election, 
said board of freeholders shall certify to the county clerk 
of said county the question to be submitted to the voters 
of the county, and the county clerk of said county shall 
cause to be printed on the sample and official ballots to 
be used at such general election in the manner required 
by “An act regulating elections’ (Revision of 1920), 
passed May fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty, and the acts amendatory thereof and supple- 
mentary thereto, the public question in relation to the 
establishment of a county park system or county park 
commission, as determined upon and certified to him by 
the said board of chosen freeholders, and the county 
clerk of said county or any other public official or board 
shall not be required to submit to the voters of said 
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county any proposition for the establishment of a county 
park system or county park commission in and for said 
county under any statute of this State except in the man- 
ner herein provided. 

4, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed as to their inconsistent parts, and 
this act shall take effect immediately.

1. Section three of the act to which this act is an 
amendment, shall be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

3. When the board of chosen freeholders shall have 
determined to establish a welfare-house for the per- 
manent maintenance of the poor of any county or por- 
tion thereof, and shall have acquired a site therefor, and 
shall have awarded contracts for the necessary buildings 
and improvements thereon, or shall have resolved to 
maintain and operate a welfare-house as provided in 
this act, there shall be constituted and appointed a wel- 
fare board composed of five citizens of the county, as 
follows: The director of the board of chosen freeholders 
of said county, and four citizens of the county or 
inunicipalities participating, two of whom may be women, 
to be appointed by the board of chosen freeholders, who 
shall constitute the managers of said welfare-house. 
Members shall hold office for four years, except that the 
first appointments shall be respectively for one, two, 
three and four years, which terms as to duration shall 
be in the order of appointments as made and indicated. 
Vacancies in such offices shall be filled for the unexpired 
term only. The board of chosen freeholders may at 
any time if deemed advisable, increase the number of 
the board of managers to seven by the appointment of 
two additional managers, one for the term of four years, 
and one for the term of three years, and appointments 
of their successors shall be for the full term of four 
years, except to fill a vacancy which shall be made for 
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the unexpired term; provided, however, that in counties 
of the first class the board of chosen freeholders, or such 
a committee or committees thereof as such board may 
designate, may exercise all the functions therein con- 
ferred on such board of managers. The holding of any 
other office by any member of said welfare board shall 
not constitute such holding as incompatible with his 
office as member of such welfare board. They shall 
receive no compensation for their services, except a fee 
of five dollars for attendance at the regular monthly 
meetings of the board, and shall be allowed their actual 
and necessary expenses, on the approval of the director, 
all of which shall be audited and paid in the same man- 
ner as other expenses are paid in and for such county.

1, No sale of any lands, tenements, hereditaments 
or real estate heretofore made by virtue of any decree, 
order or judgment of any court of this State, or any 
execution or other process issued thereon, shall be inval- 
idated by reason of any omission to advertise such sale 
cr any adjournment thereof in the manner and for the 
length of time and in the number of newspapers then 
required by law, or by reason of any other irregularity 
or default in such advertisement, but the purchaser or 
purchasers of such lands, tenements, or hereditaments 
or real estate having paid the price therefor and having 
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received his, her or their deed therefor, and his, her or 
their heirs, successors or assigns shall be deemed to have 
as good and complete title thereto as if such sale or 
adjournment had been in all particulars duly advertised ; 
provided, that no proceeding shall have heretofore been 
instituted in any court of law or equity to set aside said 
sale or the deed or of any proceedings in connection 
therewith. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 249. 


An Act to authorize counties to appropriate moneys 
for the maintenance of charitable hospitals in such 
counties. 


BE rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall and may be lawful for any county in this 
State, other than a county having a population in excess 
of five hundred thousand, to make annual appropriations 
not exceeding in the aggregate one-twentieth (1/20) 
of one per centum (1%) of the total assessed valu- 
ations of real and personal property of such county, 
or a sum of money not in excess of the amount which 
might be raised at the aforesaid rate, in the same man- 
ner as other appropriations for county purposes are 
made, for the maintenance of a charitable hospital or 
hospitals located in the county, the facilities of which 
hospital or hospitals are used by the poor or indigent 
residents of the county, to an amount not exceeding 
the estimated annual deficit in operating expenses of 
any such hospital or hospitals, which sum, so appropri- 
ated, shall be included in the annual tax levy of such 
county and collected in the same manner and at the same 
time as other county taxes. The amount so appropri- 
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ated when paid over to any such charitable hospital or 
hospitals shall be used towards the current maintenance 
and expense of operation thereof. Any such appropri- 
ation may be made for a specifically named hospital or 
it may be made generally, and in such case, the board of 
freeholders may, by resolution, apportion the amount so 
appropriated to any such hospital in such manner as 
in their judgment may be deemed for the best interest 
of the county, but in no case shall any such hospital 
receive more than the amount of its actual deficit in 
operating expenses. The officials and auditors of such 
county shall have access at all reasonable times to the 
books and records of any such hospital or hospitals 
which shall receive any such appropriation or part 
thereof, for the purpose of ascertaining the deficit in 
operating expenses and the application of the moneys 
sO appropriated or apportioned and the financial needs 
or requirements of any such hospital. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
repeal any other act or acts, but this act shall be con- 
strued as granting further and additional power to 
counties to provide for the health and general welfare of 
its residents. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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have power to study and report upon the best plan or 
plans to be followed in providing a comprehensive 
scheme of rapid passenger transit between the several 
communities in the counties of Atlantic, Burlington, 
Camden, Cape May, Cumberland, Gloucester, Ocean and 
Salem, as well as between such communities and the city 
of Philadelphia. All of the commissioners shall serve for 
three years and shall be residents of the aforesaid counties 
and one shall be appointed from each of said counties. 
Before making its report, the commission shall make a 
thorough study of rapid transit conditions in the afore- 
said area, and shall take and employ such professional 
skill and assistants as it may need for the effective 
working out of a comprehensive and adequate plan of 
rapid transit to facilitate and provide inter-communi- 
cation between the different communities in the afore- 
said counties, as well as between such communities and 
the city of Philadelphia.

the act to which this act is a supplement. Said funds 
shall be paid to the said boards of chosen freeholders 
by the said Highway Commission in such proportions 
as the said commission may determine for the purpose 
of aiding the various municipalities of this State, which 
have constructed roads under the act to which this act 
is a supplement, in the maintenance and repair of such 
roads and in such distribution the said State Highway 
Commission may take into consideration the number of 
miles of roads which have been constructed under said 
act and the cost to the various municipalities of the 
maintenance thereof. 

2. The several boards of freeholders of the various 
counties to which said funds are allotted are hereby 
authorized and directed to distribute said funds to the 
various municipalities which have constructed roads 
under said act in accordance with the intent and pro- 
visions of this act. 

3. The said funds when so received by such munici- 
palities shall be used by said municipalities towards the 
- maintenance of such township roads as have been 
improved under the provision of this act, or such 
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municipalities may request the board of chosen free- 
holders to use said funds for the maintenance of said 
roads, which the said board of chosen freeholders may 
do if they so desire, and in such case said fund or 
amount due the municipality shall be retained by said 
board of freeholders and used for such purpose. 

4. The State Highway Commission or the said boards 
of chosen freeholders shall require the municipalities 
receiving aid under this act to contribute or pay such 
sum or stms towards such repairs as it or they may 
determine which shall not be less than one-half of the 
cost thereof. :

‘Iwo mem- 
bers of such county board shall be members of the 
political party which at the last preceding general elec- 
tion cast the largest number of votes in this State for 
members of the General Assembly, and the remaining 
two members of such board shall be members of the 
political party which at the said election cast the next 
largest number of votes in the State for members of 
the General Assembly; provided, however, that the 
office of member of the county board of elections in any 
of the counties of this State shall be deemed vacant upon 
such member becoming a candidate for any office to be 
voted upon at any primary, general election or special 
election, except for nomination for or election to mem- 
bership in any county committee or State committee, 
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said candidacy to be determined by the filing of a peti- 
tion of nomination duly accepted by such member in 
the manner provided by law; provided, further, that no 
person who now or hereafter holds elective public office 
shall be eligible to serve as a member of the county 
board of elections during the term of such elective office. 
In all counties of the first class said county board of 
elections shall appoint some suitable person, clerk of 
such board, and may also appoint not more than two 
assistant clerks, and one clerk-stenographer, all of whom 
shall be appointed from the competitive class of civil 
service; provided, however, that all persons holding such 
positions as clerk, assistant clerks and clerk-stenographer 
of such county board of elections at the time of the 
adoption of this act shall continue to hold said positions 
and shall be classified in said competitive class of civil 
service. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and they are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 258. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning rail- 
roads” (Revision of 1903), approved April four- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of an act entitled ““An act concern- 
ing railroads’ (Revision of 1903), be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

7. The right-of-way of any railroad, or of any branch 
thereof, shall not exceed two hundred feet in width 
unless more land shall be required for the slopes of 
cuts or embankments, or for retaining walls, in which 
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case such land may be acquired as part of such right-of- 
way; it shall be lawful for any railroad company, its 
incorporators and agents, to enter at all times upon all 
lands or waters for the purpose of exploring, surveying 
and laying out the route or routes of its railroad, and 
of locating the same, and to locate all necessary works, 
buildings, conveniences and appurtenances, doing no 
unnecessary injury to property, and when the route of 
railroad shall have been determined upon, a survey of 
such route and location, particularly describing the same, 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State; 
the company may also, from time to time, after the filing 
of the survey of the route of the main line and either 
before or after construction thereon, file surveys of the 
route and location of branches within the limits of any 
counties in or through which the main line may be 
located and of any county adjoining such counties. 

2. Section twelve of an act entitled ‘““An act concern- 
ing railroads’ (Revision of 1903), be and the same is 
hereby amended as follows:. 

12. Any portion of the location of the route of any 
railroad company may be relocated by the board of 
directors before construction and after filing of the 
original survey, by filing and recording an amended 
survey thereof in the same manner as the original sur- 
vey; the directors of any railroad company owning or 
operating any railroad in this State, may change the 
location of a part of its route for any section not exceed- 
ing one mile in length, by filing and recording a survey 
of the new location and of the section abandoned with 
the Secretary of State, where in the judgment of the 
directors, such change is necessary to avoid any quick- 
sand, quagmire or sinkhole, or other physical obstacle 
in the way of the safe and convenient construction, 
maintenance or operation of the railroad, provided, that 
such alterations shall not be made in any city after the 
road has been actually constructed within its limits; 
any railroad company may straighten, shorten or 
improve the route of its railroad or connect points 
thereon by shorter lines or branches, and may take and 
acquire by condemnation all such lands as shall be neces- 
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and also all such land as shall be necessary as afore- 
said for the erection of freight and passenger stations 
and all the legitimate purposes of such company upon 
such straightened, shortened or improved line by filing 
and recording a survey thereof in the same manner as 
is required in the case of an original survey of location, 
provided, that no more than two hundred feet in width 
for the main track of any road shall be taken from the 
right-of-way except where necessary for the slopes of 
cuts or embankments or for retaining walls; the com- 
pany may retain and continue to use or may sell or other- 
wise dispose of the whole or any part of the original 
road, for which such line has been substituted after it 
has constructed its road on its new location. 

3. Section thirteen of an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning railroads” (Revision of 1903), be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

13. Any railroad company may, either at the time of 
its organization or construction or thereafter, as occa- 
sion may require, take by condemnation any of the land 
and property required for the right-of-way of its main 
line and branches, not exceeding two hundred feet in 
width, unless more shall be required for slopes of cuts 
or embankments or retaining walls, and all such other 
tand and property adjoining to such right-of-way, as in 
the judgment of the directors the exigencies of business 
may demand, for the erection of freight and passenger 
depots, and all other legitimate purposes of the company, 
and any land and property required for the purpose of 
complying with any order made by the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, upon ascertainment and payment 
or tender of compensation as prescribed by law; and 
either party may have an appeal from the award of com- 
missioners fixing compensation, and the proceedings of 
such ascertainment, taking and appeal shall be had pur- 
suant to “‘An act to regulate the ascertainment and pay- 
ment of compensation for property condemned or taken 
for public use’ (Revision of 1900), no company 
organized under this act shall be authorized to take, 
use or occupy by condemnation, any franchise, lands or 
located route of any railroad or other corporation 
chartered for the purpose of facilitating transportation 
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except for the purpose of crossing said land or route and 
except the land of such corporation not necessary for 
the purposes of its franchise; and no railroad under this 
act shall cross another railroad at grade at a less angle 
than twenty degrees; provided, that a railroad may be Proviso.

1. All that part of the township of Galloway, county 
of Atlantic, lying within the following described portion, 
to wit: Beginning at a point in the centerline of Bremen 
Avenue where the same is intersected by the present 
southwesterly line of Egg Harbor City; thence (1) 
southwestwardly along the centerline of Bremen Ave- 
ntte, 5,248 feet more or less, to the centerline of Drosera 
Avenue; thence (2) northwestwardly, along the center- 
line of Drosera Avenue, 5,671 feet more or less to the 
center of the Mays Landing County Boulevard; thence 
(3) northeastwardly along the centerline of the Mays 
Landing County Boulevard, 65 feet more or less to the 
centerline of Thomas Avenue; thence (4) northwest- 
wardly, along the centerline of Thomas Avenue, 4,267 
feet to the centerline of Heidelburg Avenue; thence 
(5) northeastwardly along the centerline of Heidelburg 
Avenue, 5,182 feet more or less to the south rail of the 
south bound tracks of the West Jersey and Seashore 
Railroad; thence (6) southeastwardly along the south 
rail of the south bound tracks of the West Jersey and 
Seashore Railroad, 2,367 feet more or less to a point 
where the same is intersected by Hamburg Avenue; 
thence (7) southeastwardly along the present south- 
westerly line of -Egg Harbor City, 7,560 feet more or 
less to the place of beginning, containing 1,140 acres, 
be and the same is hereby set off from the township of 
Galloway, in the county of Atlantic, and annexed to the 
city of Egg Harbor City, in the county of Atlantic. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately, but its pro- 
visions shall remain inoperative until it shall have been 
adopted by the vote of the majority of the legal voters 
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of the said township of Galloway voting thereon at a 
special election to be held within said territory within 
sixty days from the approval of this act, at which special 
election shall be submitted the question of the approval 
or disapproval of this act; such special election shall be 
held within said territory between the hours of one 
o’clock P. M. and eight o’clock P. M. on a day and at 
the places within said territory to be fixed by the town- 
ship clerk of the township of Galloway, who shall cause 
public notice thereof to be given by advertisement signed 
by himself, set up in at least five public places within 
the said described territory, and published once in a 
newspaper circulating in said territory at least ten days 
prior to the holding of said election. 

3. Such special election held at the time appointed 
shall be conducted by the district boards of registry and 
elections of the election districts of the said township 
of Galloway. The registry of voters used at the last 
general election in said township shall be used in said 
special election, and the said board or boards of registry 
and election shall meet one week next preceding the 
day fixed for said special election, at the place wherein 
the same is to be held from one o'clock P. M. to nine 
o’clock P. M. for the purpose of revising and correcting 
the registry lists in the manner provided under the 
general election laws of this State. The township clerk 
shall give public notice of such meeting of said board 
of registry and election at the time and in the manner 
hereinbefore provided for the giving of notice of the 
time and place of the holding of said special election 
and shall provide suitable places for the holding of said 
special election and the necessary ballots for electors 
voting thereat, upon which ballot shall be printed the 
proposition to be submitted to the voters with instruc- 
tions in the following form: 


If you favor the proposition printed below make an 
X mark in the square to the left of and opposite the 
word “Yes;”’ if you are opposed thereto make an X 
mark in the square to the left and opposite the word 
“No.” 
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Shall an act entitled “An act to 
annex to the city of Egg Harbor 
City, part of the township of Gallo- 
way, in the county of Atlantic,” be 
No adopted? 


If the voter makes an X mark in the square to the 
left of and opposite the word “Yes” it shall be counted 
in favor of the proposition. 

If the voter makes an X mark in the square to the left 
cf and opposite the word “No” it shall be counted as 
a vote against such proposition, and in case no mark be 
made opposite either the word “Yes” or “‘No’’ it shall 
not be counted as a vote for or against the proposition. 
If a majority of the votes cast at such election in such 
township shall be in favor of the proposition, such act 
shall be adopted, and the officers holding the election 
shall, within two days thereafter, make a return in 
duplicate of the result of such election to the clerk of the 
county of Atlantic.

shall not apply to any railroad company, insurance 
company, banking companies, savings banks (or other 
corporation intended to derive profit from the loan and 
use of money), turnpike company, canal company.

work; and in any and every case where it shall appear 
that the appropriation is insufficient to complete such 
building, buildings or work the appropriation hereby 
made therefor shall not be applied toward the construc- 
tion of such building or buildings, or prosecution of such 
work, but shall lapse and no payment shall be made 
therefrom; prozided, however, that the provisions of 
this section, prohibiting the expenditure of the whole or 
any part of an appropriation, which in itself is insuf- 
ficient to complete any building, buildings or work, and 
providing for the lapsing of such appropriations, shall 
not apply to nor restrict the expenditure of any moneys 
herein appropriated for the construction, completion of 
construction, equipment or furnishing of any armory or 
armories or hangar which have been heretofore author- 
ized and which are partially constructed, completed or 
furnished, but such appropriation shall be available for 
the uses and purposes herein expressed to the full extent 
thereof, nor shall the provisions of this section apply to 
any appropriation authorizing expenditures for the con- 
struction of the bridge between the city of Philadelphia, 
State of Pennsylvania, and the city of Camden, in this 
State, nor the tunnel to be constructed under the Hudson 
River, between the city of New York, State of New 
York, and the city of Jersey City, in this State. 

4. Whenever a building or buildings have been erected 
and completed and there shall be an unexpended balance 
of the sum of money appropriated therefor after the 
contract has been performed, such balance may, upon 
the approval of the Comptroller of the Treasury, be used 
tu pay for the furnishing and equipment of such building 
or buildings. 

5. Whenever after an act of the Legislature becomes 
a law, but has not yet become effective, the contract, plans 
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and specifications may be drawn and advertisements for 
bids may be made, which have been so authorized by such 
act and the contract in accordance therewith may be 
entered into before the time of the taking effect of such 
enactment where such statute does not take effect imme- 
diately, but at some later time; previded, however, that 
no payment shall be made thereunder until the said act 
shall become effective according to its terms. 

6. No money shall be drawn from the treasury except 
tor objects as hereinabove specifically appropriated, and 
except such sums which are by law devoted to specific 
purposes, namely, State school tax, United State appro- 
priation to Agricultural College, and taxes for the use 
of taxing districts in this State, moneys received by the 
State from the taxation of railroad and canal property, 
which may be by law apportioned to the various counties 
of the State for school purposes, academic certificate 
fund, vocational schools, pensions of teachers and school 
officers authorized by law, moneys received from tuition 
at the summer schools, and loans to “State School Fund,” 
which last named sums shall be paid pursuant to the laws 
applicable thereto; this section shall not be construed to 
prohibit the payment due upon any contract made under 
an appropriation of the previous years; moneys received 
by the Department of Conservation and Development 
from the sale or lease of forest reserve lands pursuant to 
chapter one hundred and eighty-seven, Laws of nineteen 
hundred and thirteen; moneys received by the Quarter- 
master-General under the provisions of section seventeen, 
chapter eighty-one, Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and seventeen, as amended March fourth, one thousand 
nine hundred and eighteen; moneys received by the 
Department of Health pursuant to chapter thirteen, Laws 
of nineteen hundred and fourteen, chapter two hundred 
and thirty-two, Laws of nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, and receipts pursuant to chapter one hundred and 
forty-seven, Laws of nineteen hundred and eighteen; 
nor shall this act apply to moneys appropriated by Joint 
Resolution of the Legislature where such moneys have 
been set apart by the State Comptroller. 


7. In order that some degree of flexibility in appro- 
oriations may be had, any department or other State 
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agency receiving an appropriation by any act of the 
Legislature may apply to the State House Commission 
for leave to transfer a part of any item granted to such 
department or agency to any other item in such appro- 
priation. Such application shall only be made during the 
current year for which the appropriation was made, and 
if the State House Commission shall consent thereto, it 
shall notify the Comptroller thereof in writing, where- 
upon the Comptroller shall place the amount so trans- 
ferred to the credit of the item so designated; provided, 
however, that no sum appropriated for any permanent 
improvement shall be used for maintenance or for any 
temporary purpose; and provided, further, that such 
transfers shall not be permitted and the provisions of 
this section shall not apply in cases where the items of 
appropriation are expressly limited by the words “for 
this purpose only.” 

8. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized, empowered, directed, and it shall be his duty to 
make such correction of the title or text, or both, of an 
appropriation, necessary to make such appropriation 
available for the purpose or purposes of its intention. 
Such correction shall be by written ruling, reciting in 
appropriate details the facts thereof, and the reasons 
therefor, attested by the signature of said Comptroller 
and filed in the Department of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury as an official record thereof, and any action 
thereunder, including disbursements and the audit there- 
of, shall be legally binding and of full force and virtue. 

9. Anything herein contained to the contrary the rate 
of compensation paid to any officer or employee in any 
office or position in the classified service of the State, 
when such compensation is at the rate of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) or more per annum, shall not be in- 
creased during the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty, over that received dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-nine, unless such proposed in- 
crease in compensation has been presented to and con- 
sidered by the Joint Appropriation Committee and by it 
specifically provided for and authorized either in a spe- 
cific line item in this appropriation act, or in a line item 
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providing for the compensation of a group of officers or 
employees, or both, the total of which shows that such 
proposed increase or increases in compensation for such 
said officers or employees is specifically included therein. 

10. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby em- 
powered, and it shall be his duty in the disbursement of 
funds available for the general uses of the State, to first 
provide for the maintenance of the administration of the 
government of the State, and of its courts, and of its 
penal, correctional and charitable institutions, and to 
apply the remainder of such available funds in such man- 
ner and to such purpose for which appropriation may 
have been made as in his judgment may best conserve 
the interest of the State. 

11. The State House Commission is hereby empow- 
ered, notwithstanding any other provision of the law, to 
transfer from the various appropriations for construc- 
tion, reconstruction, additions to and betterments of 
State building and appurtenances thereto, herein con- 
tained, to the appropriation for the division of archi- 
tecture and construction of the Department of Institu- 
tions and Agencies a sufficient sum to pay for the cost 
of all architectural work, superintendence and other 
expert services in connection with such work. 

12. The Comptroller of the Treasury may, upon ap- 
plication therefor, allot from appropriations made to any 
official, department, commission or board a sum, not in 
excess of three hundred dollars, to establish a petty cash 
fund, for the payment of expenses not in excess of five 
dollars. The allotment thus made by the Comptroller 
shall be paid to such person as shall be designated as the 
custodian thereof by the official, department, commission 
or board making request therefor, and the money thus 
allotted shall be disbursed by such custodian, who shall 
require from all persons obtaining money from said fund 
a receipt therefor. Such receipts shall by such custodian 
be forwarded monthly to the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury for audit, and the Comptroller of the Treasury shall 
likewise make regulations governing disbursements from 
pettv cash funds. 

13. This act shall take effect on the first day of July, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine.

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CHAPTER 264. 


An Act concerning wards and providing for change of 
lines and boundaries of wards or for an increase or 
decrease in the number thereof in municipalities in 
the State of New Jersey. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality having a board of aldermen, the 
board of aldermen may, by ordinance or resolution, pro- 
vide for the division of such municipality into wards, 
or where such municipality has heretofore been so 
divided it may, by ordinance or resolution, provide for 
a change of lines and boundaries of the wards or for 
an increase or decrease in the number thereof. 


2. When such ordinance or resolution shall have 
become effective in any municipality having a board of 
aldermen, the president of the board of aldermen shall 
appoint three commissioners who shall be residents and 
legal voters of such municipality to fix and define the 
lines and boundaries of such wards; and such commis- 
sioners shall, within ten days after their appointment, 
take and subscribe, before some other officer duly 
authorized to administer oaths or affirmations, an oath 
or affirmation faithfully and impartially to execute and 
perform the duties imposed upon them. If the presi- 
dent of the board of aldermen shall refuse or neglect 
to appoint such commissioners as above provided, then 
the Supreme Court justice holding the circuit in which 
such municipality is located, shall, upon petition, appoint 
said three commissioners. 

3. Said commissioners shall, within sixty days after 
their appointment, make their report to the board of 
aldermen of such municipality, and file the same with 
the clerk of such municipality, in which report the 
boundaries and the dividing lines of such wards shall 
be properly described, with a statement of the population 
of each ward, as nearly as can be ascertained, and a 
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map showing said lines and the extent and boundaries 
of such wards shall be made and filed by said commis- 
sioners with said report; all of which shall be attested 
and certified to by the said commissioners under their 
hands, and shall remain of record in the office of the 
clerk of such municipality. Ten days after the making 
and filing of said report, the lines and boundaries of 
such wards shall be as set forth in the report of said 
commissioners, and all other and former ward lines 
and boundaries are upon the filing of said commis- 
sioners’ report, thereby abolished and the wards so 
designated and described by said commissioners shall 
be and continue the wards of such municipality; and 
thereafter all officers elected or appointed in such munic- 
ipality, for or representing the wards thereof, shall be 
appointed for or elected from the wards as fixed by 
said report. 

4, No change in the number of wards or in the lines 
and boundaries of wards in any municipality shall be 
made oftener than once in five years. 

5. All such wards shall be formed of contiguous 
territory, and in fixing the lines and boundaries of 
wards said commissioners shall have regard to the 
equality of population. , 

6. The acts of a majority of said commissioners 
shall be deemed and taken to be the act of all the com- 
missioners, and a report signed by two of said commis- 
sioners shall be considered the report of said commis- 
sioners. Said commissioners shall be entitled to the aid 
and assistance of any surveyor and other persons in the 
employ of such municipality and shall when necessary 
have power and authority to employ a competent sur- 
veyor and other assistants, to aid them in the discharge 
of their duties. 

7: The necessary expense of such commissioners and 
the compensation for their services and the compensation 
for the services of a surveyor and other assistants, 
when it has been necessary to employ such, shall be 
fixed by the board of aldermen by ordinance or resolu- 
tion and paid by such municipality. The president of 
said board of aldermen shall certify under his hand and 
seal the said expense of said commissioners for com- 
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pensation for their services and compensation for the 
services of a surveyor and other assistants as provided 
herein to the board or body having charge of the 
finances of said city, and upon the presentation of such 
certificate, certified by the president of the board of 
aldermen, it shall be the duty of the board or body hav- 
ing charge of the finances of such municipality to forth- 
with pay said bill so certified; provided, further, that in 
no event shall the compensation for the commissioners 
as compensation for their services exceed the sum of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000), and said expense as 
compensation for the services of a surveyor and other 
assistants as provided herein shall not exceed the sum 
cf one thousand dollars ($1,000). 

8. All officers elected or appointed for existing wards 
in any such municipality, wherein the ward lines are 
changed or new wards created, as herein provided, shall 
continue in office until the respective terms of office shall 
expire and until others are duly appointed or elected to 
take their place; after such change in ward lines or 
the creation of new wards, such number of officers shall 
be elected or appointed from such new wards as may 
have been elected or appointed from wards as they 
formerly existed in such municipality. 

9, When any municipality is divided into wards, or 
a change is made in the lines or boundaries of wards 
or the number of wards increased or decreased as here- 
inbefore provided, it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioners to divide said wards into election districts or 
precincts. 

10. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent hereto are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect immedi- 
ately.

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CHAPTER 265. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to, 
regulating and providing for the government of cities, 
towns, townships, boroughs, villages and municipal- 
ities governed by boards of commissioners or 
improvement commissions in this State,’ approved 
April twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, the title whereof was amended to read as 
herein by an act approved April second, one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve. 


Be rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section four of the act entitled “An act relating 
to, regulating and providing for the government of 
cities, towns, townships, boroughs, villages and munici- 
palities governed by boards of commissioners or 
improvement commissions in this State,’ approved April 
twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, and 
the title whereof was amended to read as herein by an 
act approved April second, one thousand nine hundred 
and twelve, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

4. The board of commissioners shall have and possess 
all executive, administrative, judicial and legislative 
powers and duties heretofore had, possessed and exer- 
cised by the mayor and city council and all other execu- 
tive or legislative bodies in any municipality that has 
adopted or that may hereafter adopt the provisions of 
the act to which this act is an amendment, and said 
board shall have complete control over the affairs of 
such municipality. The executive, administrative, 
judicial, and legislative powers, authority and duties in 
such municipality shall be distributed into and among 
five departments, except that in any city having but 
three commissioners, three departments shall be desig- 
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nated and provided by the consolidation of the first and 
third departments and the fourth and fifth departments 
as follows: 

. Department of Public Affairs, 

. Department of Revenue and Finance, 

. Department of Public Safety, 

. Department of Public Works, 

. Department of Parks and Public Property. 

The mayor may be designated to be director of such 
cepartment as a majority of the members of said com- 
mission shall in their judgment determine. The board 
of commissioners shall determine the powers and duties 
to be performed by each department and shall assign 
such powers and duties to such department as they in 
their judgment deem appropriate, and they shall pre- 
scribe the powers and duties of all officers and 
employees and they may assign particular officers and 
employees to one or more departments and may require 
any officer or employee to perform duties in two or 
more departments, provided the work required of such 
officer or employee in such different departments be 
similar in character and make such other rules and 
regulations as may be necessary or proper for the effici- 
ent and economical conduct of the business of the city. 

The board of commissioners shall, at the first regular 
meeting after the election of its members, designate by 
majority vote one commissioner to be director of the 
department of public affairs, one commissioner to be 
director of the department of revenue and finance, one 
to be director of the department of public safety, one 
to be director of the department of public works, and 
one to be director of the department of parks and public 
property, except that upon the organization of a board 
of three commissioners but three departments shall be 
designated, as above provided, and but three directors 
voted therefor, and such designation may be changed 
whenever it appears that the public service would be 
henefitted thereby. 

The board of commissioners shall at the first meeting, 
or as soon as may be after organization, create such 
subordinate boards and appoint such officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of 
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the affairs of the city. Any board created may be 
abated; or any officer or employee appointed by the 
board of commissioners may be removed from office by 
them, at any time for cause, after public hearing, pro- 
vided their action shall be taken in accordance with the 
civil service and tenure of office acts in municipalities 
where such acts have been adopted, and such action shall 
be subject to review by the courts as heretofore. 

The mayor and board of commissioners shall have 
suitable offices and their total compensation shall, in 
cities of the first, second and third classes, be as follows: 
In such cities having, by the last preceding State or 
National census, more than two hundred thousand popu- 
lation, the mayor’s annual salary shall be not more than 
cighty-two hundred and fifty dollars and that of each 
commissioner shall be not more than seventy-five hun- 
dred dollars. In cities having by the last census a 
population of over ninety thousand and not exceeding 
two hundred thousand, the mayor’s annual salary shall 
be not more than three thousand five hundred dollars, 
and that of each commissioner shall be not more than 
three thousand dollars. In cities having from forty thou- 
sand to ninety thousand population, the mayor’s annual 
salary shall be not more than two thousand five hundred 
dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not more 
than two thousand dollars. In cities having from twenty 
thousand to forty thousand population, the mayor's 
annual salary shall be not more than one thousand eight 
hundred dollars, and that of each commissioner shall 
be not more than one thousand five hundred dollars. 
In cities having from ten thousand to twenty thousand 
population, the mayor's annual salary shall be not more 
than one thousand five hundred dollars, and that of each 
commissioner shall be not more than one thousand two 
hundred dollars. In cities having from five thousand 
to ten thousand population, the mayor’s annual salary 
shall be not more than one thousand dollars, and that of 
each commissioner shall be not more than seven hundred 
and fifty dollars. In cities having from twenty-five 
hundred to five thousand population, the mayor’s annual 
salary shall be not more than seven hundred and fifty 
dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not more 
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than five hundred dollars. In cities having from one 
thousand to twenty-five hundred population, the mayor’s 
annual salary shall be not more than five hundred dol- 
lars, and that of each commissioner shall be not more 
than three hundred and fifty dollars. In cities having 
from five hundred to one thousand population, the 
mayors annual salary shall be not more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and that of each commissioner 
shall be not more than two hundred dollars. In cities 
having less than five hundred population, the mayor's 
annual salary shall be not more than fifty dollars. 
Salaries. in _ The compensation of the mayor and the commis- 
fourth class. | sioners shall, in cities of the fourth class, be as follows: 
In such cities having, by the last preceding State or 
National census, more than ninety thousand population, 
the mayor’s annual salary shall be not more than fifty- 
five hundred dollars, and that of each commissioner 
shall be not more than five thousand dollars. In cities 
having from forty thousand to ninety thousand popu- 
lation, the mayor’s annual salary shall be not more than 
four thousand eight hundred dollars, and that of each 
commissioner shall be not more than three thousand five 
hundred dollars. In cities having from twenty thousand 
to forty thousand population, the mayor’s annual salary 
shall not be more than three thousand five hundred 
dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not 
more than three thousand dollars. In cities having from 
ten thousand to twenty thousand population, the mayor's 
annual salary shall be not more than three thousand 
dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not 
more than two thousand five hundred dollars. In cities 
having from twenty-five hundred to ten thousand 
population, the mayor's annual salary shall be not more 
than two thousand five hundred dollars, and that of each 
commusisoner shall be not more than two thousand 
dollars. In cities having from one thousand to twenty- 
five hundred population, the mayor’s annual salary 
shall be not more than seventeen hundred and fifty 
dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not more 
than fifteen hundred. In cities having from one hun- 
dred to one thousand population, the mayor’s annual 
salary shall be not more than twelve hundred and fifty 
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dollars, and that of each commissioner shall be not more 
than one thousand dollars. In cities having less than 
one hundred population, the mayor's annual salary shall 
be not more than five hundred dollars, and that of each 
commissioner shall be not more than two hundred and 
fifty dollars. Such salaries shall be payable in equal 
monthly installments. 

The board of commissioners of any such city may 
increase, by ordinance, the compensation which the 
mayor and commissioners shall receive; provided, the 
amount of such increase shall in no instance exceed fifty 
per centum of the salary as fixed herein. Any ordinance 
passed increasing the compensation under authority of 
this act shall become operative in ten days after the 
publication thereof after its final passage, unless within 
said ten days a petition, signed by electors of such city 
equal in number to at least fifteen per centum of the 
entire vote cast at the last preceding general election, 
protesting against the passage of such ordinance, be 
presented to the board of commissioners, in which case 
such ordinance shall remain inoperative until a propo- 
sition for the ratification thereof shall be adopted at the 
next general or municipal election in such city. 

The salary or compensation of all other officers and 
employees of the city shall be fixed by the board of 
commissioners, and shall be payable monthly, or at 
shorter periods as they shall determine; provided, how- 
ever, that the salary or compensation of any member of 
the police or fire departments shall not be fixed’ at a less 
amount than that received by the said member at the 
time of the adoption of said act; provided, however, that 
the compensation of the commissioners shall be fixed 
by an ordinance adopted by the board of commissioners 
immediately after the organization of the board, in 
accordance with all the provisions of this act; in each 
city governed by the provisions of this act, there shall 
be a city clerk, who shall be appointed by the board of 
commissioners for such term as they may fix, who shall 
be the clerk of the board of commissioners, and have the 
custody of their minutes, and of all papers and records 
of the city not otherwise expressly provided for. Said 
clerk shall also have custody of the seal of the city, and 
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copies of all records of the city certified by him under 
the seal of the city shall be legal evidence in all courts 
and places in like manner as if the originals were pro- 
duced. 

The corporate existence of any city accepting the 
provisions of this act shall be continued, and its cor- 
porate name and seal shall not be changed by such 
acceptance, and all acts, general or special, relating to 
such city, shall except so far as inconsistent with this 
act, apply to such city, and such city shall have and exer- 
cise the powers and duties thereby conferred or imposed. 

Whenever any ordinance is to be submitted under this 
act to the voters of the municipality at any election, the 
city clerk shall cause such ordinance to be published in 
at least two of the newspapers published in such munici- 
pality, such publication to be not more than twenty nor 
less than five days before the submission of such ordi- 
nance to be voted on. 

Upon the promulgation of any new National or State 
census whereby the population by reason of its increase 
or decrease shall require any municipality operating 
under this act, to pay its mayor and commissioners a 
greater or less salary, as herein provided, then the board 
of commissioners of such city is hereby authorized to 
pass ordinances increasing or decreasing the annual 
salaries of the mayor and commissioners to conform to 
the said newly promulgated census. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

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An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the incorporation and regulation of credit unions,” 
approved March sixth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-four. 


BE rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: : 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

1. Every association of persons, composed exclusively 
of employees having a common employer and whose 
place of employment is located within a county of this 
State, or any ten or more persons engaged in agricul- 


tural pursuits within a county of this State, who desire 


to associate themselves for the purpose of creating a 
fund; to encourage savings thereby and to furnish tem- 
porary financial assistance to the members of the associ- 
ation by making loans to said members for provident 
and productive purposes, are hereby authorized to 
incorporate under this act as follows: 


a. A meeting of such employees, or of such persons 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, shall be held, which 
meeting may be called by any ten or more of such 
employees, or any ten or more of such persons engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, by a notice signed by them and 
posted in a conspicuous place at or near the employees’ 
main entrance to said establishment, or in a 
conspicuous place within the county in which 
said persons are engaged in agricultural pursuits, at 
least ten days prior to the date of said meeting. Said 
notice shall specify the time, place and object of said 
meeting. At such meeting or any adjournment thereof, 
the employees, or persons engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, then present shall determine the number of 
trustees, not less than five nor more than ten, and shall, 
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by a plurality of votes, elect the number of persons so 
determined to be their trustees for the purpose of mak- 
ing and filing the certificate of incorporation, and to 
serve until their successors are elected and qualify. 

b. Said trustees so elected shall make, sign and 
acknowledge before any person authorized to take the 
acknowledgment and proof of deeds in this State and 
file in the office of the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance and record in the office of the clerk of the 
county in which the principal business of the corporation 
is to be conducted, or within which said persons are 
engaged in agricultural pursuits, a certificate, in writing, 
in which shall be stated the name or title by which such 
corporation is to be known in law, which shall include 
the words “credit union’; the place where its principal 
office is to be located, the name and location of the estab- 
lishment whereof the members are employees, or the 
county within which the members are engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits, the number of trustees, and the names 
and addresses of the trustees selected for the first year 
of its existence, and the name and address of the regis- 
tered agent upon whom process may be served. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

2. The membership of such a corporation shall be 
limited to employees having a common employer and 
whose place of employment is located within a county 
of this State or to persons engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits within a county of this State. In the case of public 
utility, municipal, post-office, telephone or telegraph 
employees, the place of employment shall be deemed to 
be the place where such employees report for duty. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 267. 


An Acr to conserve, protect, control and regulate the 
use, development and diversion of surface, subsurface 
and percolating waters of the State; to control and 
regulate the construction and maintenance of dams; 
to create a water policy commission and define its 
powers and duties and to transfer to such commission 
the jurisdiction, powers, rights and duties of the 
Department of Conservation and Development over 
water supplies, dams and flood control. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. A State Water Policy Commission is hereby 
created. The commission shall consist of seven mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. ‘The members thereof first 
appointed shall hold office respectively one for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years, one for four 
years, one for five years, one for six years and one for 
seven years. As the term of each commissioner expires 
his successor shall be appointed for the term of seven 
years in the manner hereinbefore provided for the ap- 
pointment of the original commissioners. In the event 
of a vacancy in the commission through death, resigna- 
tion or other cause, a successor shall be appointed, in 
the same manner, for the unexpired term only. 

2. The commission shall organize on the first day of 
May, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, or 
as soon thereafter as may be, and annually thereafter, 
by selecting a chairman, and appointing a secretary, who 
shall be an employee of the commission. Four commis- 
sioners shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, the exercise of any powers or the performance 
of any duties. The commission is hereby created a 
body corporate for the purposes authorized herein and 
shall have an official seal. The commission may make 
rules and regulations for its own goverance and for 
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proceedings hereunder. The commission may meet at 
any time or place within the State but shall hold not less 
than one stated meeting each month. All meetings and 
minutes thereof shall be open to the public. 

The Attorney-General of the State shall be the at- 
torney-at-law for and legal advisor of the commission, 
and shall upon its request either personally or through a 
deputy or assistant furnish it advice and aid. 

The commission shall have power to maintain one or 
more offices for the transaction of its business and to 
employ, and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary and 
such engineering, clerical and other assistants as shall 
be necessary to carry the provisions of this act into 
efiect, and to fix their compensation. The commission 
shall keep accurate accounts of all receipts and disburse- 
mients and shall make an annual report to the Legisla- 
ture before the first day of February in each year. 

3. The commission shall serve without compensation 
but the members thereof shall be paid their actual ex- 
penses incurred in and incident to the performance of 
their duties. 

4. The State Water Policy Commission hereby 
created shall succeed to and exercise all the jurisdiction, 
rights and powers and perform all the duties now exer- 
cised and performed by or conferred and charged upon 
the Department of Conseryation and Development in 
so far as the same were formerly vested in the State 
Water Supply Commission and were transferred to the 
Department of Conservation and Development by an 
act entitled “An act to establish a Department of Con- 
servation and Development and to consolidate therein 
the State Water Supply Commission, the Board of 
Forest Park Reservation Commissioners, the State 
Geological Survey, the Washington Crossing Commis- 
sion, the State Museum Commission and the Fort 
Nonsense Park Commission,’ approved April eighth, 
one thousand nine hundred and fifteen, and there is 
liereby vested in the State Water Policy Commission 
all the jurisdiction, rights, powers and duties relating to 
the water supplies of the State heretofore vested in the 
Department of Conservation and Development by the 
act in this section referred to and in addition thereto all 
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the jurisdiction, rights, powers and duties relating to 
water supply matters, control and supervision of the 
construction and maintenance of dams, flood control, 
drainage, irrigation and water power which were hereto- 
fore vested in the State Water Supply Commission and 
its successor, the Department of Conservation and 
Development, by the act in this section referred to and 
by any amendments or supplements and any act or acts 
enacte:! subsequent thereto. 


The Department of Conservation and Development 
shall turn over to the State Water Policy Commission 
upon the organization thereof all its records, plans, 
maps, reports, et cetera, relating to matters within the 
jurisdiction of the commission hereby created, including 
the department’s compilation and accounts relating to 
charges for “excess diversion” of water of the State by 
municipalities or any water company or water supply 
agency. 

State employees of the Department of Conservation 
and Development now exclusively occupied or in charge 
of water supply matters or the supervision, inspection 
and control of the erection of dams shall be transferred 
to the Water Policy Commission when such action fs 
requested by said commission. 

5. The commission shall continue and extend in- 
voctigations of the water resources of the State, inclu‘!- 
ing the systematic gauging of rainfall and stream flow 
throughout the State, so as to complete a comprehensive 
study for the entire State, for the conservation, develop- 
ment, regulation and use of the waters in each of the 
principal watersheds of the State with reference to the 
accomplishment of the following public uses and pur- 
poses : 

(a) The supply of pure and wholesome water from 
watersheds to municipalities and the inhabitants thereof 
end the disposal of sewage and wastes which may affect 
the supply. 

(b) The prevention of floods. 

(c) Drainage and irrigation. 

(d) The conservation, development and utilization of 
water power. 

(e) The protection of public navigation. 
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The commission shall report to the Legislature from 
time to time the results of such investigations, with 
plans, to the end that a complete plan be finally presented 
for the economical and comprehensive development, for 
all the aforesaid purposes, of all the water resources in 
each of the principal watersheds of the State. 


The commission shall investigate and report as to the 
consents and privileges heretofore granted affecting the 
use of the waters aforesaid and as to the terms of such 
consents and privileges and whether the conditions there- 
of have been complied with or whether revocable, and as 
to the extent of existing diversion rights and the use 
being made of the waters affected thereby. 


Every such plan for any watershed shall set forth the 
developments already made and authorized to be made 
in such watershed for one or more such purposes, and 
the extent to which any such existing or authorized 
Gevelopment may be improved, enlarged or extended 
so as to increase its efficiency for any of the aforesaid 
purposes, to the end that all developments in such water- 
shed for all such purposes may be co-ordinated and 
unified and the rights of the State asserted and utilized 
so as to combine the most economical construction, main- 
tenance and operation, and the most efficient service, 
with the production, maintenance and operation, and 
which may be practicable. 

In such investigations the commission shall, so far as 
possible, make use of all records, studies, reports and 
surveys which have heretofore been made by, or on 
behalf of, the State or any municipal corporation or 
civil division, or district agency thereof, and every public 
officer, department, commission or board having such 
records, studies, reports or surveys in his or their custody 
or possession shall freely make the same available for 
use by the commission. 


The commission shall have power to require annually 
reports from all district water supply commissions, 
municipal corporations or other civil division of the 
State, corporation or persons diverting water, either 
from surface, subsurface, well or percolating sources, or 
from a combination of any such sources for water sup- 
ply purposes, as to the amount diverted, the proportional 
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amount from each source, the communities and popula- 
tion supplied, the rates charged, and such other matters 
as shall be requisite to, or useful in, a proper supervision 
of the water supplies of the State and the development 
and public use and to determine the charge for the 
“excess diversion” thereof. 


6. It shall be the duty of the officers in control of 
municipal and other water-works to keep accurate rec- 
ords by meters, or other approved methods, of the 
amount of water used and to report the same quarter- 
yearly to the commission. The commission is em- 
powered to make such investigation of the meters and 
records as may be necessary to determine all matters 
pertinent to their duties, and to examine the plants and 
works of all public or quasi-public water supplies to 
ascertain the sources of supply and determine the taking 
and diversion effected, and the charge, if any, to be made 
for “‘excess diversion,’ heretofore authorized to be made. 


7. The commission shall have general supervision 
over all sources of potable and public water supplies, 
including surface, subsurface and percolating waters, 
to the end that the same may be economically and 
prudently developed for public use. 

8. No district water supply commission, municipal 
corporation or other civil division of the State, and no 
board, commission or other body of or for any such 
municipal corporation or other civil division of the State 
shall, nor shall any person or corporation engaged in 
supplying or proposing to supply the inhabitants of any 
municipal corporation or other civil divison of the State 
with water, hereafter have power to condemn lands, 
water or water rights for any new or additional source 
of water supply, whether such source be surface, sub- 
surface, well or percolating water, or to divert water 
from such new or additional source (other than for new 
or additional sources of water supply, the maps or plans 
for which in conformity with permits for the taking 
thereof, have heretofore been approved by the Board of 
Conservation and Development and/or the State Water 
Supply Commission), until such district commission, 
municipal corporation, civil division, person or corpora- 
tion has first submitted a petition to the commission, as 
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liereinafter provided, and until the said commission shall 
nave approved the same or approved the same with such 
modifications and subject to such conditions as it may 
determine should be incorporated in such approval after 
hearing as hereinafter provided. 

Any district water supply commission, municipal cor- 
poration or other civil division of the State, or any per- 
son or corporation, may make application by petition in 
writing to the commission for the approval of its maps, 
plans and profiles of such new or additional water supply 
or for such new or additional source or sources of water 
supply. Such application shall show the sources of the 
proposed supply and shall be accompanied by an exhibit 
of maps of the lands to be acquired and showing the 
sites and areas of the proposed reservoirs, a plan of the 
other works proposed to be constructed, the profiles of 
the aqueduct lines and the flow lines of the water when 
impounded, maps, plans and surveys and abstract of 
official reports relating to the same, showing the need 
for a particular source or sources of supply and the 
reasons therefor, the plan proposed for protecting the 
new supply and watershed from contamination or the 
proposed plan for filtering such new supply. Such 
application shall also be accompanied by such proof as 
to the character and purity of the water supply proposed 
to be acquired as the commission shall require. If such 
application is made by a person or waterworks corpora- 
tion, it shall be accompanied by an undertak:ng in such 
amount and with such sureties as the commission shall 
determine, that such person or waterworks corporation 
will pay the expenses of the hearing and determination 
as hereinafter provided. The commission shall there- 
upon cause public notice to be given that on a day therein 
named it will hold a public hearing at such place as it 
may specify in said notice, for the purpose of hearing 
all persons, municipal corporations or other civil divi- 
sions of the State that may be affected thereby. Such 
notice shall be published in such newspaper and for such 
length of time, not exceeding four weeks, as the com- 
mussion shall determine. At any time prior to the day 
specified in such notice any person or municipal corpora- 
tion or the proper authorities of any civil division of 
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the State may file in the office of the commission objec- 
tions to the project proposed by such application. Every 
objection so filed shall particularly specify the ground 
thereof. The commission shall, upon the day specified 
in said notice, or upon such subsequent day or days to 
which it may adjourn the hearing, proceed to examine 
the said maps and profiles and to hear the proofs and 
arguments submitted in support of and in opposition to 
the proposed project. The commission shall determine 
whether the plans proposed are justified by public neces- 
sity, whether they provide for the proper and safe con- 
struction of all work connected therewith, whether they 
provide for the proper protection of the supply and the 
watershed from contamination or provide for the proper 
filtration of such additional supply, and whether such 
plans are just and equitable to the other municipalities 
and civil divisions of the State affected thereby and to 
the inhabitants thereof, particular consideration being 
given to their present and future necessities for sources 
of water supply. The commission shall within sixty 
days after the final hearing and with all convenient speed 
either approve such application, maps and plans as 
presented or with such modifications in the application, 
maps and plans submitted and subject to such conditions 
as it may determine should be made therein, to protect 
the water supply and the interests of the applicant or of 
the inhabitants of the territory supplied by it with water, 
or the water supply and interests of any municipal cor- 
poration, or other civil division of the State, or the 
inhabitants thereof, or the water supply and interests of 
any other person or corporation engaged in supplying 
water to any municipal corporation or other civil divi- 
sion of the State or the inhabitants thereof; or to bring 
into co-operation all municipal corporations, or other 
civil division of the State, which may be affected there- 
by; or to make safe all dams or reservoirs to be con- 
structed by said plans; or it may reject the application 
entirely or permit another to be filed in lieu thereof, 
but it shall, however, make a reasonable effort to meet 
the needs of the applicant, with due regard to the actual 
or prospective needs and interests of all other municipal 
corporations and civil divisions of the State affected 
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thereby and the inhabitants thereof. Whenever the com- 
mission shall make a decision on any application sub- 
mitted to it, it shall state the same in writing and shall 
cause the same to be filed, together with all plans, maps, 
surveys and other papers or records relating thereto, 
in the office of the commission. The decision of the 
commission and its action on any application may be 
reviewed by certiorari proceedings. The expense of 
any such hearing and determination by the commission 
shall be certified by said commission to the person, 
waterworks corporation, municipal corporation, district 
agency or other civil division of the State making such 
application and shall be paid by said applicant within 
thirty days thereafter. 

9. No new water supply system, built in accordance 
with plans hereafter approved by the commission, shall 
be operated until the work has been approved by the 
commussion, except that a temporary use of part of the 
constructed works may, upon request, be authorized by 
the commission. 

10, The commission shall have power, upon petition 
or upon its own initiative, after hearing, upon notice, by 
order in writing to require the interconnecting of public 
water supply systems, whether in public or private 
ownership, whenever the commission determines that 
the public interest requires that such connection be made 
and to require the furnishing of water by means of any 
such system to another, upon fair compensation and 
reasonable rates and just and equitable terms to be 
prescribed by the commission, such rates shall be sub- 
ject to review and adjustment by the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners. 

11. No structure within the natural and ordinary 
high water mark of any stream shall be made by any 
public authority or by any private person or corporation 
without notice to the commission, and in no case without 
complying with such conditions as it may prescribe for 
preserving the channel and providing for the flow of 
water therein to safeguard the public against danger 
from the waters impounded or affected by such struc- 
tures, and this prohibition shall apply to any renewal 
of existing structures. No such approval by the com- 
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mission shall impair or affect any property rights, other- 
wise existing, which might be invaded by the construc- 
tion or maintenance of any such structure. The com- 
mission shall have power, whenever in its judgment 
public safety shall so require, and after a hearing either 
on its own motion or upon complaint, to make and 
serve an order directing any person, corporation, officer 
or board, constructing, maintaining or using any such 
structure in any of the waters of this State, to remove 
or repair the same within such reasonable time and in 
such manner as shall be specified in such order, and it 
shall be the duty of every such person, corporation and 
officer or board to obey, observe and comply with such 
order and with the conditions prescribed by the com- 
mission for preserving the channels of streams and for 
safeguarding the public against danger from waters 
impounded by structures hereinbefore referred to, and 
every person, corporation, officer or board failing, 
omitting or neglecting so to do, or who hereafter con- 
structs or reconstructs any such structure in any of the 
water aforesaid without submitting to said commission 
and obtaining its approval of plans for such structure 
or who hereafter fails to remove, construct or fails to 
reconstruct the same in accordance with the plans so 
approved shall forfeit to the people of this State not to 
exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00) for each and 
every offense; every violation of any such order or 
direction or requirement shall be a separate and distinct 
offense, and, in case of a continuing violation, every 
day’s continuance thereof shall be and be deemed to be 
a separate and distinct offense. 

12. Any action to recover a penalty under the last 
section may be brought in any court of competent juris- 
diction in this State on order of the commission and 
in the name of the State. In any such action all penalties 
incurre up to the time of commencing the same may 
be sued for and recovered therein and the commence- 
ment of an action to recover such penalty shall not be, 
or be held to be, a waiver of the right to recover any 
other penalty. All moneys recovered in any such action, 
together with the costs recovered therein, shall be paid 
into the State ‘Treasury by the commission to the credit 
of the general fund. 
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13. ‘The commission shall have power to subpcena and 
require the attendance in this State of witnesses and the 
production by them of books and papers pertinent to 
the investigations and inquiries which it is authorized 
to make under this act and to examine them and such 
public records as it shall require in relation thereto, and 
for the purposes of such examinations the commission 
shall possess all the powers conferred by statute upon a 
committee of the Legislature. 


14. No person shall be excused from testifying or 
from producing any books or papers in any investigation 
or inquiry by or upon any hearing before the commission 
or any commissioner, when ordered to do so by the 
commission, upon the ground that the testimony or 
evidence, books or documents required of him may tend 
to incriminate him or subject him to a penalty or for- 
feiture, but no person shall be prosecuted punished or 
subjected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account 
of any act, transaction, matter or thing concerning which 
he shall under oath have testified or produced documen- 
tary evidence; provided, however, that no person so 
testifying shall be exempt from prosecution or punish- 
ment for any perjury committed by him in his testimony. 
Nothing herein contained is intended to give, or shall 
be construed as in any manner giving, unto any corpora- 
tion immunity of any kind. 

15. Each commissioner shall have power to admin- 
ister oaths in any investigation or proceeding which the 
commission is required or authorized to institute or 
conduct. 


16. The commission or its agents, engineers, sur- 
veyors and other employees are hereby authorized and 
empowered to enter upon any land or water for the pur- 
pose of making any investigation, examination or survey 
contemplated by this act. 


17. The commission shall turn over to the State 
Treasurer all moneys collected by it for “excess diver- 
sion” of water of the State, charges for which are 
authorized to be made by the laws of the State and all 
such funds and any which may be paid directly to the 
State Treasurer shall be shown in his accounts as moneys 
received on account of charges for “excess diversion” 
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of the water of the State. The commission may retain 
for its own use the moneys resulting from charges 
made by it to meet the expenses of hearings as herein 
provided. 

There is hereby appropriated for the expenses of the 
commission in the carrying out of the provisions of this 
act, the sum of one hundred thousand dollars. 

18. If any provision, clause or section of this act shall 
be held invalid or unconstitutional, the remainder of the 
act shall not be affected thereby, but shall remain in full 
force and effect. 

19, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. Nothing in this repealer contained 
shall in anywise affect any petition, application or pro- 
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jurisdiction of the said Department to act upon such 
pending petition or application or in the proceedings so 
pending. Nor shall anything contained in this repealer 
be held to affect the jurisdiction, power or authority of 
any district water supply commission or the power of 
any municipal corporation, or other civil division of the 
State by condemnation or otherwise to acquire any 
existing water works system, or to develop, enlarge or 
improve its existing water supply from its present source 
of supply, except, that for the construction or enlarge- 
ment of any dam the approval of the commission must 
be obtained and that notice of any taking of additional 
water shall be given to the commission before work of 
construction begins and upon such notice the commis- 
sion may call a hearing whenever in its judgment the 
necessities and opportunities of other municipalities are 
affected thereby, and after such hearing the commission 
may impose conditions upon such taking of additional 
water, as may be required in the interest of such other 
municipalities. 

19. This act shall take effect on the thirtieth day of 
April, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, or 
immediately upon its enactment, if not enacted prior to 
said date.

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CHAPTER 268. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act relating to the 
propagation, planting, preservation and gathering of 
clams and oysters in the tidal waters of this State, 
and enlarging and defining the powers and duties of 
the Board of Shell Fisheries,” approved March twen- 
ty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Seed oysters caught and taken from any of the 
natural oyster beds or grounds under the tidal waters 
of this State shall not be sold and taken out of this 
State for the purpose of planting on grounds in any 
other State. 

2. Any person who shall sell natural seed oysters in 
violation of this act and any person who shall purchase 
such oysters in violation of this act, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

3. Possession of such oysters outside of the boun- 
daries of this State shall be prima facie evidence of 
violation of this act. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately!

CHAPTER 269. 


An Act authorizing and providing for the appointment 
of a New Jersey Holland Tunnel Commission and de- 
fining its powers and duties. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Theodore Boettger, Hackensack, N. J.; Weller H. 
Noyes, Tenafly, N. J.; Robert S. Sinclair, South 


ee, 
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Orange, N. J.; Joseph G. Wright, Paterson, N. J.; | 


Robert S. O. Lawson, Jersey City, N. J., and Robert 
A. Fairbain, Westfield, N. J., are hereby appointed mem- 
bers of the New Jersey Holland Tunnel Commission. 
The members of such commission shall take office upon 
the date when this act becomes effective and shall con- 
tinue in office for a period of five years and until such 
time as the Legislature shall otherwise provide. ‘They 
shall receive no compensation for their services, but the 
State Treasurer shall, upon the warrant of the State 
Comptroller, reimburse them for their necessary ex- 
penses. 

2. The said commission shall organize on the day 
following the date when this act becomes effective, and 
they shall elect a chairman, vice-chairman and secretary, 
all of whom shall hold office for a period of one year 
and until their successors shall be chosen. In the event 
a vacancy occurs in the membership of this commission, 
the Governor shall appoint a suitable person who shall 
serve until his successor shall have been appointed by an 
act of the Legislature. 

3. The terms of the members of the New Jersey 
Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Commission heretofore 
created, and now in office, shall cease and terminate when 
this act becomes effective. 

4. The commission in this act created shall exercise 
and succeed to all the powers and authority and shall 
perform all the duties and be bound by all the rules 
insofar as the same relate to, or affect, the construction, 
maintenance and operation of the interstate tunnel con- 
necting the cities of Jersey City, New Jersey, and New 
York, New York, as set forth in the provisions of an 
act entitled, “An act to provide for the appointment of 
an Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Commission and to 
define its powers and duties,” approved February four- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen, and as 
further set forth in the provisions of a certain other act 
entitled, “An act to extend the system of highways in 
this State by providing for the construction, maintenance 
and operation of bridges and tunnels for vehicular or 
other traffic across the Delaware River and the Hudson 
River, or either of them, in co-operation with the city 
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or State, or both, with which such bridges or tunnels, 
or either of them, shall connect,” approved February 
fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen, 
and the various acts amendatory thereto and supple- 
mentary thereof. 

5. It is intended by this legislation to authorize and 
empower the commission hereby created to have full 
jurisdiction over, and do all things necessary for the 
construction, maintenance and operation of said tunnel, 
but said commission shall not exercise any authority or 
jurisdiction over the construction, maintenance and op- 
eration of the Delaware River bridge connecting the 
cities of Camden, New Jersey, and Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. 

6. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

7. If any part or parts of this act shall in any court 
of competent jurisdiction be declared invalid, void or 
unconstitutional, such part or parts shall be rescinded 
and the remainder of the act shall continue in effect. 

8. This act shall take effect July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-nine.

CHAPTER 270. 


An Act to expedite and simplify the collection and 
payment by banks of checks and other instruments 
for the payment of money. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purposes of this code: 

(A) Bank. The term “bank” shall include any per- 
son, firm or corporation engaged in the business of 
receiving and paying deposits of money within this 
State. A branch or office of any such bank shall be 
deemed a bank for the purpose of this act. 
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(B) Item. The term “item’’ means any check, note 
or other instrument providing for the payment of 
money. 

2. Except as otherwise provided by agreement and 
except as to subsequent holders of a negotiable instru- 
ment payable to bearer or indorser specially or in blank, 
where an item is deposited or received for collection, 
the bank of deposit shall be agent of the depositor for its 
collection and each subsequent collecting bank shall be 
sub-agent of the depositor but shall be authorized to 
follow the instructions of its immediate forwarding 
bank and any credit given by any such agent or sub- 
agent bank therefor shall be revocable until such time 
as the proceeds are received in actual money or an 
unconditional credit given on the books of another bank, 
which such agent has requested or accepted. Where 
any such bank allows any revocable credit for an item 
to be withdrawn, such agency relation shall nevertheless 
continue except the bank shall have all the rights of an 
owner thereof against prior and subsequent parties 
to the extent of the amount withdrawn. 

3. A credit given by a bank for an item drawn on or 
payable at such bank shall be provisional, subject to 
revocation at or before the end of the day on which the 
item is deposited in the event the item is found not 
payable for any reason. Whenever a credit is given for 
an item deposited after banking hours such right of 
revocation may be exercised during the following 
business day. 

4. An indorsement of an item by the payee or other 
depositor “for deposit’? shall be deemed a restrictive 
indorsement and indicate that the indorsee bank is an 
agent for collection and not owner of the item. 

An indorsement “pay any bank or banker” or having 
equivalent words shall be deemed a restrictive indorse- 
ment and shall indicate the creation of an agency rela- 
tion in any subsequent bank to whom the paper is for- 
warded unless coupled with words indicating the crea- 
tion of a trustee relationship; and such indorsement or 
other restrictive indorsement whether creating an 
agency or trustee relationship shall constitute a guaranty 
by the indorser to all subsequent holders and to the 
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drawee or payor of the genuineness of and the author- 
ity to make prior indorsements and also to save the 
drawee or payor harmless in the event any prior 
indorsement appearing thereon is defective or irregular 
in any respect unless such indorsement is coupled with 
appropriate words disclaiming such liability as guar- 
antor. 

Where a deposited item is payable to bearer or 
indorsed by the depositor in blank or by special indorse- 
ment, the fact that such item is so payable or indorsed 
shall not change the relation of agent of the bank of 
deposit to the depositor, but subsequent holders shall 
have the right to rely on the presumption that the bank 
of deposit is the owner of the item. The indorsement 
cf an item by the bank of deposit or by any subsequent 
holder in blank or by special indorsement or its delivery 
when payable to bearer, shall carry the presumption that 
the indorsee or transferee is owner provided there is 
nothing upon the face of the paper or in any prior 
indorsement to indicate an agency or trustee relation 
of any prior party. But where an item is deposited or 
is received for collection indorsed specially or in blank, 
the bank may convert such an indorsement into a 
restrictive indorsement by writing over the signature 
of the indorser the words “for deposit” or “for collec- 
tion,” or other restrictive words to negative the pre- 
sumption that such bank of deposit or indorsee bank 
is owner; and in the case of an item deposited or 
received for collection payable to bearer, may negative 
such presumption by indorsing thereon the words 
“received for deposit” or “received for collection’’ or 
words of like import. 

5. It shall be the duty of the initial or any subsequent 
agent collecting bank to exercise ordinary care in the 
collection of an item and when such duty is performed 
such agent bank shall not be responsible, if for any 
cause payment is not received in money or an uncon- 
ditional credit given on the books of another bank, 
which such agent bank has requested or accepted. An 
initial or subsequent agent collecting bank shall be liable 
for its own lack of exercise of ordinary care but shall 
not be liable for the neglect, misconduct, mistakes or 
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defaults of any other agent bank or of the drawee or 
payor bank. 

6. (A) Where an item is received on deposit or by 
a subsequent agent bank for collection, payable in 
another town or city, it shall be deemed the exercise 
of ordinary care to forward such item by mail, not 
later than the business day next following its receipt 
either (1) direct to the drawee or payor in the event 
such drawee or payor is a bank or (2) to another bank 
collecting agent according to the usual banking custom, 
either located in the town or city where the item is pay- 
able or in another town or city. 

(B) Where an item is received on deposit or by a 
subsequent agent bank for collection, payable by or at 
another bank in the same town or city in which such 
agent bank is located, it shall be deemed the exercise of 
ordinary care to present the item for payment at any 
time not later than the next business day following the 
day on which the item is received either (1) at the 
counter of the drawee or payor by agent or messenger 
or (2) through the local clearing house under the regu- 
lar established procedure, or according to the usual 
banking custom where the collecting or payor bank is 
located in an outlying district. 

(C) The designation of the above methods shall not 
exclude any other method of forwarding or present- 
ment which under existing rules of law would consti- 
tute ordinary care. 

7. Where the item is received by mail by a solvent 
drawee or payor bank, it shall be deemed paid when the 
amount is finally charged to the account of the maker 
er drawer. 

8. Where an agent bank forwards an item for col- 
lection, it shall not be responsible for its loss or destruc- 
tion in transit or, when in the possession of others, for 
its inability to repossess itself thereof, provided there 
has been no lack of ordinary care on its part. 

9. Where ordinary care is exercised, any agent col- 
lecting bank may receive in payment of an item without 
becoming responsible as debtor therefor, whether pre- 
sented by mail, through the clearing house or over the 
counter of the drawee or payor, in lieu of money, 
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either (a) the check or draft of the drawee or payor 
upon another bank or (b) the check or draft of any 
other bank upon any bank other than the drawee or 
payor of the item or (c) such method of settlement as 
may be customary in a local clearing house or between 
clearing banks or otherwise; provided that whenever 
such agent collecting bank shall request or accept in 
payment an unconditional credit which has been given 
to it on the books of the drawee or payor or on the 
books of any other bank, such agent collecting bank 
shall become debtor for such item and shall be respon- 
sible therefor as if the proceeds were actually received 
by it in money. 

10. Where ordinary care is exercised, any agent 
collecting bank may receive from any subsequent bank 
in the chain of collection in remittance for an item which 
has been paid, in leu of money, the check or draft of 
the remitting bank upon any bank other than itself or 
the drawee or payor of the item or such other method 
cf settlement as may be customary; provided, that 
whenever such agent collecting bank shall request or 
accept an unconditional credit which has been given to 
it on the books of the remitting bank or on the books 
of any other bank, such agent collecting bank shall 
become debtor for such item and shall be responsible 
therefor as if the proceeds were actually received by 
it in money. 

11. Where an item is duly presented by mail to the 
drawee or payor, whether or not the same has been 
charged to the account of the maker or drawer thereof, 
cr returned to such maker or drawer, the agent collect- 
ing bank so presenting may, at its election, exercised 
with reasonable diligence, treat such item as dishonored 
by non-payment and recourse may be had upon prior 
parties thereto in any of the following cases: 

(1) Where the check or draft of the drawee or payor 
bank upon another bank received in payment therefor 
shall not be paid in due course; 

(2) Where the drawee or payor bank shall without 
request or authority tender as payment its own check 
or draft upon itself or other instrument upon which it 
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(3) Where the drawee or payor bank shall give an 
unrequested or unauthorized credit therefor on its books 
or the books of another bank; or 

(4) Where the drawee or payor shall retain such 
item without remitting therefor on the day of receipt 
or on the day of maturity if payable otherwise than on 
cemand and received by it prior to or on such day of 
maturity. 

Provided, however, that in any case where the drawee 
or payor bank shall return any such item unpaid not 
later than the day of receipt or of maturity as afore- 
said in the exercise of its right to make payment only 
at its own counter, such item cannot be treated as dis- 
honored by non-payment and the delay caused thereby 
shall not relieve prior parties from liability. 

Provided, further, that no agent collecting bank shall 
be liable to the owner of an item where, in the exercise 
of ordinary care in the interest of such owner, it makes 
cr does not make the election above provided or takes 
such steps as it may deem necessary in cases (2), (3) 
and (4) above. 

12. In case of the dishonor of an item duly pre- 
sented by mail as provided for in the next preceding 
section, notice of dishonor of such item to prior parties 
shall be sufficient if given with reasonable diligence 
after such dishonor; and further in the event of failure 
to obtain the return of any such item notice of dishonor 
may be given upon a copy or written particulars thereof, 
and delay in giving notice of dishonor caused by an 
attempt with reasonable diligence to obtain return of 
such item shall be excused. 

13. (1) When the drawee or payor, or any other 
agent collecting bank shall fail or be closed for business 
by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance or by 
action of the board of directors or by other proper legal 
action, after an item shall be mailed or otherwise 
entrusted to it for collection or payment but before 
the actual collection or payment thereof, it shall be the 
duty of the receiver or other official in charge of its 
assets to return such item, if same is in his possession, 
to the forwarding or presenting bank with reasonable 
diligence. ;

(2) Except in cases where an item or items is treated 
as dishonored by non-payment as provided in section 11, 
when a drawee or payor bank has presented to it for 
payment an item or items drawn upon or payable by or 
at such bank and at the time has on deposit to the 
credit of the maker or drawer an amount equal to such 
item or items and such drawee or payor shall fail or 
close for business as above, after having charged such 
item or items to the account of the maker or drawer 
thereof or otherwise discharged his lability thereon 
but without such item or items having been paid or:set- 
tled for by the drawee or payor either in money or by 
an unconditional credit given on its books or on the 
books of any other bank, which has been requested or 
accepted so as to constitute such drawee or payor or 
other bank debtor therefor, the assets of such drawee 
or payor shall be impressed with a trust in favor of 
the owner or owners of such item or items for the 
amount thereof, or for the balance payable upon a num- 
ber of items which have been exchanged, and such 
owner or owners shall be entitled to a preferred claim 
upon stich assets, irrespective of whether the fund 
representing such item or items can be traced and 
identified as part of such assets or has been intermingled 
with or converted into other assets of such failed bank. 

(3) Where an agent collecting bank other than the 
drawee or payor shall fail or be closed for business as 
above, after having received in any form the proceeds 
of an item cr items entrusted to it for collection, but with- 
out such item or items having been paid or remitted 
for by it either in money or by an uncoiditional credit 
given on its books or on the books of any other bank 
which has been requested or accepted so as to constitute 
such failed collecting or other bank debtor therefor, the 
assets of such agent collecting bank which has failed 
or been closed for business as above shall be impressed 
with a trust in favor of the owner or owners of such 
item or items for the amount of such proceeds and such 
owner or owners shall be entitled to a preferred claim 
tipon such assets, irrespective of whether the fund 
representing such item or items can be traced and 
identified as part of such assets or has been inter- 
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mingled with or converted into other assets of such 
failed bank. 

14. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
transactions taking place prior to the time when it takes 
effect. 
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15. In any case not provided for in this act the rules Act 


of law and equity, including the law merchant and those 
rules of law and equity relating to trusts, agency nego- 
tiable instruments and banking, shall continue to apply.

An Act authorizing and providing for the appointment 
of an interstate bridge commission and defining its 
powers and duties. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Thomas J. S. Barlow, of the county of Burlington; 
John B. Kates, of the county of Camden; Frank L. Sup- 
lee, of the county of Gloucester; Lucius E. Hires, of 
the county of Salem; Barton F. Sharp, of the county of 
Cumberland; Henry H. Ottens, of the county of Cape 
May; I. Norwood Griscom, of the county of Atlantic, 
and Arthur C. King, of the county of Ocean, are hereby 
appointed members of the New Jersey Interstate Bridge 
Commission. The members of such commission shall 
take office upon the date when this act becomes effective 
and shall continue in office for a period of five years 
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and until such time as the Legislature shall otherwise 
provide. They shall receive no compensation for their 
services, but the State Treasurer shall, upon the warrant 
of the State Comptroller, reimburse them for their neces- 
sary expenses. 

2. The said commission shall organize on the date 
when this act becomes effective, or within ten days 
thereafter. The terms of the members of the New 
Jersey Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Commission now 
in office shall cease and terminate when this act becomes 
effective. 

3. In the event a vacancy occurs in the membership 
of this commission, the Governor shall appoint a suitable 
person who shall serve until his successor shall have been 
appointed by an act of the Legislature. 

4. The commission in this act created shall exercise 
and succeed to all the powers and authority and shall 
perform all the duties and be bound by all the rules 
insofar as the same relate to, or affect, the construction, 
maintenance and operation of the Delaware River Bridge 
connecting the cities of Camden, New Jersey, and Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, as set forth in the provisions of 
an act entitled “An act to provide for the appointment 
of an Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Commission and to 
define its powers and duties,’ approved February four- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen, and 
as further set forth in the provisions of a certain other 
act entitled “An act to extend the system of highways 
in this State by providing for the construction, mainte- 
tiance and operation of bridges and tunnels for vehicular 
or other traffic across the Delaware River and the Hud- 
son River, or either of them, in co-operation with the 
city or State, or both, with which such bridges or tun- 
nels, or either of them, shall connect,’ approved Feb- 
ruary fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen, and the various acts amendatory thereto and 
supplementary thereof. 


5. It is intended by this legislation to authorize and 
empower the commission hereby created to have full 
jurisdiction over, and do all things necessary for the

7. If any part or parts of this act shall in any court 
of competent jurisdiction be declared void, invalid or 
unconstitutional, such part or parts shall be rescinded 
and the remainder of the act shall continue in effect. 

8. This act shall take effect on the first day of July, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-nine.

which terms having been given to each member of such 
associations in the calls for the meetings at which the 
proposed merger or consolidation is to be considered by 
the members of such associations. Notice of the meet- 
ings at which the proposed merger or consolidation is to 
be considered shall be given by registered mail with 
return receipts demanded, to the members of such asso- 
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ciations, at their addresses appearing upon the books of 
such associations, sixty days prior to such meetings, and 
the return receipts returned shall be kept on file by the 
secretary of the association into which such other asso- 
ciation or associations shall have been merged for a 
period of one year after the holding of such meetings. 
Before any merger or consolidation shall become effec- 
tive a certificate under the hands of the presidents and 
the secretaries of each of such associations setting forth 
that each of such associations has complied with all of 
the requirements of this section shall be submitted to the 
commissioner who, if he shall approve such merger or 
consolidation, shall endorse his approval upon such cer- 
tificate which shall be recorded by the clerk of the county 
where such associations are located and filed with the 
Department of Banking and Insurance.

BE It ENACTED by the Senate and Coe Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend sections one and two of the act to which 
this act is an amendment so that it shall read as follows: 

In every incorporated town school district which has 
at the present time a population of ten thousand or over 
and which has not adopted the provisions of article six 
of the act to which this is a supplement, and in which 
the mayor or other chief executive officer has under 
existing law been appointing five members of the board 
of education, such mayor or other chief executive officer 
shall, between the second and fifteenth days of January 
in each year, continue to appoint a member of the said 
board of education to serve for the term of five years 
to take the place of that member whese term shall expire 
in such year. In every incorporated town school district 
which shall hereafter have, according to any State or 
United States census, a population of ten thousand or 
over, and which has not adopted the provisions of article 
six of the act to which this 1s a supplement, the mayor or 
other chief executive shall, between the second and fif- 
teenth days of January, next after the passage of this 
act, unless the legal voters of the municipality or school 
district shall by referendum vote decide otherwise as 
hereinafter provided, appoint five persons to be mem- 
bers of the board of education of such district. In mak- 
ing his appointments the mayor or other chief executive 
officer shall appoint one person to serve for one year, 
one person to serve for two years, one person to serve for 
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. three years, one person to serve for four years, and one 
person to serve for five years, and annually thereafter, 
between the second and fiftenth days of January, the 
said mayor or other chief executive officer of such 
school district shall appoint a member of the said board 
of education to serve for the term o: five years to take 
the place of that member whose term shall expire in such 
year. Any vacancy in such board of education shall be 
forthwith reported by the secretary of said board to the 
mayor or other chief executive officer, who shall within 
thirty days thereafter appoint a person to fill such 
vacancy for the unexpired term. To every such 
appointee as aforesaid said mayor or other chief 
executive officer shall issue and deliver a certificate of 
appointment. The term of office of a member of the 
board of education, except a member appointed to fill 
an unexpired term, shall begin on the first day of Febru- 
ary next succeeding his appointment; provided, however, 
that such appointment of members of the board of edu- 
cation in any such municipality shall not be made until 
one year after the official census report has been made 
showing the population of such municipality to exceed 
ten thousand; and provided, further, that the board of 
education of any such municipality or school district 
may at any time prior to the appointment of the mem- 
bers thereof by such mayor or other chief executive 
officer submit to the people of such municipality or 
school district at any regular school election or at a 
special school election called for that purpose, a refer- 
endum as to whether or not such municipality or school 
district shall operate under the preceding provisions of 
this law or shall continue to elect the members of the 
board of education for such municipality or school dis- 
trict in the same manner as theretofore. If the majority 
vote favors the continuance of electing members, this 
act shall not thereafter apply to such district. 

2. The terms of office of all members of boards of 
education in said districts which are affected by this act 
shall expire on the thirty-first day of January next 
following a period of one year after the official census 
report.

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CHAPTER 281. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and man- 
agement thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Amend section one hundred nineteen-of the act of 
which this act is amendatory so as to read as follows: 

119. Any child who shall be a resident of a district 
which does not furnish a full high school course of 
study or course including the subjects such child may 
desire to pursue and who shall have completed the ele- 
mentary course of study provided therein may be 
admitted to a school in another district. The high 
schools throughout the State to which other districts 
shall send their pupils or a part thereof shall be deemed 
to be those high schools which at the time of the passage 
of this act are already designated by boards of education 
of districts lacking high school facilities as aforesaid 
as schools for their pupils or a portion of their pupils 
to attend. Such existing designation of a high school 
for the pupils or a portion thereof or for pupils from 
certain sections of a district lacking such facilities as 
aforesaid shall continue until the board of education 
thereof shall for good and sufficient reasons desire a 
change in such existing designation and shall secure the 
approval of the Commissioner of Education therefor; 
provided, however, that the refusal or failure of the 
commissioner to approve the request for change in 
designation of high school by any board of education 
shall be subject always to a right of appeal to the State 
Board of Education. The boards of education of the 
districts containing such high schools shall determine the 
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tuition rate to be paid by the boards of education of the 
districts sending pupils thereto; provided, however, that Proviso. 
such amount shall in no case exceed the actual cost per 
pupil, and the board of education of the district in which 
such child shall reside issue an order for said amount, 
signed by the president and district clerk or secretary 
of the board of education, in favor of the custodian of 
the school moneys of the school district in which such 
child shall attend school, which order shall be paid by 
the custodian of the school moneys of the first-mentioned 
district out of any moneys in his hands available for the 
current expenses of said district.

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Proviso. other State salaries are paid; provided, however, that 
the amount of compensation which any such inspector 
of motor vehicles would receive from the State Retire- 
ment Fund shall be deemed to be included as part of 
the pension to which he is entitled under this act, and 
the balance of said pension to be paid as in this act 
directed.

one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, similar in 
all respects, except as hereinafter mentioned, to the con- 
tract or policy of fire insurance provided by law for the 
States of Pennsylvania and New York, such form being 
known and designated as the “standard fire insurance 
policy of the States of New York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey,’ no fire insurance company, corporation, 
or association, their officers or agents, except as herein-

on property in this State other than such as shall con- 
form in all particulars as to blanks, size of type, context, 
provisions, agreements and conditions, with such printed 
form of contract or policy filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State as aforesaid, and no other or different pro- 
visions, agreement, condition or clause shall in any man- 
ner be made a part of said contract or policy, or be 
endorsed thereon or delivered therewith, except that 
appropriate forms of supplemental contract or contracts 
whereby the property described in such policy shall be 
insured against one or more of the risks specified in sub- 
division I of section one of this act, in addition to the 
risk of direct loss or damage by fire, may be approved 
by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, and 
their use in connection with the standard fire insurance 
policy may be authorized by him, and except also as 
follows, to wit: 

I. The name of the company, its location and place 
of business, the date of its incorporation or organiza- 
tion, whether it is a stock or mutual company, the names 
of its officers, the number and date of the policy, and if 
it be issued through a manager or agent, the words “this 
policy shall not be valid until countersigned by the 
duly authorized manager or agent of the company at 
i a.caeg emote Artec Bois ,’ may be printed on policies issued on 
property in this State; 

II. Printed or written forms of description and 
specification, or schedules of the property covered by any 
particular policy, and any other matter necessary to 
clearly express all the facts and conditions of insurance 
on any particular risk (which facts or conditions shall 
in no case be inconsistent with, or a waiver of any of 
the provisions or conditions of the standard policy 
herein provided for), may be written upon or attached 
or appended to any policy issued on property in this 
State ; 

ITI. A company, corporation or association organized 
or incorporated under and in pursuance of the laws of 
this State or elsewhere, if entitled to do business in this 
state, may, with the approval of the Commission of 
Banking and Insurance, if the same is not already 
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included in the standard form filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State, as aforesaid, print on its policies 
any provision which it is by law required to insert 
therein, if such provision is not in conflict with the laws 
of this State, or of the United States, or of the provi- 
sions of the standard form provided for herein; but 
said provision or provisions shall be printed apart from 
the other provisions, agreements or conditions of the 
policy, under a separate title, as follows: “Provisions 
required by law to be stated in this policy; provided, 
however, any such contract or policy may be printed, 
written or typewritten with any size of type or any 
size or shape of paper which shall have the written 
approval of the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance. The name, with word “agent” or “agents,” and 
place of business of any insurance agent or agents, either 
by writing, printing, stamping or otherwise, may be 
endorsed on the outside of the policy.

CHAPTER 284, 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide 
for the regulation and incorporation of insurance 
companies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’ approved April third, one 
thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Ten or more persons may become a corporation 
for the purpose of making any of the following kinds 
of insurance, to wit: 
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I. Against loss or damage to property, including loss Hire, storms, 


of use or occupancy, by fire, lightning, tempest on land, 
including windstorm, tornado ‘and cyclone, earthquake, 
hail, frost or snow, weather or climatic conditions, 
including excess or deficiency of moisture, flood, rain or 
drought, rising of the waters of the ocean or its tribu- 
taries, falling aircraft, parts or contents thereof, bom- 
bardment, invasion, insurrection, riot, civil war or com- 
motion, military or usurped power, and by explosion, 
whether fire ensues or not, except explosion on risks 
specified in subdivision six of this section; also against 
loss or damage by insects or disease to farm crops or 
products and loss of rental value of land used in pro- 
ducing such crops or products; 


IJ. Against any and all kinds of loss or damage to: 


(a) Vessels, craft, aircraft, cars, automobiles and ve- 
hicles of every kind, including all kinds of automobile 
and aircraft insurance (except insurance against loss by 
reason of bodily injury to the person), as well as all 
goods, freights, cargoes, merchandise, effects, disburse- 
nents, profits, moneys, bullion, precious stones, securities, 
choses in action, evidences of debt, valuable papers, 
bottomry and respondentia interests and all other kinds 
of property and interests therein, in respect to, ap- 
pertaining to or in connection with any and all risks or 
perils of navigation, transit, or transportation, includ- 
ing war risks, on or under any seas or other waters, on 
land or in the air, or while being assembled, packed, 
crated, baled, compressed or similarly prepared for ship- 
ment or while awaiting the same or during any delays, 
storage, transhipment, or reshipment incident thereto, 
including marine builder’s risk and all personal property 
floater risks, and 


(b) Person or to property in connection with or ap- 
pertaining to a marine, inland marine, transit or trans- 
portation insurance, including liability for loss of or 
damage to either, arising out of or in connection with 
the construction, repair, operation, maintenance or use 
of the subject matter of such insurance (but not includ- 
ing life insurance or surety bonds) ; but, except as herein 
specified, shall not mean insurances against loss by rea- 
son of bodily injury to the person; 
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III. Upon the lives or health of persons, and every 
insurance appertaining thereto, and to grant, purchase 
or dispose of annuities ; 


IV. Against bodily injury or death by accident, and 
upon the health of persons, including a funeral benefit 
to an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100), 
or against loss or damage to automobiles or motor 
vehicles of any description, or to wagons or vehicles 
propelled by a horse, horses or teams of any description, 
resulting from collision with moving or stationary 
objects, or against loss by legal hability for damage to 
persons or property resulting from collision of auto- 
mobiles or motor vehicles of any description, or of 
wagons or vehicles propelled by a horse, horses or teams 
of any description with moving or stationary objects; 


V. Against loss or damage resulting from accident to 
or injury suffered by any person for which loss or dam- 
age the insured is lable; 


VI. Against damage to property of the insured or loss 
of life or damage to the person or property of others 
for which the insured is liable, caused by the explosion 
of steam boilers, pipes, engines, motors and machinery 
connected therewith or operated thereby ; 

VII. Against loss from the defaults of persons in 
positions of trust, public or private, or against loss or 
damage on account of neglect or breaches of duty or 
obligations guaranteed by the insurer; and against loss 
by banks, bankers, brokers, financial or moneyed cor- 
porations or associations, of any bills of exchange, notes, 
checks, drafts, acceptance of drafts, bonds, securities, 
evidences of debt, deeds, mortgages, documents, gold or 
silver, bullion, currency and money, except loss by 
marine risk or risks of transportation or navigation ; 

VII. Against loss or damage on account of encum- 
brances upon or defects in titles to real property and 
against loss by reason of the nonpayment of principal 
and interest of bonds and mortgages. A company 
organized under this act to transact the business author- 
ized by this subdivision shall have the right, in addition 
to the other powers of investment given by this act, with 
its capital and surplus, to take, buy, sell and deal in first 
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and certificates against such mortgages, and may use 
in its name the words “Guaranty Company” instead of 
the words “Insurance Company” as hereinafter re- 
quired generally for corporations formed under this act; 

IX. Against loss from bad debts, commonly known 
as credit insurance; 

X. Against loss by burglary, theft, forgery, van- 
dalism or malicious mischief, the wrongful conversion, 
disposal or concealment of automobiles held under condi- 
tional sale contract or subject to a chattel mortgage, or 
any one or more of such hazards; 

XI. Against the breakage of glass; 

XII. Against loss or damage by water or other fluid 
to any goods or premises arising from the breakage or 
leakage of sprinklers, pumps or other apparatus erected 
for extinguishing fires, or of other conduits or con- 
tainers, or by water entering through leaks or openings 
in buildings, and of water pipes and against accidental 
injury to such sprinklers, pumps, conduits, containers, 
water pipes and other apparatus. 

XIII. Upon the lives of horses, cattle and other live 
stock or against loss by theft of any of such property 
or both. 

XIV. Against loss or damage to property by any 
other casualty which may lawfully be the subject of in- 
surance. 

Companies may be formed upon the stock plan to 
transact any kind of insurance authorized by this section, 
or upon the mutual plan to transact the kinds of in- 
surance described in subdivisions first, second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth and eleventh hereof. Any corporation 
which, by its charter, is authorized to make insurance 
against loss or damage to property caused by fire, light- 
ning, or tempest on land may, without amending such 
charter, transact all of the kinds of insurance described 
in subdivisions first, second and twelfth hereof; pro- 
vided, such corporation shall be possessed of the amourt 
of capital stock or cash premiums required by sectio:, 
six of this act.

system for the employees of the State of New Jersey,” 
approved March thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-one, or any other pension act, shall, with 
consent of the Board of Managers of the New Jersey 
State Hospital at Greystone Park, be entitled to receive 
a monthly pension from the State equal to one-half of

BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of Article X of an act entitled ‘An act 
concerning municipalities,’ approved March twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Where the term “ordinance” is used in this act it 
means an act or regulation of the governing body of 
any municipality which must be reduced to writing and 
be read at more than one meeting thereof and published. 


When the term “resolution” is used it means an act 
or regulation of the governing body which must be 
reduced to writing, but which may be finally passed at 
the meeting at which it is introduced. 

The procedure for the passage of ordinances shall be 
as follows: 

(a) Every ordinance after being introduced and hav- 
ing passed a first reading, shall be published at least once 
in a newspaper published and circulating in the munici- 
pality, if there be one, and if not, in a newspaper printed 
in the county and circulating in the municipality, together 
with a notice of the introduction thereof and the time 
and place when and where such ordinance will be further 
considered for final passage. 


(b) In case of ordinances providing for local 
improvements authorized by Article XX, or providing 
that all or a part of the cost of any work, acquisition 
of property or improvement shall be assessed upon 
abutting land or lands specially benefitted thereby 
(excepting sidewalks) ; or providing for the establishing 
or change of grade, or the vacation, of any street, ave- 
nue, highway, lane or alley or portion thereof, or the 
vacation as hereinafter defined, of any square, place or 
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park, or any portion thereof, dedicated to the public, but 
which has not been accepted or opened by the munici- 
pality; such publication shall be twice, once of which 
shall be at least ten days prior to the time fixed for 
further consideration for final passage, and at least one 
week prior to the time fixed for further consideration 
for final passage of said ordinance, a copy of such ordi- 
nance, together with a notice of the introduction 
thereof and the time and place when and where such 
ordinance will be further considered for final passage, 
shall be mailed to every person whose lands may be 
affected by such ordinance or any assessment which may 
be made in pursuance thereof so far as the same may 
be ascertained, directed to his last known postoffice 
address. The owner of any lands may file with the clerk 
of the municipality, or other official designated by the 
governing body or ordinance, a list of lands owned by 
him with a postoffice address to which all notices shall 
be directed. Failure to mail the notice herein provided 
for shall not invalidate any ordinance, proceeding or 
assessment. 

(c) All other ordinances shall be published at least 
one week prior to the time fixed for further consider- 
ation for final passage, but such final passage must be 
at least ten days after the first reading. 

(d) At the time and place so stated in such publica- 
tion, or at any time and place to which such meeting or 
the further consideration of such ordinance shall from 
time to time be adjourned, all persons interested shall 
be given an opportunity to be heard concerning such 
ordinance. 

(e) At or after such hearing, the governing body 
may proceed to give such ordinance a second reading or 
amend the same, and thereupon pass or reject such 
ordinance with or without amendment; provided, how- 
ever, that in case any amendment should be adopted, 
substantially altering the substance of said ordinance, 
such ordinance as so amended shall not be finally 
adopted until at least one week thereafter and the 
ordinance as amended shall be read at a meeting of the 
governing body, and shall be published, together with 
a notice of the introduction, and the time and place when 
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and where such amended ordinance will be further con- 
sidered for final passage, at least two days prior to the 
Passage of time so fixed. On such date, or at any other meeting 
to which the further consideration of such amended 
ordinance may be adjourned, the governing body may 
proceed to pass such ordinance, as amended, or again 
amend the same in the same manner.

($7,000) per annum. 

In counties now or hereafter having a population of 
not less than eighty-two thousand inhabitants nor more 
than one hundred thousand inhabitants, as determined 
by any Federal census, a salary of six thousand five 
hundred dollars ($6,500). 

In counties now or hereafter having a population of 
not less than seventy-five thousand nor more than 
cighty-two thousand inhabitants, as determined by any 
Federal census, a salary of four thousand five hundred 
dollars ($4,500) per annum. 

In counties now or hereafter having a population of 
not less than fifty thousand nor more than seventy-five 
thousand inhabitants, as determined by any Federal 
census, a salary of four thousand dollars ($4,000) per 
annum. 

In counties now or hereafter having a population of 
not less than twenty-four thousand nor more than fifty 
thousand inhabitants, as determined by any Federal 
census, a salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000) per 
annum. 

In counties now or hereafter having a population of 
under twenty-four thousand inhabitants, as determined 
by any Federal census, a salary of two thousand dollars 
($2,000) per annum. 

In counties bordering on the Atlantic Ocean, and now 
or hereafter having a population of not less than one 
hundred thousand and more than two hundred thousand 
inhabitants as determined by any Federal census, a sal- 
ary of seven thousand dollars ($7,000) per annum. 
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In counties bordering on the Atlantic Ocean, and now 
or hereafter having a population of not less than seventy- 
five thousand nor more than one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, as determined by any Federal census, a 
salary of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) per annum.

A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act to establish 
a State Highway Department and to define its powers 
and duties; and vesting therein all the powers and 
duties now devolved by law upon the Commissioner 
of Public Roads, and the existing State Highway 
Commission and Highway Commission,” approved 
March thirteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen. 


WHEREAS, Controversies have arisen between the State 
Highway Department, representing the State, and 
owners of lands abutting upon various public high- 
ways of New Jersey, respecting the location of said 
highways, and the width and boundaries thereof; and 

WHEREAS, Controversies have also arisen respecting the 
right of the State, through its duly constituted 
agencies, to seize and take, as part of a public high- 
way, possession of lands possessed and occupied as 
private property, under claim of ownership, for a long 
period of time, without any right being asserted there- 
in by the State, or its predecessor in the alleged claim 
of title, such controversies involving, among other 
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things, the right of the State to seize and take posses- 
sion of such lands when the same have never actually 
been used as a part of the public highway, or such 
use of said land has been abandoned, and when the 
public has permitted the said lands to be the subject 
of private ownership for such long periods of time 
that the seizing and taking possession thereof with- 
out adequate compensation would work a great hard- 
ship; and 

WueErEas, Such controversies should be decided in such 
manner as the principles of right and justice may 
require; therefore, 


Bk rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The State Highway Commission is hereby vested 
with full power and authority to settle and compromise, 
in such manner and upon such terms as it, in its discre- 
tion, may deem advisable, all controversies which have 
arisen, or may hereafter arise, respecting the location of 
any public highway, or any part thereof, now or to here- 
after come under its jurisdiction and control, or respect- 
ing the width and boundaries of said public highway 
or any portion thereof; and all controversies which have 
arisen, or may hereafter arise, respecting the right of 
the State, through its duly constituted agencies, to seize 
and take possession of, as part of a public highway, 
now or to hereafter come under its jurisdiction and 
control, lands possessed and occupied as private prop- 
erty, under claim of ownership, for a long period of 
time, without any right being asserted therein by the 
State, or its predecessor in the alleged claim of title. 
In determining such controversies the said Highway 
Commission shall ascertain, if possible, whether such 
land has ever actually been used as a part of the public 
highway, and if such use of said land has been 
abandoned, and whether the said land has been the sub- 
ject of private ownership for such long period of time 
that the taking thereof without adequate compensation 
would work a great hardship, and make such disposi- 
tion of the matters in dispute as the principles of right 
and justice may require. The power and authority 
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herein vested in said commission includes the right to 
award compensation, whenever it deems such award 
suitable and proper; to defray the cost of removing and 
rebuilding structures which encroach on the highway, 
and to vacate the whole or any part of the land in contro- 
versy, if it deems such course proper.

twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred and fourteen. 


Bg rT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

2. Any person, firm, corporation or association apply- 
ing for the same under oath and in the form prescribed 
by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance and 
paying the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00), may, in the 
discretion of the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance, except as hereinafter provided, obtain a license for 
carrying on the said business. The said license shall 
be issued by the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance and shall expire the first day of March next follow- 
ing the date of its issuance, but no abatement of said 
charge shall be made if licenses are issued for less than 
one year. Every such license shall be renewed annually 
on the first day of March in each year. No license 
shall be granted to any corporation unless and until such 
corporation shall, in writing and in due form, to be first 
approved by and filed by the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance, appoint an agent, resident.in the State of 
New Jersey, upon whom all judicial and other process 
or legal notice directed to such corporation may be 
served, and in the case of the death, removal from the 
State, or any legal disabilitiy or disqualification of any 
such agent, service of such process or notice may be made 
upon the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
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The said commissioner shall have the power to reject 
any application for license if he is satisfied that the 
character and general fitness of the applicant or 
applicants is not such as to command the confidence of 
the community and to warrant the conclusion that the 
iusiness will be honestly transacted in accordance with 
tne intent and purpose of this act. The said commis- 
sioner may revoke any license if the licensee shall violate 
any of the provisions of this act or fail to comply with 
any rule or regulation made by said commissioner under 
authority of section nine hereof. Whenever for any 
cause such license is revoked, said commissioner shall 
not isstie another to said licensee until the expiration of 
at least one year from the date of revocation of such 
license and not at all if such licensee shall have been 
convicted of a violation of this act under the provisions 
of section six thereof. In additions to said license fee 
said licensee shall pay for the examination by said Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance as hereinafter 
provided. Every such applicant shall execute and file

Said bond shall be executed by 
a surety company authorized by the laws of New Jersey 
to transact business within the State, and such bond 
shall be renewed and refiled annually not later than the 
first day of March in each year. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

3. The license shall state fully the name or names of 
the person or corporation and of every member of the 
firm or association authorized to do business thereunder, 
and the location of the office or place of business in 
which the business is to be conducted ; and in the case of a 
corporation shall also state the date and place of its 
incorporation, the names of its directors for the period 
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for which the license is issued, and the name and address 
of the agent as provided in section two of this act. Such 
license shall be kept posted in a conspicuous place in the 
office where the business is transacted. No person, firm, 
corporation or association so licensed shall transact or 
solicit business under any other name or at any other 
office or place of business than that named in the license. 
Not more than one office or place of business shall be 
maintained under the same license, and no loans or 
advancements shall be made at any other place than that 
designated in the license. But in case of a removal, 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance may, on 
application, indorse thereon a transfer to the new place 
of business, with the date of transfer and from the time 
of such endorsement the new place so designated shall 
be deemed the place designated in the license. 

3. Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

5. No such licensee shall charge or receive of the bor- 
rower or borrowers, or any other person on his, her or 
their behalf, a greater rate of interest than one and one- 
half per centum (114%) per month. Such interest shall 
not be payable in advance and shall be computed on un- 
paid balances. No charges, bonus, fees, expense or de- 
mands of any nature whatsoever other than interest as 
above provided shall be made upon such loans or advance- 
ments except upon actual foreclosure of the security or 
upon the entry of judgment. Every such licensee shall fur- 
nish the borrower at the time the loan is made a state- 
ment in the English language showing in clear and dis- 
tinct terms the amount of the loan, and the date when 
loaned and when due, the person to whom the loan is 
made, the name of the lender, and the amount and rate 
of interest charged. On the back of such statement 
there shall be printed in English a copy of section five 
of this act. The lender shall give to the borrower a 
plain and complete receipt for all payments made on 
account of the loan at the time such .ayments are made. 
The borrower shall be able at any time to anticipate 
installment payments in whole or in part. No loan or 
advancement greater than ‘three hundred dollars ($300) 
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shall be made to any person under this act nor shall any 
one person be directly or contingently liable to or owe 
such licensee more thay three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
at any time either directly as maker or indirectly as 
endorser or guarantor.

1. Before the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance shall approve or decline the application of any bank 
or trust company to establish and maintain a branch 
office or agency, he shall designate a time and place 
for a hearing upon said application which time shall be 
not less than six weeks nor more than eight weeks 
aiter the date of submission of such application. There- 
upon the applicant shall cause to be published a notice 
of such application at least once a week for four weeks 
previous to the date so fixed for hearing in at least 
three newspapers published and circulating in the State 
—-one circulating and published in the municipality 
where such branch office or agency is proposed to be 
located, or if there is no newspaper published and cir- 
culating in such municipality then in one published 
and circulated in the nearest locality,—the other two 
publications to be made in two other newspapers to be 
designated by the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
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ance; which notice shall specify the name of the appli- 
cant, the location of the proposed branch office or 
agency, and the time and place so fixed for hearing as 
aforesaid. The applicant shall also cause to be mailed 
at least three weeks before the date fixed for hearing 
2 copy of said notice of application to every State bank, 
national bank and trust company within two miles of 
the place where the proposed branch office or agency is 
purposed to be located, and also upon the Federal 
Comptroller of the Currency and upon the Federal 
Reserve Board of the district embracing said location. 

The commissioner shall conduct a hearing at the 
time and place so fixed and afford an opportunity to be 
heard to all those desiring same. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall operate in anywise to prevent or relieve 
the commissioner from making or causing to be made 
an independent examination and investigation of the 
application and applicant as heretofore. If, as a result 
of the hearing and the examination and investigation 
independently conducted by him, it shall appear to the 
commissioner that the application should be granted and 
that the establishment of such branch office or agency 
will be of public service, he shall approve the applica- 
tion; otherwise it shall be declined. 

The commissioner within one month after the date 
of the aforesaid hearing shall decide either to approve 
as aforesaid or to decline the application and shall file 
forthwith a written memorandum stating the reasons 
for his decision. Such decision shall be reviewable by 
the Supreme Court by writs of certiorari and/or manda- 
mus as the case may require for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the requirements of the law have been 
ebserved and/or whether the discretion confided in the 
commissioner has been abused.

CHAPTER 297. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
banks and banking” (Revision of 1899), approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-nine. 


Be ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

2. The incorporators and subscribers to the capital 
stock shall, under their hands and seals, subscribe a cer- 
tificate of incorporation, which shall specifically state: 

I. The name of the bank; 

II. The place where the business is to be carried on; 
which place shall be specifically designated by street and 
number in the municipality in which the business is to be 
conducted, and no corporation shall be permitted to 
remove therefrom to any other location without the 
written approval of the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance first had and obtained; 

III. The purposes and objects for which the bank is 
incorporated ; 

IV. The amount of capital stock, all of which shall 
be subscribed in the certificate of incorporation ; 

VY. The names and residences of the incorporators, 
and the number of shares subscribed by each of them; 

VI. The names of the directors who are to serve as 
such until the next annual election following issuance of 
the certificate of authority. 

VII. The period, if any, limited for the duration of 
the bank; 


VIII. The certificate of incorporation may also con-. 
tain any provisions not inconsistent with this act which 
the incorporators may choose to insert for the regulation 
of the business, for the conduct of the affairs of the 
bank, or for defining, limiting and regulating the powers. 
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of the directors; provided, however, that no director 
shall be elected for a longer period than one year. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

3. The certificate of incorporation shall be proved or 
acknowledged as required for deeds of real estate and 
recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose in the 
office of the clerk of the county where the place of busi- 
ness of the bank is to be established, and after being so 
recorded shall be filed in the Department of Banking 
and Insurance; provided, however, that before the cer- 
tificate of incorporation shall be recorded or filed as 
aforesaid it shall be submitted to the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance together with an affidavit made 
by each of the incorporators which affidavit shall set 
forth: 

(1) That no fees or commission has been paid, or has 
been contracted to be paid, directly or indirectly, by the 
proposed bank or by any one in its behalf to any person, 
association er corporation for securing subscriptions for 
or selling stock in the proposed bank; and that no pro- 
motion fees or charges whatsoever have been provided 
for or are in anywise contemplated ; 

(2) A complete disclosure of all fees, if any, paid or 
agreed to be paid in the matter of chartering and organ- 
izing the proposed bank, whether payable in money or 
requited by stock allotments, or any other form of com- 
pensation whatsoever, and every agreement or under- 
standing relating thereto; 

(3) That the incorporators are the true and only 
parties in interest. 

The submission of the certificate of incorporation and 
affidavit shall constitute the application for a charter 
under this act. If the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance shall approve the form of said certificate and 
affidavit, he shall designate a time and place for a hear- 
ing upon said application which time shall be not less 
than six weeks nor more than eight weeks after the date 
of such submission. Thereupon the incorporators shall 
cause to be published a notice of such application at 
least once a week for four weeks previous to the date 
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so fixed for hearing in at least three newspapers pub- 
lished and circulating in the State—one circulating and 
published in the municipality where such bank is pro- 
posed to be located, or if there be no newspaper pub- 
lished and circulating in such municipality then in one 
published and circulated in the nearest locality,—the 
other two publications to be made in two other news- 
papers to be designated by the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance; which notice shall specify the names of 
the proposed incorporators, the name of the proposed 
bank, the location of the same, the amount of the capital 
stock and surplus to be paid in, and the time and place 
so fixed for hearing as aforesaid. 

The incorporators shall also cause to be mailed at least 
three weeks before the date fixed for hearing a copy of 
said notice of application to every State bank, national 
bank and trust company within two miles of the place 
where the proposed bank is purposed to be located, and 
also upon the Federal Comptroller of the Currency and 
upon the Federal Reserve Board of the district embrac- 
ing said location. 

The commissioner shall conduct a hearing at the time 
and place so fixed and afford an opportunity to be heard 
to all these desiring same. Nothing herein contained 
shall operate in anywise to prevent or relieve the com- 
missioner from making or causing to be made an inde- 
pendent examination and investigation of the applica- 
tion and applicants as heretofore. If, as the result of 
the hearing and the examination and investigation in- 
dependently conducted by him, it shall appear to the 
commissioner that the application should be granted and 
that the establishment of such a bank will be of public 
service, he shall endorse upon the certificate of incorpo- 
ration or annex thereto his approval, and such certificate 
shall not be recorded or filed without his approval en- 
dorsed thereupon or annexed thereto; said certificate or 
a copy thereof, duly certified by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance, shall be evidence in all courts 
and places. 

The commissioner within one month after the date of 
the aforesaid hearing shall decide either to approve as 
aforesaid or to decline the application and shall file

5. Whenever the certificate of incorporation has been 
recorded and filed; and the payment of capital stock cer- 
tified to the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, 
as provided in this act, the commissioner shall, before 
the corporation shall be authorized to transact business 
in this State other than such as relates to its formation 
and organization, satisfy himself and verify by exami-

offset, claim or demand of any nature or description

cf loans granted by the depositary or depositaries or any 
of them to the applicant for said certificate of authority, 
and that said applicant is not in any way indebted to the 
depositary or depositaries or any of them; and further 
verify by examination the completeness and correctness 
of the entire organization proceedings of the proposed 
bank and every matter properly incidental thereto; if it 
shall appear to the said Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance that the entire capital has been paid in, and 
that said bank has complied with all the provisions of 
this act required to entitle it to engage in the business 
of banking, he shall, within thirty days after the reveipt 
and filing of the certificate of payment of capital stock 
provided for in this act, give to such bank a certificate 
under his hand and seal that such bank is duly and 
legally organized under this act as a banking corpora- 
tion, and authorized to transact business as such in this 
State; the bank shall cause such certificate of authority 
of the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, issued 
pursuant to this act, to be published once a week for at 
least four successive weeks next after the issuing thereof 
in a newspaper published in the place where said corpo- 
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ration is established, or, if there is no newspaper in the 
place, then in one published nearest such place in the 
same county, and shall furnish such proof of publica- 
tion as may be required by the commissioner. 

A refusal to issue certificate of authority shall be re- 
viewable by the Supreme Court by writ of mandamus. 

4. Section fourteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

14. Every incorporator, stockholder, director, officer, 
agent or clerk of any bank or proposed bank who wil- 
fully and knowingly subscribes or makes any false state- 
ment of facts, or any false oath or affidavit, or false 
entries in the books of such bank, or proposed bank, or 
knowingly subscribes or exhibits any false paper with 
intent to deceive any person authorized to examine as to 
the condition of such bank, or wilfully or knowingly . 
subscribes to or makes any false report, shall be guilty 
of a high misdemeanor, and punished accordingly. 

5. Section twenty-five of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

25. If it shail appear to the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance that any bank has violated its charter or 
any law of this State binding upon it, or is conducting 
business in an unsafe or unauthorized manner, he shall 
by an order under his hand and official seal, addressed to 
such bank, direct a discontinuance of such illegal or un- 
sate practices, and conformity with the requirements of 
its charter and safety and security in its transactions, 
and he may make such other orders as the facts and 
justice may require. Any bank which shall fail or refuse 
to conform to or comply with or perform any order as 
may be made pursuant to this section within the time 
specified by such order shall be liable to a penalty of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) to be recovered with costs by 
the State before any Court of competent jurisdiction by 
action to be prosecuted by the Attorney-General, and it 
shall be liable to a like penalty for every day’s additional 
default from and after said time specified in such order.

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CHAPTER 298. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘““An act concerning 
trust companies” (Revision of 1899), approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-nine. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 


2. The incorporators and subscribers to the capital 
stock shall, under their hands and seals, subscribe a cer- 
tificate of incorporation which shall specifically state: 

I. The name of the trust company; 

II. The place where the business is to be carried on; 
which place shall be specifically designated by street and 
number in the municipality in which the business is to be 
conducted and no corporation shail be permitted to re- 
move therefrom to any other location without the writ- 
ten approval of the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance first had and obtained; 

III. The purposes and objects of the corporation; 

IV. The amount of capital stock, all of which shall 
be subscribed in the certificate of incorporation; the 
number of shares into which the same is divided and the 
par value of each share; 

V. The names and residences of the incorporators 
and the number of shares subscribed by each of them; 

VI. The names of the directors who are to serve as 
such until the next annual election following issuance 
of the certificate of authority. 

WIT. The period, if any, limited for the duration of 
the company ; 

VIII. The certificate of incorporation may also con- 
ain any provisions, not inconsistent with this act, which 
the incorporators may choose to insert for the regulation 
of the business, for the conduct of the affairs of the 
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company, or for defining, limiting and regulating the 
powers of the directors; provided, however, that no 
director shall be elected for a longer period than one 
year. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

3. The certificate of incorporation shall be proved or 
acknowledged as required for deeds of real estate and 
recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose in the 
office of the clerk of the county where the place of busi- 
ness of such trust company in this State is to be estab- 
lished, and after being so recorded shall be filed in the 
Department of Banking and Insurance; provided, how- 
ever, that before the certificate of incorporation shall be 
recorded or filed as aforesaid it shall be submitted to 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance together 
with an affidavit made by each of the incorporators 
which affidavit shall set forth: 

(1) That no fee or commission has been paid, or has 
been contracted to be paid, directly or indirectly, by the 
proposed trust company or by any one in its behalf to 
any person, association or corporation for securing sub- 
scriptions for or selling stock in the proposed trust com- 
pany; and that no promotion fees or charges. whatsoever 
have been provided for or are in anywise contemplated ; 

(2) A complete disclosure of all fees, if any, paid or 
agreed to be paid in the matter of chartering and organ- 
izing the proposed trust company, whether payable in 
money or requited by stock allotments, or any other 
form of compensation whatsoever, and every agreement 
or understanding relating thereto; 


(3) That the incorporators are the true and only 
parties in interest. The submission of the certificate of 
incorporation and affidavit shall constitute the applica- 
tion for a charter under this act. If the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance shall approve the form of said 
certificate and affidavit, he shall designate a time and 
place for a hearing upon said application which time shall 
be not less than six weeks nor more than eight weeks 
after the date of such submission. Thereupon the incor- 
porators shall cause to be published a notice of such 
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application at least once a week for four weeks previous 
to the date so fixed for hearing in at least three news- 
papers published and circulating in the State—one circu- 
lating and published in the municipality where such trust 
company is proposed to be located, or if there be no news- 
paper published and circulating in such municipality then 
in one published and circulated in the nearest locality 
—the other two publications to be made in two other 
newspapers to be designated by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance; which notice shall specify the 
names of the proposed incorporators, the name of the 
proposed trust company, the location of same, the 
amount of the capital stock and surplus to be paid in, 
and the time and place so fixed for hearing as aforesaid. 
The incorporators shall also cause to be mailed at least 
three weeks before the date fixed for hearing a copy of 
said notice of application to every State bank, national 
bank and trust company within two miles of the place 
where the proposed trust company is purposed to be 
located, and also upon the Federal Comptroller of the 
Currency and upon the Federal Reserve Board of the 
district embracing said location. The commissioner shall 
conduct a hearing at the time and place so fixed and 
afford an opportunity to be heard to all those desiring 
same. Nothing herein contained shall operate in any- 
wise to prevent or relieve the commissioner from mak- 
ing or causing to be made an independent examination 
and investigation of the application and applicants as 
heretofore. If, as the result of the hearing and the 
examination and investigation independently conducted 
by him, it shall appear to the commissioner that the 
application should be granted and that the establishment 
of such trust company will be of public service, he shall 
endorse upon the certificate of incorporation or annex 
thereto his approval, and such certificate shall not he 
recorded or filed without his approval endorsed there- 
upon or annexed thereto; said certificate or a copy 
thereof, duly certified by the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance, shall be evidence in all courts and places. 
The commissioner within one month after the date of 
the aforesaid hearing shall decide either to approve as 
aforesaid or to decline the application and shall file 
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forthwith a written memorandum stating the reasons 
for his decision. 

3. Section five of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

5. Whenever the certificate of incorporation has been 
recorded and filed, and the payment of capital stock cer- 
tified to the Commissioner of Banking and Insurante, 
as provided in this act, the commissioner shall, before 
the corporation shall be authorized to transact business 
in this State other than such as relates to its formation 
and organization, satisfy himself and verify by exami- 
nation the payment in cash of the entire capital stock and 
the surplus to be paid in, if any, as set forth in the cer- 
tificate of incorporation, and that the same is on deposit 
in banks and/or trust companies of this State, and/or 
national banks located within this State, without offset, 
claim or demand of any nature or description and sub- 
ject to withdrawal upon demand; that no part of said 
deposit or deposits is in any sense the proceeds of loans 
granted by the depositary or depositaries or any of them 
to the applicant for said certificate of authority, and that 
said applicant is not in any way indebted to the 
depositary or depositaries or any of them; and further 
verify by examination the completeness and correctness 
of the entire organization proceedings of the proposed 
trust company and every matter properly incidental 
thereto; if it shall appear to the said Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance that the entire capital has been 
paid in, and that such trust company has complied with 
all the provisions of this act required to entitle it to 
engage in business, he shall, within thirty days after the 
receipt and filing of the certificate of payment of capital 
stock provided for in this act, give to such company a 
certificate under his hand and seal that such company is 
duly and legally organized under this act as a trust com- 
pany, and authorized to transact business as such in this 
State; the trust company shall cause such certificate of 
authority of the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance, issued pursuant to this act, to be published once a 
week for at least four successive weeks next after the 
issuing thereof in a newspaper published in the place 
where said trust company is established, or, if there is 
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no newspaper in the place, then in one published nearest 
thereto in the same county, and shall furnish such proof 
of publication as may be required by the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance. A refusal t6 issue certificate 
of authority shall be reviewable by the Supreme Court 
by writ of mandamus. 

4. Section seventeen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 


17. Every incorporator, stockholder, director, officer, Fal 


agent or clerk of any trust company or proposed trust 
company who wilfully and knowingly subscribes or 
makes any false statement of facts, or any false oath 
or affidavit, or false entries in the books of such trust 
company, or proposed trust company, or knowingly sub- 
scribes or exhibits any false paper with intent to deceive 
any person authorized to examine as to the condition 
of said trust company, or wilfully or knowingly sub- 
scribes to or makes any false report, shall be guilty of a 
high misdemeanor, and punished accordingly. 

5. Section twenty-three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

23. If it shall appear to the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance that any trust company has violated its 
charter or any law of this State binding upon it, or is 
conducting business in an unsafe or unauthorized man- 
ner, he shall by an order under his hand and official seal, 
addressed to such trust company, direct a discontinuance 
of such illegal or unsafe practices, and conformity with 
the requirements of its charter and safety and security 
in its transactions, and he may make such other orders 
as the facts and justice may require. Any trust company 
which shall fail or refuse to conform to or comply with 
or perform any order as may be made pursuant to this 
section within the time specified by such order shall be 
liable to a penalty of one thousand dollars ($1,000) to 
be recovered with costs by the State before any court 
of competent jurisdiction by action to be prosecuted by 
the Attorney-General, and it shall be liable to a like pen- 
alty for every day’s additional default from and after 
said time specified in such order.

mobiles thereon, to be used for forestry or similar 
purposes. 


WueEreEas, Foster M. Voorhees, deceased, late Governor 
of the State of New Jersey, in and by the sixth item 
of his will devised his farm known as Hill. Acres, 

situate at High Bridge, Hunterdon County, New Jer- 
sey, together with all the buildings thereon, and the 
furnishings, books, rugs, pictures, tools, stock, horses, 
wagons and automobiles thereon, to the State of New 
Jersey, after the termination of certain life estates; 
therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The devise of the farm known as Hill Acres, situ- 
ate at High Bridge, Hunterdon County, New Jersey, 
together with all the building thereon, and the furnish- 
ings, books, rugs, pictures, tools, stock, horses, wagons 
and automobiles thereon, made by Foster M. Voorhees, 
leceased, late Governor of the State of New Jersey, in 
the sixth item of his will, be and the same is hereby 
accepted by the State of New Jersey, said lands, build- 
ings, et cetera, to be under the management and control 
of the Board of Conservation and Development of the 
State of New Jersey, for forestry or similar purposes 
as a forest park reservation. 

2. In the event that the life tenants named in the sixth 
item of the will of the said Foster M. Voorhees are 
desirous of giving up the whole or any portion of said 
land prior to the termination of the life estate or life 
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estates therein created, then and in that event the said 
Board of Conservation and Development may enter into 
an agreement with said life tenants, or the survivor of 
them, for the use of the whole or any part of said farm 
and the development of the same. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 300. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act relating to the 
propagation, planting, preservation and gathering of

clams and oysters in the tidal waters of this State, 
and enlarging and defining the powers and duties of 
the Board of Shell Fisheries,’ approved March 
twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and seven- 
teen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred upon the 
Board of Shell Fisheries, by the provisions of the act 
to which this act is a supplement, said Board of Shell 
Fisheries is hereby authorized and empowered to ac- 
quire, employ and use any boat or boats, whether pro- 
pelled by power or sail, for the purpose of catching and 
taking oysters in the waters of the Delaware River and 
Bay above the southwest line, at any time during the 
year, for the purpose of transplanting oysters so taken, 
as aforesaid, to any oyster beds in the Delaware River 
and Delaware Bay above the southwest line. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 301. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “A supplement 
to an act entitled ‘An act for the punishment of crimes’ 
(Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight,” approved 
June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight, which said supplement was approved 
April thirteenth, one thousand nine hundred and eight, 
approved March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-four. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The word “person” as used in this act, shall be 
construed to include an individual, a copartnership, a 
corporation, or an association. Masculine words include 
the feminine or neuter. The singular includes the plural. 
The word “prescription” shall be construed to designate 
a written order, by a duly licensed physician, dentist, or 
veterinarian, calling for a drug, or for any substance or 
preparation containing a drug; provided, however, that 
no preparations, remedies, or compounds containing any 
opium, or cocoa leaves, or any compounds or derivative 
thereof, in any quantity whatsoever, may be sold, dis- 
pensed, distributed, or given away to, or for the use of, 
any known habitual user of drugs or any child of twelve 
years of age or under, except in pursuance of a prescrip- 
tion of a duly licensed physician or dentist. 

2. No person shall have in his possession or under his 
control, or deal in, dispense, sell, deliver, distribute, pre- 
scribe, traffic in, or give away, any of said drugs. This 
section shall not apply, in the regular course of their 
business, profession, employment, occupation, or duties, 
to (a) manufacturers of drugs; (b) persons engaged in 
the wholesale drug trade; (c) importers or exporters of 
drugs; (d) registered pharmacists actually engaged as 
retail druggists; (e) bona fide owners of pharmacies or 
drug stores; (f) licensed physicians; (g) licensed den- 
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tists; (h) licensed veterinarians; (i) persons in the 
employ of the United States, or of this State, or any 
county, municipality, or township of this State, and hav- 
ing such drugs in their possession by reason of their 
official duties; (j) warehousemen, or common carriers, 
engaged, bona fide, in handling or transporting drugs; 
(k) persons regularly in charge of drugs in dispensaries, 
hospitals, asylums, sanatoriums, poor houses, jails, peni- 
tentiaries, or public or private institutions; (1) nurses 
under the supervision of a physician; (m) persons in 
charge of a laboratory where such drugs are used for the 
purpose of medical or scientific research only; (nm) cap- 
tains, or proper officers, of ships upon which no regular 
physician is employed, for the actual medical needs of 
the officers and crew of their own ships only; (0) per- 
sons having said drugs in their possession for their own 
personal use only, provided that they have obtained the 
same in good faith, for their own use, from a duly 
licensed physician or dentist, or in pursuance of a pre- 
scription given them by a duly licensed physician or 
dentist; (p) persons having said drugs in their posses- 
sion for the use of an animal belonging to them; pro- 
vided that they have obtained the same in good faith, 
from a duly licensed veterinarian, for the use of such 
animal, or in pursuance of a prescription given by a duly 
licensed veterinarian; (q) persons in the bona fide 
employ of any of the persons above enumerated. 

3. No person shall use, take, or administer to his 
person, or cause to be administered to his person, or 
administer to any other person, or cause to be admin- 
istered to any other person, any of the aforesaid drugs, 
except under the advice and direction, and with the con- 
sent, of a regularly practicing and duly licensed physician 
or dentist. 

4, No manufacturer, producer, importer, exporter or 
person engaged in the wholesale drug trade, and regu- 
larly selling drugs, shall sell, dispense, distribute, or give 
away, any of said drugs, except to (a) a duly licensed 
physician; (b) a duly licensed pharmacist; (c) a duly 
licensed dentist; (d) a duly licensed veterinarian; (e) a 
manufacturer of drugs; (f) a person engaged in the 
wholesale drug trade and regularly selling drugs; (g) an 
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exporter of drugs; (h) a bona fide hospital, dispensary, 
asylum, or sanatorium; (1) a public institution; (j) a 
bona fide owner of a pharmacy or drug store; (k) a 
person in a foreign country; (1) a person in charge of a 
laboratory where such drugs are used for the purpose of 
scientific and medical research only; (m) the captain, 
or proper officer, of a ship upon which no regular phy- 
sician is employed, for the actual medical needs of the 
officers and crew of such ship only; (n) a person in the 
employ of the United States, of this State, or of any 
county, or municipality thereof, purchasing or receiving 
the same in his official capacity. No manufacturer, pro- 
ducer, importer, or person engaged in the wholesale drug 
trade, and regularly selling drugs, shall sell, dispense, 
distribute or give away any of said drugs, except in 
pursuance of a written order signed by the person to 
whom such drug is sold, dispensed, distributed, or given. 
such order shall be preserved for a period of two years, 
in such a way that it will be readily accessible to inspec- 
tion by the proper authorities. 

5. No registered pharmacist, or bona fide owner of a 
pharmacy or drug store, regularly engaged in the sale 


-of drugs at retail, shall sell, dispense, distribute, or give 


away any of said drugs, except to (a) another registered 
pharmacist or bona fide owner of a pharmacy or drug 
store; (b) a duly licensed physician; (c) a duly licensed 
dentist; (d) a duly licensed veterinarian; (e) a bona 
fide hospital, dispensary, asylum, sanatorium, or public 
or private institution; (f) an individual, in pursuance 
ef a written prescription issued by a physician, dentist, 
ci veterinarian, which prescription shall be dated as of 
the day on which signed, and shall be signed, in ink or 
indelible pencil by the physician, dentist, or veterinarian 
who issued the same; (g) a person in charge of a labora- 
tcry where such drugs are used for the purpose of 
inedical or scientific research only; (h) the captain, or 
proper officer, of a ship upon which no regular physician 
is employed, for the actual medical needs of the officers 
and crew of such ship only; (i) a person in the employ 
of the United States, or of this State, or of any county 
cr municipality thereof, purchasing or receiving the same 
in his official capacity. No registered pharmacist, or 
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bona fide owner of a,pharmacy or drug store, regularly 
engaged in the sale of drugs at retail, shall sell, dispense, 
distribute, or give away any of said drugs, except in 
pursuance of a written order signed by the person to 
whom such drugs are sold, dispensed, distributed, or 
given. Such order shall be preserved, for a period of 
two years, in such a way that it will be readily accessible 
to inspection by the proper authorities. When such 
drugs are sold, dispensed, distributed, or given away to 
an individual, in pursuance of a prescription, such pre- 
scription shall be regarded as the written order herein 
required, and no further written order shall be necessary. 

6. No physician or dentist shall sell, dispense, admin- 
‘ister, distribute, give, or prescribe any of said drugs to 
any person known to such physician or dentist to be an 
habitual user of any said drugs, unless said drug is pre- 
scribed, administered, dispensed, or given for the cure or 
treatment of some malady other than the drug habit; 
provided, however, that if any physician desires to 
undertake, in good faith, the cure of the habit of taking 
or using opium or any of its derivatives in any form, 
such physician may prescribe or dispense opium or its 
derivatives to a patient; provided such opium or its 
derivatives are prescribed or dispensed in good faith for 
the purpose of curing such patient of such habit, and not 
merely for the purpose of satisfying a craving for the 
drug. In every such case the physician shall himself 
make a physical examination of the patient, and shall 
report, within seventy-two hours, in writing, to the State 
Department of Health, the name and address of such 
patient, together with his diagnosis of the case and the 
amount and nature of the drug prescribed or dispensed 
in the first treatment. When the patient leaves his care, 
such physician shall report, in writing, to the State De- 
partment of Health the result of his said treatment. 
Any person divulging any information contained in any 
such report, except for the purpose of enforcing this act, 
or to a physician who may, in the opinion of the chief 
of the board of health or of the commissioner of health, 
be entitled to such information for the purpose of enab- 
ling him to comply with the provisions of this act, shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding one thousand 
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dollars ($1,000), or to undergo an imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or. both, in the discretion of the 
court. 

7. No physician, dentist, or veterinarian shall admin- 
ister, dispense, give away, deliver, or prescribe any of 
said drugs, except after a physical examination-of the 
person or animal for whom said drugs are intended; 
said examination to be made at the time said prescription 
is issued, or at the time said drug is administered, dis- 
pensed, given away, or delivered by said physician, den- 
tist, or veterinarian. No veterinarian shall sell, dispense, 
distribute, give, or prescribe any drug for the use of a 
human being. 

8. Every physician, dentist, and veterinarian shall keep 
a record of all such drugs administered, dispensed, or dis- 
tributed by him, showing the amount administered, dis- 
pensed, or distributed, the date, the. name and address 
of the patient; and, in the case of a veterinarian, the 
name and address of the owner of the animal to whom 
such drugs are dispensed or distributed; such record 
shall be kept for two years from the date of administer- 
ing, dispensing, or distributing such drug, and shall be 
open for inspection by the proper authorities. No record 
need be kept of any drug administered in an emergency 
case. 

9. This act shall not be construed to apply to the 
treatment of habitual users of drugs in public hospitals, 
sanatoriums, poor-houses, prisons, or public or private 
institutions, except that all such public and private insti- 
tutions shall render an annual report to the State De- 
partment of Health, giving therein the names, addresses, 
ages, clinical conditions, and the result of treatment of 
all habitual users of drugs given treatment in said insti- 
tutions. 

10. Any person, firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a high mis- 
demeanor. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 302. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
the abandonment of navigation upon the Morris Canal 
and providing for the dismantling of the canal and the 
disposition of portions of the property, the title to 
which is now held in trust for the State of New Jersey 
by the Morris Canal and Banking Company upon 
terms and compensation fixed by said Morris Canal 
and Banking Company, and providing for the review 
of said terms and compensation by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners of the State of New 
Jersey, and further providing for the management and 
control of such property pending the disposition there- 
of,” approved March twelfth, one thousand nine hun- 
dren and twenty-four. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

4. The Morris Canal and Banking Company is hereby 
authorized and directed to sell any and all of the prop- 
erty the title to which is vested in the company in trust 
for the State of New Jersey, other than the rights and 
property to be retained for public use as provided for 
in section two of this act. Wherever said property shall 
consist of lands so located as to be capable of use in the 
widening of any county road, the Morris Canal and 
Banking Company is authorized to transfer to the county 
wherein such section of the canal is located such section 
thereof, upon the adoption by the board of chosen free- 
holders of said county of a resolution indicating the 
desire of said county to acquire said section for the pur- 
poses of a county road within the period hereinafter 
provided for the adoption of a similar resolution by 
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municipalities or agencies; stich transfer to be made 
upon such terms and for stich consideration as shall be 
fixed after negotiation as hereinafter provided for in the 
case of municipalities and agencies and subject to the 
same right of review. 

The Morris Canal and Banking Company is hereby 
authorized to transfer to the respective municipalities 
through which said canal passes the portions of the canal 
situated within their respective boundaries or to the Port 
cf New York Authority, exclusive of the rights and 
property to be retained for public use as provided in 
section two, upon the passage by the respective munici- 
palities or by the Port of New, York Authority on or 
before the first day of January, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one, of resolution expressing the desire 
cf such municipalities or the Port of New York Author- 
ity to acquire such portions of said canal and setting 
forth the purposes to which said municipalities or the 
Port of New York Authority intend to devote such 
property when so acquired. Upon the submission of any 
such resolution the Morris Canal and Banking Company 
is authorized to negotiate with said municipality or the 
Port of New York Authority the terms upon which said 
property will be transferred to such municipality, and 
in determining the compensation, if any, to be paid by 
said municipality or the Port of New York Authority 
for such property said Morris Canal and Banking Com- 
pany shall take into consideration the conditions of the 
canal in said municipality and the effect thereof upon’ 
said municipality and the adjoining property and also 
the nature of the use to which said property is to be 
devoted and the estimated cost of adapting the property 
to such new use. After the conclusion of such negotia- 
tions the Morris Canal and Banking Company shail, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Governor, determine the terms 
upon which such transfer shall be made and the price, 
if any, which in its judgment, regard being had to the 
considerations above set forth, is a fair price for such 
municipality or Port of New York Authority to pay; 
such determination, whether in the case of a municipality 
or the Port of New York Authority or of a county, as 
hereinabove provided, shall be subject to review by the 
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Xoard of Public Utility Commissioners of the State of 
New Jersey, which is hereby directed and empowered to 
grant such review on the application either of such 
municipality or the Port of New York Authority or 
county or of the Morris Canal and Banking Company;

Wuereas, The shore of Monmouth County on Sandy 
Hook and Raritan Bays, between Compton’s Creek 
and Whale Creek, in the State of New Jersey, in many 
cases has been and is likely to be encroached upon 
and washed away by the waters of said Raritan and 
Sandy Hook Bays, due to the strong tides and heavy 
seas, caused by said shore being in a direct line with 
the Atlantic Ocean at the Point of Sandy Hook, and 
exposed by reason thereof to practically the same 
dangers as if directly upon the ocean front, thereby 
causing a great destruction of the riparian lands and 
to taxable property of great value from which and 
from riparian leases, annually, by taxation for State 
purposes large sums may be and are derived by the 
State; and 

Preamble. WHEREAS, Such encroachment of said waters can, in the 
judgment of the Legislature, be checked and pre- 
vented by the construction and maintenance of sea- 
walls, bulkheads and jetties along said shore and by 
other approved devices; therefore 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 

of the State of New Jersey: 
Appropria- 1. There is hereby appropriated the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, which shall be expended under the Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation of the State of New Jersey, for 
the construction of such works, seawalls, bulkheads and

CHAPTER 308. 


An Act to authorize the acquisition and preservation of 
the Dey House Washington Headquarters, located at 
Preakness, in the township of Wayne, county of 
Passaic, to commemorate the sesquicentennial of the 
occupancy of said Headquarters by General George 
Washington in the American Revolutionary War; to 
appoint a commission with power to acquire and 
preserve the said headquarters; and to appropriate 
moneys to pay for the acquisition and preservation 
of the same. 


Preamble. WueEreEas, The marking or acquisition and the preserva- 
tion of historic sites within the State has been the 
consistent policy of the State of New Jersey for a 
half century and more because of an awakening of 
its people to an appreciation of New Jersey’s vital 
part in the founding of the United States of America; 
and 

Preamble. WHEREAS, It is highly fitting that the State of New 
Jersey should be guided by such purpose in relation 
to sites and events connected with the American 
Revolutionary War, since the hills and plains of New 
Jersey afforded the scene of so large a proportion of 
battles, and other martial affairs, as to be justly 
termed the battle-ground of the American Revolu- 
tion; and 

Preamble. Wuereas, The year to come will mark the sesquicen- 
tennial of that time when the great George Wash- 
ington camped and rested his American patriots in 
arms for long seasons among the hills of Totowa 
not far from the great falls of the Passaic, and where 
the great General was hospitably entertained by 
Colonel Theunis Dey in the house that has remained 
intact to this day and from these circumstances has 
ever since been known as the Dey House Washington 
Headquarters; and 
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Wuereas, The exigencies of urban development now 
rapidly reaching out in this promising portion of New 
Jersey bids fair to engulf and sweep away this his- 
toric shrine of American patriotism and renders 
highly desirable proper and efficient safeguarding of 
this house to all future generations of Americans of 
New Jersey and from all the States of this great 
Union; therefore 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When included in any annual or supplemental ap- 
propriation bill, the sum of seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars ($75,000) is hereby appropriated for the purpose 
of acquiring and preserving the Dey House Washington 
Headquarters, so called, located at Preakness, in the 
township of Wayne, county of Passaic, to commemorate 
the sesquicentennial of the occupancy of said head- 
quarters by General George Washington in the American 
Revolutionary War. : 

2. The Governor shall appoint a commission of five 
members, citizens and residents of Passaic County; one 
commissioner for one year, one for two years, one for 
three years, one for four years, and one for five years. 
At the expiration of the term of any member thereafter, 
the Governor shall appoint a succeeding commissioner 
for a regular full term of five years. Said commis- 
sioners shall receive no remuneration for their services 
as rendered, shall organize by selecting a chairman and 
a secretary for this commission and shall adopt rules for 
the conduct of the business of the commission in the 
acquisition and preservation of the Dey House Wash- 
ington Headquarters. In the event of a vacancy in the 
commission occasioned by death, resignation, disability 
or otherwise, the Governor shall appoint a commissioner 
to such vacancy for the balance of that unexpired term. 

3. The commission for the acquisition and preserva- 
tion of the Dey House Washington Headquarters is 
granted full power to acquire the land and premises 
together with all right, title and interest of any and all 
parties holding an estate in the aforesaid Dey House 
Washington Headquarters lands. Conveyance of title 
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to the aforesaid lands shall he so drawn as to effectuate 
an estate in fee simple in the State of New Jersey. 

4. The aforesaid commission is granted full power 
to preserve the Dey House Washington Headquarters 
in, as nearly as possible with historical accuracy, the 
original physical condition in which the house stood 
when it sheltered General Washington, and with this 
aim in view the commission is empowered to seek and to 
allow the co-operation therein of the several patriotic 
Revolutionary and historical societies and associations 
of the county and the State. 

5. The Comptroller of the State shall draw a warrant 
in payment of all bills approved and submitted by the 
aforesaid commission as provided by the endorsement 
of the same by its chairman and secretary, and the 
Treasurer of the State shall pay all such warrants with- 
in the limits of the appropriation by the Legislature. 

6. In each succeeding year, the aforesaid commission 
shall certify to the Governor in anticipation of the prep- 
aration of the annual budget for support of the Gov- 
ernment of the State, such sums as may appear neces- 
sary for the maintenance and preservation of the Dey 
House Washington Headquarters during the forthcom- 
ing fiscal year of the State.

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CHAPTER 311. 


An Act concerning Aeronautics and to make uniform 
the law with reference thereto. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In this act “aircraft” includes balloon, aeroplane, 
seaplane, and every other vehicle used for navigation 
through the air. A seaplane, while at rest on water and 
while being operated on or immediately above water, 
shall be governed by rules regarding water navigation; 
while being operated through the air otherwise than 
immediately above water, it shall be treated as aircraft. 

“Airman” includes aviator, pilot, balloonist, and every 
cther person having any part in the operation of air- 
craft while in flight. 

“Passenger” includes any person riding in an aircraft 
but having no part in its operation. 

2. Sovereignty in space above the lands and waters 
of this State is declared to rest in the State, except where 
granted to and assumed by the United States pursuant 
to a constitutional grant from the people of this State. 

3. The ownership of space above the lands and waters 
of this State is declared to be vested in the several 
owners of the surface beneath, subject to the right of 
flight described in section four. 

4. Flight in aircraft over the lands and waters of this 
State is lawful, unless at such a low altitude as to inter- 
fere with the then existing use to which the land or 
water, or the space over the land or water, is put by 
the owner, or unless so conducted as to be imminently 
dangerous to persons or property lawfully on the land 
or the water beneath. The landing of an aircraft on 
the lands or waters of another, without his consent, is 
unlawful, except in the case of a forced landing. For 
the damages caused by a forced landing, however, the 
owner or lessee of the aircraft or the airman shall be 
liable as provided in section five. 
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5. The owner of every aircraft which is operated over 
the land or waters of this State is absolutely liable for 
injuries to persons or property on the land or water 
beneath, caused by ascent, descent, or flight of the air- 
craft, or the dropping or falling of any object there- 
from, whether such owner was negligent or not, unless 
the injury is caused in whole or in part by the negligence 
of the person injured, or of the owner or bailee of the 
property injured. If the aircraft is leased at the time 
of the injury to person or property, both owner and 
lessee shall be liable, and they may be sued jointly, or 
either or both of them may be sued separately. An 
airman who is not the owner or lessee shall be liable 
only for the consequences of his own negligence. The 
injured person, or owner or bailee of the injured prop- 
erty, shall have a lien on the aircraft causing the injury 
to the extent of the damage caused by the aircraft or 
object falling from it. 

6. The liability of the owner of one aircraft, to the 
owner of another aircraft, or to airmen or passengers 
on either aircraft, for damages caused by collision on 
Jand or in the air, shall be determined by the rules of 
law applicable to torts on land. 

7. All crimes, torts, and other wrongs committed by 
or against an airman or passenger while in flight over 
this State shall be governed by the laws of this State; 
and the question whether damage occasioned .by or to 
an aircraft while in flight over this State constitutes a 
tort, crime or other wrong by or against the owner of 
such aircraft shall be determined by the laws of this 
State. 

8. All contractual and other legal relations entered 
into by aeronauts or passengers while in flight over this 
state shall have the same effect as if entered into on 
the land or water beneath. 

9, Any airman or passenger who, while in flight over 
a thickly inhabited area or over a public gathering within 
this State, shall engage in trick or acrobatic flying, or in 
any acrobatic feat, or shall, except while in landing or 
taking off, fly at such a low level as to endanger the 
persons on the surface beneath, or drop any object 
except loose water or loose sand ballast, shall be guilty 
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of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) or im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 

10. Any airman or passenger who, while in flight 
within this State, shall intentionally kill or attempt to 
kill any birds or animals shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punished with a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars ($100) or imprisonment for 
not more than three months, or both. 

11. This act shall be so interpreted and construed as 
to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the 
laws of those States which enact it and to harmonize, 
as far as possible, with Federal laws and regulations on 
the subject of aeronautics. 

12. This act may be cited as the Uniform State Law 
for aeronautics. 

13. All acts or parts of acts which are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

14. If any section or part of this act be questioned 
in court of competent jurisdiction and declared to be 
unconstitutional, such section or part shall be excluded 
and the remainder of this act shall continue in force 
and effect. 

15. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 313. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘A supplement to an act entitled “An act 
to establish a thorough and efficient system of free 
public schools, and to provide for the maintenance, 
support and management thereof,” approved October 
nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and three,’ 
which supplement was approved March twenty-second, 
one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, and 
amended April sixth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty,” which amendment was itself approved April 
eighth, nineteen hundred and twenty-one. 


BE rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Sections one and two of said supplement be and the 
same are hereby amended to read as follows: 
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1. When in any county a survey has been made set- 
ting forth facts and conditions regarding juvenile delin- 
quency and deficiency among children of school age, the 
results of which shall, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner of Education, warrant the establishment of a de- 
partment of child study, there may be appointed by the 
Commissioner of Education, with the approval of the 
State Board of Education, a supervisor of such depart- 
ment who shall work under the authority of the county 
superintendent. The term of office of such supervisor 
shall be for one year, and he or she shall receive an 
annual salary to be fixed by the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, with the approval of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, such salary not to exceed three thousand dollars 
($3,000) per annum. 

2. The county superintendent of the county in which 
a supervisor has been appointed, as provided herein, 
shall, before making his apportionment of school moneys, 
deduct from the amount of railroad tax appropriated to 
his county the salary of such supervisor, and the further 
sum of five hundred dollars for traveling expenses, 
which sums shall remain in the hands of the county col- 
lector and shall be available only for the payment of the 
salary of such supervisor and the expenses incurred by 
said supervisor in the performance of his official duties. 
If at the time of making the then next apportionment 
of school moneys any balance of said moneys heretofore 
appropriated shall remain in the hands of the county col- 
lector, said county collector shall certify to the county 

uperintendent of schools the amount of said balance, 
and the county superintendent shall thereupon include 
said amount in the amount to be apportioned among the 
schools of his county in the then next apportionment. 
The salary of such supervisor shall be paid in ten equal 
monthly installments, on orders issued by the county 
superintendent drawn on the county collector and paid 
out of the money apportioned to him for that purpose. 
All claims for expenses of said supervisor shall be paid 
after being audited by the county superintendent on 
orders issued by said county superintendent and drawn 
en the county collector; provided, such expenses shall 
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not exceed in any one year the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars. , 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 314. 


An Act to supplement an act entitled ‘‘An act to provide 
means for protection against fires in the territory 
within any incorporated camp meeting association in 
this State,’ approved April twenty-ninth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act to which this act is a supple- 
mient be and the same is hereby supplemented to read as 
follows: 

2. The legal voters of a district so organized shall 
meet annually on the third Saturday in February at three 
o’clock in the afternoon, and determine the amount of 
money to be raised for the ensuing year, and elect a 
board of fire commissioners, to consist of five persons 
resident in such district, who, when elected, shall possess, 
within such district, all the rights and powers of the 
township committee under this act and shall hold office 
for three years and until their successors are elected; 
provided, that at the first meeting of said board of fire 
commissioners elected after the passage of this act the 
members of said board shall divide themselves by lot into 
three classes; the term of two members composing the 
first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first 
year; the term of the two members composing the sec- 
ond class shall be vacated at the expiration of the second 
vear, and the term of the one member composing the 
ihird class shall be vacated at the expiration of the third 
year, so that two members of said board of fire commis- 
sioners shall be elected annually, after the first election 
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except every third year, when but one member shall be 

elected to hold office for three years, and if vacancies 

happen, by resignation or otherwise, the person or per- | 

sons elected to supply such vacancies, shall be elected for 

the unexpired term only. In the event a vacancy hap- Vacancy. 
pens by resignation or otherwise the board shall have the 

right to elect a member to fill the vacancy until the next 
succeeding election. Fach member of the board shal] Compensation. 
receive a salary of three dollars ($3.00) for each meet- 

ing attended, the gross amount of such salary not to 

exceed fifty dollars ($50) in any one year. The secre- 

tary shall receive as additional compensation an amount 

not to exceed sixty dollars ($60), in addition to his 

salary for attendance at meetings and the treasurer who 

shall be a member of the board and appointed for a 

term of one year, which shall receive as additional com- 
pensation the sum of one hundred dollars ($100). The Books audited. 
treasurer shall cause his books to be audited at least 

once a year within thirty days after the expiration of 

the fiscal year and the secretary of said board shall 

cause stich audit to be advertised at least twice in a 
newspaper published in the municipality of which a 

district is part and in the event there is no newspaper 
published in said municipality then a newspaper circulat- 

ing in said district. In the event the secretary shall Penalty for 
neglect or refuse to publish the audit within five days RPrshns 
after the first regular meeting subsequent to the delivery 

of said report to said board he shall forfeit and pay 

the sum of one hundred dollars ($100), which shall be 
recovered by an action of debt by any person who shall 

bring suit for the same, one-half of which shall go to 

such person and one-half to the treasury of the district. 

The district treasurer shall be the custodian of the custodian of 
moneys of the district and all moneys which the district "°"°* 
commissioners are by law authorized to receive and 
disburse, shall be paid to him and disbursed by him only 

on the warrant of the district commissioners signed 

by a majority thereof. Such person shall give surety pona. 
company bond to the district and only such surety 
authorized by the Department of Banking and Insurance 

to do business in this State, in such sum as the district 
commissioners shall approve conditioned for the faith- 
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ful discharge of the duties of his office, which bond 
shall be filed with the board of fire commissioners, the 
premium on said bond to be paid for by the district. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 315. 


An Act relating to the purity of the waters of the Rari- 
tan and Sandy Hook bays. 


Wuereas, The waters and the shores of the Raritan 
and Sandy Hook bays are used for recreational pur- 
poses, not only by the inhabitants of this State but 
by inhabitants of other States; and 

Wuereas, The prosperity of the municipalities which 
border upon such shores and waters, depends pro- 
portionately upon the purity of such waters used for 
bathing and recreational and food purposes; and 

WuereEas, The increased pollution of these waters may 
adversely affect the growth, prosperity and the health 
of the inhabitants of such municipalities; therefore 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey is hereby authorized to make an investigation 
to determine the sourcgs and the extent of the pollutions 
occuring in and to the waters of the Raritan and Sandy 
}1ook bays which pollutions have their source of origin 
in this State, and the effect of the pollutions upon such 
waters. 

2. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey shall make and file a report of the findings of 
its investigation as to the sources and the extent of the 
pollution occuring in and to the waters of the Raritan 
and Sandy Hook bays which pollution have their source 
of origin in this State, and the effect of the pollutions 
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upon such waters, with such recommendations as may 
be proper and necessary for the control of the pollutions. 

3. The sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to carry out the provi- 
sions of this act, is hereby appropriated, when included 
in any annual or supplemental appropriation bill. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 316. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
juries’ (Revision), approved March twenty-seventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, ap- 
proved April fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembiy 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of an act entitled ‘An act concerning 

juries” (Revision), approved March twenty-seventh, 

one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, as 
amended by act approved April fifteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty, be and the same is hereby 
amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

3. Every person summoned as a petit juror in the 
Supreme Court, the Circuit Courts, the Courts of Oyer 
and Terminer and general jail delivery, common pleas 
and of general quarter sessions of the peace shall receive 
the sum of five dollars for every day’s attendance at 
such courts, to be paid at the expiration of each term of 
service, by the sheriff of the county in which the juror 
shall serve, or at such other time or times within said 
term as the board of chosen freeholders of the county 
shall direct. 

2. This act shall take effect January first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty.

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CHAPTER 317. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning auto cabs, commonly 
called taxis, and their operation in the State,’ ap- 
proved March twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-six,” which amendment was ap- 
proved March nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 


1. No auto cab, as herein defined, shall be operated 
wholly or partly along any street in any municipality 
until the owner or owners thereof shall obtain the con- 
sent of the elective governing body or member thereof 
having control of the public streets in such municipality 
for the operation of such auto cabs and the use of any 
street or streets of said municipality; and no such con- 
sent shall become effective and no such operation shall 
be petmitted until the owner of such auto cab in any 
municipality shall have filed with the clerk of the munici- 
pality in which such operation is permitted, an insurance 
policy of a company duly licensed to transact business 
under the insurance laws of the State of New Jersey 
in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) against 
loss from the liability imposed by law upon the auto 
cab owner for damages on account of bodily injury or 
death suffered by any person or persons as a result of 
an accident occurring by reason of the ownership, main- 
tenance or use of such auto cab upon any public street, 
road or highway; and such consent shall continue effec- 
tive and such operation be permitted only so long as 
such insurance shall remain in force; such insurance 
policy shall provide for the payment of any final judg- 
ment recovered by any person on account of the owner- 
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ship, maintenance and use of such auto cab or any 
fault in respect thereto, and shall be for the benefit of 
every person suffering loss, damage or injury as afore- 
said; provided, however, if such owner or owners oper- 
ate more than one such auto cab, he or they may file 
with the clerk of the municipality, in leu of the afore- 
said insurance policy or policies, a bond or insurance 
policy of a company duly licensed to transact business 
under the insurance laws of the State of New Jersey, 
in the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), which 
shall be a blanket insurance covering all cabs operated 
by such owner or owners which shall provide for the 
payment of any final judgment recovered by any per- 
son on account of the ownership, maintenance and use 
of any such auto cabs or any fault in respect thereto, 
and shall be for the benefit of every person suffering 
loss, damage or injury as aforesaid; and provided, 
further, that a power of attorney shall be executed and 
delivered to the clerk of the municipality concurrently 
with the filing of a policy or bond herein before referred 
to, wherein and whereby the said owner shall nominate, 
constitute and appoint such fiscal officer his true and 
lawful attorney for the purpose of acknowledging 
service of any process out of a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be served against insured by virtue of 
the indemnity granted under the insurance policy or 
bond filed. Any such consent may be revoked by the 
governing body of the municipality granting the same, 
after notice and hearing, whenever it shall appear that 
the person to whom such consent was granted has failed 
to furnish or keep in force the insurance and power 
of attorney herein required, or to comply with any terms 
or conditions imposed by the board or body granting 
such consent or any law of the State of New Jersey. 
The clerk of the municipality upon the filing of the 
aforesaid policy shall issue to the person so filing a 
certificate in duplicate showing that such person has 
complied with the terms and provisions of this act, and 
such duplicate certificate shall be presented to the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles before any such car is 
licensed as an auto cab, and shall thereupon be filed with 
the said department. The original certificate issued by 
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said municipal clerk shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place within the auto cab. The certificate shall recite 
the name of the insurance company, the number of the 
policy, a description of the auto cab insured under such 
policy, with the registration number of the same and 
the date of expiration of the policy. Where an auto 
cab operates in more than one municipality the policy 
of insurance by this act required shall be filed with the 
clerk of the municipality in which the applicant has his 
principal place of business and certificates, in such 
number as may be necessary, certifying that the ap- 
plicant has complied with all the provisions of this act 
shall, by the clerk of such municipality, be delivered 
to the applicant, who shall file the certificate as afore- 
said issued with the several clerks of the respective 
municipalities in which said operation takes place; and 
provided, further, that any corporation organized under 
the laws of this State having a paid up cash capital 
of not less than one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
($150,000) may, in lieu of the filing of an insurance 
policy or policies as hereinbefore provided, carry its 
own liability insurance providing it can reasonably 
satisfy the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance as 
to the permanence and financial standing of its business, 
and in case the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall by written order make such an exemption, such 
company in lieu of the insurance policies herein pro- 
vided for, may file a copy of such order of exemption 
with a statement sworn to by the president, vice-presi- 
dent, treasurer or assistant treasurer of such corpora- 
tion that such corporation is the owner of auto cabs 
and that the copy of the order of exemption attached to 
such affidavit and filed therewith is a true copy of the 
criginal order and that the same has not been revoked. 
Such copy of order of exemption and statement shall 
remain in lieu of an insurance policy as herein provided 
for only so long as the paid up cash capital of said 
corporation shall be not less than one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($150,000) and the order of the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance shall remain in 
force. If it shall appear to the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance after a hearing that such company 
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no longer has a paid up cash capital of at least one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) and it 
is no longer able to pay damages which may result 
from an accident occurring by reason of the owner- 
ship, maintenance or use of the auto cabs owned by it, 
upon any public street, road or highway, he shall revoke 
his said order granting exemption, in which case said 
company shall immediately insure its liability as herein 
provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 318. 


An Act concerning the control of water in certain brooks 
and streams in counties by counties, cities, townships 
and villages. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every board of chosen freeholders in counties of 
the second class having a population of more than two 
hundred thousand and less than four hundred thousand 
shall have power and authority to expend public funds 
for the purpose of controlling the flow of water in all 
brooks and streams located in any county of this State, 
and to that end shall have power to construct and operate 
fiumes, dams and other structures necessary for the con- 
trol of the flow of water in said streams and brooks, and 
shall have power to fix a line adjacent to said streams 
and brooks beyond which no structure may be erected, 
or debris, ashes, dirt, earth or other substance deposited 
without the consent of said board of freeholders. Said 
board shall have the power to condemn lands and build- 
ings in accordance with the statutes concerning condem- 
nation. 

2. Said board of freeholders may contract with any 
city, town, township or village for the proportionate

cost as between the county and said city, town, township 
or village of the amount necessary to do the work as 
herein provided ; provided, however, that when an agree- 
ment is reached by the local municipality and the county 
as to the cost of said work, the work shall be done under 
the jurisdiction and supervision of the board of free- 
holders; and provided, further, that where the State of 
New Jersey has authorized the Department of Conserva- 
tion and Development, or any other State agency, to 
undertake the work of controlling floods or drainage of 
wet lands, then and in that event the Department of Con- 
servation and Development, or such other State agency 
so authorized shall have exclusive power over any such 
project. 

3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed and this act shall take effect immediately.

had, to revoke the license of any person to drive a motor 
vehicle when such person shall have been guilty of such 
wilful violation of the provisions of the act to which this 
act is a supplement as shall in the discretion of the said 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles or magistrate justify 
such revocation and the Court of Common Pleas upon 
the appeal of the said matter shall have the power to void 
the said revocation; and the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles shall at all times have the power to validate a 
license that has been revoked or to grant a new license 
to any person whose license to drive motor vehicles shail 
have been revoked.

fraudulent representation, neglect or refusal to make 
proper returns to the health officers or health depart- 
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ment of births, or of a puerperal, contagious or infec- 
tious disease, within the legal limit of time; failure to 
secure the attendance of a reputable physician in case of 
miscarriage, hemorrhage, abnormal presentation or posi- 
tion, retained placenta, convulsions, prolapse of the cord, 
fever during parturient stage, inflammation or discharge 
from the eyes of the new-born infant, or whenever any 
abnormal or unhealthy symptoms appear either in the 
inother or infant during labor or the puerperium; or 
where any person has been three times convicted of any 
violation of any ordinance of any local board of health 
regulating the practice of midwifery, and for the pur- 
pose of this provision payment of a penalty for violation 
of any such provision of any such ordinance shall be 
deemed equivalent to a conviction.

In counties of the first class, how- 
ever, the four appointive members of such board shall be 
appointed by the county supervisor. In counties of the 
second class having a population in excess of one hun-

Any person or corporation who may 
have heretofore executed any such deed, or his or her

without the collection of fares from such public officers ; 
provided, however, that for such transportation an 
amount equal to the lawful fares shall be considered a 
credit on account of any franchise tax or charges in 
the nature thereof payable or apportioned by law or 
ordinance to any municipality wherein such transporta- 
tion takes place. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
nmmeciately.

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CHAPTER. 325, 


An Act authorizing all municipalities and counties to 
establish, construct, improve, equip, maintain and 
operate airports or landing fields. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any municipality in this 
State is hereby authorized to acquire, establish, con- 
struct, own, control, lease, equip, improve, maintain, 
operate and regulate airports or landing fields for the 
use of airplanes and other aircraft within the limits of 
such municipality and may use for such purpose or pur- 
poses any property suitable therefor that is now or may 
at any time hereafter be owned or controlled by such 
municipality. 

2. The governing body of any county in this State is 
hereby authorized to acquire, by lease or purchase, and 
to establish, construct, own, control, lease, equip, im- 
prove, maintain, operate and regulate airports or land- 
ing fields for the use of airplanes and other aircraft 
within the limits of such counties, and may use for such 
purpose or purposes any property suitable therefor that 
is now or may at any time hereafter be owned or con- 
trolled by such county. 

3. Any lands acquired, owned, controlled or occupied 
by such municipality for the purposes enumerated in 
sections one hereof shall and are hereby declared to be 
acquired, owned, controlled and occupied for a public 
purpose and as a matter of public necessity, and such 
municipality shall have the right to acquire property for 
such purpose or purposes under the power of eminent 
domain as and for a public necessity. 

4. Private property needed by any municipality for 
an airport or landing field shall be acquired by purchase 
if the municipality is able to agree with the owners on 
the terms thereof, and otherwise by condemnation, in 
the manner provided by the law under which the munici- 
pality is authorized to acquire real property for public 
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purposes other than street purposes, or, if there be no 
such law, in the manner provided for and subject to the 
provisions of the condemnation law. The purchase 
price or award for real property acquired for an air- 
port or landing field may be paid for by appropriation 
of moneys available therefor or wholly or partly from 
the proceeds of the sale of bonds of the municipality, 
as the governing body of such municipality shall deter- 
mine, provided such bond issue shall not exceed the 
authorized debt limit of such municipality, and subject, 
however, to the adoption of a proposition therefor at a 
municipal election, 1f the adoption of such a proposition 
is a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds of such munici- 
pay for public purposes generally. 

The governing body of a municipality or county 
sick has established an airport or landing field and 
acquired, leased or set apart real property for such 
purpose may construct, improve, equip, maintain and 
operate the same, or may vest jurisdiction for the con- 
struction, improvement, equipment, maintenance and 
operation thereof, in any suitable officer, board or body 
of such municipality or county. The expenses of such 
construction, improvement, equipment, maintenance and 
operation shall be a municipal or county charge, as the 
case may be. The governing body of any municipality 
or county may adopt regulations and establish fees or 
charges for the use of such airport or landing field, or 
may authorize an officer, board or body of such munici- 
pality or county having jurisdiction to adopt such 
regulations and establish such fees or charges, subject, 
however, to the approval of such governing body before 
they shall take effect. 

6. The governing body of any municipality or county 
to which this act is applicable having power to appro- 
priate money therein may annually appropriate and 
cause to be raised by taxation in such municipality or 
county a sum sufficient to carry out the provisions of 
this act. 

7. This act shail take effect immediately.

An Act concerning the appointment and term of office 
of Commissioners of Assessment of ‘axes in certain 
cities.

A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to

nine hundred and sixteen, constituting Chapter two 
hundred and fifty-two of the Pamphlet Laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen.

1. In any county in this State now or hereafter hav- 
ing a population of between two hundred and fifty 
thousand and four hundred thousand inhabitants, as 
ascertained by the preceding Federal census, the chief 
financial officer of such county in preparing a statement 
of the debt condition of such county annually (known 
as the annual debt statement) and in preparing supple- 
mental debt statements, shall deduct in addition to all 
deductions otherwise permitted by law, indebtedness of 
such county incurred or to be incurred for park purposes 
to the amount of one per centum (1%) of the average 
assessed valuations, as stated in subdivision D of said 
annual or supplemental debt statement. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

2A. Iivery person, firm, association or corporation 
owning and engaged in the business of renting or leas- 
ing motor vehicles, without a driver, to be operated by 
the lessee or bailee, his agent or servant, for purposes 
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other than the transportation of passengers for hire, 
shall file with the clerk of the municipality in which the 
owner resides or has his place of business for the motor 
vehicle or vehicles intended to be so rented or leased, a 
policy or policies of insurance of a company duly 
licensed to transact business under the insurance laws 
of the State of New Jersey, insuring such motor vehicle 
owner against loss from the liability imposed by law 
upon such motor vehicle owner for damages on account 
of bodily injury or death suffered by any person or 
persons other than a person in the employ of such motor 
vehicle owner, or a person in, on or about such motor 
vehicle in the status of a passenger for hire as a result 
of accidents occurring by reason of the negligent main- 
tenance, use or operation of such motor vehicle upon the 
public highways of this State; and such policy or policies 
of insurance shall provide a limit of liability on the part 
of the insurer exclusive of court costs and the expenses 
of investigating and defending suits for each motor 
vehicle covered thereby, in the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) for bodily injury to or death of any 
one person, and subject to the same limit of ltability 
for each person so injured or killed, in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) for bodily injury to or 
death of more than one person in any one accident; and 
shall provide for the payment, subject, however, to the 
aforesaid limits of liability, of any final judgment 
recovered by any person or persons on account of the 
ownership, maintenance and use of such motor vehicle 
by either the owner thereof or the bailee, bailees, lessee 
or lessees, his, her or their agent or servant, or any 
fault in respect thereto, and shall be for the benefit of 
any person or persons suffering loss, damage or injury, 
as aforesaid. Such policy of insurance shall contain a 
provision for a continuing liability thereunder, subject, 
however, to the aforesaid limits of liability notwith- 
standing any recovery thereon, and shall further provide 
that nothing contained therein, nor the violation of any 
of the provisions thereof, shall relieve the insurer within 
the limit of liability aforesaid from the payment of any 
such judgment; but this provision shall not, as between 
the insurer and the assured, affect the rights given by 
the policy to the insurers against the assured because 
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Number of | of any such violation or otherwise. The owner, at his 
option, may file one policy for each motor vehicle, or 
one policy covering two or more vehicles, or one policy 
covering all vehicles operated under the same owner- 
ship, with provision for substitution and addition of 
motor vehicles thereunder, and may file policies of 
different insurers. The provisions of this act, so far 
as may be requisite, shall be read into and deemed to 
form a part of any such policy.

An Act vesting the title to real estate of which Mary M. 
McDermott died seized, and which is alleged to have 
escheated to the State of New Jersey in one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-one, in James Walsh. 


Preamble. WHuereEAs, Mary M. McDermott, late of the town of 
Montclair, county of Essex, and State of New Jersey, 
departed this life on the twenty-second day of Decem- 
ber, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, 
seized of the lot, tract or parcel of land, situate, lying 
and being in the town of Montclair, county of Essex 
and State of New Jersey: Beginning on the south- 
erly side of George Street, formerly Forest Street, 
distant north forty-three degrees twenty-five minutes, 
west two hundred and seventy-two feet four inches 
westerly from Sherwood Street; thence along George 
Street north forty-three degrees twenty-five minutes, 
west forty-three feet eight inches, to land of C. B. 
Cole, formerly R. C. Smith; thence along said land 
south forty-one degrees twenty-five minutes, west 
two hundred and fourteen and seventy one-hundredths 
feet lot number thirty-four on map of Peck and 
Doremus; thence along lots numbers thirty-four and 
thirty-five on said map south seventy-nine degrees

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning the 
charitable, correctional, reformatory and penal in- 
stitutions, boards and commissions, located and con- 
ducted in this State, which are supported in whole or 
in part from county, municipal or State funds,” ap- 
proved February twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and 
eighteen. 


Be it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four hundred and thirty of the act to which 
this is an amendment be and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 
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430. If the judicial officer shall determine that the 
patient is insane and has sufficient estate to pay for his 
full maintenance as fixed by the board of managers or 
board of chosen freeholders, as the case may be, or if 
the person or persons legally liable for his support, as 
herein provided, are able to pay for his maintenance, 
fixed as aforesaid, said judicial officer, after determin- 
ing the legal settlement of such patient may, in his dis- 
cretion, commit such patient to any State or county 
institution for the care and treatment of the insane in 
this State. In the final order of commitment he shall 
direct that the care and maintenance of such patient 
in the institution designated in said order shall be paid 
out of the estate of the patient or by the person or 
persons chargeable by law with his support, or by con- 
tract, as the case may be, and such order shall specify 
the per capita cost of maintenance as fixed from time 
to time by such institution, which shall be paid there- 
under, and shall, in the discretion of the judicial officer, 
contain such direction as may seem proper concerning 
security to be given for such payment. If a patient on 
final hearing is unable to pay the minimum rate fixed 
at said institution for nonindigent patients, but patient 
or his or her wife, husband, parents, grandparents, 
children or grandchildren, or any of them, is or are 
able to pay a part of the rate fixed for the maintenance 
of said patient, the judicial officer shall order that said 
patient be committed to the institution as an indigent 
patient chargeable to the county or to the State, as pro- 
vided in the act to which this act is an amendment, and 
on reasonable notice to the persons to be charged, may 
further order that said patient or his or her wife or 
husband, parents, grandparents, children or grandchil- 
dren, or any of them, pay monthly in advance to the 
chief executive officer of the institution in which the 
patient is confined in the case of State indigent patients, 
ior the use of said institution, or to the county treasurer 
of the county chargeable in the case of county indigent 
patients, such part of the cost of the maintenance of such 
patient as to said judicial officer may seem just. If the 
said county treasurer shall actually recetve from the 
said indigent patient, or his or her chargeable relatives, 
as aforesaid any money in excess of that paid by the 
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county in support of said patient he shall pay such excess 
to the chief executive officer of the institution in which 
said patient is confined, for the use of said institution. 

2. Section four hundred and forty-one of the act of 
which this act is an amendment be and the same is here- 
by amended so as to read as follows: 

441, The minimum rate of payment for the mainte- 
nance of any nonindigent patient shall be fixed by the 
board of managers or the board of chosen freeholders 
or committee thereof, at the per capita cost of mainte- 
nance at said institution, and shall be construed to be a 
reasonable charge for the care and treatment of any 
such patient and for necessaries advanced to any such 
patient. 

3. Section four hundred and forty-five of the act of 
which this act is an amendment be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

445. When any patient shall be committed to any 
State or county institution as a nonindigent patient and 
an order has been made directing the payment of the 
cost of the care and maintenance of such patient out 
of his estate, or by the person or persons chargeable 
by law with his care and maintenance, and such estate 
shall subsequently become exhausted or such person or 
persons chargeable as aforesaid shall become unable to 
continue such payments, or if such payments so due 
cannot be collected by the management of the institu- 
tion, the guardian of such patient, or the person or 
persons chargeable as aforesaid, or the chief executive 
officer of such institution may apply in writing to the 
judicial officer for the reopening of the matter, and such 
judicial officer shall have power, in his discretion, upon 
notice to the proper parties, to inquire into the facts, if 
necessary, and change the status of such patient to the 
indigent class, and make such further order of direction 
as may be necessary. When any patient shall have been 
heretofore or shall hereafter be committed to any State 
or county institution on an order directing the payment 
of the cost of the care and maintenance of such patient 
out of his estate or by the person or persons chargeable 
by law with his care and maintenance, it shall be lawful 
for the judicial officer, upon application of the manage- 
ment of the institution or the Attorney-General or 
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county counsel, as the case may be, upon notice to the 
representative of the estate or to the person or persons 
chargeable by law with his care and maintenance, upon 
proof of the ability of the estate of such patient or such 
person or persons legally liable, to pay the whole or a 
greater portion of the cost of such care and mainte- 
nance, not exceeding the per capita cost of maintenance 
in such institution, to enter an order directing that such 
new rate be paid by such estate or by such person or 
persons chargeable by law with the care and mainte- 
nance of such patient. 

4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER: 333; 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and 
management thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every board of education may sell or dispose of 
any lands or buildings or any right or interest therein 
which ceases to be suitable or convenient for the use 
for which they were acquired or are no longer needed 
for school purposes, whether said lands or buildings or 
any right or interest therein have been heretofore ac- 
quired or may hereafter be acquired by said board of 
education by purchase or through condemnation proceed- 
ings for school purposes. 

2. No lands, buildings or any right or interest therein 
shall be sold by any board of education except at public 
sale and to the highest bidder after public advertisement 
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given in a newspaper circulating in the city school dis- 
trict wherein the lands or buildings or any right or inter- 
est therein are located, at least once a week for two 
weeks prior to such sale, and the purchaser thereof shall 
acquire the title to said lands, buildings or any right or 
interest therein free from any use or purpose for which 
the same may have been acquired by the said board of 
education; providing, however, that the requirement 
herein for public sale to the highest bidder shall not 
apply to any sale of land or buildings or any right or 
interest therein by any board of education to the United 
States of America, the State of New Jersey or any 
political subdivision of said State. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 334. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the protec- 
tion of certain kinds of birds, game and fish, to 
regulate their method of capture, and provide open 
and closed seasons for such capture and possession’’ 
(Revision of 1903), approved April fourtenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful to purchase, sell, offer for sale, 
expose for sale, or possess for sale, any black or Oswego 
bass in this State, excepting for propagating purposes, 
and it shall be unlawful to export from or import into 
this State for commercial purposes any black or Oswego 
bass, excepting for propagating purposes, under a 
penalty of twenty dollars ($20.00) for each black or 
Oswego bass purchased, sold, offered for sale, exposed 
for sale, possessed for sale, imported or exported, to 
be recovered in accordance with the provisions of the 
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act entitled “An act to provide a uniform procedure for 
the enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and 
birds, and for the recovery of penalties for violations 
thereof,’ approved March twenty-ninth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-seven, and the amendments 
thereof,and the supplements thereto. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning corporations” (Revision of 1896), approved 
April twenty-first, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-six, as heretofore amended. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section nineteen, as heretofore amended, of the act 
to which this act is an amendment, is hereby further 
amended to read as follows: 

19. Every stockholder shall have a certificate, signed 
by the president or a vice-president, and either the 
treasurer or an assistant treasurer, or the secretary or 
an assistant secretary, certifying the number of shares 
owned by him in such corporation, but where such 
certificate is signed by a transfer agent or an assistant 
transfer agent or by a transfer clerk on behalf of such 
corporation and a registrar, the signatures of any such 
president, vice-president, treasurer, assistant treasurer, 
secretary or assistant secretary may be facsimiles. In 
case any officer or officers who shall have signed, or 
whose facsimile signature or signatures shall have been 
used on, any such certificate or certificates shall cease 
to be such officer or officers of such corporation, for 
whatever cause, before such certificate or certificates 
shall have been delivered by such corporation, such certi- 
ficate or certificates may nevertheless be adopted by such 
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corporation and be issued and delivered as though the 
person or persons who signed such certificate or certifi- 
cates or whose facsimile signature or signatures shall 
have been used thereon had not ceased to be such officer 
or officers of such corporation. All certificates hereto- 
fore issued, which are signed as aforesaid, shall be as 
valid and effectual for all purposes as if signed by the 
president and treasurer of the corporation. 

2. Section thirty-six of the act of which this act is 
an amendment, is hereby further amended to read as 
follows: 

36. Unless otherwise provided in the charter, certifi- 
cate or by-laws of the corporation, at every election each 
stockholder, whether resident or nonresident, shall be 
entitled to one vote in person or by proxy for each share 
of the capital stock held by him, but no proxy shall be 
voted on after three years from its date. The board 
of directors shall have power to close the stock transfer 
books of the corporation for a period not exceeding 
thirty days preceding the date of any meeting of stock- 
holders or the date for payment of any dividend or the 
date for the allotment of rights or the date when any 
change or conversion or exchange of capital stock shall 
go into effect; provided, further, that in lieu of closing 
the stock transfer books as aforesaid, the by-laws may 
fix or authorize the board of directors to fix in advance 
a date, not exceeding thirty days preceding the date of 
any meeting of stockholders, or the date for the pay- 
ment of any dividend, or the date for the allotment of 
rights, or the date when any change or conversion or 
exchange of capital stock shall go into effect, as a record 
date for the determination of the stockholders entitled 
to notice of and to vote at any such meeting, or entitled 
to receive payment of any such dividend, or any such 
allotment of rights, or to exercise the rights in respect 
to any such change, conversion or exchange of capital 
stock, and in such case stockholders of record on the 
date so fixed shall be exclusively entitled to such notice 
of and vote at such meeting, or to receive payment of 
such dividend, or allotment of rights, or exercise such 
rights, as the case may be, and notwithstanding any 
transfer of any stock on the books of the corporation 
after any such record date fixed as aforesaid. In case 
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the transfer books of the corporation shall not have been 
closed and no date shall have been fixed as a record date 
for the determination of the stockholders entitled to vote, 
as above provided, no share of stock shall be voted on 
at any election of directors after the first election of 
airectors which has been transferred on the books of the 
corporation within twenty days next preceding such elec- 
tion of directors. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 336. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning district courts’ ” 
(Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory shall be amended to read as follows: 

2. The plaintiff in any action based on contract 
wherein the true amount intended to be recovered 1s 
over the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) may 
endorse upon the state of demand a notice to the defend- 
ant that the plaintiff demands that the defendant shall 
file a written specification of defenses intended to be 
made to said action on or before the time specified for 
appearance in the process or summons, or on the return 
of the warrant, or at the time of appearance specified 
in the recognizance, and thereupon the defendant shall 
specify such defenses in writing and file the same and 
serve a copy thereof upon the plaintiff or his attorney 
within such time, and shall at the trial be confined to 
the defenses so specified; and in case the defendant fails 
to comply with such demand and serve such copy within 
such time, he shall be barred from making any defense 
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to said action, but the court, at or before the trial of 
the action, upon terms, may permit such defendant to 
file and serve, or amend such specifications. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act for the payment of a bonus to each soldier, or 
a dependent or dependents thereof, who served in the 
military or naval forces of the United States during 
the war between the United States and the German 
Empire and its allies. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any soldier, as defined in this act, who served in Soldiers’ 

ed ae . bonus. 

the military or naval forces of the United States during 

the war between the United States and the German 
Empire and its allies, or, in the case of the death of a 
soldier, the dependent or dependents of such deceased 
soldier, shall be entitled to and shall receive a bonus for 

such service on the basis of ten dollars ($10) for each 
month of fraction thereof, from March twenty-fifth, 
nineteen hundred and seventeen, to date of discharge; 
provided, that no such soldier, or the dependent or Proviso. 
dependents of such deceased soldier, shall be entitled to 
receive anv amount in the aggregate, under this act, in 
excess of one hundred dollars ($100), provided, further, Proviso. 
that no payments shall be made to any soldier, or ce- 
pendent or dependents of a deceased soldier, who entered 

the service of United States subsequent to November. 
eleventh, nineteen hundred and eighteen. 

2. The word “soldier” as used in this act shall be Definition. 
taken to mean and include any officer, soldier, sailor, 
marine, nurse, or any other person regularly enlisted or 
inducted, who was or is a part of the military or naval 
forces of the United States in the war with Germany 
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and her allies, and who was a resident of the State of 
New Jersey at the time he was commissioned, enlisted, 
inducted, appointed or mustered into the military or 
naval service of the United States, and who has been 
or may be given an honorable or ordinary discharge or 
release from such service. For the purpose of this act 
the term “a dependent” or ‘‘dependents” shall be taken 
to mean and include any person or persons who was at 
the time such soldier entered the service, or during such 
time of service, dependent for the necessaries of life in 
whole or in part upon such soldier. 

3. Any soldier, as defined in this act, shall, upon writ- 
ten application to the Adjutant-General of the State, 
receive such bonus; provided, that the said application 
shall show to the satisfaction of the Adjutant-General 
that such soldier, or in the case of the death of a soldier, 
the dependent or dependents of such deceased soldier, 
was outside the jurisdiction of the State of New Jersey 
during the time between April thirteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and éwenty, and April first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-six, or other satisfactory 
evidence that such soldier or dependent or dependents 
of a deceased soldier shall have been otherwise unable 
to make application for such bonus. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Adjutant-General to 
investigate all claims and applications filed under the 
provisions of this act, and if satisfied of the sufficiency 
of such claim or application, to approve the same and 
direct payment thereof from the funds hereinafter pro- 
vided for. Payment shall be made by the treasurer 
upon the warrant of the Comptroller of the Treasury in 
the same form and manner as other claims against the 
State. 

5. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act the Adjutant-General is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to make such rules and regulations 
hereunder as shall seem necessary. The Adjutant- 
General shail cause to be prepared and distributed ap- 
plications, blanks and all applications for a bonus, under 
the provisions of this act, shall be made to the Adjutant- 
General upon application blanks provided for that pur- 
pose. 
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6. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- Appropriation. 
sions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum 
of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000), or so much 
thereof as may be necessary. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to fix and define a portion of the southerly 
boundary line and a portion of the westerly boundary 
line of the borough of Avon-by-the-Sea, in the county 
of Monmouth. 


WHereas, That portion of the southerly boundary line Preamble. 
of the borough of Avon-by-the-Sea, in the county of 
Monmouth, easterly from the iron bridge erected by 
the county of Monmouth, across Shark River, was 
heretofore fixed and defined by an act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of New Jersey; and 

Wuereas, Difficulty has arisen as to the location of that Preamble. 
portion of the southerly boundary line of the borough 
of Avon-by-the-Sea, west of the iron bridge erected 
by the county of Monmouth across Shark River, be- 
tween Main Street, Avon-by-the-Sea, and F Street, 
Belmar ; and 

Wuereas, In order that all difficulty may be removed Preamble. 
and that the proper and accurate location of said 
southerly portion of the boundary line may be fixed 
and determined by an act of the Legislature; there- 
fore, 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That portion of the southerly boundary line of the Poutherly 
borough of Avon-by-the-Sea westerly from the iron line fixed. 
bridge, erected by the county of Monmouth, across 


Shark River, between Main Street, Avon-by-the-Sea, 
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and F Street, Belmar, be and the same is hereby, and 
shall hereafter be, fixed and determined as follows: 

Beginning at a point in the middle of the iron bridge 
crected by the county of Monmouth, across Shark River, 
between Main Street, Avon-by-the-Sea, and F Street, 
Belmar, at the center of the South Channel of Shark 
River ; extending thence westerly along the center of the 
South Channel of Shark River, the various courses 
thereof to a point in the westerly line of the New York 
and Long Branch Railroad. 

2. That portion of the westerly boundary line of the 
borough of Avon-by-the-Sea lying between the north 
shore of Shark River and the center of the South Chan- 
nel of Shark River, be and the same is hereby, and shall 
hereafter be, fixed and determined as extending along 
the westerly line of the New York and Long Branch 
Railroad. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 339. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the board of chosen free- 
holders of any county of this State to provide by resolu- 
tion for the regulation and inspection of wires, conduc- 
tors and appliances for the purpose of utilizing elec- 
trical energy for light, heat and power when introduced 
or placed in any building in such county; provided, 
however, such regulation and inspection shall not be 
inconsistent with the current issue of the national elec- 
trical code and the rules and regulations for wiring of 
the corporation, firm or individual by which the electrical 
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energy is to be supplied, or the existing standards of the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners. After the 
passage of such resolution no person, firm or corporation 
shall put in use any electrical wires, appliances and cur- 
rents for the purposes aforesaid which shall not have 
been inspected and approved by the inspector of such 
county appointed for such purpose. ‘The inspector shall 
iurnish a certificate of inspection to any person, firm or 
corporation applying therefor. Such proposed resolu- 
tion shall prescribe the method of location, arrangement, 
installation and use of such wires and appliances, and 
shall fix the powers and duties of the inspector thereof, 
as the said body shall from time to time deem necessary 
for the protection of life and property, and fix a fee or 
fees for each inspection not exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00). 

2. ‘The board of chosen freeholders of any county in 
this State providing by resolutions for the inspection of 
electrical wires, appliances and currents for furnishing 
light, heat and power pursuant to preceding section shall 
appoint and fix the compensation of an inspector or 
inspectors, as the need may be, of electrical wiring, who 
shall have a practical and technical knowledge of the 
construction and operation of interior electrical wiring 
and appliances. 

3. Upon the passgge of any such resolution as con- 
templated in the preceding sections of this act, it shall 
be unlawful for any persons, real or artificial, engaged 
in the business of furnishing electricity for light, heat 
or power purposes to refuse to supply electrical current 
for such purposes upon the production of a written 
certificate of the inspector of electrical wires and appli- 
ances approving the construction thereof in any building, 
or to exact or charge any fee or charge for the inspection 
covered by said inspector as a condition to supplying 
such electrical current for furnishing light, heat or 
power ; nor shall any insurance company, or agent there- 
of, from and after the passage of a resolution by the 
board of chosen freeholders of any county in this State 
pursuant to the preceding sections of this act, exact or 
charge any fee or charge for the inspection covered by 
said inspector as a condition to insuring any building 
or buildings in which such electrical wires, appliances 
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and currents are introduced or placed; provided, that no 
corporation, firm or individual supplying electrical 
energy shall be compelled to extend its lines or wires 
more than two hundred and fifty feet to connect such 
building unless the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners shall after hearing order such extension; and 
provided, further, that no such corporation, firm or 
individual shall be obliged to supply service to any per- 
son, persons or corporations at the time indebted to the 
corporation, firm or individual from which such service 
connection is sought. The foregoing provision shall be 
enforced by the Public Utility Commission and the 
Department of Banking and Insurance, respectively ; 
frovided, however, that this act shall not apply to or 
affect‘ any city in this State which is or may hereafter 
be acting under the provisions of an act entitled “An act 
concerning cities of the first class in this State, and 
constituting municipal boards of street and water com- 
missioners therein, and defining the powers and duties 
of such municipal boards, and relating to the municipal 
affairs and departments of such cities, placed under the 
control and management of such boards, and providing 
for the maintenance of the same,’ approved March 
twenty-eighth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
one; and provided, further, that the board of freeholders 
of any county proceeding to act under this act shall not 
exercise jurisdiction hereunder in any city, the govern- 
ing body of which may have adopted the provisions of 
an act entitled “An act to authorize cities in this State 
to provide by ordinance for the regulation and inspection 
of electrical wires, appliances and currents for furnishing 
light, heat and power in certain cases, and to fix the 
penalty for the failure to comply with the provisions of 
such ordinance and to make it unlawful, when an ordi- 
nance for such regulation is passed by any city in this 
State, for insurance companies, and those engaged in 
furnishing electricity for light, heat or power purposes, 
tc charge for inspection covered by such ordinance,” 
approved March twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred and 
twelve. 

4, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 340. 


An Act concerning the employees in the fire departments 
of any municipality of this State. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person employed as janitor in a fire depart- 
ment, in any municipality now or hereafter having a 
population of less than fifty thousand inhabitants, as 
ascertained by the preceding Federal census, and who 
was so employed prior to the passage of this act, shall 
be designated as a uniformed fireman, and shall be 
entitled to the benefits of any statute of this State, and 
to the ordinances of any such municipality regulating 
and fixing the salary and tenure of such uniformed fire- 
men. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 341. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to define, regu- 
late and license real estate brokers and salesmen, creat- 
ing a State real estate commission, defining its powers 
and duties, and providing penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof,” passed March twenty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 
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2. A real estate broker for the purposes of this act 
is defined to be any person, firm or corporation, who 
tor a fee, commission or other valuable consideration, 
lists for sale, sells, exchanges, buys or rents, or offers 
or attempts to negotiate a sale, exchange, purchase or 
rental of an estate or interest in real estate, or collects 
or offers or attempts to collect rent for the use of real 
estate or negotiates, or offers or attempts to negotiate 
a loan secured or to be secured by a mortgage or other 
encumbrance upon or transfer of real estate for others. 
A real estate salesman within the meaning of this act is 
any person who, for compensation, valuable considera- 
tion or commission, or other thing of value, is employed 
by a licensed real estate broker to sell or offer to sell, 
to buy or offer to buy or negotiate the purchase, sale 
or exchange of real estate, or offers or attempts to 
negotiate a loan secured or to be secured by a mortgage 
or other encumbrance upon or transfer of real estate, 
cr to lease or rent, or offer to lease or rent any real 
estate for others; provided, however, that the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to any person, firm, partner- 
ship, association or corporation which, as a bona fide 
owner or lessor, shall perform any of the aforesaid acts 
with reference to property owned by them, nor shall 
ihe provisions of this act apply or be construed to include 
attorneys-at-law, or a receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, 
executor, administrator or to any person or corporation 
selling real estate under the order of any court, or the 
terms of a deed of trust or to State banks, Federal 
banks, savings banks and trust companies located within 
this State, or to insurance companies incorporated 
under the insurance laws of this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 342. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and man- 
agement thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section one hundred and three to read as 
follows : 

103. Whenever a township, incorporated town or 
borough school district shall desire to consolidate with 
one or more township, incorporated town or borough 
school districts, the board of education of said district 
shall petition the county superintendent of schools of 
the county in which said district shall be situate, to ap- 
point a time when meetings of the legal voters of the 
districts proposed to be consolidated shall be held, and 
said county superintendent of schools shall, upon receiv- 
ing said petition, appoint a day for said meetings, and 
shall notify the board of education of each of said dis- 
tricts of his action. Each board of education receiving 
such notification shall cause its district clerk to post 
notices calling a special meeting of the legal voters of 
the district for the purpose of voting on the question of 
the consolidation of said districts. Said meeting shall 
be called in the same manner as other special meetings 
are called, and shall be held on the day designated there- 
for by the county superintendent of schools, at such 
hour and place as may be determined by the board of 
education. The election shall be by ballot, and the chair- 
tan shall appoint two tellers, who shall receive and 
count the ballots in the presence of the chairman of the 
meeting. The secretary of the meeting shall keep a poll- 
list and shall record therein the name of each person 
voting at such meeting, and shall also keep a tally-sheet 
ef the votes as counted by the tellers. The tally-sheet 
shall be signed by the chairman and tellers, and said

tally-sheet, poll-list and ballots shall be placed in a sealed 
package by the secretary, endorsed with the name of 
the district, the name of the county in which said dis- 
trict shall be situate, and the date on which said election 
shall have been held, and said package, together with a 
statement of the result of said election, signed by the 
chairman and secretary, shall be, within five days after 
the date of said election, forwarded by said secretary to 
the county superintendent of schools, and the same shall 
be preserved by him for one year. If the county super- 
intendent of schools shall ascertain from said statements 
that the number of votes cast in each of said districts 
in favor of consolidation exceeds the number of votes 
cast against the same, he shall immediately notify each 
of the boards of education of the result of said election, 
and thereafter said districts shall constitute a con- 
solidated school district. 

2. Amend section one hundred and four to read as 
follows: 

104. When two districts vote to consolidate, the board 
of education of each district consolidated in the manner 
provided in the preceding section shall, upon receipt of the 
notice from the county superintendent of schools of such 
consolidation, select by lot four of its number to serve 
as members of the board of education of the consolidated 
district, and the eight members so selected shall select 
the ninth member of said board from among the remain- 
ing members of the board of education of that district 
which shall employ the greater number of teachers; 
provided, that if the board of education of one of the 
districts so consolidated shall consist of but three mem- 
bers, all of said members shall be members of the board 
of education of the consolidated district, and four mem- 
bers of said board shall be chosen as hereinbefore pro- 
vided from the board of education of the other dis- 
trict so consolidated ; and provided further, that if each 
of said boards of education shall consist of three mem- 
bers only, said board shall constitute the board of 
education of the consolidated district, and the board 
constituted as hereinbefore provided shall serve until 
the next annual meeting for the election of members 
of boards of education, and the terms of office of the 
remaining members of the board of education of each 
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of said districts so consolidated shall thereupon cease 
and determine. At said annual meeting a board of 
education shall be elected as provided for the election 
of members of boards of education in new township 
school districts. When more than two districts shall 
vote to consolidate, the county superintendent shall select 
nine members from among the members of the boards 
of education of such districts joining in the consolida- 
tion to constitute the board of education of the con- 
solidated district. ‘The membership shall be apportioned 
by the county superintendent of schools among the 
several districts comprising the consolidated district as 
nearly as may be according to the number of their 
inhabitants as shown by the last published United States 
census report which apportionment shall continue to 
represent the respective municipal sections of the con- 
solidated school district until changed by reapportion- 
ment which shall be made immediately succeeding the 
published report of each subsequent United States 
census. The boards of education of each of the con- 
solidated districts shall continue to conduct the schools 
of the respective districts until June thirtieth next fol- 
lowing the election to consolidate when’ their terms of 
office shall cease. ‘The appointed board of education 
shall serve until the next annual meeting for the election 
of members of boards of education when the terms of 
office of the members so appointed shall end. At the 
said annual meeting a board of education shall be elected 
as follows: The board of education of the consolidated 
district shall provide for the election of members of the 
board of education within the territorial limits of each 
of the former districts and each such district shall elect 
members to replace the members appointed from that 
district by the county superintendent of schools. ‘The 
members so elected shall hold office for the following 
terms: the three members receiving the highest number 
of votes in any of the districts shall be declared elected 
for three years, the three members receiving the next 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected for the 
two-year term, and the next three members shall be 
declared elected for the term of one year and there- 
after vacancies shall be filled in the respective districts 
as they occur under the provisions of the consolidated 
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board of education in the same manner as elections are 
conducted in districts of but one municipality except that 
elections to fill vacancies shall be provided for by the 
board of education only in the districts where vacancies 
occur. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 343. 


“An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’’ approved April third, one 
thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eleven of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

11. Whenever any insurance company of this State 
shall voluntarily dissolve or a receiver thereof shall be 
appointed by the Court of Chancery or other court of 
competent jurisdiction the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance shall thereupon deliver such receiver or 
the directors or trustees on dissolution, the stocks, bonds, 
or bonds and mortgages, deposited as aforesaid, and 
upon such delivery the said commissioner shall be 
relieved of all further responsibility or obligation in re- 
gard to the securities so deposited; provided, that said 
deposited securities shall not be delivered to the direc- 
tors or trustees on dissolution until all proceedings in 
such voluntary dissolution shall have been first approved 
by the commissioner. 

2. Section fifteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 
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15. Whenever, in the judgment of the board of direc- 
tors of any insurance corporation of this State, it shall 
be deemed advisable and most for the benefit of such 
company that it should be dissolved, the board, within 
ten days after the adoption of a resolution to that effect 
by a majority of the whole board at any meeting called 
for that purpose, of which meeting every director shall 
have received at least three days notice, shall cause notice 
of the adoption of such resolution to be mailed to each 
stockholder, or if a mutual company, to each*member, 
residing in the United States, and also beginning within 
said ten days cause a like notice to be published in a 
newspaper published in the county wherein the company 
shall have its principal office, at least four weeks succes- 
sively, once a week, next preceding the time appointed 
for the same, of a meeting of the stockholders or mem- 
bers to be held at the office of the company to take 
action upon the resolution so adopted by the board of 
directors, which meeting shall be held between the hours 
of ten o’clock in the forenoon and three o’clock in the 
afternoon of the day so named, and which meeting may, 
on the day so appointed, by consent of a majority in 
interest of the stockholders or members present, be 
adjourned, from time to time for not less than eight 
days at any one time, of which adjourned meeting notice 
by advertisement in said newspaper shall be given; and 
if at any such meeting two-thirds in interest of all the 
stockholders, or if a mutual company, of two-thirds of 
the members, shall consent that a dissolution shall take 
place and signify their consent in writing, such consent, 
together with a list of the names and residences of the 
directors and officers, certified by the president and the 
secretary or treasurer, shall be filed in the Department 
of Banking and Insurance, whereupon, if the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance shall be satisfied by 
due proof submitted to and verified by the commissioner 
that the requirements aforesaid have been complied with, 
he shall issue a certificate that such consent has been 
filed, and the board of directors shall cause such certi- 
ficate to be published, four weeks successively, at least 
once a week, in a newspaper published ‘in said county; 
and upon the filing in the Department of Banking and 
Insurance of an affidavit that said certificate has been 
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so published, the company shall be dissolved and the 
board shall proceed to settle up and adjust its business 
and affairs; whenever all the stoekholders or members 
shall consent, in writing, to a dissolution, no meeting or 
notice thereof shall be necessary, but on filing said con- 
sent in the Department of Banking and Insurance, the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall forth- 
with issue a certificate of dissolution, which shall be 
published as above provided; provided, however, that no 
disbursement of the assets and/or funds of the insur- 
ance company shall be made to the stockholders until 
all proceedings in such voluntary dissolution shall have 
been first approved by the commissioner. 

3. Section seventy-two of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

72. The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall have the power, whenever he deems the same 
expedient, to make or cause to be made, an examination 
of the assets and liabilities, method of conducting busi- 
ness and all other affairs of every insurance company 
authorized to transact business in this State, and shall 
miake such an examination of every domestic life insur- 
ance company at least once in three years. For the 
purpose of such an examination the commissioner may 
commission and employ such persons to conduct the 
same or to assist therein as he may deem advisable, 
which examination may be conducted in any State or 
country in which the company examined is incorporated 
er has an office, agent or place of business. 

The reasonable expenses of such examination shall be 
fixed at and determined by the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance, and he shall collect the same from 
the corporation examined, which shall pay same on 
presentation of a detailed account of such expenses. 

In case any company, after such examination, shall be 
declared by the Chancellor to be insolvent, the expense 
of such examination, if unpaid, shall be taxed in the 
costs of the proceedings in the Court of Chancery and 
paid out of the assets of the company. 

No insurance corporation shall, either directly or in- 
directly, pay, by way of gift, credit or otherwise, any 
cther or further sum to the commissioner or to any 
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person in the employ of the insurance department, for 
extra service or for purposes of legislation, or for any 
other purpose whatsoever. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 344. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act declaring 
unlawful certain practices in connection with the 
issuance, sale, offer for sale, purchase, offer to pur- 
chase, promotion, negotiation, advertisement or dis- 
tribution of securities within this State, and provid- 
ing for the investigation and prevention of such prac- 
tices,” approved March nineteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
tollows: 

3. Whenever it shall appear to the Attorney-General, 
either upon complaint or otherwise, that any person, 
partnership, corporation, company, or association, has 
engaged in, or is engaging in, or is about to engage in, 
any practice declared to be illegal and prohibited by this 
act, or whenever the Attorney-General believes it to be 
in the public interest that an investigation of any such 
matters should be made, he may 

(a) Require or permit such person, partnership, cor- 
poration, company, or association to file with him on 
such forms as he may prescribe, a statement or report 
in writing under oath or otherwise, as to all the facts 
and circumstances concerning the issuance, sale, offer 
for sale, purchase, offer to purchase, promotion, negotia- 
tion, advertisement or distribution, of securities, within 
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this State, by said person, partnership, corporation, 
company, or association, and such other data and in- 
formation as may be relevant and material thereto. 

(b) Examine the promoter, seller, broker, dealer, 
negotiator, advertiser and issuer of any such securities, 
and any agents, employees, partners, officers, directors, 
members or stockholders thereof, under oath; and 
examine such records, books, documents, accounts and 
papers as may be relevant or material to the inquiry. 

(c) Administer an oath or affirmation to any witness 
whose testimony may be required, compel the appearance 
and attendance of any such person for the purpose of 
examination, by subpoena ad testificandum, or order the 
production of any records, books, documents, accounts 
and papers, by subpoena duces tecum; the subpoena here- 
in provided for may be served by any police officer, or 
constable, of the State of New Jersey, or by any person 
designated by the Attorney-General. 

2. Section four of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows : 

4. In case any person, partnership, corporation, com- 
pany, or association shall fail, or refuse to file any such 
statement or report, or shall fail or refuse to obey such 
subpeena, or to give testimony, or to answer questions 
as required, or to produce any books, records, docu- 
ments, accounts or papers as required, the Court of 
Chancery of this State, upon application made to it and 
upon proof being made of such failure or refusal, may

subpoena may contain a direction that such witness bring

also be the duty of said clerk to issue under the seal of 
said court, such other or further order in reference to 
the examination, appearance and production of books, 
records, documents, accounts or papers as aforesaid as 
said court shall direct; and in case any person so sum- 
moned by subpoena issued by said clerk as aforesaid, 
shall fail or refuse to obey such subpcena or to answer 
any direction therein, or to give testimony, or answer 
questions as required, or to produce any books, records, 
documents, accounts or papers, or in case any such per- 
son shall fail or refuse to obey any order, the court, on 
motion supported by proof, may order an attachment 
for contempt to be issued against any person charged 
with disobedience to any order or injunction issued out 
of the Court of Chancery pursuant to this act; and if 
the person so offending shall be brought before the 
court by virtue of said attachment, and if upon a hearing 
such disobedience shall appear, the court, in its discre- 
tion may order such offender to be committed and kept 
im close custody until it shall further order therein. 

3. Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows: 

5. In case any person, partnership, corporation, com- 
pany, or association shall fail or refuse to file any such 
statement or report, or shall fail or refuse to obey any 
subpoena, the issuance of which is provided for in this 
act, or to produce books, records, documents, accounts 
or papers, or to give testimony or to answer questions, 
as required by this act, the Attorney-General, in addition 
to the other remedies provided for herein, may apply to 
the Court of Chancery for, and upon proof of such 
failure or refusal the court may grant an injunction 
restraining the issuance, sale, offer for sale, purchase, 
or offer to purchase, promotion, negotiation, advertise- 
nient or distribution within this State of securities, by 
such person, partnership, corporation, company, or as- 
sociation, and any agents, employees, brokers, partners,

ing of testimony and the answering of questions, such 
other and further relief as the facts may warrant.

6. Whenever it shall appear to the Attorney-General 
from any report or statement filed, from any examina- 
tion made as provided for in this act, or from any other 
source, that any person, partnership, corporation, com- 
pany, or association has engaged in, is engaging in, or 
is about to engage in, any practice declared to be illegal 
and prohibited by this act, he may by petition or bill of 
complaint setting forth the facts and circumstances of 
the case, apply to the Court of Chancery for a writ of 
injunction, or the appointment of a receiver, or both, 
and the court being satisfied by affidavit or otherwise of 
the sufficiency of said application and the truth of the 
allegations contained in the petition or bill, and upon 
such notice as the court may by order direct, may pro- 
ceed in'a summary way to hear the affidavits, proofs and 
allegations which may be offered on behalf of the parties, 
and if upon such inquiry it shall appear to the court that 
any such person, partnership, corporation, company, or 
association has engaged in, or is engaging in, or is about 
to engage in any practice declared to be illegal and pro- 
hibited by this act, the court may issue an injunction 
restraining such person, partnership, corporation, com- 
pany or association, and any agents, employees, brokers, 
partners, officers, directors and stockholders thereof, 
from continuing such practices or engaging therein or 
doing any acts in furtherance thereof, and the court may 
also issue an injunction restraining the issuance, sale, 
offer for sale, purchase, or offer to purchase, promotion, 
uegotiation, advertisement or distribution within this 
State of any securities by such person, partnership, cor- 
poration, company, or association, and any agents, em- 
ployees, brokers, partners, officers, directors or stock- 
holders thereof until the court shall otherwise order. 

5. Section seven of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
tollows: 
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7. (a) Whenever the Court of Chancery shall issue Authority 


ay injunction provided for in section six, against a 
person, partnership, company, or association, it may ap- 
point a receiver with power to sue for, collect, receive 
and take into his possession all the goods and chattels, 
rights and credits, moneys and effects, lands and tene- 
ments, books, records, documents, papers, choses in 
action, bills, notes and property of every description, 
derived by means of any practice declared to be illegal 
and prohibited by this act, including also all property 
with which such property has been mingled, if such prop- 
erty cannot be identified in kind because of such com- 
mingling, and sell, convey and assign the same, and hold 
and dispose of the proceeds thereof under the direction 
of the Court of Chancery for the equal benefit of all 
who establish an interest therein by reason of the use 
and employment by the defendant of any practices herein 
declared to be illegal and prohibited; and the court shall 
have jurisdiction of all questions arising in said proceed- 
ings and may make such orders and decrees therein as 
justice and equity shall require. 

(b) Whenever the Court of Chancery shall issue any 
injunction provided for in section six, against a corpora- 
tion, it may restrain the corporation, and its officers and 
agents, from exercising any of its privileges or fran- 
chises, and from collecting or receiving any debts, or 
paying out, selling, assigning or transferring any of its 
estate, moneys, funds, lands, tenements or effects, except 
to the receiver appointed by the court until the court shall 
otherwise order; and upon the appointment of a receiver 
for a corporation, all the real and personal property of 
the corporation, and all its franchises, rights, privileges 
and effects shall forthwith vest in him, and the corpora- 
tion shall be divested of the title thereto, and the receiver 
thus appointed shall settle the estate and distribute the 
assets, and have all the powers and may exercise all the 
duties conferred upon receivers by the provisions of an 


act entitled “An act concerning corporations” (Revision 


of 1896), approved April twenty-first one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-six, and the acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. 
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6. Section eight of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows:

CHAPTER 345. 


An Act authorizing and empowering the Governor, the 
Treasurer, and the Comptroller of the State of New 
Jersey, constituting the State House Commission of 
said State, acting for and on behalf of the State of 
New Jersey, to grant and convey to Public Service 
Corporation of New Jersey, or one of its subsidiary 
companies, a right-of-way over the lands of the State 
of New Jersey in the township of North Brunswick, 
Middlesex County, New Jersey, now in the occupation 
of the trustees of Rutgers University of New Jersey. 


WHEREAS, Public Service Corporation of New Jersey, Preamble. 
or one of its subsidiary companies, now owns certain 
parcels of land acquired for a right-of-way over lands 
contiguous to lands now owned by or in the occupa- 
tion of the trustees of Rutgers University in New 
Jersey, and the trustees of Rutgers University in 
New Jersey are desirous of having said Public Service 
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Corporation of New Jersey or one of its subsidiary 
companies abandon said right-of-way, convey the fee 
to the same to the said University, and locate a new 
right-of-way over lands belonging to the State, 
said University, and others, for the transmission of 
electrical energy only, which said Public Service Cor- 
poration of New Jersey and/or one of its subsidiaries 
is willing to do; now, therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor, the Treasurer, and the Comptroller 
of the State of New Jersey, constituting the said State 
House Commission of said State, are hereby authorized 
and empowered, acting for and on behalf of the State 
of New Jersey, to grant a right-of-way, and execute a 
proper conveyance effectuating the same, to Public 
Service Corporation of New Jersey or one of its sub- 
sidiary companies, its successors or assigns, over lands 
owned by the State of New Jersey and now forming 
part of lands in the occupation of the trustees of Rutgers 
University in New Jersey, for the transmission of elec- 
trical energy only. The foregoing right-of-way shall 
not be granted by the said State House Commission 
until the trustees of Rutgers University shall have 
notified in writing the said State House Commission 
cf their desire to have the said right-of-way granted. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 346. 


An Act to validate certain ordinances heretofore passed 
by municipalities. 


Br rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any ordinance heretofore finally passed by the 
voverning body of any municipality shall be valid where 
the publication of said ordinance was in a newspaper 
printed in the county and circulating in the municipality ; 
provided, however, that at the time of said publication 
there was no newspaper printed and circulated in the 
riunicipality. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 347. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning counties, approved 
March fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen,” approved March eleventh, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four. 


ARTICLE 5 


BE ir ENACTED by the Scnate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section five hundred and one of this act be 
amended to read as follows: 

501. No officer, board, commission, committee or 
department or other branch of any county government 
shall enter into any contract for the doing of any work 
or for the furnishing of any materials, supplies or 
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labor, the hiring of teams or vehicles, where the sum to 
be expended exceeds the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000), unless the said officer, board or commission, 
committee or department, or other branch of the county 
government shall first publicly advertise for bids there- 
for, and shall award the contract for the same to the 
lowest responsible bidder ; provided, this section shall not 
prevent the hiring of teams or doing of work by em- 
ployees of any county or any department thereof; and 
provided, further, that this section shall not apply to the 
hiring of labor or equipment for the removal of snow 
‘rom county roads and bridges during emergency caused 
by storm; and provided, further, that this section shall 
not apply to the purchase of fresh vegetables, dairy 
products, eggs, live stock, poultry and motor vehicles; 
and provided, further, that in any county where a de- 
partment or purchasing agent shall have been established, 
said public advertising shall be prepared and_ bids 
received, and said awards be made by the purchasing 
agent, subject to the approval of the board of chosen 
freeholders of said county; and provided, further, if the 
exigency of any public service will not admit of such 
advertisement, said work may be done or said materials 
imay be purchased forthwith, provided the board charged 
with doing or purchasing the same shall first, by a 
four-fifths vote of all of its members, pass a resolu- 
tion declaring such exigency to exist, and that the im- 
mediate performance of the work or the furnishing of 
materials will not admit of the ordinary delay in adver- 
tising for proposals; and provided, further, that nothing 
in the law to which this is an amendment shall in any- 
wise affect, modify or amend any of the provisions of 
the act entitled ‘An act to regulate elections’ (Revision, 
1920), passed May fifth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty, or any supplements thereof or amendments 
thereto, nor in anywise affect, restrict or abridge the 
powers and authority of the county clerk thereunder.” 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

Br ie ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Every soldier, sailor, marine or nurse, who has a 
record of disability incurred in the line of duty, in the 
recent war between the United States and the German 
I'mpire, and its allies, who shall pass a civil service 
examination for employment, in any department of the 
State government, or the government of any municipal- 
ity of the State, and shall be as the result of such ex- 
amination, placed upon the eligible list for such em- 
ployment, shall be placed at the top of said eligible list, 
and when a vacancy occurs he or she shall be entitled to 
preference for such appointment over any others that 
may be upon said eligible list; provided, he or she, hav- 
ing such preference, shall possess the business capacity 
necessary to discharge the duties of the particular posi- 
tion involved. If{ more than one soldier, sailor, marine 
or nurse as aforesaid, pass such examination, and is 
placed upon the eligible list, then the preference for any 
such vacancy and position shall be given in accordance 
with the results of the examination. 

In order to be entitled to receive the benefits of, this 
act, it shall not be necessary for the applicant to have a 
record of disability that would be rated as compensable 
by the United States Veterans Bureau, nor shall the ap- 
plicant be in receipt cf, or have been in receipt of com- 
pensation from the United States Veterans Bureau as 
a result of such disability, nor shall any percentage of 
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disability be fixed in order to obtain preference as afore- 
said.

CHAPTER 350. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning municipalities,’ approved March twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the provi- 
sions of the act to which this act is a supplement, the 
governing bodies of any two or more municipalities, as 
defined by the provisions of the act to which this act 
is a supplement, are authorized to acquire jointly by 
gift, grant, purchase, condemnation, or any other lawful 
manner, lands and interest therein for airport purposes, 
and thereafter at the joint expense of such municipalities 
to erect thereon and maintain buildings for the afore- 
said purposes. 

2. In order to meet the cost of such acquisition and 
construction such municipalities are singly authorized 
tor the purposes of this act to incur indebtedness pursu- 
ant to the provisions of an act entitled “An act to 
authorize and regulate the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations, and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, village, town, township or any munici- 
pality governed by an improvement commission,” ap- 
proved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
cared and sixteen, and the acts amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto; provided, that the obligations so 
incurred shall be the single obligation of each munici- 
pality entering into the joint proposal authorized by this 
act, notwithstanding the title to the land so acquired, 
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and the buildings thereon erected, shall be held under 
the joint ownership of such municipalities. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 351. 


An Act to validate proceedings heretofore had by school 
districts authorizing the issuance of bonds. 


BE (T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretcfore had by school districts 
authorizing the issuance of bonds are validated, ratified, 
approved and confirmed, notwithstanding that two bal- 
lots were used at any such election authorizing the issu- 
ance of bonds, and notwithstanding that the installments 
cf bonds exceed those permitted by statute. 

2. The board of education is hereby authorized in all 
cases coming within the provisions of section one of 
this act to issue bonds for the period and in installments 
allowed by law for the purpose specified in the printed 
and published notices of the election and in the ballot;

any class or all classes of the shares of its capital stock 
with par value, change the number of its outstanding 
shares of any class of stock into a different number. of 
shares of said class, create one or more classes of pre- 
{erred or prior preference or other special stock, change 
its preferred or special stock into one or more classes 
of preferred or special and/or common stock, change its 
common stock into one or more classes of preferred or 
special and/or other common stock, change stock with 
par value (of any class or classes) into stock without 
par value of the same or of a different class or classes 
or change stock without par value into stock with par 
value of the same or of a different class or classes either 
with or without increasing or decreasing the number of 
shares, provide for funding or satisfying rights, in 
respect to dividends in arrears by the issuance of stock 
therefor or otherwise, provide for the creation and 
issuance of optional rights to subscribe to stock, make 
other provision for the readjustment or reclassification

In cities having one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
inhabitants or over, two district courts, to be called re- 
spectively, the first and second district courts of such 
cities; in cities having over seventeen thousand inhab- 
itants and less than one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
inhabitants, one district court to be called the district 
court of such city. In any judicial district, comprising 
one or more municipalities in the same county, other 
than cities entitled to a district court or courts as above 
provided, and containing a combined population of not

vided for shall commence on the third Tuesday in April 
next ensuing their election, and the term of all appoin- 
tive officers herein provided for shall commence ten 
days after their appointment; provided, however, that 
the term of office of any mayor hereafter elected in any 
such city located in a county of the fourth class shall be 
four years. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows : 

3. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer of 
such city and snall possess the powers and privileges and 
shall perform the duties which are hereinafter specified 
and shall be elected for the term of two years at the 
annual election to be held on the second Tuesday in 
April, and shall receive such annual compensation for 
this services, not exceeding one thousand dollars 
($1,000) per annum, as the common council shall, ty 
ordinance, fix and determine, and he shail receive no 
fee or other compensation whatever; provided, howcver, 
that the mayor of any such city located in a county of 
the fourth class shall be elected for a term of four years. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER: 356, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any two savings banks of this State located in 
the same municipality may merge or consolidate into a 
single savings bank, which may be either one of said 
merging savings banks or a new savings bank to be 
formed by such consolidation, as herein provided. 

2. The respective boards of managers of such savings 


banks may by a vote of two-thirds of all of the members 


of each board make or authorize to be made by such 
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savings banks a joint agreement for the merger or con- 
solidation of such savings banks. Such agreement shall 
specify the savings banks to be merged or consolidated ; 
shall prescribe the terms and conditions thereof, the 
mode of carrying the same into effect, the name of the 
merged or consolidated savings bank, which may be the 
name of either savings bank a party to such agreement, 
the period, if any, limited for the duration of the merged 
or consolidated savings bank, the number (which may 
be in excess of fifteen), names and places of residence 
(within the State of New Jersey) of the persons who 
shall constitute the board of managers of the merged or 
consolidated savings bank after the merger or consolida- 
tion shall have been effected, and the names and places 
of residence of the persons who shall constitute the 
officers of the merged or consolidated savings bank atter 
the merger or consolidation shall have been effected, 
which managers and officers shall hold their respective 
cffices until their successors he elected or appointed ; may 
fix a time subsequent to the approval of such merger 
or consolidation by the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance at which such merger or consolidation shail 
become effective; may provide that the by-laws of either 
of such merging or consolidating savings banks shall 
constitute the by-laws of the merged or consolidated 
savings bank, or may provide for the adoption of hy- 
laws by the merged or consolidated savings bank; may 
fix a time at which the first meeting of the board of 
managers of the merged or consolidated savings bank 
shall be held or provide for notice thereof; and may 
contain such other provisions as may be necessary or 
proper for perfecting such merger or consolidation. 

3. For the purpose of equalizing or adjusting the in- 
terest of the respective depositors of such merging ot 
consolidating savings banks in the respective surpluses 
thereof, or in the respective assets thereof according to 
a fair valuation, such joint agreement may provide for 
the declaration and payment, at such time and manner 
as may be therein provided, to such respective depositors 
existing as such at the close of business on the day pre- 
ceding the calling of the meeting of the board of man- 
agers of either or both of such savings banks, to take 
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action upon the proposed joint agreement, of a special 
dividend; or may provide for the retention by either 
or both of such savings banks of specified assets to be 
held by either or both of such savings banks and ex- 
cluded from the assets transferred to the merged or con- 
solidated savings bank, or otherwise set apart, and for 
the distribution thereof among the depositors by or 
under the authority of the board of managers of such 
merging or consolidating savings bank or banks. 

4, The terms and provisions of such joint agreement 
may by the vote aforesaid be from time to time modified 
prior to the final approval of such joint agreement by 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance. 

5. Such joint agreement shall be submitted to the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance for his ap- 
proval. If such agreement in its original or modified 
form shall be approved in writing by the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance, it shall be filed by him, with 
his written approval, in the office of the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance, and shall thereupon take 
effect in accordance with its terms and provisions and 
at the time fixed in such agreement, or, if no time be 
therein fixed, then upon such filing. Such joint agree- 
ment, and any modifications thereof. after adoption by 
the respective boards of managers of such merging or 
consolidating savings banks, er copies thereof, shall be 
open to inspection of depositors and other parties in 
interest at the offices of each of such savings banks, and 
notice of the adoption thereof, and of any modification 
thereof, shall be published within ten days after the 
adoption thereof, or of any modifications thereof, as the 
case may be, at least once in two newspapers circulating 
within the municipality in which such savings banks are 
located ; and a similar notice shall be posted in the office 
of each such savings bank. Within five days after the fil- 
ing of such agreement, with the approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance, in the office of said 
commissioner, a notice of the approval thereof shall be 
similarly published and posted. and a copy of such agree- 
ment and written approval, certified by said commis- 
sioner, shall be filed in the office of the county clerk of 
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the county in which such savings banks are located and 
be recorded by him. 

6. Upon the consummation of said merger or con- 
solidation at the time fixed as aforesaid when the same 
shall become effective, the said savings banks shall be one 
corporation by the name provided in said agreement, 
and all of the rights, privileges, powers and franchises 
of each of such savings banks, and all property, real, 
personal and mixed, wherever situated, and things in 
action or belonging to either of such savings banks 
(except such as may under the terms of such joint 
agreement be expressly excluded therefrom), shall be 
vested in and deemed to be transferred to the merged 
or consolidated corporation without further act or deed, 
and all such property, rights, privileges, powers and 
franchises, and all and every other interest and thing 
in action shall be thereafter as effectually the property 
of the merged or consolidated savings bank as they were 
of the respective former savings banks, and the title to 
any real estate, whether by deed or otherwise, under 
the laws of this State, vested in either of such savings 
banks, shall not revert or be in any way impaired by 
reason of such merger or consolidation; provided, that 
all rights, obligations and relations to any person, cred- 
itor, depositor, trustee or beneficiary of any trust, or 
debts, liabilities or duties of either of said former sav- 
mgs banks, shall remain unimpaired, and the merged 
or consolidated savings bank shali by such merger or 
consolidation succeed to all such relations, obligations, 
trusts, duties, debts and liabilities, and shall execute 
and perform all such, and the same may be enforced 
against it to the same extent and in the same manner as 
though it had itself assumed such obligations, relations 
or trusts, or incurred such debts, duties or liabilities; 
and that all rights of creditors and all liens upon the 
property of either of said former savings banks shall be 
preserved unimpaired, and the respective former savings 
banks may be deemed to continue in existence in order 
to preserve the same or in order to liquidate and dis- 
tribute any property or assets reserved for liquidation 
and distribution among its depositors; and no pending 
action or other judicial proceeding to which either of 
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such merging or consolidating savings banks shall be a 
party shall abate or be discontinued by reason of the 
merger or consolidation, but the same may be prosecuted 
to final judgment, order or decree against the merged 
or consclidated savings bank. 

7. The merged or consolidated savings bank may con- 
tinue to maintain branch offices or agencies for the 
transaction of its business established pursuant to law 
by either or both of the merging or consolidating say- 
ings banks. 

8. A copy of such joint agreement, with the written 
approval ot the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance, certified by such commissioner, shall be evidence 
in any court and for all purposes of such agreement and 
of the existence of the merged or consolidated savings 
bank. Such a certified copy, although not otherwise 
acknowledged or proved, may be recorded in any county 
in the office of the clerk of the county or in the office 

f the register of deeds in anv county in which the office 
of register of deeds exists, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act respecting conveyances” 
(Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and the supplements 
and amendments thereto, in any or all of the proper 
books for the record of deeds and assignments of mort- 
gages, either on real or personal property, and the record 
of such certified copy shall be as valid and effectual in 
law as if duly executed and acknowledged deeds to all 
the real estate and duly recorded assignments of all the 
mortgages, either on real or personal preperty (tnless 
excluded as aforesaid), owned of record by each of the 
merging or consolidating savings banks, parties to such 
agreement, had been made and delivered by such merg- 
ing or consolidating savings banks to the merged or 
consolidated savings bank and duly recorded. 

9, In determining the eligibility of any officer, clerk 
or employee of any such merged or consolidated savings 
bank for retirement on a pension or retiring allowance, 
pursuant to the provisions of law, the period of service 
or employment of such officer, clerk or employee in 
either of the merging or consolidating savings hanks 
shall be given the same effect as if such officer, clerk 
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or employee had been in the service or employ of the 
merged or consolidated savings bank during the same 
period. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to regulate the 
ascertainment and payment of compensation for prop- 
erty condemned or taken for public use” (Revision of 
1900), approved March twentieth, one thousand nine 
hundred.

A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act 
relating to the Court of Common Pleas” (Revision 
of 1900), approved March twenty-third, one thousand 
nine hundred.

Resolution Number Thirteen, Laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight, approved April third, 
one thousand niné hundred and twenty-eight, has con- 
ducted hearings, in the course of which testimony has 
been taken disclosing violations of law committed by 
and illegal and irregular conduct contrary to the pub- 
lic interest on the part of State officials, State depart- 
ments, commissions, boards and bodies, and also vio- 
lations of law committed by and illegal and irregular 
conduct contrary to the public interest on the part of 
municipal and county officials, departments, commis- 
sions, boards and bodies; and

deem necessary and proper, 


Bk IT RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:

CHAPTER 1. 


An Act to permit the merger or consolidation of savings 
banks. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any two savings banks of this State located in the 
same municipality may merge or consolidate into a single 
savings bank, which may be either one of said merging 
savings banks or a new savings bank to be formed by 
such consolidation, as herein provided. 

2. The respective boards of managers of such savings 
banks may by a vote of two-thirds of all of the members 
of each board make or authorize to be made by such 
savings banks a joint agreement for the merger or con- 
solidation of such savings banks. Such agreement shall 
specify the savings banks to be merged or consolidated ; 
shall prescribe the terms and conditions thereof, the 
mode of carrying the same into effect, the name of the 
merged or consolidated savings bank, which may be the 
name of either savings bank a party to such agreement, 
the period, if any, limited for the duration of the merged 
or consolidated savings bank, the number (which may 
be in excess of fifteen), names and places of residence 
(within the State of New Jersey) of the persons who 
shall constitute the board of managers of the merged 
or consolidated savings bank after the merger or con- 
solidation shall have been effected, and the names and 
places of residence of the persons who shall constitute 
the officers of the merged or consolidated savings bank 
after the merger or consolidation shall have been effected, 
which managers and officers shall hold their respective 
offices until their successors be elected or appointed; may 
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fix a time subsequent to the approval of such merger or 
consolidation by the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance at which such merger or consolidation shall 
become effective ; may provide that the by-laws of either 
of such merging or consolidating savings banks shall 
constitute the by-laws of the merged or consolidated 
savings bank, or may provide for the adoption of by-laws 
by the merged or consolidated savings bank; may fix 
a time at which the first meeting of the board of man- 
agers of the merged or consolidated savings bank shall be 
held or provide for notice thereof; and may contain such 
other provisions as may be necessary or proper for per- 
fecting such merger or consolidation. 

3. For the purpose of equalizing or adjusting the 
interest of the respective depositors of such merging or 
consolidating savings banks in the respective surpluses 
thereof, or in the respective assets thereof according to 
a fair valuation, such joint agreement may provide for 
the declaration and payment, at such time and manner 
as may be therein provided, to such respective depositors 
existing as such at the close of business on the day 
preceding the calling of the meeting of the board of 
managers of either or both of such savings banks, to 
take action upon the proposed joint agreement, of a 
special dividend; or may provide for the retention by 
either or both of such savings banks of specified assets 
to be held by either or both of such savings banks and 
excluded from the assets transferred to the merged or 
consolidated savings bank, or otherwise set apart, and 
for the distribution thereof among the depositors by or 
under the authority of the board of managers of such 
merging or consolidating savings bank or banks. 

4. The terms and provisions of such joint agreement 
may by the vote aforesaid be from time to time modified 
prior to the final approval of such joint agreement by 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance. 

5. Such joint agreement shall be submitted to the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance for his ap- 
proval. If such agreement in its original or modified 
torm shall be approved in writing by the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance, it shall be filed by him, with 
his written approval, in the office of the Commissioner 
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of Banking and Insurance, and shall thereupon take 
effect in accordance with its terms and provisions and at 
the time fixed in such agreement, or, if no time be there- 
in fixed, then upon such filing. Such joint agreement, 
and any modifications thereof, after adoption by the 
respective boards of managers of such merging or con- 
solidating savings banks, or copies thereof, shall be open 
to inspection of depositors and other parties in interest 
at the offices of each of such savings banks, and notice 
of the adoption thereof, and of any modification thereof, 
shall be published within ten days after the adoption 
thereof, or of any modifications thereof, as the case may 
be, at least once in two newspapers circulating within the 
municipality in which such savings banks are located; 
and a similar notice shall be posted in the office of each 
such savings bank. Within five days after the filing of 
such agreement, with the approval of the Commissioner 
ef Banking and Insurance, in the office of said com- 
missioner, a notice of the approval thereof shall be 
similarly published and posted, and a copy of such agree- 
ment and written approval, certified by said commis- 
sioner, shall be filed in the office of the county clerk of 
the county in which such savings banks are located and 
be recorded by him. 

6. Upon the consummation of said merger or con- 

solidation at the time fixed as aforesaid when the same 
shall become effective, the said savings banks shall be 
one corporation by the name provided in said agreement, 
and all of the rights, privileges, powers and franchises 
of each of such savings banks, and all property, real, 
personal and mixed, wherever situated, and things in 
action or belonging to either of such savings banks 
(except such as may under the terms of such joint 
agreement be expressly excluded therefrom), shall be 
vested in and deemed to be transferred to the merged 
or consolidatd corporation without further act or deed, 
and all such property, rights, privileges, powers and 
franchises, and all and every other interest and thing 
in action shall be thereafter as effectually the property 
of the merged or consolidated savings bank as they were 
of the respective former savings banks, and the title to 
any real estate, whether by deed or otherwise, under the 
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laws of this State, vested in either of such savings banks, 
shall not revert or be in any way impaired by reason of 
such merger or consolidation; provided, that all rights, 
obligations and relations to any person, creditor, de- 
positor, trustee or beneficiary of any trust, or debts, 
liabilities or duties of either of said former savings 
banks, shall remain unimpaired, and the merged or con- 
solidated savings bank shall by such merger or con- 
solidation succeed to all such relations, obligations, trusts, 
duties, debts and liabilities, and shall execute and per- 
form all such, and the same may be enforced against 
it to the same extent and in the same manner as though 
it had itself assumed such obligations, relations or trusts, 
or incurred such debts, duties or liabilities; and that all 
rights of creditors and all liens upon the property of 
either of said former savings banks shall be preserved 
unimpaired, and the respective former savings banks 
may be deemed to continue in existence in order to 
preserve the same or in order to liquidate and distribute 
any property or assets reserved for liquidation and 
distribution among its depositors; and no pending action 
or other judicial proceeding to which either of such 
merging or consolidating savings banks shall be a party 
shall abate or be discontinued by reason of the merger 
or consolidation, but the same may be prosecuted to final 
judgment, order or decree against the merged or con- 
solidated savings bank. 

7. The merged or consolidated savings bank may 
continue to maintain branch offices or agencies for the 
transaction of its business established pursuant to law 
by either or both of the merging or consolidating savings 
banks. 

8. A copy of such joint agreement, with the written 
approval of the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance, certified by such commissioner, shall be evidence 
in any court and for all purposes of such agreement and 
of the existence of the merged or consolidated savings 
bank. Such a certified copy, although not otherwise 
acknowledged or proved, may be recorded in any county 
in the office of the clerk of the county or in the office 
of the register of deeds in any county in which the 
office of register of deeds exists, in accordance with the 
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provisions of an act entitled “An act respecting con- 
veyances” (Revision of 1898), approved June four- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and 
the supplements and amendments thereto, in any or all 
of the proper books for the record of deeds and assign- 
ments of mortgages, either on real or personal prop- 
erty, and the record of such certified copy shall be as 
valid and effectual in law as if duly executed and ac- 
knowledged deeds to all the real estate and duly recorded 
assignments of all the mortgages, either on real or per- 
sonal property (unless excluded as aforesaid), owned 
of record by each of the merging or consolidating sav- 
ings banks, parties to such agreement, had been made 
and delivered by such merging or consolidating savings 
banks to the merged or consolidated savings bank and 
duly recorded. 

9. In determining the eligibility of any officer, clerk 
or employee of any such merged or consolidated savings 
bank for retirement on a pension or retiring allowance, 
pursuant to the provisions of law, the period of service 
or employment of such officer, clerk or employee in 
either of the merging or consolidating savings banks 
shall be given the same effect as if such officer, clerk or 
employee had been in the service or employ of the 
merged or consolidated savings bank during the same 
period. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 2. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Highway System, and to provide for the im- 
provement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use thereof” 
(Revision 1927), approved March thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, cor- 
poration or corporations to lay any tracks, pipes or con- 
duits on, over or under any public viaduct or bridge 
constituting a part of the State Highway System, or to 
connect any wires, cables or other appliances to any such 
viaduct or bridge without first obtaining the consent of 
the State Highway Commission and complying with 
such reasonable terms and conditions as may be pre- 
scribed by said State Highway Commission; provided, 
however, that any public utility which is subject to the 
regulation of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners 
of this State, and whose rates are subject to be fixed by 
said board, and which has the right to use the highway 
on both sides of any such viaduct or bridge or which 
had or shall have its tracks, pipes, conduits or wires in, 
on, over or under any such viaduct or bridge when same 
was or hereafter shall be taken over by the State High- 
way Commission as part of a State highway, may la: 
connect, maintain and operate its tracks, pipes, conduits, 
wires, cables or other appliances in, on, over or under 
any such viaduct or bridge, and in, on, over and upon — 
any new viaduct or bridge including the necessary high- 
Way approach thereto constructed at the same or a new 
location in substitution for any such viaduct or bridge 
as aforesaid, at its own cost and expense, under such 
reasonable terms and regulations as the State Highway 
Commission has prescribed or may hereafter prescribe, 
which terms and regulations may be contained in an 
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agreement between such State Highway Commission and 
such public utility, and such agreement may contain such 
provisions with regard to the use made or to be made of 
such viaduct or bridge as have been or may be agreed 
upon, but in no event shall any such public utility be 
required to pay for any such use more than an amount 
sufficient to compensate the State for the extra burden 
imposed upon the State by reason of the use of any 
such viaduct or bridge by any such public utility. In case 
the State Highway Commission and said public utility 
cannot agree upon the terms and regulations or the 
amount to be paid as hereinbefore provided, an appli- 
cation may be made to the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners, which board shall, after hearing, fix the 
terms and regulations governing such use and the 
amount to be paid, if any, by such public utility. 

2. This act shall not relieve any such public utility 
from the payment of any sum now due or claimed to be 
due or accrued under any contract previously entered 
into by such public utility for its use of any bridge or 
viaduct. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.
